Yes, what power is there to 
help by such things? It does not lie in the things themselves. It 


should be read with devotion and attention and in the fear of God, 
with serious consideration that such reading may also produce 
fruit and remain such fruit. Nor should only a piece here and there 
be torn out and the rest left unnoticed. What is taught, what is 
told, what is reported from church life near and far, 


is an artist in a thousand ways and likes to draw people away from 
God and from trust in God and from devotion to God. 

Another example. - A sheep is stolen from a farmer. He 
suspects all sorts of people, but knows nothing for certain. He 
goes to a fortune teller and tells her his story. The fortune teller 
seeks to read the truth from the carls or from the coffee grounds. 
Or she writes the names of the stolen man's neighbours in a circle 
on a board, 


puts a pointer in the middle of the circle, which she sets in motion 
while murmuring sayings, and that shall then point it out. From 
whom then does one expect counsel and help here? From 
cards, coffee grounds, pointers, or spells? Or from God? Shall 
God help by things, we ask again, which he himself hath 
forbidden? No, behind all this is the wretched devil, who wants 
to deceive men, to draw them away from God, to sow distrust 
and enmity, and who may well be able to help, since he may 
well know the sheep thief, for instance. 

Now these and many similar practices, which we cannot 
name and enumerate all, are summed up under the name of 
"conjuring. To conjure, then, is to use, for some purpose, not the 
means freely and openly ordained by God, but secret and such 
means as cannot ordinarily do what is intended, and so the devil 
is at work. 

Sorcery, or "crafty art," as the Scripture also calls it, is quite 
a heathen work; a work of those who know nothing of God; a 
work of the wretched, who cannot say to God, "Abba, dear 
Father!" in faith in Jesus Christ and childlike trust. They seek 
dark powers and secret arts where natural means do not suffice. 
The heathen world, both the civilized and the uncivilized, is full 
of sorcery. True Christians and children of God, who have 
renounced the devil and all his nature and works, renounce such 
unrighteousness. Of the former heathen and newly converted 
Christians at Ephesus, we are told in Acts 19:19: "But many of 
them, having wrought a crafty art, gathered the books together, 
and burned them openly, and reckoned the value thereof, and 
found of the money fifty thousand pennies." True Christians and 
children of God are told what the Lord God said to his people 
through Moses in the Old Testament: "When thou comest into 
the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt not learn 
the abominations of these nations, lest any man be found 
among thee that maketh his son or daughter to pass through the 
fire, or a diviner, or a dialer, or one that hearkeneth unto the cry 
of birds, or a sorcerer, or a conjurer, or a soothsayer, or one that 
asketh of the dead. For whosoever doeth these things is an 
abomination unto the LORD: and for such abominations the 
LORD thy God doth drive them out from before thee. But thou 
shalt be without change with the LORD thy God. For these 
nations, which thou shalt possess, obey the diviners and the 
prophets: but thou shalt not so hold thyself against the LORD 
thy God. A prophet like unto me shall the LORD thy God raise 
up unto thee out of thee and thy brethren: him shall ye obey." 
Not to diviners and sorcerers shall God's people go, but to the 
LORD their God, who by the great prophet, our LORD and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, hath opened his Father's heart unto us: 
this is what we Christians learn from this ancient word, and 
which also resounds in our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is 
given unto us. 

But "they are not all Israelites who are of Israel": they are not 
all true Christians who are called Christians. Like all other 
abominations, sorcery did not remain with the heathen nations, 
but was brought over into the Christian nations. In part, sorcery 
and divination appear among us quite naked and undisguised; 
in part, they have been given a man's name. 


The name of God is used in the process, and the name of God 
is misused in the process. One uses, one abuses the name of 
God in casting spells! This makes the abomination even more 
abominable. God, his holy name and word, are used to adorn 
and veil this devilish work; to seduce even simple, but untried 
and ignorant children of God, so that they think they are not 
doing anything ungodly when they let themselves be "talked 
over," as it is called, or when they let themselves be "blessed," 
as it is even called; and what is more. O Christian, open thine 
eyes and look through! This is just what is forbidden in our 
second commandment: that we should work magic in God's 
name, that we should misuse God's name to work magic.

The Ohio false doctrine of conversion and 
blessedness. 


The leaders of the Ohio Synod teach, as is well known, that 
aman is converted and saved, not only by grace, but also by his 
good conduct. It is true that at the colloquium in Michigan City 
they apparently confessed the opposite: conduct does not do it; 
not even the thousandth part of conduct brings about conversion 
and salvation. But their confession was, as | said, only a 
pretense. In their "Kirchenzeitung" (Church Magazine) they 
state that they nevertheless remained firm in good "conduct" as 
the ultimate cause of conversion and salvation. 

But with this sentence: Man shall be blessed in ch by his 
good conduct, they lead men on the broad way that leads to 
destruction. Why? Because they thereby lead men to trust in 
their own efficiency and their own good works. For good 
"conduct" must certainly be reckoned among the good works of 
man. Dr. Luther, in explaining the words, says: "Strive to enter 
through the narrow gate. For many will seek how to enter, and 
will not be able to do it," as follows: "Why not? Because they 
know not what is the narrow gate. This is the faith that makes a 
man small, nay, even nullifies him, so that he despairs of all his 
works (thus also of his good conduct), and must cling only to 
God's grace, even leaving all things above it (thus certainly also 
his 'good conduct’). But the Cainian saints think that the narrow 
gate is good works. Therefore they do not become small, do not 
despair of the same, yes, they gather them with great sacks, 
hang them up with them, and thus want to pass through, and will 
pass through, as the camel with its great back may pass through 
the eye of the needle." 

Surely the Ohioans will not say to us that Christ ascribes life 
and blessedness to doing, and therefore also to good conduct, 
for he says to the scribe, "Do this, and thou shalt live. But by 
doing this Christ here understands the doing of the whole law, 
the perfect fulfilment of all the commandments.

After Father Furbringer had administered the Presidency of 
the Northern District of the Synod for eighteen years in addition 
to his pastorate, he was granted a rest at his request in 1872. 
But when in 1874 Wisconsin and Minnesota had been made a 
Northwestern District, and Michigan had then remained Northern 
District with the addition of Ontario, Furbringer was again elected 
to the presidency. Although he asked with many reasons that he 
should be dismissed, the Synod maintained its request "that 
Pastor Furbringer continue to serve the Lord and His Church 
with his special talent for the office of President, and by 
unanimous resolution agreed to relieve Pastor Furbringer of all 
other duties, as: 1. the consultations and expert opinions which 
would be requested in difficult cases; 2. to receive the reports of 
the vice-president and the visitators and to use them for his 
annual report; 3. to hold the synodal speech for the opening of 
the synodal meetings; 4. to accept appeals from the decision of 
the vice-president and the visitators in the highest case of 
emergency. Since these facilities had been granted to the 
elected Praeses, he could no longer resist the urge of all the 
brethren and in God's name took over the office of Praeses 
anew. 

He continued to serve in the synod for seven years. But when 
he had delivered the synodal address and read the presidential 
report at the annual meeting in Saginaw in 1882, he asked the 
synod "to elect a temporary president in his place, since he could 
no longer administer this office at the present meetings because 
of his age and physical weakness," which was granted. In view 
of this, the Synod then relieved him of the presidency at all, 
which he had now presided over for 25 years. 

In August of 1880, our sponsor had the joy of consecrating 
the new St. Lorenzkirche, a large, beautiful brick building with a 
slender tower visible from afar. On this occasion Professor 
Cramer, who had been invited to deliver the main sermon, was 
his guest.

Lutheran Church. The first volume of the "American Church 


History Series" has recently been published, and brings many an 
interesting account of the growth of the various church 
denominations in this country during the period 1880-1890. The 
data are probably the most accurate obtainable, having been 
collected and compiled by H. K. Carroll, who has been engaged 
in this matter for several years as chief census taker for church 
affairs. According to these reports, the Lutherans have 
proportionately shown the greatest increase, namely, 77 per 
cent, the Methodist Episcopalians 31, the Congregationalists 33, 
the Presbyterians 38, the Baptists 49, the Episcopalians 55 per 
cent. As to the actual number of members, the Baptists stand at 
the head, with 3, 429,080; then the Methodists, with 2, 240, 354; 
the Presbyterians, with 1, 278, 332; the Lutherans, with 1, 
231,072; the Episcopalians, with 532,054; and the 
Congregationalists, with 512, 771. In the following cities the 
Lutherans, as to the number of communicants, rank first: 
Chicago, St. Louis, Milwaukee, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Saginaw, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Detroit, Akron, Toledo, Fort Wayne, La 
Crosse, Eric, Lancaster, Pa., Altoona, Allentown, Reading, 
Easton; second in the following cities, Rochester, N. Y., 
Syracuse, Utica, Hoboken, Harrisburg, Columbus, Dayton, 
Dubuque, Bay City, Canton, Springfield, O., Aoungstown, O. Now 
in these numbers, of course, is included all that calls itself 
Lutheran only, but some cities in which the congregations 
belonging to the Synodal Conference are far in the majority 
(Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, etc.), show what a large people 
the faithful Lutheran Church of this country has grown to be.

In an address which the Pope had read to Italian pilgrims on 16

American Protective 
Association is the name of a society whose purpose, according 
to its Constitution, is to preserve the separation of church and 
state and to promote civil and religious liberty throughout the 
world. *) According to the same Constitution, no one who is "a 
member of the Roman Catholic Church" shall become a member 
of this Society. **) Even a man whose wife belongs to the Roman 
Church, or whose children attend a Roman Catholic Church or 
school, can only be admitted on a special dispensation from the 
Chief President. t+) From this, as well as from every number of 
the recognized organ of the Association, it is evident that the 
same is engaged in a struggle against the Roman Church. 
Accordingly, its activities up to now have been directed primarily 
toward thwarting the nomination of Roman Catholic candidates 
in political elections, or, where such candidates were nominated, 
their election. Not only have the members of the Society pledged 
themselves not to vote for any papists, but by agitation in speech 
and writing they also endeavor to induce others to deny their 
votes to papist candidates. 

We understand that the Roman Catholics have a very bad 
opinion of the Society, especially since the Association, which 
has grown rapidly and has a hundred thousand or more 
members, already exerts a not insignificant influence in political 
life. Those who do not belong to the Pabst Church have judged 
the Society very differently, favorably and unfavorably. It has 
been praised in political newspapers and church bulletins, on 
oratory platforms and in preaching stands; from other quarters it 
has been condemned. For several reasons, we now consider it 
necessary to speak out about this contemporary phenomenon. 

We cannot agree, first of all, with much that has been said

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 

Many, even among Christians, do not like, and even consider 
it dangerous and reprehensible, to speak of magic as seriously as 
we have done. "The whole story of magic," they say, "is an old, 
obsolete superstition, long since outworn by all educated men, 
and found only among quite ignorant people, on which nothing 
real lies at the bottom; let the people be told this, and laugh at 
such things; but do not speak of it so seriously, for otherwise you 
will strengthen the people in the belief that there is really 
something in it, and make them even more superstitious than they 
already are. Consider," they go on, "what it led to in the Middle 
Ages, that people believed sorcery to be something real: to witch 
trials and burnings and untold misery! Is that where they want to 
take it again?" - To this we reply, first of all: Sorcery is certainly 
old, so old that already in the second book of Moses, chapters 7 
and 8, there are reports of Egyptian sorcerers, who were evidently 
not a new, but at that time already an old and long known and 
existing guild. But it has not yet ceased to exist, and the city and 
country are full of soothsayers and diviners and all kinds of 
sorcerers, and the people in innumerable numbers are under their 
spell, and even the so-called educated, from emperors and kings 
down to merchants and ladies educated in colleges, are among 
their customers. Secondly, that sorcery is based on something 
"real" is taught by the Word of God, for example in the passage 
just mentioned, 2 Mof. 7 and 8, to mention only one. And what 
God's Word says, we believe. So we do not believe that sorcery 
is an empty superstition that can be laughed away, but we believe 
that it is an ungodly devilry that must be fought with God's Word. 
And this is to be told to the people. 


Third, if one speaks the word of God to the people, he does not 
make them superstitious, but believing. But believers do not fight 
the devil's kingdom with fire and sword, but with the same word 
of God by which they are brought into God's kingdom. And finally, 
fourthly, that most so-called soothsayers and other magicians 
are swindlers and deceivers, we also believe. And we do not take 
what they do, or pretend to do, for "something real" until we have 
thoroughly convinced ourselves of it. But still - is the devil dead? 
Are his evil spirits no longer "princes and mighty men, lords of 
the world, ruling in the darkness of this world"? (Eph. 6:12.) And 
should they not now work by sorcery at all, as in the times of 
which the word of God reports? And at any rate, those who go to 
the sorcerers, do they want fraud and deceit, or something real? 
Certainly the latter. And it is precisely in this wanting and desiring 
that ungodliness lies. Therefore it is necessary for us to raise our 
voices against sorcery and to call out to the sorcerers and to 
those who use their pretended or real art: "Whoever does these 
things is an abomination to the Lord! (Deut. 18:12.) And, "Outside 
are the dogs, and the sorcerers, and the fornicators, and the 
slayers, and the idolaters, and all that love and do falsehood!" 
(Revelation 22:15.) 

We must also draw special attention to so-called spiritualism. 
This is a kind of sorcery that is now appearing in public with great 
impudence. Spiritism, however, does not want to be called 
sorcery, but it appears as truth and science, even as a religion 
and religious community. Here in America alone, it numbers its 
followers in the millions. Spiritism says that the living can have 
intercourse with the spirits of the departed; the departed spirits 
can reveal themselves to the living, answer their questions, help 
in many things, and give higher knowledge. And Spiritism not 
only teaches this, but also practices it, and seduces and 
enchants many. 

Like sorcery in general, spiritualism is also very old. You can 
see this in the story 1 Sam. 28, 5-25. Read this story. It shows 
you how the spiritualists still do it today. 

That there is much fraud and swindling among the Spiritists 
is certain. But we dare not say that everything they do is only a 
swindle. Where there is "something in it," it is the devil and his 
evil spirits, who appear under the name of separated spirits, as 
was also the case with the citation of Samuel by the spiritualist 
at Endor. 


May a Christian go along with this? Unnecessary and foolish 
question! Certainly not! But here is also the word of the Lord, 
which forbids it: "Lest any man be found among you, that asketh 
of the dead!" (Deut. 18:10-12) "But if they say unto you, Ye must 
ask the diviners and the interpreters of signs, which prate and 
debate, say: Shall not a people ask their God? or shall one ask 
the dead for the living? Yea, according to law and testimony. If 
they will not say this, they shall not have the dawn." So it is not 
the dead that one should seek to ask through the spiritualists; 
then one would only be deceived and duped by Satan. But God 
is to be asked, who in his word.., 
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in law and gospel, has given the necessary answer to all 
questions. There inquire, there trust, there seek and find the 
dawn of eternal life! - We poor sinners, who have no confidence. 
in God in our flesh, but rather seek counsel in death and hell 
than in the living God!

A biography by F. Lochner. 


(Continued.) 

In August of 1880, our sponsor had the joy of consecrating 
the new St. Lawrence Church, a large, beautiful brick building 
with a slender steeple visible from afar. On this occasion 
Professor Cramer, who had been invited to deliver the main 
sermon, was his guest. 

In the fall of 1884 he was afflicted with weak eyes, as a result 
of which he felt compelled to go to Detroit for some time for a 
cure, but to let his son Ludwig, who was still studying in St. Louis, 
come to help out in preaching. The latter, after completing his 
studies, was called by the congregation in the summer to be his} 
father's assistant and was ordained under his assistance on the 
6th Sunday after Trinity in 1885. 

This joyful event was followed in the spring of the following 
year by a more painful one: the death of his daughter Agnes, an 
adult, godly and richly gifted virgin, on April 1, 1886, as a result 
of a heart condition. 

As already mentioned at the beginning, Furbringer received 
a letter of congratulations from the Gymnasium Rutheneum in 
Gera, whose pupil he had once been, on the occasion of the 
50th anniversary celebration of our Concordia-Gymnasium in 
Fort Wayne, which took place on June 25 and 26, 188! Since he 
was the only still living founder of the oldest higher educational 
institution of our synod, he was especially commemorated at the 
jubilee celebration and expressed in a letter of congratulations 
written by Prof. Grabner and signed by the hundred assembled 
former Concordians. And when he celebrated his 80th birthday) 
in the following year in the quiet family circle, the delegate synod 
assembled in the same days in Milwaukee sent him al 
congratulatory letter likewise written by Prof. Grabner. 

Already after two months this birthday celebration was 
followed by the celebration of his 50th anniversary as a parish 
priest. The annual celebration of the consecration of the church 
on Sunday, August 24, at which the son preached the sermon, 
was followed on Monday, August 25, by the jubilee celebration, 
at which | was invited by the congregation and the family to 
preach the sermon in the morning, and to which, in addition to a 
number of fellow ministers from Michigan, Prof. Ginther from St. 
Louis also attended. The bells rang and the congregation 
marched in procession to the nearby church, where, at my 
request, my son acted as liturgist. The text of the sermon were 
the words of Pauli Apost. 26, 22. 23.: "But by the help of God |

Christ was to suffer, and to be the first in the resurrection from 
the dead, and to preach a light to the people and to the Gentiles." 
After these words the sermon dealt with the threefold grace that 
had befallen the dear jubilarian in his ministry, which was 1. the 
attainment of the unusually high level in the ministry; 2. the 
preservation in pure doctrine until this day; and 3. the 
preservation in the faithfulness of the church: 2. the preservation 
of pure doctrine until this day, and 3. the blessed administration 
of the holy office still continuing at such a high age. After the 
return from the church, which took place under the sounds of the 
trombone choir, a stop was made in the parish garden, where 
Sievers Sr. presented a jubilee gift in the name of the 
congregation, and Praeses Schmidt in the name of the Conferenz 
brothers. Also the jubilarian's hometown Gera had sent a festive 
gift. 

And now a golden jubilee was still to come as the last in the 
house of the pilgrimage - the golden jubilee of marriage. And it 
seemed indeed as if he should still live to see October 18, 1892. 
After all, he had been able to be active in his office throughout 
the year after the jubilee, grateful to the Lord for such grace, since 
he could think of nothing more difficult for a pastor than to have 
to be completely inactive, as he repeatedly expressed himself. 
But this jubilee celebration, which was still to come, was not to 
happen. 


Il. Departure and burial. 


Already in the winter of 1891 to 1892, but even more from 
April on, Father Furbringer's weakness of age took over. When 
his son-in-law, F. Sievers of Minneapolis, visited him on a trip 
home from St. Louis at the end of May, he found him already very 
suffering and miserable, longing very much for dissolution. "It 
seems he is now hastening home," remarked the latter in a letter 
to me, "the faithful Lord grant him a peaceful journey home!" 
Nevertheless, it had been possible for him not only to preach a 
few weeks before, on the Sunday after Easter, April 24, but also 
to hear confessions afterwards, on Saturday, June 25. 
But that sermon was to be his last, and this confession his 
whole long ministry. On Tuesday, July 12, at 5 o'clock in the 
morning, the four church bells suddenly rang out in mourning. 
[They announced to the congregation the departure of the long- 
time and beloved pastor. His going home had been in every way 
fa journey of peace, for only for the last twenty-four hours had he 
been actually bedridden; to the last he had retained 
consciousness, and without any particular agony he had fallen 
asleep.

Abroad. 


The Bavarian General Synod recently approved the introduction 
of the revised Bible, as proposed by the church government, by 
82 votes to 44. German scholars have been working on this 
revised Bible for decades, and now the German church 
government is in the process of introducing it into church and 
school. The revised Bible gives in many places an exact 
translation of the original Hebrew or Greek text, but in many 
places it has corrupted and obscured the clear and strong 
German language of Luther. The most offensive thing, however, 
is that the new Bible translators have "improved" the old Luther 
text according to the sense and taste of modern unbelief. Thus, 
for example, the beautiful saying Job 19:25, 26: "But | know that 
my Redeemer liveth, and that he will raise me up out of the 
earth," etc., which also corresponds exactly to the original text, 
has been deleted. That Job had already spoken of the 
resurrection of the flesh would not occur to the scribes of today. 
Many Psalm headings, in which Luther quite correctly 
interpreted the Psalms in question to refer to Christ, have been 
replaced by other, meaningless remarks. There was no lack of 
opposition to this innovation at the Bavarian Synod. But the 
protesters will certainly know how to send themselves into this 
new measure, as they have already done into many others.

German Church Policy. Last year the Royal Consistory of East 
Prussia refused one of the preachers under its authority a 
transfer to a better position, and granted it to another only with 
"grave misgivings" because the two pastors were in the habit of 
playing cards and dancing in secular company.

Baptism and Rebirth. In ecclesiastical circles in Germany, the 
"Draft of Forms for the Agende of the Lutheran Regional Church" 
of Prussia is at present the subject of discussion. In it, according 
to the report of the "Apologist," the old Lutheran doctrine of 
regeneration through water baptism is to be clearly expressed 
again. And, indeed, we see from a review of the "draft" in the 
"Neue kirchliche Zeitschrift" that one of the three forms put 
forward for the baptismal act concludes with the vow: "The 
Almighty God and Father of our Lord JEsu Christ, who hath born 
thee again by water and the Holy Ghost, and forgiven thee all 
thy sins, strengthen thee with his grace unto everlasting life. 
Peace be with you!" But immediately protest rises against this 
also. A "Lutheran theologian" exclaims: "A real union between 
Reformed and Lutherans is thereby made impossible. ... Among 
the faithful converted younger members of the national churches 
from the so-called laity, the situation is such that in most regions 
there is hardly anyone to be found who believes in rebirth 
through baptism. ... If the reading of these formulas is made 
obligatory by law, and if one is committed to this agendum, even 
believing pastors of regional churches can be reproached for 
reading something and not believing themselves." The 
"Evangelische Allianzblatt," however, which brings this protest, 
remarks: "The doctrine of regeneration by baptism no one can 
justify scripturally. Nevertheless, this error continues to be 
preached every Sunday from many pulpits, although every 
honest listener and every attentive teacher of the divine Word 
feels and knows that this is not true. ... This doctrine is an old, 
excellently invented, ‘theologically founded,’ and repeatedly 
ecclesiastically sanctioned padding for the safe and 
unconcerned hibernation of the natural man." With applause the 
Methodist "apologist" prints such remarks. But this is truly 
ungodly and blasphemously spoken, since the Scriptures so 
clearly testify that baptism is the bath of regeneration, Tit. 3, 5. 
John 3, 5. Fe 

The emancipation of women is also making good progress in 
Germany, as it is in this country. A German magazine, entitled 
"Frauenwohl" ("Women's Welfare"), recently declared itself 
against the ecclesiastical marriage formula, and thus let itself be 
heard: "The church, the ruler of our conscience, which likes to 
call itself mother, has done everything to alienate a large part of 
its noblest, best, and most thinking children. We women would 
have infinitely much to accuse. The word: "The woman must be 
silent in the congregation" has almost become a curse. We no 
longer want to be silent. Paul's saying was authoritative for that 
time, no longer for us. We claim the right to withdraw from a 
compulsion that wants to restrict our conscience, all the more so 
since, to all appearances, the oldest form of community, 
marriage, seems to be approaching a change. But the church 
does quite wrong in sanctioning a completely unequal 
distribution of duty for both parties at marriage; for while the man 
is to accept the wife 'out of God's hand,' the woman is exhorted 
to be ‘subject to the man in the Lord. What a sad regression to 
the false humility of woman, to servitude, to presumption on the 
part of the Church, which would put a stop to free movement and 
development within womanhood!" 

In the Russian Baltic provinces, the Lutherans have recently been 
forbidden to hold any meetings outside their churches. There are 
many small Lutheran congregations there that do not have a 
church of their own and until now have always held their Sunday 
devotions in private homes or school halls. With this decree they 
are to be given the death blow. It 


But the sword may well turn against him who now draws it 
against the Christians. 

Bible Distribution in Italy. Until 1888, it was almost exclusively 
the "British and Foreign Bible Society" that distributed the Bible 
in Italy in the excellent translation by Diodati. The Bible was 
therefore regarded as a foreign and heretical book. In 1888, the 
editorial staff of one of the largest and most widespread Italian 
daily newspapers, the "Secolo" in Milan, published a beautifully 
illustrated Italian family Bible, in a translation that correctly 
reproduces the meaning of the original text in its entirety. The 
first edition of this Bible, which contained 50,000 copies, is now 
out of print, and a second edition is being prepared. It has found 
buyers in all circles, in towns and villages. It was considered a 
Catholic book because it was published by an Italian and a 
Catholic. But since the Bible once came on the market, the 
Diodati Bible also enjoys only the stronger sales. And so the 
Bible is now at the top of the list of books sold in Italy, and more 
money has already been spent there for the Bible than for any 
other book. One can see: Christ reigns even among his 
enemies. G. St.

The A. P. A. 


(Conclusion.) 

The American Protective Association is a secret society 
sworn to with oaths, with religious overtones and political 
purposes. So first, the X. P. X. is a secret society. According to 
Art. VIII, Sect. 5 of its Constitution, one of the regular duties of 


its "Supreme Council" iS, as the last item before the close of the 


meeting, to exemplify "the secret work. "*) Art. XVIII, Sect. 1 
deals with the "password" and says: "No person shall be 
admitted to any meeting of any Council of this Order who does 
not give the current password at the proper time and place. **) 
To issue the password and, if necessary, to revoke and change 
it, belongs, according to Art. V, Sect. 1 among the duties of the 
Chief President. +) This password is considered so important 
that not even members of the Order can know it under all 
circumstances; for in Art. XVI, sect. 5 of the Constitution, it is 
said, "No member shall receive the present password unless he 
is in the clear in the books of the Lower Council to which he 


belongs.” tt) Thus the A. P. A. is also on friendly terms with 


other secret societies; its organ publishes their notices; and 
there you will find lengthy praise of the Masonic Order. In 


general, the A. P. A. itself makes no secret of the fact that it is 


a secret society. 
Namely, it is a secret society sworn with oaths. This, too, 


need no longer be proved. Not only are such oaths of the A. P. 


A. published in various newspapers, English and

A society, however, which in all its levels, from the lowest to the 
highest, must have chaplains, i.e. religious servants, as standing 
officials, according to its constitution, which is binding in all 
parts, and which has its altar and the open Bible from it, its ritual, 
its prescribed ceremonies and forms, according to which the 
chaplains must also be guided, presents itself as a religious 


community. But the A. P. A. is not a cooperative society which 


demands unity of faith and confession among its members, but 
an association to which Christian, Jew, and Gentile may belong, 
if he is only "of the male sex, at least eighteen years of age, of 
sound mind, of good moral character, and capable of pursuing 
a useful and lawful occupation," and has not belonged to the 
Roman Church for five years.) 


The A. P. A. is finally a secret society with political purposes. 


Among the Committees which the Chief President must appoint 
is, according to Art. VIII, See. 5 of the Constitution also a 


Committee for "political action". t) In an "Appeal of the A. P. A."

Our Emigrant Mission and the Lutheran 
Pilgrim House in 1893. 


With God's help and blessing, our pilgrims' house has 
completed another year of existence and activity with its mission 
among the foreigners and wanderers. Although, as a result of the 
decline in immigration, the frequency of the house has decreased 
in comparison with the previous year, there has nevertheless 
been no lack of work; we have also had no shortage in other 
respects, but have always been able to meet our financial 
obligations promptly and, as in previous years, to assist 
thousands physically and spiritually with advice and deeds, to dry 
tears, to soothe sighs, and in general to perform many a 
Samaritan service. The total immigration of the past year 
amounted to 352, 885 souls. Of these, 55, 981 were Germans, 
28, 965 Swedes, 12, 862 Norwegians, 7019 Dunes, 5743 Finns. 
Here are not included those who were visiting abroad and 
returned in steerage. Each day was generally begun in the 
Pilgrims' House with God's Word and prayer. If the house was not 
completely empty, which was seldom the case, or if the guests 
had not lost their way before the time was up, devotions were held 
with singing, prayer and the reading of a passage of Scripture, or 
also free speeches in which thanks were given to God for the 
protection and assistance experienced up to that time, and in 
which earnest care was urged for the immortal soul. God alone 
knows what fruit the heavenly seed thus scattered has brought 
forth. 

The number of guests at the Pilgrim House was 4640. 
H1750.00 was paid off on the debt of the house. The pending debt 
is 16420. 76 and is covered by non-interest bearing loans. 
Interests have not needed to pay the house for years, praise God! 
Necessary repairs to the house have caused an expenditure of 
H725. 70. In return it has been given a new dress inside and out 
and now looks smart. The other day it was so thoroughly 
inspected from top to bottom by two officials of the municipal 
health authority that not a single dark corner was found in the 
kitchen, cellar and all the rooms. On their way out, the gentlemen 
not only expressed their satisfaction at the condition in which they 
had found the Halls, but also their amazement at the cleanliness 
that prevailed throughout the house, at the clean beds, clean 
floorboards, and especially at the spacious, airy, and bright 
rooms. 

As often as a German steamer arrives, my duty calls me to 


llis Island, now the landing place of all steerage passengers. 


There, too, a change of officials has taken place as a result of the 
change of government in Washington. 


Dr. Senner and Mr. McSweeny are now the governing 
gentlemen on the island, to whom Mr. O. Heinzmann is attached 
as Landing Superintendent. As | have always got on well with 
the former officials, so | am on the best of terms with the new 
ones. 


Freely distributed, mostly at Ellis Island, were 2200 


calendars of the Missouri Synod, 336 of the Wisconsin Synod, 
over 3000 numbers of ecclesiastical papers from the Synodal 
Conference, 1300 tracts of P. Vdlter ("Luther's Life" and the 
"History of Concordia"), and hundreds of individual sermons and 
synodal reports. 

Our cash receipts amounted to $130,540.91. The details of 
this will be found in our cashier's report elsewhere in this paper. 
Letters received 4400, letters sent 3879. 

That we also thought of the poor and needy is proven by the 
sum of §1250. 18, which was spent for this purpose. For this 
purpose, 2056 meals were given to the destitute hungry, 377 
free night's lodging to the homeless, food and food allowance to 
those who had nothing but train tickets to the place of their 
destination, and support in cash to others, depending on the 
circumstances. If one now considers that | only received §1. 25 
for the poor from abroad, and that the entire, not small sum spent 
was thus earned by the Pilgrims' House alone, then this 
circumstance alone should already move everyone who loves 
the house and its mission to transfer all business matters relating 
to immigration or emigration to the Pilgrims' House, because the 
profit thereby achieved is largely used to alleviate the physical 
hardship of the immigrants. Who would not want to help, if not 
directly, then indirectly? "Break thy bread for the hungry, and 
bring into thy house them that are in misery." This word of 
Scripture also applies in regard to the many poor immigrants. If 
| am to be active among the foreigners in the name of my 
Lutheran fellow Christians, then | cannot and must not only 
advise and help those who are sufficiently provided with means, 
or only hand out calendars, tracts and church bulletins, but leave 
the hungry, homeless and other needy people unattended, but | 
must intervene to help wherever need approaches me, and this 
includes means. Also the public position of our Pilgrim House 
and the privileges which | enjoy on the part of the government 


officials for the orientation of my profession on Ellis Island 


require that we take care of the poor and needy to the best of 
our ability. How this was done last Christmas, for example, 
should be mentioned here at the same time, also because one 
can see from it how the physical and the spiritual are intertwined 
in our mission. Since it was foreseeable that we would not have 
any freshly landed people in the house during the Christmas 
holidays, | went to the labor office of the German Society on the 
Saturday before the feast, where 300 to 400 have been waiting 
in vain for work every day for months, and asked the head of the 
labor office to send me a number of destitute people to feed for 
the holidays. Soon after my return to the Pilgrims' House, 40 
people, mostly young men from all walks of life, turned up and 
asked for free meals. | noted down each name and granted them 
all first a supper, for the next day (Sunday) and for Christmas 
Day lunch, as an addition coffee and cake in the afternoon at 
four o'clock on Christmas Day. 
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Holiday. After this last meal, | invited everyone to come to our 
chapel. They arrived and took their seats behind a beautifully 
cleaned Christmas tree, which reached from the floor to the 
ceiling. | first asked if they knew any Christmas carols. "Yes, | 
do," was the reply. When | asked them to name a few, one of 
them called out: "Silent night! Holy night!", another: "O you 
merry, O you blessed, grace-bringing Christmas time!", a third 
still another. Now | asked them to sing these songs, which they 
did with the accompaniment of the organ, and so loudly that it 
resounded throughout the whole house. Now | asked them to 
sing a hymn, and | chose: "Praise God, all you Christians." After 
this hymn had been sung, reciting it verse by verse, | had my 
two youngest children tell the Christmas story, and then 
preached a short sermon on the miracle child in Bethlehem's 
stable, with appropriate application. With the singing of the 
verse, "Well, then, | will cleave unto thee, O JEsu," the simple 
celebration closed. With thanksgiving and a strong handshake 
for the physical and spiritual nourishment, they left the Pilgrims' 
House, which many of them have since repeatedly chosen for 
their daily meals for the poor. 

Our Mission seeks to relieve the physical hardship of many 

immigrants not only through alms, but also by granting advances 
to those who lack the means to reach their destination in whole 
or in part. In this way, since the existence of our Mission, 
thousands have already been helped out of great need, as by 
no other Mission or Society in New York. Of course, a great deal 
of money has been lost in the process, for even among the 
immigrants there are enough wicked people who borrow but do 
not pay. Nevertheless, the current need of many of the 
immigrants assigned to us can often not be remedied in any 
other way than through advances. As a rule, however, | only 
provide such help if pastors, teachers, church leaders or a 
person known to me as real vouches for punctual repayment. 
Unfortunately, however, many a person has found himself in a 
fatal situation because of his good nature. Those who have been 
lent money do not pay, and perhaps they cannot do so because 
of misfortunes that have occurred in the meantime, and now the 
guarantor, who has already had a lot of work and inconvenience 
in the interest of the immigrant and our emigrant mission, finds 
himself in trouble of conscience. Actually, he should keep his 
word and pay the guaranteed debt; but he has only a meager 
income. So good counsel is expensive. That is why | advise you 
to be careful in this respect and not to guarantee a certain sum 
out of the blue that you cannot and will not honestly pay later in 
case of need. 
Unfortunately, our aid stations in Germany were not able to work 
with the same strength and success last year. As is well known, 
Hamburg suffered particularly badly. The terrible raging of 
cholera in the previous year frightened many emigrants away 
from Hamburg and drove them to Bremen, because this city was 
spared the terrible plague. Unfortunately, the epidemic broke out 
again in Hamburg last autumn. This was, of course, only a flash 
of lightning, but the fact that only half as many emigrated from 
Hamburg as from Bremen, whereas in the past the number of 
emigrants from Bremen was much higher than the number from 
Hamburg. 


both ports kept quite the balance, shows how hard the emigrant 
mission there has suffered. But Mr Schmidt's report on his 
activities in Bremen is also not as pleasing as before. The 
cholera has also cast its shadow there and has made the care 
of the emigrants assigned to Mr. Schmidt very difficult, in some 
cases hindering it altogether. In the Lutheran Pilgrim House in 
Bremen 1778 guests stayed, against 2480 in the previous year. 
The pastoral care of the guests of the house, as well as the 
control of our mission there in general, has been assigned to 
Father Walter in Hanover as the successor of Father Hiibener. 
The distant place of residence of Father Walter, his many 
journeys to the very scattered preaching places, the arrival of 
the guests, which cannot be calculated in advance, along with 
other obstacles connected with the present state of emigration, 
unfortunately did not bring Father Walter to Bremen as often last 
year as would have been desirable in the interest of the Mission, 
and Mr. Schmidt has tried to replace the absence of preaching 
as much as possible with reading services. 

Finally, | would like to draw attention to one circumstance, or 
rather, one misfortune. It is the astonishing ignorance of the 
immigration laws of our country. Whoever, sooner or later, has 
relatives or friends come from Germany at his expense, or 
knows that they want to come over for their own money, should 
know for himself whom our law does not permit to land, and 
report this in good time. How much misery could be prevented 
by this! It is indeed a sad fate to have to migrate back to one's 
old home country, which one has hardly turned one's back on in 
the hope of making a better living in a foreign land. The Contract 
Workers Law is enforced particularly strictly. Anyone who has 
been promised work, or even a certain wage, is usually doomed, 
that is, when this comes to the knowledge of the inspectors 
concerned. Only parents and children may provide each other 
with work in advance, but siblings and more distant relatives or 
acquaintances are not permitted to do so. If you want to know 
which persons our law does not allow to land, you will find the 
most important information about this in our calendar on page 
38. 39. There you will also find other information about questions 
which have been submitted to me over and over again 
concerning the transportation of immigrants and everything 
connected with it. 

May God's goodness, which has hitherto visibly prevailed 
over our pilgrims' house and its mission, be and remain over all 
who work in it and over all strangers who will in future stay in it, 
and may each one take away a blessing with him.

Our "Inner Mission". 


Immediately during the first meeting of our Synod in Chicago 
in 1847, the Synod recognized it as its duty to take care of the 
scattered Lutherans of German tongue in America, to bring them 
under the sound of the pure gospel and to gather them into 
Lutheran congregations. There was established to the end the 
office of "Visitor," and in the first list of preachers belonging to 
the Synod is written, "Carl Fricke, Visitor in Wisconsin." The

Death notice and memorial. 


Weiland Venerable Fr. Karl Moritz Schedler was a son of Kar| 
Hermann Schedler and his wife Wilhelmine née Kihn. Born on 
January 10, 1862 in Carlwitz near Oschatz in Saxony, he was| 
baptized soon after his birth. After attending the Christian 
parochial school of his native town for eight years, he was 
confirmed in 1875 and learned the art of gardening. With his| 
parents he had left the Saxon State Church under Father 
Stéckhardt. After he had studied one year with Father Brunn in 
Steeden in 1883, he moved to our seminary in Springfield. There} 
he studied for five years, and was ordained on the first Advent of 
1889 in Tipton, Ind. by Father Husmann, and consecrated. 


"Instruction" for the "Visitor" stated: 

(1) First, he must visit the German settlements and find 
out about the Lutherans there; also, when passing through 
English settlements, he must inquire about individual German 
families and visit them. 


"He shall endeavor as much as possible to know the spiritual 
condition of the various families, and of the individual members 
thereof; and in this connection it shall be incumbent upon him, 
according to the ability of God, to teach and exhort with and 
according to the word of God, as necessity may require. 


"It is his duty to encourage the people with earnestness and 
love to establish the holy preaching ministry among themselves. 
If, therefore, he finds individual larger or neighboring smaller 
settlements that are willing to appoint a Lutheran preacher, he 
must give them instructions on how to take the appropriate steps 
to achieve this goal. 

"§ 6. He shall report to and instruct the house fathers, 
especially in cases of great distance from regularly served 
Lutheran congregations, to run the children in cases of distress 
or other urgency ... to run.... However, upon special request of 
his fellow believers, he shall not only preach to them, but also 
baptize their children. 

"It is also incumbent upon the visitor to visit the children of 
school age in individual houses now and then, especially in the 
evening hours, and to see whether they can read more or less, 
know something of the catechism, and can perhaps memorize 
this and that good hymn verse and prayer, and especially the 
holy ten commandments, the Christian faith, and the Lord's 
Prayer, and to instruct them in the main points of the Christian 
faith, as far as time and opportunity permit. 

"§ 8. He shall, especially where he finds the children 
neglected, earnestly and kindly admonish the parents, and in 
return give them instructions to attend to the instruction of their 
children ... to take care of their children... 

"§ 9. He shall carry for this purpose, and also for the 
instruction of adults, a number of convenient little writings, as well 
as pictures from sacred history." 

To seek out the scattered German Lutherans, to gather them 
into congregations where possible and to instruct them, to 
appoint their own preacher, in other cases to preach to the people 
themselves, to walk the children, to teach the youth or have them 
taught by their parents, to spread good writings - these were the 
main duties of the "visitor" according to this instruction. And they 
still are today. But the "visitor" is no longer called "visitor", but 
"traveling preacher", after having been called "evangelist" for a 
while. His position has also become somewhat different insofar 
as our traveling preachers receive a regular appointment as soon 
as possible from one or some of the gathered congregations, but 
with the understanding that they do not limit their work to such a 
congregation or congregations, but rather carry out missions, that 
is, carry the preaching of the Gospel to those whom they do not 
yet have or no longer have, and preach to them until they are 
able to establish a pastorate in their own midst, to appoint a local 
pastor. Thus, even the traveling preachers, after they have been 
called to pastor by a missionary congregation that is far from 
being able to provide them with the necessary sustenance and 
even less with the means for their missionary journeys, remain 
missionaries, the servants of our inner mission, in whose work 
we all share. 

But as our Inner Mission is as old as our Synod, so it has also 
grown with the Synod, just as the Synod, in turn, has grown and 
become large through its Inner Mission and the blessing that God 
has placed upon it. The number of workers in the fields of our 
Inner Mission amounts to more than two hundred, who earn their 
living wholly or in part, as well as in the fields of the Synod. 


They have to receive funds to cover their travel expenses from 
our funds for the Inner Mission. This is truly no small matter. But 
the work that is done in the incalculable field of our main mission 
is also no small matter, and the expenses that it causes are a 
capital investment that bears abundant interest. Let us only 
consider that there are between nine hundred and a thousand 
preaching places where our missionary ministers preach the 
pure gospel, scattering seed which has the promise that it shall 
not remain without fruit. This is such a great missionary work 
that it cannot be said at all. Year in and year out sinners are 
called to repentance, brought to faith and blessed sonship. And 
because, as the Saviour says, there is joy in heaven with the 
angels of God over one sinner who repents, so year by year the 
joyful songs of the blessed angelic hosts resound in heavenly 
glory over the fruits of our labor in the field in the Jammerthal, 
which is cultivated through our and our missionary preachers’ 
ministry. How should we not with joyful: How should we not do 
this work with joyful hearts, and let all our gifts be joyful offerings 
for this great and blessed purpose? Let the attention of all the 
brethren be hereby called to the following reminder, by which 
the trustees of our general missionary treasury urge upon us 


anew the vigorous support of this work. A. G.

Sad state of affairs. 


In the whole field of mission which God has assigned to our 
Synod, the inner mission is indisputably and acknowledged to 
be the most important. Of all our missions, it has hitherto shown 
the richest blessing of God and, according to the promise of the 
Lord, promises the same also for the future. It is, after all, the 
work commanded to the Church by God and _ visibly 
accompanied by His prosperity, to bring the blessed Gospel to 
our German ancestors, to gather them into orthodox 
congregations, to provide them with faithful shepherds, to 
protect them against seduction to the right and to the left, to help 
their unbaptized children to be born again, and then to instruct 
them with all in the way of salvation, so that they may be blessed 
in time and eternity! Surely this is an unspeakably glorious 
service, to which God has called us among the thousands of 
this great land, without our worthiness, by free grace alone! It is 
also the same grace that we already have a large number of 
workers in this field, and that more and more missionaries and 
traveling preachers are desired, even urgently demanded. Faith 
must rejoice in this, and right love must be active in the good 
works of cheerful giving. 

But how does it stand? It is precisely the caste of the inner 
mission which, among all the treasuries of the Synod, is in great 
and greatest need from quarter to quarter. Listen, dear reader, 
compare and judge for yourself how true this is. 

When the Mission Commission distributed the money 
received last October, five Synodal Districts urgently requested 
a grant of $6450.00 for the three following months. But only 
$2200.00 could be distributed. There was therefore a shortfall 
of $4250.00. Naturally, these districts had to try to raise 
themselves what they were missing. 
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might have been. But nevertheless it could not be avoided that 
each of the same districts entered the new year with a significant 
debt, e.g. one of the poorest districts with H908. 48, a second 
with H780. 63, a ! third with H756. 42, etc. In January of this year 
the claim of those five districts for their support from the 
missionary treasury of the General Synod !for three months had 
risen to $7650.00. For distribution, however, the treasury offered 
only H4360.00. Again there was a shortfall of H3290.00, and 
that, it should be noted, in the middle of winter. 

So the friendly reader sees that the above statement is only 
too true: no treasury of the Synod is in such great need as that 
for "this work, which the Synod always wants to regard as its first, 
most distinguished and most important in the field of mission", as 
the Synodal Report of 1893 page 82 says. 

Now ask yourselves with the Commission: What will it look 
like on April J. if we do not take strong remedial action? Let us 
all do it without further exhortation. Love and mercy see the need 
and help. We can do it too. It would not be the first time that love 
has shown itself more abundantly in "hard times" than in days of 
greater abundance. 

But here and there one actually hears the following 
interjection, to which a few words should be added. One says: 
How great was the number of mission festivals that were 
celebrated, which until a few weeks ago were reported in our 
dear "Lutheran" in columns, beautifully short and yet sufficiently 
long, and always with an indication of the amount of the collected 
funds. What a sum of money has been collected for the mission, 
and yet such a need in the aforementioned treasury! Yes, much 
has been collected, but the treasury for the inner mission does 
not receive it alone, which some people do not realize. At the 
mission festivals, collections are made for the most diverse 
purposes, e.g. for the Negro, Jewish, emigrant, heathen and 
English missions. Furthermore, for the Free Church in Germany, 
students in our institutions, proseminar, laundry fund, individual 
congregations, etc.,

the power to make such provisions, and they are not to be 
censured here. It should only be pointed out here where the 
collections remain, and how it comes about that a treasury can 
get into difficulties.

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Of arguing for doctrine. 


There are people for whom disputing about doctrine is a 
source of great annoyance and displeasure. Such people have 
not only existed since today and yesterday; they existed already 
before times. Such a man was Emperor Constantine the Great. 
When the false teacher Arius, by his denial of the true Deity of 
the Son of God, had excited that great struggle which troubled 
all Christendom in the fourth century, the emperor wrote a letter 
to the two parties at Alexandria, where the struggle had broken 
out, exhorting them to peace. He reproached them for 
quarreling with each other over such trifles. He asked them to 
consider whether this was brotherly conduct, whether such 
quarreling was compatible with the dignity of Christian 
preaching and the wisdom of Christian teachers and the 
seriousness of mature men. And quite similar speeches to those 
made by the Emperor Constantine in that letter can also be 
heard today from people who know little of the Emperor 
Constantine and his letter, and who therefore in any case did 
not go to school with the Emperor Constantine. They talk in 
much the same way as he did of trifles, of trivial matters, which 
do not really matter so much, of love and brotherhood, which 
are better for Christians than quarreling and fighting, which do 
not give one peace of mind; and if they were emperors and had 
to command, they would forbid quarreling about doctrine; and 
that would be of as much use to them as it was to the emperor 
Constantine, namely, nothing. Why not? Because the father of 
all false doctrine is the devil, and Christ and Belial are 
irreconcilable enemies. 

The first controversy about the doctrine that took place on 
earth is described in the first book of Moses. There we read in 
the third chapter: "And the serpent was more crafty than all the 
beasts of the field, which the Lord God had made, and said unto 
the woman: 'Yea, should God have said: Ye shall not eat of 
every tree of the garden:' Then said the woman unto the 
serpent: We eat of the fruit of the trees of the garden: but of the 
fruit of the tree which is in the midst of the garden, God hath 
said, Eat ye of it.

So how did this doctrinal controversy go? God had spoken a 
word, according to which the first men were to keep themselves. 
Then the devil came and at first doubted this word, saying, "Yes, 
should God have said?" When thereupon our progenitor met the 
lying spirit and referred to that word of God, the devil went over 
to open contradiction of God's word and said, "By no means." 
And what did he have in mind? He wanted to deprive people of 
their blessedness. And how did he succeed in this? He 
succeeded in this in such a way that Eve ceased the quarrel, 
gave the devil the last word, gave away God's word, and now 
lost her hold and sank down in the tempter's snare. - 

That was the first doctrinal controversy on earth; that was the 
devil's purpose in it; that was his success. And what he 
succeeded in doing there in paradise, he has tried again and 
again ever since. Since then God has spoken many a kind word 
in great mercies. He has spoken through Moses and the 
prophets, through Christ His Son, the great prophet in Israel, 
through the evangelists and apostles.

But 
soon it is also said, "By no means! Christ is by no means the true 
God! By no means is the Son of God born of Mary! By no means 
is man made by God's grace alone for Christ's sake through

justified by faith! By no means is Christ's body and blood truly in 
the sacrament! By no means is baptism the bath of regeneration! 
By no means does God forgive sins through the word of 
absolution! By no means is the whole of Holy Scripture the Word 
of God! By no means does man's conversion and blessedness 
depend on God and His grace alone!" With all these and other 
false teachings, however, the evil enemy still has in mind today 
exactly the same thing that he once had in mind in Paradise. 
After God has redeemed the poor lost world through His Son, 
after the Holy Spirit has gathered a congregation of saints 
through His Gospel, the devil with his false teachings sets out to 
thwart God's work and purpose of grace and to deprive as many 
people as possible of their blessedness. Again God calls out to 
his Christians in his words, "Resist the devil, and he will flee from 
you." Jac. 4:7, which means: If Satan and his instruments want

snatched from you, but defend it with word and Scripture. And 
where one thus resists the devil and his scales, there are 
doctrinal battles; there one preaches in the pulpits against false 
doctrine; there one testifies in books and church magazines 
against Satan's errors and lies.

A biography by F. Lochner. 


(Conclusion.) 

In the church Joseph Schmidt of Saginaw preached the funeral 
sermon to the deceased, who had been "not only an example to 
him, not only a teacher, but a friend, even a fatherly friend. The text 
was Gen. 24:56: "Then said Eliezer unto them: 'Do not trouble me, 
for the LORD has given grace to my journey. Let me go, that | may 
go to my Lord." According to the instruction given here, it was said, 
"We celebrate the memorial of our departed spiritual father as a 
servant of God, 1. by taking a look at his life, and 2. by seeing how 
we remember him godly. The first part concluded with the words: 
"So then our spiritual father who fell asleep stands before our eyes 
- as a perfect saint? No, not that, but as a child of God sanctified 
by grace, whose sinful corruption grace contained, whose natural 
temperament it restrained, whose natural gifts it sanctified for the 
service of God and His church; he stands before us as a Christian 
character who, aware of the scope of his abilities and the goal of 
his actions, was willing to use everything for the recognized truth; 
he stands before us as a man whom God has gloriously adorned 
with gifts and successes; he stands before us in his position, in his 
work in the kingdom of God, as a highly pardoned servant of his 
Lord, yea, we may Say, as a great one in Israel." 

With this excellent sermon, published in the September issue of 
the Homiletisches Magazin, the funeral service was concluded. In 
one of the reports about this funeral it says at the end: "During the 
whole celebration many, especially those who were first affected, 
could not refrain from tears, but one heard nothing of the loud 
weeping and lamenting so common on such occasions. It was as 
if the consciousness was alive in everyone: his death is not to be 
lamented. In all the speeches, too, there was less talk of the loss 
he had suffered than of how much and how great God had worked 
through the deceased. The whole celebration resembled, one 
would almost say, not so much a funeral procession as a triumphal 
procession after a victory that had been won, albeit with heavy 
losses." 

In addition to the now 74-year-old widow, the deceased leaves 
a stepson, Johannes Walther, a foster daughter, the widow of Prof. 


Ginther, and five biological children: Gustav F., Dr. med, in St. 


Louis, Renate, wife of K. Moll in Detroit, Maria, wife of the mill 
owner L. Hubinger in Frankenmuth, and Clara, wife of F. Sievers 
in Minneapolis, as well as a number of grandchildren, some of 
whom are already in the preaching ministry. Two children had 
preceded him into eternity: Otto, his second child, who died, 11-1/2 
months old, in 1847, and the grown daughter Agnes, already 
mentioned.

His main 
literary product, however, is the lengthy article on the election of 
grace which appeared in the 2nd and 3rd volumes of "Lehre und 
Wehre" and which has been brought back to memory since the 
outbreak of the election of grace controversy. He wrote it as 
pastor in Freistatt and spent much time and diligence on it. Since 
he always read the completed piece to me during our mutual 
visits and explained it orally, which was often necessary 
because of the philosophical diction, | am in a position to 
comment on the article in the April issue of "Lehre und Wehre" 
(Doctrine and Wehre), p. 108, p. 108, | am able to state here that 
Furbringer, in seeking to place the concept of human personality 
in the foreground, did so especially with regard to our special 
opponent at that time in the doctrine of the election of grace, Fr. 
Kligel, who in his sermons, in private conversations and in 
occasional disputations with both of us, always tried to portray 
the human being as a machine and in doing so always referred 
to Luther's writing against Erasmus "On Free Will". (See also 
Synodal Report 1851, p. 24. 25.) We may still recall FUrbringer's 
synodal addresses, which he delivered during the twenty-five 
years of his district presidency, and in which, since they are 
printed in the reports in question, he left delicious things to the 
church. 

In Furbringer, the last of the theologians of the Saxon 
emigration of 1839, which became so important for the 
reconstruction of the true Lutheran Church in America, passed 
away. That in him, too, a great man in Israel has departed from 
our heads is shown all the more by this sketch of his life, the less 
he could perhaps be recognized as such from a distance. 


The image of a Christian, and of a great man among his 
brethren, must not lack one feature, if the attempted drawing is 
not to resemble a Roman legend or a pagan panegyric. This is 
the strife of the spirit against the flesh, which continually lusts 
against the spirit, and which even in the greatest saints, in 
unguarded moments, still sometimes makes itself felt outwardly. 
Furbringer was not lacking in this strife. He, too, had his special 
afflictions as a result of his original sin. Thus his temperament, 
especially in earlier years, often caused him and others a great 
deal of trouble, and it was sometimes said, as in the case of Paul 
and Barnabas because of Marcus, Acts 15:39: "And they were 
not afraid. 15, 39: "And they came sharply at one another." But 
especially his most trusted 
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Friends know how painfully he lamented his sinful corruption and 
how difficult his struggle was in these matters; and those who 
were still in close contact with him in later years, or who came 
into contact with him again, have noticed very well how, by God's 
grace, he more and more restrained his temper and how the 
Spirit gained and retained the victory over the flesh. Now, as in 
the case of a believing Christian the sins and infirmities that cling 
to him, together with all his original sinful corruption, are under 
daily forgiveness, so also they have died together with this, when 
God has redeemed him from the body of this death, and only 
that lives before us which grace has made of him and which it 
has wrought through him for the glory of God. Therefore it is also 
said of our dear intercessor: 

His sorrow, his affliction, his misery, Has come to a 

blessed end; He has borne Christ's yoke, He has died 

and is still alive. 

But because in him the last of those has departed from us 
who have been especially the instruments in the hand of God, 
so that the old Luther doctrine, which is the only pure doctrine of 
the gospel, has come on the scene again in this western land 
and beyond it, let this be all the more a reminder to us who still 
carry on the work of the Lord after them, who are still doing the 
work of the Lord after them, let this be all the more a reminder 
to make every effort to ensure that the precious inheritance we 
have received is not only passed on to our children, but is also 
faithfully preserved by our further descendants. 78:2-11: "I will 
open my mouth unto proverbs, and speak the old tales, which 
we have heard, and which we know, and which our fathers have 
told us, that we should not refrain from their children that come 
after, and declare the glory of the LORD, and his power, and the 
wonders which he hath done. He established a testimony in

Like the children of Ephraim, who held the 
bow in steadfastness, fell away in the time of battle. They kept 
not the covenant of God, neither walked in his law, forgetting his 
works, and his wonders which he had shewed them."

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian.

Finally, in the second commandment God forbids us to lie 
and deceive by the name of God. 
God forbid that we should lie and deceive in the preaching of his 
name and word. He forbids that his name and his word be 
changed in the least. He forbids a preacher to preach God's 
word to the people differently than it is written in the Bible. He 
forbids a writer to write the Word of God differently than it is 
written in the Bible. He forbids 


offers that a teacher teach God's word differently than it is 
written in the Bible. He forbids a Christian to tell his neighbor the 
divine truth differently than it is written in the Bible. God does not 
want His name and Word distorted. He does not want anyone to 
put his own opinions and thoughts and dreams into God's Word 
and pass them off as God's Word. He wants his word to be 
proclaimed pure and true, bad and right, whole and true. It is his 
name, his word. No one may presume to tamper with it, to 
change it, to interpret it, to omit it, to watch it. He who proclaims 
God's Word should proclaim it in such a way that he only repeats 
it from the Bible, speaks it to his neighbor, presents it neatly, and 
interprets it. We are to fear and love God, so that we do not lie 
and deceive by his name. 

No man knows of himself the truth. We are all by nature in 
the lie, blinded by the lie, drowned in the lie. Now God has 
revealed and given us his word that we may know the truth. His 
Word is the truth. In God's Word we know the truth and can 
believe cheerfully, live Christianly, die blessedly. For this 
purpose God has revealed His Word to us. For this purpose, 
there is nothing too much, nothing too little in God's Word. Just 
as his word is salvific and necessary for our salvation. And so it 
must be proclaimed. No man may add to it; no man may add to 
it. If anyone adds to it, he adds a lie, for apart from the word of 
God there is nothing but a lie in spiritual matters. If a man adds 
to it, he adds to it truth, wholesome truth, for the word of God is 
truth. In either case he corrupts the knowledge of God, 
substitutes darkness for light, and deceives his neighbor. We 
must not lie and deceive in the name of God. 

Yes, and also remember, Christian, that in God's name and 
word God Himself is near and present and always does just as 
He says and just as He promises. God's name and word is no 
empty sound and breath, but God always creates, works, and 
thereby does what He says. If He says, "I curse thee," the curse 
seizes thee; if He says, "I bless," the blessing rests upon thee. 
Surely no one may put his own empty, damned human word in 
place of this powerful word of God, and thus miserably deceive 
the people who are to be blessed by God's word. We must not 
lie and deceive by the name of God. 

But this prohibition is grievously sinned against 
Christendom. And on top of it all, this sin is not only considered 
insignificant, but also holy. Most of the preachers of the divine 
word preach false, falsified doctrine, and are called priests of

And the 
people build temples and churches for them and think that this 
is quite right. The preachers themselves are partly deceived by 
their teachers and now pass on the deception. The people are 
ignorant and deceived and therefore put up with it.

- Of the 
inerrancy of the Bible? He then, of course, proves to be a blind 
guide for the blind, if he gives them the advice to throw these 
truths overboard as unbelievable, so they would gain power and 
influence. Here, then, it is just as in Germany; when rationalism 
began to bring forth its evil fruits, this was not allowed to serve for 
repentance and conversion, but the blame was laid on the puny 
remnants of the still existing doctrines of faith, that enlightenment 
had not yet advanced far enough, was not yet complete enough.

But the main reason for the 
decline of the church's influence may be that the good old pastor 
is no more ... with the sweet story of the Crucified on his lips. ... 
In his place has come the mere orator. He is not seen in the 
throng of the crowd, and the duty of visiting the poor and sick is 


left to the Christian Endeavor associations, Bands of Hope,

similar assistants. If the church falls, if it no longer serves as a 
beacon, this may be explained by the fact that the old pastor is 
lost to the people and because his successor, the pulpit orator, 
leaves to others the work that really belongs to him. The goal of 
today's preacher is often to be employed in a magnificent church, 
to have a great organ and a choir that can sing great opera. This 
attracts the rich and butterflies of fashion, but it keeps away the 
poor and lowly." Know, dear reader, the beneficence of thy God, 
that thou hast a preacher to preach God's word unto thee, the 
word that maketh blessed.

Great willingness to sacrifice. The Seventh-day Adventists, a 
branch of the Adventist sect which arose about the beginning of 
the forties of the century, have celebrated the close of the year 
with a day of prayer. From Battle Creek, Mich. where they have 
their suburb, the following, among other things, is reported 
concerning it. Already on Saturday, or, as they say, on the 
Sabbath, a meeting took place in their "tabernacle," and although 
the collection of missionary gifts was not to take place until the 
following evening, it nevertheless already began in that 
preliminary celebration, and "ornaments, gold, houses and 
properties, furs," etc., were offered. The total value of these 
offerings was estimated at about $6000. The German newspaper 
of this community reports on the collection at the main 
celebration: "As on the day before, so also now the gifts were of 
many kinds. Watches, jewellery, furs, money, houses, etc. were 
offered or prescribed; and also sewing machines, two-wheelers, 
organs, etc., which of course were not delivered until the next 
day, were among the gifts. The offerings made on these two days 
amounted, all told, to about $22,000." Yet this offering did not 
proceed in a storm of instantaneous emotion, but the reporter 
remarks: "And all this was done without any excitement.” The 
people are accustomed to give abundantly; for they are 
accustomed to offer on an average the tenth part of their income 
for ecclesiastical purposes, and by their willingness to sacrifice 
they put to shame people who, in comparison with themselves, 
have received more and more from God.

"Do not rebuke an old man, but admonish him as a father." 


In a mail coach, the company already present at one station 
was joined by an aged man of eighty, a woman of middle years, 
and a youth of sixteen. The old man, with silver-white hair and 
already bent towards the earth, settled down to a conversation 
with his neighbour. His mouth was overflowing, not with the kind 
of speech that pleases and edifies one's neighbour, but with 
blasphemous curses. Horror was painted on the faces of the 
fellow travellers, but all kept silent. Then the young man of 
sixteen, pale, trembling, and deeply moved, laid his hand on 
the old man's arm, and said to him, "My dear sir, if you have 
any one whom you are quite fond of, it will certainly pain you to 
hear all sorts of evil spoken of him in your presence." "Indeed," 
replied the old man. "You have just spoken," continued the 
youth, "of one whom | am very fond of, in a manner which has 
hurt me deeply." Then the old man starts up and says, "I don't 
know anyone you love; | don't even know who you are." And 
the youth continues: "My dear sir, you have mocked the faithful 
God who dwells in heaven; to him | have been referred from my 
youth, he has shown me much mercy, | love him. | am yet a 
child, but you are on the brink of the grave." He took the Bible 
out of his pocket, laid it on the old man's knees, and said with 
the deepest melancholy: "Read God's word and remember that 
it is appointed for man to die once, but after that the judgment. 
May God make us able to endure!" With tears the youth had 
finished his word and looked the old man in the eye. A slight 
blush, not of anger, but of shame, ran down his cheeks. After a 
short silence he answered in a trembling voice: "| thank you, 
young man, for the lesson you have given me; | shall never 
forget it. | have had a pious mother, too; but | have followed her 
exhortations badly." None of the passengers could help being 
deeply impressed by the young man's testimony and the old 
man's confession. Silently and ponderingly they sat side by side 
until the end of the journey. A few months later they heard that 
an old man had gone home with Simeon's comfort. It was the 
same one whom that youth had awakened from his sleep of

But in this love, even in 
such a case, hold fast the word of Paul: 'Do not rebuke an old 
man, but admonish him as a father/ The blessing of the word 
depends in so many cases on the way it is brought to the other." 


Lecture. 


An English clergyman was once wandering through the 
streets of the city of Liverpool. There he saw huge notices on 
the various houses calling for a free meeting where someone 
wanted to prove that the Bible was not God's Word and that if 
it were God's Word, God could not be a God of love, worthy of 
worship.

"O yes, this is the Hall of Liberty, you may say what you will." 

"Lord," said the old man, "Il came into this room as an 
unbeliever, and you have made me a believer." A great silence 
reigned in the wide room as the old man continued, "I have had 
great doubts about the divine inspiration of the Scriptures, but 
you have removed my doubts. When David had sinned, the 
prophet of God told him, "Thou hast blasphemed the enemies of 
the LORD thereby." And now | see that literally fulfilled by you. 
My ears are ringing with their blasphemies, and my heart is 
almost broken over them!" 

It was a speech more powerful than any | had ever heard or 
heard before," said the eye and ear witness.

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The pope as the antichrist proven from scripture. 


The Pope has recently taken great pains to ingratiate himself 
with the American people. This was shown, for example, in the 
circular letter on the school question, which he addressed at 
the time to the Roman bishops of this country and which was 
immediately published in all the daily papers. In it he said, 
among other things: "The first purpose of his mission" (the 
Vicepope Satolli is meant) "was that it should be a public 
testimony of our goodwill towards your country and of the high 
esteem in which we hold those who administer the government 
of the Republic. Thereby we have clearly made known that we 
love your people as well", etc. In this he exhorts his faithful: "Do 
not fail to promote the welfare of your fellow-citizens and to 
prove the sincerity of your love for your fatherland, so that those 
to whom the administration of the government is entrusted may 


clearly see what influence on public order and the promotion of 
the common good the Catholic Church has." By these paternal 
effusions of the "holy father," and many other similar 
enunciations of his, many Americans of the Protestant religion 
are greatly edified in their ignorance. Most of the English 
newspapers sang the praises of the Pope and praised his 
peaceful endeavors and his "liberal" attitude. 

So it is probably time that "The Lutheran" once again 
reminds its readers who and what the Pope_actually is. This 
article is intended to serve that purpose. In it it will be proven 
that the Pope is no less than the great Antichrist prophesied in 


the Bible. 


The most important prophecies of the Holy Scriptures 
concerning the Antichrist are found in Dan. 11. 2 Thess. 2. and 
Revelation 13. 14. 17. 18. The main seat of the doctrine of the 
Antichrist, however, is 2 Thess. 2, 3-12; for there the Antichrist 
is described according to his actual inner nature, and that with 
clear and distinct words. That the apostle Paul speaks of the 
Antichrist here 
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describes him, is quite generally acknowledged and admitted. 
But as to who is the Antichrist here prophesied, opinions differ 
widely. One has thought to recognize as the Antichrist Judaism, 
various Roman emperors, Muhammad, Napoleon | and Ill, the 
emperor of Russia, etc. Not a few also understand by Antichrist 
atheism, that is, gross unbelief. The Romanists and the 
Chiliastes, that is, the people who dream of a future thousand- 
year glorious kingdom of Christ on earth, still expect the 
Antichrist to be the ruler of the world in the future, shortly before 
the Last Day. The representatives of all these opinions and 
claims are based on 2 Thess. 2. 

The Lutheran Church, on the other hand, teaches in the 
Schmalkaldic Articles in clear and unmistakable terms that the 
Pope of Rome is the Antichrist and no other. This doctrine is also 
based on the passage from Thessalonica. That this doctrine of 
our church is correct, that is, in accordance with Scripture, we 
will now convince ourselves anew by taking before us St. Paul's 
description of the Antichrist in his Second Epistle to the 
Thessalonians, and 

1. give a brief interpretation of this passage, 

2. prove that what has been proclaimed here is completely 
covered by the papacy, 

3. remove some objections. 


1. 
As for the term "Antichrist," it should be noted that it is used in 
two senses, a broader and a narrower one. In the broader sense, 
all false teachers who overthrow the foundation of Christianity 
are called antichrists. John, in whom, by the way, the term 
"Antichrist" or "Antichrist" occurs, writes in his first Epistle, Cap. 
2, 18. "Children, it is the last hour; and as ye have heard, that 
antichrist cometh, and now are many antichrists." So the apostle 
here speaks of many antichrists, who at that time already existed 


|..that he had given. With this he obviously means all false 
teachers of the kind mentioned above. But in this passage John 
distinguishes between the antichrists who had already left at that 
time and the actual, right, great antichrist who was yet to come, 
the antichrist in the actual, narrower sense of which the apostle 
Paul 2 Thess. 2. deals with. 

In the church of Thessalonica the false claim had been made 
that the day of Christ's return was just around the corner. As a 
result of this disorder arose and some of those who believed in 
this assertion were being too bold instead of pursuing their 
profession. The apostle warns them of this delusion and tells 
them that the day of Christ will not come unless the great 
apostasy comes first and the man of sin is revealed, which he 
then describes in more detail. 

The first thing that is said about the future of the Antichrist is 
that the apostasy will come. The article "the" indicates that here 
certain apostasy is spoken of, for example one that was verbally 
foretold by Paul himself. That the apostasy is meant here, which 
s connected with the Antichrist, is evident from the fact that the 
description of the Antichrist immediately follows and it is said that 
his future will take place with all kinds of lying powers, signs and 
wonders and with all kinds of seduction to unrighteousness 
among those who will be lost. 

"And let the man of sin be revealed, the child of perdition." To 
this Luther says: "That he calls him a man of sin and a child of 
perdition, he does not mean his person alone, for that would be 
Small harm; but that his government is no other than sin and 
perdition, and that he will only reign to lead all the world to sin 
and hell." (E. A. 24, 160.) 

This man of sin and son of perdition shall be revealed. At that 
time, when the apostle wrote this, wickedness was already 
secretly stirring. The devil was already laying the foundation for 
the wicked activity of the future man of sin. But in his time, says 
the apostle, he will be revealed, will show himself openly for what 
he is. 
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will come forth with his teachings leading to apostasy; also the 
mask will be taken off him so that everyone can recognize him 
as the man of sin and the child of perdition. 

In the following Paul describes this man of sin further: "He is 
an abominable man, and exalteth himself above all things that 
are called God or God's service. He is called the adversary, the 
one who opposes Christ and His gospel, that is, the antichrist. 
This one will exalt himself above all that is called God. He will 
not tolerate any lord above him, he will not be subject to anyone. 
Yes, he will exalt himself above God, the Lord of heaven and 
earth, as Daniel also prophesies of him: "And the king shall do 
what he will, and shall exalt himself, and rise up against all that 
is God; and against the God of all gods shall he speak 
abominably. ... And the God of his fathers shall he not esteem: 
he shall not esteem the love of women, nor any of the things of 
God: for he shall exalt himself against all things." (Cap. 11:36, 
37.) 

"So that he sitteth himself in the temple of God as a god, 
pretending that he is God." Thus the charges of the Antichrist are 
further described by Paul. So he sits down, like a monarch, a 
ruler and master, in the temple of God, in the Christian church. 
The Antichrist does not belong to the enemies who attack Christ 
from the outside, but he sets up his throne in the temple, in the 
church of God. There he wants to rule, he wants to command 
the church of Christ as a god. There he measures out to himself 
the power and allows himself to be given the honor that only God 
deserves. And he pretends, shows himself off, puts on an act, 
presents himself as if he were God. - So it is in the church that 
the Antichrist is to be sought, that is, in the outward, visible 
church, in Christendom. As Satan mingles with the holy angels 
of God and comes with them before the Lord (Job 1:6), and 
generally likes to disguise himself as an angel of light, so does 
his most faithful and learned disciple, the Antichrist. In the church 
of God he sits on his chair. Not only does he want to be a worldly 
ruler, but he raises himself up to be Lord and Head of the Church. 
In short, he presents himself as if he were God, as if he were 
above all divine and human judges and tribunals, but to whose 
judgment and sentence every man must absolutely submit. 

"And whatsoever it holdeth back yet, know ye that he shall be 
revealed in his time. For wickedness is already stirring secretly, 
without that he who now restrains it must be taken away." Here 
the apostle reminds the Thessalonians, as in the preceding 
verse, of the verbal communications which he had formerly 
made to them concerning the Antichrist, and that which still 
hinders the appearance of him. But what this is, which still 
hinders the appearance, the manifestation of the Antichrist, he 
does not say. Therefore we cannot know with certainty what it 
was. But it is not improbable to suppose that the state power in 
force was meant. For as long as a unified world power existed, 
a dominion such as the Antichrist sought could not easily arise. 
"Wickedness is already stirring secretly," says the apostle. The 
first beginnings of all sorts of error and of lordliness in the church 
were 


already existed in the apostle's time and quietly and gradually 
paved the way for the Antichrist. 

"And then," for when that which hinders his appearance shall 
be removed, "the wicked one,” the lawless one, who will not be 
bound by any law (this is the same who is called above the man 
of sin, the child of perdition, the adversary), "shall be revealed," 
that is, shall openly come forth as the wicked one, the lawless 
one, the one who exalts himself above all. And will then also be 
recognized in time as the Antichrist. 

"Whom the LORD shall destroy with the spirit of his mouth, 
and shall make an end of him by the appearing of his future." 
This abominable adversary of Christ shall be overthrown, his 
influence destroyed, he himself destroyed, and his end made. 
The Lord God Himself will do all this. The weapon with which he 
will destroy him is the spirit of his mouth, that is, the sword of the 
Spirit, the Word of God, the gospel, through which the Spirit of 
Christ works mightily in the hearts. Isaiah prophesies of the 
Messiah, and of the power of his gospel, at the time of the New 
Testament, "He shall smite the earth with the rod of his mouth" 
(11:4.). There is evidently meant also the preaching of the 
gospel of Christ, which would prove to be a power of God. This 
is the same weapon as that of which Paul says, "The weapons 
of our knighthood are not carnal, but mighty in the sight of God, 
to destroy strongholds, that we may destroy the attempts, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself against the knowledge of 
God." By this "spirit of his mouth," the gospel, the power of God, 
the sword of the Spirit, the Lord will kill, destroy, consume the 
Antichrist, namely, in the hearts of the Christians liberated by the 
gospel, so that they, as Luther says, no longer keep anything of 
the laws and commandments of the end Christ, . . but he, 
together with all his abominations and devil's filth, has been 
swept clean out of their hearts, and has been wholly and 
completely struck dead, buried, and buried. (St. Louis ed. 12, 
1298.) 

Finally the Lord will put an end to the Antichrist. But only 
through the appearance of his future in judgment on the last day. 
Therefore, although the Antichrist will be revealed and exposed 
in his own time, and his wickedness will be exposed, and he will 
be destroyed in the hearts of many Christians through the 
gospel, his kingdom will continue, though not to the same extent 
and with the same success, yet in the same spirit, with the same 
intention, and by the same means, until the Lord comes in 
judgment. 

After the apostle has prophesied the revelation, the 
destruction and the end of the Antichrist, he goes back once 
again and continues to describe the nature, the work and the 
activities of the Antichrist. He first says that the future of him is 
according to the working of Satan. He is therefore, according to 
his whole being, an instrument of Satan. The kingdom of the 
Antichrist is instituted by the devil. All his power stands on the 
effect of Satan. Therefore his appearance, his work, is also done 
in the service and according to the will of the devil. Therefore, 
the means used by the Antichrist are devilish means, namely, 
all kinds of lying powers, signs and wonders, and all kinds of 
seduction to unrighteousness. So by 
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The Antichrist will deceive and beguile people with all kinds of 
lying, deceitful miracles and signs that happen by inspiration 
and with the help of Satan, the arch-liar, pretending that they are 
divine signs and miracles worked by God. And through all kinds 
of seduction to unrighteousness, through powerful errors, false 
teachings, self-invented works, self-made commandments, but 
which he will pass off in diabolical deceit for divine teachings, 
works and commandments, he will seduce people, because 
they do not believe the truth of the divine word, but have 
pleasure in unrighteousness, to apostasy from God and his 
gospel, to all kinds of sin, shame and abomination and finally 
plunge them into eternal ruin. 

This, then, is the picture that Paul draws of the Antichrist. 
Now the question: Is the Lutheran Church right when it 
recognizes in the pope of Rome the faithful counter-image; 
when it teaches on the basis of this divine prophecy: The pope 
and no other is this great Antichrist? Answer: Whoever has to 
some extent recognized the true nature and history of the 
papacy will find in the Roman papacy all the features of the 
picture sketched in this apostolic description of the Antichrist.

Our emigrant mission to Baltimore in 1893. 


God, the Lord, our faithful guardian and guide, has allowed 
us to bring another year to an end in the work of this mission. 
We pray that He will continue to crown our little work with rich 
blessings. 

In the past year, too, | have often met Christian families 
among the immigrants landing here who were grateful and 
happy to find someone who instructed them to join a 
congregation of our dear Lutheran Church at their destination 
as soon as they arrived in the foreign country. Among these 
were sometimes those who had already become acquainted 
with our Synod in Germany. | was able to offer comfort to many 
an anxious heart; | was also able to help many a needy person 
in their physical distress. On the other hand, among those who 
landed here, | also met impudent, godless people who openly 
displayed their enmity against God's Word. If | handed them one 
of our calendars or tracts, they rejected it with the remark that 
they did not need or want such things. 

| was able to render my services to various families who had 
been referred to our mission from Germany. They were quite 
grateful for this, and to my great joy have now remained here in 
our church. 

| was able to arrange free passage for a number of poor 
people who wanted to travel back to their relatives in Germany 
because they could not earn a living here in America, and who 
lacked the money for the return journey. One day a poor man in 
torn clothes came to me and asked me to find him work so that 
he could earn enough to pay for his return trip to Germany. | 
gave him work and paid for his lodging until | could give him free 
passage back. On his departure 


| advised him to show his gratitude by making himself useful on 
your ship. This he did, as the cook of this ship later told me. 

In the last year, immigration via Baltimore has decreased 
significantly. In the first few months, only caji'tten passengers 
were allowed to travel, as it was feared that cholera would be 
introduced by the steerage passengers. Few immigrants, 
however, were able to travel by cajote because they lacked the 
means to do so. 

In March, tickets for steerage passengers were again 
allowed to be issued. One of the main reasons for the still small 
number of immigrants is probably to be put down to the 
oppressive times prevailing in our country. For many who would 
have had relatives come from Europe lacked the necessary 
money to pay for the tickets. Most of the emigrants landing in 
Baltimore, however, are those to whom the tickets are sent by 
America. 

Jin 1893 there landed here at Baltimore 22, 014 passengers, 
who were carried by various lines of steamers. Of these, 12, 
970 were Germans, 3587 Russians, 2826 Austrians, 878 
Hungarians, 639 Bohemians, 59 Swedes, 13 Norwegians, etc. 

Our money turnover was §5799. 56. $50.00 was given away 
to the poor, partly to cover small deficits in travel money, partly 
to buy food, and finally as a penny for the journey. The number 
of Paffagiere carried by me amounted to 1050. 582 letters were 
received and 578 written. 1200 calendars and 3000 tracts were 
distributed among the Paffagiere landing here. 

With the change of government in Washington, a change 
soon occurred among the federal officials here as well. The first 
two officials who now control immigration here are quite capable 
men. Our mission also enjoys the best confidence under their 
administration. The inspector, Mr. Robinson, was particularly 
strict with young people who had already become engaged over 
there. He did not allow such couples to pass until they were 
married at the place of landing. He also kept a sharp eye on 
contract workers. At present, the strict quarantine has also been 
lifted for Baltimore. 

As in the past, Mr. W. Schmidt in Bremen and Mr. W. Vopel 
in Hamburg have worked together with me in the most faithful 
and friendly manner. | would like to ask all those who are 
expecting friends or relatives from Germany to draw their 
attention to our mission in Bremen and Hamburg. Those who 
have made use of the services of the mission there know how 
great the advantage is for those who travel to America. 

To our dear patrons who have faithfully supported our 
Emigrant Mission here during the past year, whether by sending 
orders for free tickets or by gifts of love from the congregations,

Both those who, denying the unity and universality of God's 
will of grace, or the universal efficacy of the means of grace, and 
those who, asserting that conversion depends on the conduct of 
man, seek to explain how, among those who hear the gospel, 
some are converted and others are not, are on a rationalistic 
erroneous course, and in this piece rob God of glory and the 
sinner of comfort. 


With great devotion and joy, the deputies of the synodal 
congregations, as well as the teachers and pastors, listened to 
the explanations of the speaker, who proved that the doctrine of 
regeneration or conversion, which is known in the above theses 
and in other writings of the synodal conference, is the doctrine 
of the Bible and also the doctrine of the Lutheran confessions. 
And when the synodal report appears with its detailed account 
of these doctrinal discussions, they will be read again with 
devotion and joy by all who were present at the synod. 

We may well say that this year's synodal report of the 
Southern District, which is building the Lord's kingdom far down 
there along the Gulf, should be diligently distributed in all 
districts. For up in the North the congregations have to defend 
themselves far more than here in the South against people who 
continue to develop the synergism of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, in whose interest it is to call confessing 
Lutherans Calvinists. From our synodal report every simple- 
minded Christian will be able to learn again how to reject such 
accusations and expose false teachings of the opponents. 
Calvinists are people who have found a terrible answer to the 
question: Why is it that of those who are in the same ruin, some 
are converted and saved, but others are not? The Calvinistic 
solution to this riddle is: God has ordained these latter to 
damnation; has not therefore redeemed them through Jesus 
Christ; brings them no powerful means of conversion; connects 
no power of conversion with the gospel preached to them. - 
Such doctrines we reject with all our hearts. For the Bible 
teaches, indeed, that God alone can convert man; but the 
Scripture teaches at the same time that God does not want any 
man to perish, but that every man should turn to repentance. 

Synergists are people who give just as wrong an answer to 
the above question. They solve the riddle thus: That some are 
converted, while others are lost, comes from the better conduct 
of the former toward the gospel; man also does something for 
his conversion. 


conversion; his conversion is dependent not only on God's 
grace, but also on man's better conduct. - Such doctrine we also 
reject with all our heart. For the Bible does indeed teach that man 
alone is to blame for his non-conversion and damnation; but 
Scripture teaches at the same time that God alone converts 
man, that although God does not compel man to convert, yet the 
conversion of a man which has taken place was in no respect 
dependent on the conduct of him. We do not wish to join with the 
Calvinists on the left, nor with the Synergists on the right, in 
drawing from Scriptural truths any conclusions of reason to 
which the Word of God itself has opposed. We let stand side by 
side the great truths spoken by God Himself: "Israel, thou 
bringest thyself to trouble: for thy salvation is with Me alone. 
(Hos. 13:9.) We can wait until the good Lord above in eternal life 
makes us understand how gloriously these two truths agree with 
each other. Of course, we can already see this much, that only 
if both of the things said in the sentence are true, can the glory 
of God and the comfort of the poor sinner be assured. And this 
is what it is all about, not an idle, superfluous, even harmful 
quarrel about words. 

Whoever purchases the soon to be published synodal report 
will not only be able to read about doctrinal matters, but also 
about other things that have much to do with the welfare of the 
Kingdom of God. For example, the missionary work in our great 
field, which stretches from Texas to Georgia, has made great 
progress. The expenses have done the same. This is partly the 
reason why there is a deficit of 1000,00 in the treasury for inner 
missions, although the congregations of the Southern District 
recently sent in ample collections in response to an appeal. The 
prospect is - but this is not in the synodal report, but only here 
for the time being - that we would have to limit our missionary 
work if the general missionary fund is not more generously 
provided for, so that it helps us out of our debts. - In spite of all 
their poverty, the synodal assembly in New Orleans was able to 
see that a grammar school was necessary in the state of Texas, 
and encouraged the congregations and pastors there to make a 
small start with such an institution, all the more so since 
favorable donations of land and money have been promised for 
this purpose. -

Unforgiveness. 


In the past year a woman died in Georgia of whom the 
following is told: Thirty years ago her husband came home from 
business in a very excited mood. His wife, not suspecting his 
state of mind, began to tell him of some little distasteful thing. He 
snapped at her harshly and ordered her to be quiet. Then he 
added that he hated the tone of her voice. Usually the woman 
bore his invective patiently, but those words wounded her 
deeply, and she 
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solemnly vowed that he should never hear her voice again. 
Neither he nor anyone else ever heard her speak again. She 
went about her duties as usual, but spoke not a word. When it 
was unavoidably necessary to communicate with someone, she 
used a tablet. Despite her husband's remorse and the pleas of 
her friends and relatives, she kept her vows. When her husband 
lay on his deathbed, he asked her to say at least one word to 
prove that she had forgiven him. She wrote on the tablet, "I 
cannot; God forgive me and help me, but | cannot." She outlived 
her husband by some years, but without breaking her silence. 
Whether she thought it impossible to break the vow, or whether 
she had lost the power of speech by long weaning, is not known. 
She died without a word passing her lips, after remaining silent 
for thirty years. - So hard and unforgiving is the human heart, so 
far can the wicked enemy bring a man! Even among those who 
call themselves Christians, such unforgiveness and hardness of 
heart is often manifested. In domestic life, in business dealings, 
in neighborly intercourse, one may come too near to another and 
sin against him.

From World and Time. 


The moral conditions of Germany are illuminated by the following 
report in a German church bulletin: "The morally nourishing 
backstairs literature is becoming very widespread among the 
people. Frankel gives 


the number of the colporteurs of these writings to 43,000. 
Robbery novels, which glorify heroes who rob the rich in murder 
and manslaughter in order to do good to the poor, as well as 
adultery novels, which preach vice in its most salacious form, 
social novels, which stir up class hatred, are eagerly read. These 
gothic novels, which tickle the senses, morbidly excite the 
imagination, and unleash the wildest passions, stifle all sense of 
the higher and nobler, and especially poison the hearts of 
youthful readers. How much hard-earned money is sacrificed to 
this juggernaut! Though the colporta novel is the source of such 
nameless misery, it cannot be prosecuted by law. A terrible 
confirmation of these accusations was recently given by the 
proceedings before the Hamburg criminal court against the 18- 
year-old murderer Bejeuhr, who carried out an atrocious deed on 
a 12-year-old girl. The testimony of his former colleagues and the 
verdict of the physicians confirm that his imagination was 
morbidly heated and his desires misled by the reading frenzy with 
which he avidly devoured trash and gothic novels. Of 240 
prisoners brought to Berlin in one week, 36 declared that they 
had been corrupted by bad reading. To all fathers of families the 
serious warning is addressed: Watch out for the colorful booklets 
of gothic novels that are thrown into your house! and to all 
teachers: Seek to displace the wicked trash and disreputable 
literature with good libraries, both public and school libraries! 

From Saxony. The "Sachsische Kirchen- und Schulblatt" writes: 
A great stir has been caused in the country by a cry of distress 
against the excesses of Social Democracy, addressed to the 
Saxon Assembly of Estates by the executive committees of 42 
municipalities in the vicinity of Dresden, especially by the 
representatives of the larger suburban municipalities, in which 
they state, that for every respectable and monarchically-minded 
citizen, living in these communities has become intolerable... 
"due to a growing licentiousness which seeks to destroy and 
force under its rule everything that does not conform to it." If these 
words are already bad, then the descriptions of the conditions 
prevailing there are even worse; they present a formal mob rule. 
Well, a remedy will be found here, and the cry for help will not go 
unheard by the estates. But one asks in amazement how it could 
have come so far there. 

Charity of the world. Lodges and other associations use the 
word charity for deceit and hypocrisy. They call love and charity 
a mean, impure trade, yes, a gambling with life. Thus the world 
confesses that it has not a spark of true charity. It knows only the 
charity of publicans, who do good to their friends from whom they 
expect something again. Where the world gives, it also wants to 
take something. She usually gives only where she knows she will 
get something in return, be it cash, public fame in the 
newspapers, or meat delicacies. This can be observed every 
winter, especially now in the time of unemployment. How many 
arts are needed to draw out some of the mammon from the 
pockets of the children of the world for the poor ! The only means 
of extracting something from the children of this world are, 
according to the newspapers, card and lottery games, balls and 
theatrical exhibitions. And even these means do not seem to 
work. One therefore seeks to increase the attraction more and 
more. In England, for example, duchesses and countesses 
appear on the public stage as dancers; in France, the ladies of 
the aristocracy ride in the circus; and in New York, young ladies 
of the best society dress up as negroes and appear in public

"So then the Lord Christ gave the keys to his church, and not to 
the pope, to make laws and sin according to his pleasure, and 
to abuse the power of the keys. For therefore he also had two 
keys in his coat of arms, that he, being a robber and a wicked 
man, put a terror and a fear into the whole world, and thereby 
he also became the Antichrist; and therefore also S. Paul makes 
him a man of sin, not indeed for his person, but that he is a 
causer and a founder of all sins in the world, and makes men to 
be damned for them. For when men hear him, and follow him, 
they do sin, seeing there is no sin. Wherefore also he is called 
the child of perdition." (St. Louis, VII, 938.) 

Furthermore, according to Paul's prophecy, the Antichrist will 
rise above everything that is called God, that is to say, above all 
earthly and heavenly authorities and above God himself. 


This, too, we find fulfilled in the papacy. Although the pope 
has placed himself in the temple of God, that is, he rules over 
the hearts and consciences of men, he is not satisfied with this 
rule. He has also raised himself up to be Lord of the world. He 
asserts that he is above all rulers; his power is to that of all 
temporal rulers as the sun is to the moon, which receives its light 
from the sun; all temporal rulers owe their crowns to him; he has 
the power to install and depose them. Pope Innocent III wrote to 
the patriarch of Constantinople, "Christ has committed to the 
popes to govern the whole earthly order of the world." As proof 
of this he cites that Peter had once walked on the sea; but the 
sea signified the maw of nations, and so it was clear that the 
successor of Peter was entitled to govern the nations. Gregory 
VII, who first deposed kings and released subjects from the oath 
of allegiance to their authorities, justified himself by saying: "We 
want to show the world that we can take kingdoms, duchies, 
counties, in short, the possessions of all men from anyone and 
give them to anyone, for - we can bind and loose. How should 
he to whom is given the power to unbind and bind the heavens 
not also be allowed to sit in judgment over the world?" Pope Paul 
IV, "from the fullness of his apostolic power," gives the following 
explanation: "The pope, who as Pontifex Maximus." (priest- 
prince) "is the Vicar of God on earth, has dominion in all its 
fullness over nations and kingdoms; he judges all and can be 
judged by none in this world. All princes and monarchs, as well 
as all bishops, as soon as they fall into heresy or ecclesiastical 
schism, without any legal formality being required, are 
irrevocably deposed, forever deprived of any right to rule, and 
liable to the penalty of death. In the case of repentant 
conversion, they shall be shut up in a monastery, there to do 
penance with bread and water for the rest of their lives. No one 
may grant any help, not even that of mere humanity, to a prince 
who has been found heretical or schismatic; the monarch who 
undertakes this is immediately deprived of his land or property, 
which shall then fall to the princes obedient to the pope who 
seize it. (See Déllinger: Das Pabstthum p. 69. 67. 46. 383. 213.) 

The popes knew these principles in practice. 


lically apply, as history shows. For this only a few examples. 
Emperor Henry IV was banned by Pope Gregory VH. To escape 
the threatened removal from office, the emperor hastened to 
Italy to seek absolution from the papal ban. In the middle of 
winter the pope made him stand barefoot in penitential robes in 
the open air in the courtyard of Canossa for three days, until he 
finally agreed to release the emperor from the ban. Later, Henry 
was again excommunicated by the same pope, declared to be 
deprived of his crown, and his subjects released from their oath 
of allegiance to him. Emperor Frederick Il was banished by 
various popes, and Pope Innocent IV declared him deprived of 
his imperial dignity, and all his subjects were released from their 
oaths. The pope then tried to stir up the German princes against 
the emperor and to induce them to elect another emperor. He 
even supported a conspiracy against the life of the emperor. 
Emperor Louis of Bavaria was repeatedly banished by Pope 
John XXII, deposed, and deprived of all his goods. The lands 
that remained loyal to the emperor were subjected to the 
interdict, that is, they were banished with all their might. Later, 
the terrible curse was hurled against the same emperor by Pope 
Clement VI. In order that the dear readers may see what such a 
papal excommunication curse is, the last-mentioned shall be 
placed here. It reads: "We implore the divine power to restrain 
Louis' madness, to strike him down with its right hand. Cursed 
be his exit, cursed be his entrance. May the Lord smite him with 
madness, blindness and madness. Let the heavens hurl their 
lightning against him. Let the wrath of Almighty God and of 
blessed Peter and Paul burn against him in this world and in the 
world to come. Let the world revolt against him; let the earth 
open up and swallow him up alive. Let his name be blotted out 
in one generation, and let his memory perish from the earth. Let 
all the elements set themselves against him." 

These few examples out of many show how the pope seeks 
to exalt himself above all authorities ordered by God. And it is 
not from these principles that the later popes have deviated. As 
late as 1871 Pius IX said in a speech that the popes had the right 
to depose kings and to release their peoples from the oath of 
allegiance. 

But even above the angels, the heavenly thrones and 
dominions, the pope has exalted himself. He lets it be said of 
him that his power extends "to all that is in heaven, on earth, and 
under the earth; that he is greater than all creatures, greater than 
Moses, greater than an angel, greater than Paul". (See 15th 
Synodal Report of the Eastern District p. 61.) 

Luther writes: "Clement IV once issued a bull in which he 
commanded the angels in heaven (as a god not only on earth 
but also in heaven) to bring their souls, who ran to Rome for 
indulgences and died on the way, from that moment on to 
paradise for eternal joy. He also commanded hell or the devil 
with such words: We will not have evil, that the infernal 
chastisement should be inflicted upon them. Thus the accursed 
abomination has not only placed himself in the temple of God 
here on earth, but also in heaven, over the angels, over heaven, 
over hell," etc. (Citirt ibid. p. 61.).

According to the latest statistical yearbook of our Synod, the same has 
increased in the past year by 63 pastors, 18 teachers, 23, 873 
souls, 14, 382 communicants, 2993 voters, 63 schools and 4831 
school children. The number of pastors and professors is 1284, 
the number of school teachers 719, the number of pastors 
holding school 754, the number of schools 1391, 
communicirende 344, 464, number of souls 603, 887, 
congregations 1767, not counting 632 preaching places. In the 
course of the year 38, 195 children were baptized, 17, 464 
confirmed, 8365 couples married, 12, 243 bodies buried. In our 
higher educational institutions, taught by 53 teachers, 1235 
students are studying, namely in the seminary in St. Louis 129, 
in Springfield 272, in Addison 223, in the grammar school in Ft. 
Wayne 182, in Milwaukee 223, in New York 45, in Concordia 92, 
in St. Paul 30, in the classics course in St. Paul 30, and in the 
high school in St. Paul 30. Paul 30, in the Classical Cursus of 
Walther College 39. There are 16 charitable institutions 
(hospitals, orphanages, etc.) in the Synod, and for the same $54,

published in 28,000 copies.

From Hanover. The Hanoverian Synod held at the end of last 
year again showed quite clearly that in the German regional 
churches one pursues only the one interest, believers and 
unbelievers. 


The synod adopted the new agendas presented by the church 
regiment. The synod adopted the new agenda presented by the 
church government, and with it a new baptismal form. The latter 
has a threefold form. In No. 1, according to the old church manner, 
the familiar questions are presented to the child, which we also 
have in our Agenda. No. 2 does not address the questions to the 
child, but to the godparents. Some might take offense at the fact 
that the child is asked about the faith, and that it is therefore 
considered possible that even underage children have the faith. In 
No. 3 the so-called abrenunciation, that is, the question, "Do you 
renounce the devil?" etc., is omitted. For the unbelievers of these 
days do not want to hear any more about the devil, and they must 
be taken into account. Every congregation has the right to choose 
from these forms that which is agreeable to it. And every 
householder who has a child baptized has the right to demand 
from his pastor the manner of baptism that suits him best. And 
every pastor of the Hanoverian Regional Church is required to 
give his charge to every member of the congregation, to serve the 
believing Christians with a Christian baptismal confession, and the 
unbelievers with that denial form. For the celebration of 
Confirmation, the Synod, in spite of opposition from the left, has 
retained the Apostles' Creed. With this, however, the apostolic 
faith is by no means secured and protected. For all the neo- 
believing professors and preachers who openly fight the Apostolic 
Creed remain in office, as before, and may rob and murder to their 
heart's content. G. St. 

From Wirttemberg. On December 20 of last year, a lay petition with 
11,544 signatures was presented to the King of Wuerttemberg 
and received favorably by him. This petition urges the king, as "the 
highest bishop" of the regional church, to "take to heart the great 
need" of the church. It says: "The truths of the eternal Sonship of 
Jesus, of His vicarious sacrificial death, His resurrection and 
ascension, as well as His one-time return, are either downright 
denied by many academic teachers or robbed of their biblical 
content by reinterpretations. The Holy Scriptures, which according 
to the doctrine of our Church as the Word of God are the 
unconditional authority in matters of faith, are more and more 
regarded as the mere words of men, toward which the theologian 
of today may, indeed must, take a critical position." The petitioners 
ask their regional bishop to establish a new theological 
professorship at the University of Tubingen and to fill it with a 
Bible-believing theologian, as well as to establish a seminary for 
preachers independent of the university. The faithful members of 
the German regional churches have truly become very modest in 
their demands over time. First they submitted and sent 
themselves to the toleration of false teachers. Now they are 
content if only the Christian faith is tolerated along with unbelief. | 
wish they would realize that this mutual toleration of faith and 
unbelief is contrary to Christ and his word, and that God's word 
makes it their duty to separate from themselves the evident false 
teachers and unbelievers, or to separate from them if the former 
proves impossible.

The following is reported from Japan. According to mission 
statistics, the number of Protestant churches in Japan is 365, and 
the number of congregation members 35, 534. The increase is 
at present*slow; but there is a noticeable effort among the 
congregations to stand on their own feet, to become 
ecclesiastically independent. Most of the larger churches were 
built in the time before 1888, and the rush to them is by no means 
as great as it was then. The number of pupils in the Christian 
schools has also declined, in some to half, a third, a fifth of the 
pupil bodies they had at their height, and school buildings which 
were then far too small are now far too large. These are in part 
the consequences of the suspicions that have been cast against 
Christianity from various quarters. But these very suspicions 
have also had the effect that more serious people are now 
examining Christian doctrine all the more closely and attentively, 
and it is precisely through the hostilities which the Christian faith 
has had to experience that many have first been made aware of 
it, who now do not come to the schools out of mere curiosity, as 
hundreds used to do, or merely to learn some English, but want 
to learn more about Christian doctrine. It is therefore not without 
reason to hope that, when the crisis is over, a slower but firmer 
and more vigorous growth will follow. A. G.

Easter. 


The Lord is risen! - Mary Magdalene stands weeping at the 
empty tomb and laments: "They have taken away my Lord, and 
| do not know where they have laid him. Then she turns back 
and sees Jesus standing there, but does not know that it is 
Jesus. But when the Lord spoke one word to her, "Mary," she 
recognized him as her risen Lord and Savior and said to him, 
"Rabbuni, that is, Master. And in blessed joy she proclaims to 
the disciples: | have seen the Lord, Joh. 20, 18. - Sad and fearful 
the disciples are gathered on the evening of the resurrection 
day with closed doors. Then Jesus enters in the midst and 
brings the wonderful greeting of peace to his peaceless 
disciples. But when they were frightened and thought they saw 
a ghost, he showed them his hands and his side. It is said that 
the disciples were glad to see the Lord, Joh. 20, 20. - Soon after 
that seven disciples of the risen Lord were fishing on the sea of 
Galilee, but they did not catch anything during the night. In the 
morning JEsus stood on the shore, but the disciples did not 
know that it was JEsus. And when they had cast the net at 
Jesus' word, and had caught a great multitude of fish, John the 
disciple, whom Jesus loved, saith unto Peter, It is the Lord. As 
soon as Simon Peter heard that it was the Lord, he threw 
himself into the sea with great joy to get to Jesus, his risen 
Master, as soon as possible, Joh. 21, 7. 

In this and similar ways the Scriptures describe the joy of the 
disciples of the Lord when they saw him who was dead and had 
come to life again. And this was indeed a special grace that 
happened to them, that they saw and heard the risen Lord 
himself, that they ate and drank with him after he had risen from 
the dead. This special grace befell them because of their special 
unique profession. They were the chosen witnesses of God, 
who proclaimed the true resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead to the world, and against all doubt, they were the 
witnesses of God. 
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should make sure. They should be able to say what they really 
said: What we have heard, what we have seen with our eyes, 
what we have beheld, and what our hands have touched, these 
things we proclaim unto you, 1 Joh. 1, 1. 3. 

The joyful Easter message: The Lord is risen! He is risen 
indeed! has resounded among us again these days. The rich 
goods of salvation that Christ brought forth from his tomb: 
Forgiveness of sins, righteousness before God, peace with God, 
joy in the Holy Spirit, life, blessedness have been proclaimed to 
us anew. Many a Christian may have thought and said: "Oh, if 
only | too could have received the grace that was once granted 
to the disciples; if only | too could see the Risen Lord, hear his 
blessed voice, put my fingers in his nail-marks, my hand in his 
side! How glad, how happy, how blessed | would then be! How 
firm in my faith, how confident in my hope! How then would it 
have become Easter with me! 

Thomas had similar thoughts before he saw the Risen Lord. 

He even replied to the disciples who announced to him, "We 
have seen the Lord: Unless | see in his hands the marks of the 
nails, and put my finger into the marks of the nails, and put my 
hand into his side, | will not believe it, John 20:25. So much did 
he desire to see the Lord. But although the Lord, in order to bring 
even this doubting, unbelieving disciple to faith, really fulfilled his 
desire and allowed himself to be seen by him, he nevertheless 
said, "Because you have seen me, Thoma, you believe. Blessed 
are those who do not see and yet believe, Joh. 20, 29. 
Yes, not seeing and yet believing, that is now the rule for us. The 
Lord has now gone to heaven and withdrawn his visible 
presence from the earth. Even his disciples, after those forty 
days in which he had shown himself alive to them by many 
manifestations, did not get to see him any more. But they did not 
desire to see him any more. They believed without seeing, and 
based their faith on his word. So believe 


Now we also, though we see not Jesus. We walk in faith and not 
in sight. Faith, however, is the firm, certain confidence of the 
heart that clings to the invisible Lord and holds him fast. In the 
Word the Risen Lord is painted before our eyes, there we 
recognize Him in all His beauty and glory as Savior, we 
recognize Him as our Lord and Master. In the Word we hear his 
greeting of peace. In the Word he is with us, invisible but true; 
he looks kindly on us, he speaks to our hearts, and where two 
or three are gathered together in his name, he is in the midst of 
them. And now we believe what he tells us in his word, that he 
was dead, and behold, he is alive for evermore, having the keys 
of hell and of death; that he was raised from the dead for our 
justification; that he has brought to light life and incorruption; that 
through him we have peace with God and the sure hope of 
eternal life. In such faith we are as glad and blessed as if we 
ourselves saw him with our eyes, and heard him with our ears, 
as if we laid our fleshly hand in his side. Because we have his 
sure, unmistakable word, which endures forever, on which our 
faith rests as on a rock-solid foundation, we are not inferior to 
the disciples, and are as happy in it as they were, and celebrate 
Easter no less than they did. Blessed are those who do not see 
and yet believe. 

But one day our Easter joy will be completely fulfilled. One 
day we will see Him as He is, whom we did not see on earth, yet 
loved and believed in Him, 1 John 3:2. On that future, great 
Easter morning we will rejoice with joy unspeakable and 
glorious. There we shall bring away the end of our faith, that is, 
the blessedness of our souls, 1 Pet 1:8, 9.

'To the Pabst is committed all power in 
heaven and on earth? Item: ,The pope can make nothing out of 
nothing? Item: 'The pope can do all that God does'; Decius. "The 
pope is God;... Barbazia. "To the pope none but God is equal;" 
Bewius. "The pope is the bridegroom of the church"; John. Finally 
the papal flatterers address the pope somewhere like this: 'You 
are a priest and a great one and the high priest. You are the 
prince of the bishops, the heir of the apostles. According to the 
primacy you are Abel..., according to the violence Peter, 
according to the anointing Christ? These atrocious and 
disgraceful lies... Yet they do not condemn them, nor even 
disapprove of them, but rather rejoice in them so much that they 
persecute with fire and sword him who contradicts such 
blasphemies. Therefore all this, as being brought forward by the 
Roman Antichrist himself, is to be received, because he endows 
such blaspheming flatterers with riches and dignities for these 
services faithfully rendered to him, and makes them glorious."

According to Paul's prophecy, the appearance and work of 
the Antichrist will take place "according to the work of Satan. 
Now, that the pope in his nature and activity is a tool of Satan is 
clear enough from the above and needs no further proof. But let 
us add a biblical proof. In 1 Tim. 4:1-3 we read: "But the Spirit 
saith clearly, that in the latter times some shall depart from the 
faith, and shall cleave unto the seducing spirits and doctrines of 
devils; through them which speak lies in glibness, and have 
brandings in their conscience, and forbid to be married, and to 
avoid the things which God hath created." Here the prohibition 
of marriage and the commandments of fasting are expressly 
called doctrines of the devil. But these are both commandments 
of the pope. So these teachings of the pope are teachings of the 
devil, consequently the pope is a tool of Satan. 

Furthermore, Paul says that the Antichrist, after the work of 
Satan, will show off "with all kinds of lying powers and signs and 
wonders" and thus deceive the people and lead them into error 
and unrighteousness. But where are so many lying powers, 
signs, and wonders to be found as in the Pabstical Church? Let 
us here only briefly refer to its innumerable "miraculous" images 
of saints, its relics, its holy places of pilgrimage with their various 
lying miraculous powers, such as sweating blood, healing the 
sick, apparently raising the dead, and the like. What is all this but 
great fraud and deceit? By these lying powers, signs, and 
miracles, which the pope makes his faithful believe under the 
guidance of the devil, he has led innumerable people into 
superstition and strengthened them in it, and has seduced them 
into unrighteousness, so that they believe his lies and put their 
trust in them, while they care little for God's word and will, and 
so are lost. 

Finally the Antichrist shall also be revealed and killed by the 
spirit of the mouth of Christ. This part of the prophecy is also 
fulfilled in the pope. Long before Luther, there was no lack of 
witnesses who declared the Pope to be the Antichrist. And there 
were not a few in the Roman Church itself who were not afraid 
to confess this publicly. A few examples will be given here. At 
the Synod of Rheims (991) the Bishop of Orleans said: "What 
think ye, Reverend Fathers, who it is that sitteth there on a high 
throne, and shineth with purple and golden raiment?

On Tuesday, October 18, 1892, the funeral of the blessed 
Buszin took place. Because his family members had to come 
from far away, the funeral service could not take place earlier 
than Tuesday afternoon, after the Synod had closed its sessions 
at noon. Before and during the funeral Mr. C. C. Schmidt 
presided over the service. After the funeral, a solemn funeral 
service took place in the church, with the undersigned 
officiating. The large congregation sang the Easter hymn at the 
beginning of the service: Ich habe gnug, mein JEsus lebet noch 
leben, etc. This was followed by the funeral oration on Matth. 
25, 21: "O thou devout and faithful servant, thou hast been 
faithful over a few things; | will set thee over many things; enter 
thou into the joy of thy Lord."

His 
reward. In the first part, the idea was first explained who is a 
pious servant of Christ, namely, he alone who is truly converted 
to Christ. Then it was shown who is a faithful servant of Christ, 
namely, he alone who, with the gifts and pounds entrusted to 
him, whether few or many, works faithfully in the power of the 
Lord for God's glory and the salvation of immortal souls, and in 
such work does not grow weary until death! In the second part 
it was first shown wherein the reward of a pious and faithful

For our part, we have sent a written statement of our position 
directly to our representative in Congress, and we would like to 
point out once again that it would certainly be a good thing if the 
representatives of the various Congressional districts were now, 
and indeed without delay, personally made aware of the fact that 
among their constituents there are also such Christians who see 
in the proposed addition to the introduction (preamble) of the 
State Constitution, in the so-called "Christian Amendment," a 
dangerous innovation and who therefore quite decidedly protest 
against it. And in doing so, not one should rely on the other, but 
those who can write should write briefly and succinctly; the more 
of them who can be heard, the better. One simply addresses:

It is reported from Osnabrick that a dear, faithful Lutheran, who) 
is also known to many readers of this 


The first person with whom he was personally acquainted, Colon 
Caspar Tiemann, passed away from this life. Through private 
letters from America, he became aware of the Missourian 
writings, from which he became acquainted with true 
Lutheranism, and his eyes opened more and more for the correct 
evaluation of the corrupt national church system. When it came 
to the separation in Hermannsburg, it was he who promoted the 
formation of separated congregations in Barkhausen and Lintorf 
before others, and the services were held on his farm. Soon, 
however, he found out that the Hessian Renitents, who were 
sent to them, did not stick to the Lutheran doctrine either, and 
after years of struggle, in which a rich, deep knowledge and a 
beautiful gift of speech came to him, Tiemann once again left a 
community in which he could not remain with a good Lutheran 
conscience, and joined the "Missourian" Free Church in 
Hanover. Four of his children live here in America, and one of 
his sons reports his father's death to his uncle, Father Késtering, 
with the following words: "Dear Uncle Késtering! Today | must 
bring you the sad news that the Lord has taken our dear father, 
Colonus Caspar Tiemann, to his blessed heaven. The news hit 
us children here in Kansas quite unexpectedly, since we did not 
even know that he was ill. After an eight-day illness of lung fever, 
he passed away to the joy of his Lord on January 3 of this year 
at the age of 64. We are told of his sickbed that he bore his 
suffering with great patience, and that no word of complaint 
passed his lips. He also longed for his death with great desire 
and in the firm, joyful confidence of his faith, so that he could 
soon be with Christ forever. Ah, yes, we grant our father eternal 
rest with all our hearts. For in addition to his faithful work in his 
earthly profession, he also worked hard and fought hard for the 
Kingdom of God, for the pure doctrine of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, which was dearer to him than anything else, in 
opposition to the apostate state churches, and did not tire in this 
fight, but stood firm like a wall, probably for almost forty years. 
Yes, he has fought a good fight, he has finished the race, he has 
kept faith, etc. His funeral text, chosen by himself, has been 1 
John 1:7; The blood of JEsu Christ, etc. And the song: In Christ's 
wounds | fall asleep, they make me clean from sins etc.... 
Herewith commanded to God and His grace. Your nephew Ernst 
Tiemann." The memory of this brave farmer, who has also 
repeatedly been in America and looked at the faithful Lutheran 
church system here, is to be held in honor here and over there.

Leipzig Mission. Two East Indian missionaries, Nather and 
Mohn, have recently been dismissed from the service of the 
Leipzig Mission. The occasion was as follows. The first named 
had lectured two years ago at a pastoral conference of the East 
India Missionaries on the literal inspiration of the Holy Scriptures. 
About half the missionaries disagreed with it. The two then 
complained to the Leipzig Mission College about a lack of 
doctrinal unity within their mission. Mission Director v. Schwartz 
himself traveled to the East Indies at the end of the previous year 
in order to make peace there. Nather and Mohn made the well- 
founded demand that the scriptural and confessional doctrine of 
the inspiration of the Holy Scriptures should be the sole doctrine 
within the Leipzig Mission, and that all contrary doctrine should 
be fought and rejected as false doctrine. At the same time they 
declared that they could not recognize the missionary college as 
an authority to which obedience was owed for the sake of God. 
After their request had been rejected, they refused to meet with 
Mission Director v. Schwartz and the other missionaries. 
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to communicate together. They had every right to do so, for they 
did not agree with them in doctrine, and communion is 
confessional communion. Thereupon they were deprived of their 
office. The remaining missionaries were warned by the 
missionary director in a sermon "against this impious spirit, 
which breaks holy bonds, thereby depriving others and making 
itself poor," admonishing them “not to quarrel with one another 
on the way," "a missionary should have no time to quarrel.” "He 
who lacks reverence has not yet felt a breath of the spirit of him 
who, though he was the Son of God, remained subject to his 
human parents, even when he was long grown up." What 
hopeless, blasphemous talk! The whole affair is a new proof that 
the Leipzig Mission, this old Lutheran Mission, has gone far 
astray from the old course, and gives its friends a blue haze 
when it professes to them that it stands firmly on the ground of 
the Lutheran confession. G. St. 


The small Scottish Free Church, with 340,000 communicants, 
raised the considerable sum of 2, 160,080 Mk. for its heathen 
mission in 1893. 726,340 Mk. have been collected in the mission 
field itself. Accordingly, 1,433,740 Mk. were raised in Scotland, 
which brings to the communicants 4,15 Mk. per person. "A 
tremendous achievement," remarks the "Neue lutherische 
Kirchenztg.". (New Lutheran Church Journal), "when one 
considers that in Germany there are 9 pfennigs to the head of 
the population!" Now, in the case of the German Free Churches, 
the situation is probably similar to that of the Scottish Free 
Church - which is not meant to be said here in order that our Free 
Churches should boast of their sacrifices, but only for the sake 
of justice. ("Under the Cross.") 

The Leipzig astronomer Falb now fixes the 
end of the world for November 13, 1899, or at the most-eiu. to 
two days later. Our earth is then to collide with the comet 
discovered in 1886. - Though we know from the Scriptures that 
it is the last hour in which we live, and that therefore the last day 
is at hand, yet we know also this, that it is written that no man 
knoweth the day or hour in which the Son of man shall come and 
the world shall end. So much is certain that the last day will not 
come on November 13, 14, or 15, 1899, for then a man would 
have known the day or hour.

Objections are now being raised from various quarters to what we have hitherto 
said about the Antichrist, and to these, if they have not already been considered, 
we shall still refer. 


First objection: The Antichrist prophesied in 2 Thess. 2 could not be the pope, 
because there have been many popes, but the Antichrist must be a single person, 
an individual, because he is called: the man of sin, the child of destruction. The 
definite article: the, that, indicates that a certain individual person is meant. - 
Answer: The definite article, the, the, has its meaning in the Bible, and must not be 
overlooked; but it does not always have the meaning here claimed, namely, that it 
always designates a single person or thing. A few examples will show this. Matth. 
12, 35. it is said, "A good man bringeth forth good things out of the good treasure 
of his heart." There is also the definite article in the Greek text: the good man. But 
now everyone can see that we are not talking about a single good man, but about 
good men in general. Marc. 2, 27. we read: "The Sabbath was made for man's 
sake." Here also is the definite article: the. But surely we are not speaking here of 
a single Sabbath and of a single man, but the opinion is evidently this: The Sabbath 
in general, that is, all Sabbaths, were made for men in general, namely, for the Old 
Testament Jews. From these and many other examples, which might still be given, 
it is evident that the singular with the definite article, as, e. g., man, often denotes 
a plurality, a whole species of persons or things. Those who make the above 
objection would therefore have to prove it.

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Yes, it's true. But to lead an outwardly respectable life before the 
world and to be pious before God are two different things. 

But supposing there had been truly pious popes, this would 
prove nothing; for it is not the person, but the office, that makes 
the pope antichrist. "The shameful sodomitical life of various 
popes does not make them antichrists; therefore the outwardly 
honorable life of another pope is no proof that he is not antichrist. 
If all the marks of the Antichrist are found in the pope, he must 
be the Antichrist, and only frivolity can still want to wait for 
another. This is also the argument of our symbolic books, when 
they enumerate some or all of the characteristics as being 
fulfilled in the pope, and then conclude that he is the true 
Antichrist." (15th Synodal Report of the Eastern District, p. 35.) 

So it remains: What Paul prophesies about the Antichrist in 2 
Thess. 2 is literally fulfilled through the Pabstium and only 
through the Pabstium, therefore the Pabst and no other is the 
Antichrist. 

Therefore our church rightly confesses in the Schmalkaldic 
Articles: "This piece shows tremendously that he is the true end- 
Christ or anti-Christ, who has set himself above and against 
Christ and exalted himself, because he does not want to let the 
Christians be blessed without his power, which is nothing, not 
ordered or commanded by God. That is, to set oneself above 
God and against God, as St. Paul says in 2 Thess. 2:4; yet 
neither the Turk nor the fool do this, as they are great enemies 
of the Christians, but let whoever will believe in Christ, and take 
bodily interest and obedience from the Christians. But the pope 
will not let them believe, but says that they should be obedient to 
him, and so they will be saved. We will not do this, or die over it 
in God's name. All this comes from the fact that he should have 
been called supreme over the Christian church by divine right. 
Therefore he had to make himself equal to Christ and above 
Christ; he had to make himself the head, then a lord of the 
church, and finally also of the whole world and badly boast of an 
earthly God, until he also supported himself to command the 
angels in the kingdom of heaven. And if one distinguishes the 
pope's doctrine from the holy Scriptures or contrasts it with them, 
it is found that the pope's doctrine, where it is most excellent, is 
taken from the imperial pagan law and teaches secular dealings 
and judgments, as his Decretales testify. After that, it teaches 
ceremonies of churches, clothes, food, people, and children's 
games, masquerades, and jokes without measure, but in all of 
this nothing at all about Christ, faith, and God's commandments. 
Last of all, the devil is nothing but vain, for he practises his lies 
of masses, purgatory, monasteries, his own work, and divine 
service (which is the true ministry) above and against God, 
condemning, killing, and tormenting all Christians who do not 
exalt and honor his abomination above all things. Therefore as 
little as we can worship the devil himself for a lord or god, so little 
can we suffer his apostle, the pope or end-Christ, to be head or 
lord in his regiment. For to lie and murder, to destroy body and 
soul for ever, that is his papal regiment proper." (Edition by 
Miller, p. 308.)

It is a fact of this day that the popes and their followers want to 
preserve and practice ungodly doctrine and false worship. Thus 
all the evils prophesied in the Scriptures about the Antichrist 
rhyme with the kingdom of the pope and his members. For Paul, 
when he describes the Antichrist in 2 Thess. 2, calls him an 
adversary of Christ, who exalts himself above all that is called God 
or worship, so that he sits down in the temple of God as a god, 
and pretends that he is a god, etc. Here Paul speaks of one who 
reigns in the church, and not of worldly kings, and calls him an 
abominable man of Christ, because he will devise another 
doctrine, and that he will arrogate to himself all these things, as if 
he did them by divine rights. Now first of all this is true, that the 
pope reigns in the church, and under the appearance of spiritual 
power has usurped such dominion, for he bases himself on these 
words: | will give thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven. 
Secondly, that Pope's teaching is contrary to the gospel in every 
way. Third, that he pretends to be God is to be noted in three 
things. First, that he presumes to change the doctrine of Christ 
and the right worship, instituted by God himself, and wants to 
keep his doctrine and his own dense worship as if God himself 
had commanded it. Second, that he arrogates to himself the 
power of binding and releasing, not only in this temporal life here, 
but also in that life. Thirdly, that the pope will not suffer the church 
or any other person to judge him, but that his power shall be over 
all conciliarities and the whole church. But this is to make oneself 
a god, if one does not wish to suffer either the church or anyone 
else's judgment. In the end, the pope defended such error and 
ungodliness with unjust violence and murder, so that he had all 
those killed who did not keep up with him in moderation. Since 
this is the case, all Christians should take great care not to 
participate in such ungodly teachings, blasphemy, and 
unrighteous rage, but should depart from the pope and his 
members or followers as from the kingdom of Antichrist and curse 
it, as Christ commanded: Beware for the false prophet. And Paul 
commandeth that false preachers should be shunned, and cursed 
as an abomination. And 2 Cor. 6. saith he, Pull not on the strange 
yoke with unbelievers: for what fellowship hath light with 
darkness?" etc. (On the Power and Supremacy of the Pope, p.

I. Rev. W. C. J. Steffen. 


It has pleased the Lord of the Church in His unfathomable 
counsel to once again unharness one of His servants, namely at 
the sprightly age of 38 years, and to transfer him from the 
contending Church to the triumphant one; namely: the former 
Father Wilhelm Carl Friedrich Johann Steffen. He was born on 
November 17, 1855, in Dischley, Mecklenburg-Strelitz, as the 
third child and only son of his parents Johann Steffen and Sophia, 
née Hostern, and received Holy Baptism on the second Sunday 
after his birth. In his fifth year, in April of 


In 1860, he came over to this country with his dear parents and 
two sisters and resided with them in Chicago during the next 
years of his childhood. Here he attended the parochial school 
of St. John's parish, which was branched off from St. Paul's 
parish, Father Wunders, in 1867. After his confirmation he first 
tried to be a support for his poor parents in earning a living. But 
already in school and in confirmation classes the thought had 
awakened in him and the desire had become more and more 
alive in him to one day be able to serve the Lord in the holy 
office of preaching. His wish was fulfilled, since the good Lord 
also gave his dear parents in his sixteenth year the joy to allow 
him to enter our high school in Fort Wayne as a student. He 
studied there for three years with faithfulness and diligence; 
however, the poor circumstances of his dear parents caused 
him to make his studies as short as possible, and so he entered 
our seminary in Springfield in 1873 and completed his studies 
there in four years. In 1877, after graduating well, God called 
him to be His servant in the church at Clayton, Ill, near Quincy, 
where he ministered a little longer than four years. There he 
also entered into holy matrimony with Emma Florentine Buhrer 
of Quincy, Ill, on September 27, 1880, which marriage God 
blessed with six children. 

In 1882 he answered a call from the congregation at Genoa, 
De Kalb Co, Ill, where he was installed in office by the 
undersigned January 21, and thereafter faithfully served the 
congregation as pastor and teacher for ten years. 


Two years ago now, January 31, 1892, he was reinstated by 
the undersigned in Algonquin, McHenry Co., III, having willingly 
answered the call of the congregation there, and took office 
there February 7, 1892. 

But according to God's inscrutable counsel, the servant of 
the Lord, so willing, faithful and zealous, and so sprightly in the 
sight of men, was to lay down his earthly walking-stick in the 
prime of his manhood. 

Already at the beginning of November last year God laid him 
on his extremely painful sickbed, which after repeated relapses 
was to become his deathbed. He suffered from a malignant 
inflammation of the bowels. Especially in his last fifteen difficult 
weeks, the words of Ebr. 12:6 were fulfilled in him: "Whom the 
Lord loveth, him he chasteneth." On the Thursday before 
Christmas, God allowed a fire to ignite unnoticed on the upper 
floor of the parsonage around noon, and it spread so quickly 
that it was not discovered until it had almost completed its work 
of destruction upstairs, especially in the study; indeed, fires 
were already falling through the ceiling into the vicinity of the 
sickbed. But even here God's promise of grace, Ps. 91:15, was 
fulfilled: "| am with him in his trouble, | will pluck him out." 
Helpers came in droves in due time. They quickly wrapped the 
beloved sick pastor in blankets and carried him across the 
street to the home of a parishioner, where he immediately found 
shelter, loving welcome with his own, and faithful care. 
Although, however, with almost superhuman effort and at great 
risk to his life, the household utensils on the lower floor, yes, 
even from the 


Although some things were still saved in the upper room, and - 
what moved him to especially heartfelt tears of thanksgiving and 
sighs - God made it possible in the last decisive moment, through 
a change of the wind, that the church, which was only a few steps 
away from the burning parsonage, was saved, the parsonage 
burned down, and among many other things, the greatest loss 
was that the entire library, including the church book of the 
parish, was destroyed by the flames. But just during and after 
this visitation the good Lord let him once again experience the 
deep love of his parish in Algonquin, as well as of his previous 
parish in Genoa. Yes, apparently the fright and excitement 
experienced by the fire did not even have bad consequences 
with regard to his illness. On the contrary, his physical condition 
improved so much that on January 10 of this year he dared to 
travel to Oak Park, accompanied by his mother and two children, 
to visit his brother-in-law, in order to recuperate here for several 
days. And though, unfortunately, on the second day of his being 
here, he relapsed again, yet the good Lord blessed the medical 
aid to such an extent, that in four days he was able to be up 
again, and apparently cured, and on the 26th of January, the 
longing for his church here giving him no more rest, he was able 
to return home. But his hope, and ours, that he could now serve 
his dear church again, was not fulfilled by the good Lord. On the 
contrary, the old suffering soon returned with such intensity that 
human help proved to be in vain. "My ways are not your ways, 
and my thoughts are not your thoughts," God soon revealed to 
us. On Thursday, February 8, the faithful God put an end to the 
suffering and anguish of his child and servant and brought him 
home to heaven, admittedly after a difficult death struggle. 

He has brought his age to 38 years, 2 atonals and 22 days, 
of which he stood nearly 16 years in the service of the Lord at his 
church, and leaves behind, in addition to his suffering 
congregation, his aged parents and his two sisters, the mourning 
widow with six underage children, to whom the faithful God now 
wants to be the right father and advisor according to his promise. 

Since the Blessed One, especially in the last few weeks, had 
often expressed the wish that, when God let him die, he should 
rest in the Concordia churchyard of the Chicago congregations, 
we fulfilled his wish, and after the funeral service was held the 
day after his death in the midst of his congregation in Algonquin, 
where Mr.? Carl Schmidt spoke in the house about Hos. 6, 1. and 
Mr. P. Steege about Rom. 14, 8. on both sides words of true 
comfort, the body was transported to Oak Park and laid out in the 
house of the undersigned until the following Sunday. In the 
church of the undersigned, President Succop held a very 
comforting funeral sermon on Is. 38, 17, after which the body was 
solemnly buried with great congregation at Concordia. 

But may the faithful God have mercy on His church and give 
the sorely afflicted dear congregation of Algonquin a faithful 
shepherd and pastor again very soon. And after all the misery of 
this earth, may he give us all the blessed joy of heaven. Amen.

Again it pleased the Lord of hosts to call a young fighter to 
eternal victory and a faithful worker in his vineyard to a blessed 
rest, namely Fr.

Sermon illustration among the Americans. A preacher, well 
respected in English circles in New Pork, who is in the habit of 
impressing his sermons on his listeners, or rather spectators, by 
means of sensational illustrations, had a live cock on his platform 
a few Sundays ago. When he wanted to illustrate his sermon by 
means of the rooster, he brought it out for the amusement of his 
audience, placed it on a large black board, and while he held its 
beak low on the board, he drew a straight line from it on the board 
with chalk. The cock remained motionless, although the preacher 
did not hold it any longer. As soon as the preacher let up on 
drawing the line, the rooster jumped up and crowed to his heart's 
content, of course to the amusement of the spectators. This 
happened as often as the preacher repeated the trick. "That's the 
way the devil does it," said he; "he takes a man by the nose, and 
leads him to hell." That the spectators at any rate paid more 
attention to the cock than to the preacher and his sermon, if the 
latter may be so named, proves their amusement, for otherwise 
they should have been frightened and blanched at Satan's trick 
of corrupting men. Verily the Lord sends preachers to the sects, 
who offer them that which makes their ears itch. J. A. S. 
Mennonites despise theology. In the "Herald of Truth" of April 
1 it says: "It is a fact that the Bible is not studied in the theological 
schools. The Bible is not studied there, but theology, which is 
human philosophy and speculation about the doctrine of faith. It 
is a great harm that the future preachers study theology instead 
of the Holy Scriptures, and that instead of the Gospel they 
‘preach’ their theology and other things which they have taught 
in the universities. ... One can only agree with the well-known 
author Otto Funcke when he says that theology has done more 
harm than good. The only true doctrine of salvation is not that 
human science called theology, but the biblical, evangelical 
doctrine. And it is not given to us to philosophize and speculate 
on it or to improve it by our reason, but to learn it, believe it, and 
bring it to life..... So the theological schools are not for the study 
of the Bible, the Word of God. ... Whoever wants to enter one of 
the theological schools must first have graduated from a 
university. ... As if the Bible were intended more for the learned 
and the high than for the common man." - What might the 
"Herald" imagine by "theology" and by "theological schools"? If 
he had rejected that theology which does not draw its doctrines 
from the holy Scriptures, that would be right. But that he breaks 
the baton over all theology and all theological schools betrays 
the enthusiast who throws out the baby with the bathwater. F. B. 


Abroad. 


From Sweden. The Salvation Army is more favorably received 
in Sweden than in Germany. In Stockholm, the capital, they have 
gone so far as to admit General Booth to the free church 
Immanuelkirche for a lecture. The attendance was great, and the 
police had to order the entry into the church; long lines of people 
stood as far as the nearest cross-streets, waiting to be admitted. 
The Salvation Army has already founded a joint-stock company 
with a capital of 300,000 crowns, in order to take over the 
properties belonging to the Salvation Army and _ hitherto 
registered in the names of private individuals, to establish a book 
printing and publishing business, and to carry on other work. (A. 
E. L. K.) 


From England. In England the so-called "rag schools" perform a 
beneficial service for neglected children. They were founded in 
his time by a poor shoemaker in Portsmouth, who was deeply 
concerned about the physical and moral misery of the homeless 
London street youth. Dickens has already given an account of 
these children, who grow up without father or mother, and 
procure food by begging and stealing in the summer, but are 
trained to their trade in the lodging-houses of commercial thieves 
in the winter. When the children have advanced far enough in the 
arts of thievery, they begin their trade on the streets, still 
supervised by their teachers at first. In the process, however, 
they hardly have the necessary food and clothing and are in 
every respect piteous creatures. These are now taken care of by 
the "rag schools," which not only give them instruction, but also 
physical care and nourishment. The success of this work is 
evident from the fact that in the last ten years more than 10,000 
children have been taught and educated in one of these London 
"rag schools. The blessing of this institution has already become 
apparent in the fact that the number of juvenile criminals in 
England has decreased considerably.

From the Heathen Mission. According to a statistical survey of the 
16 Protestant missionary societies of Germany in 1892, given in 
the latest number of Warneck'sche Missionszeitschrift, these 
together numbered 429 main stations (1888: 380), 658 European 
missionaries (1888: 549), 113 native pastors, 1246 schools 
(1888: 877), 59, 307 pupils (1888: 42, 369), 265, 881 baptized, 
among these 18, 700 baptized in 1892 (1888: 214, 628) and 292 
pupils. The income amounted to 3, 375, 668 marks (1888: 3,044, 
329), the expenditure to 3, 555, 879 (1888: 3,042, 838). In every 
respect, therefore, there has been a gratifying growth in the 
mission field; in the home country, too, the income has increased 
not insignificantly, but it has not kept pace with the increasing 
expenditure. Of the 429 main stations, 123 are in the Brethren 
Church, 68 in Barmen, 57 in Hermannsburg, 51 each in Basel 
and Berlin |, 33 in Leipzig, 14 in Berlin Il, 9 in Neukirchen, and 6- 
1 in the others. European missionaries Herrnhut has 167, Basel 
139, Barmen 88, Berlin 182, Hermannsburg 61, Leipzig 37, 
Berlin Il 25, Bremen 15, Schleswig-Holstein Mission 11, 
Neukirchen 10, the rest 8-1; native pastors Basel has 34, 
Herrnhut only 24, Leipzig and Berlin Il each 17, Barmen 16, the 
rest 2, 1 (even Berlin | only 1) or none. Basel has the most 
schools, namely 319, followed by Herrnhut with 247, Barmen 
with 190, Leipzig with 178, Berlin | with 140, Hermannsburg with 
66, Berlin II with 52; the most pupils Herrnhut: 22, 129, Basel 12, 
432, Barmen 8871, Leipzig 4832, Berlin | 4203, Hermannsburg 
3797, etc. The largest number Ge- 


Herrnhut has the largest number of baptized: 90, 586; then 
Barmen with 47, 436, Berlin II with 38, 187, Basel with 26, 435, 
Berlin | with 24, 654, Hermannsburg with 21, 566, Leipzig with 
14, 520, Bremen with 1082, the Neukirchener with 619. In the 
year 1892 Barmen with 5620, Hermannsburg with 3073, Berlin 
Il with 2661, Bremen with 205 baptized have held the relatively 
richest harvest. Most of the children, 98, came to Basel, and 
Barmen 51, Berlin | counted 26, Hermannsburg 22, Neukirchen 
20, Leipzig 18. The largest income, but also the largest 
expenditure, namely 942, 537, or 1,034, 931 Mk, Basel, followed 
by Herrnhut with 493, 795 Mk., Barmen with 487, 909 Mk., 
Leipzig with 347, 116 Mk., Berlin | with 329, 235 Mk., 
Hermannsburg with 194, 891 Mk., Berlin Il with 159, 880 Mk. 
and Bremen with 110,000 Mk. In general, income and 
expenditure coincide; only in the case of Basel, Berlin |, Il and 
Ill, and Bremen are the expenditures considerably higher. Of the 
income of the Brethren congregation, about 280,000 Mk. goes 
to the English and American provinces, in the case of Basel 
about 312,000 Mk. to Switzerland, and in the case of Leipzig 
and Bremen 50,000 Mk. each to Russia and Holland. To these 
expenditures, however, must be added those sums which are 
raised in the mission fields themselves, altogether at least 1% 
million Marks. Herrnhut alone receives almost 1 million Marks 
from its trade; likewise Berlin over 180,000, Basel over 115,000, 
Hermannsburg 75,000, Barmen 72,000 and Leipzig 44,000 
Marks.

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Women's rights. 


What a man has the right to do, or what he can claim as the 
service of others, is his right, just as what he is commanded to 
do, and what he is obliged to do, is his duty. 

The right of the woman, then, is that which she is empowered 
to do. Now these powers vary according to the different soheres 
of law or legal relations. In her relation to God, in the sphere of 
religion, woman, if she is a child of God, has the powers which 
God has granted to all his children on earth, the right to pray, to 
use the means of grace, to rejoice in God her Saviour, to take 
comfort in his grace and protection, as such rights were 
exercised by the Canaanite woman in the Gospel. In the sphere 
of family life a woman has the right, in her relationship with her 
spouse, to demand from him love, fidelity, protection, and 
provision; as a mother she has the right to command her 
children, as God has granted her such powers in the fourth and 
sixth commandments, and civil law also guarantees her these 
and other rights in this sphere. 

But woman is also a member of human and civil society, and 
the rights which she has, or ought to have, in this sphere are 
what are usually thought of when women's rights are spoken of 
in our time, and which we shall briefly discuss in this treatise. 

Human society is the community of men for mutual service, 
and in so far as this community is regulated by laws, it is called 
civil society or the State. But the powers that are granted or 
guaranteed to a member of such a society by the existing orders 
or laws are his rights in this sphere. Now human and civil society 
does not exist by chance. When God created the first men, he 
said: "Be fruitful and multiply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it. Gen. 1, 28. And also after the fall of man and when 
the waters of the flood had receded, God blessed Noah. 
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and his sons, saying, "Be fruitful and multiply and replenish the 
earth.... Every living thing that stirreth up shall be your meat: as 
the green herb have | given you all of it.... He that sheddeth 
man's blood, his blood also shall be shed by man.... Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and be active on the earth, that you may be 
multiplied." Gen. 9, 1-7. And also in the New Testament it is 
stated as the purpose of civil order and its preservation protected 
by God, "that we may lead a quiet and still life in all godliness 
and respectability." 1 Tim. 2:2: That men may dwell together, and 
increase in number, and enjoy the goods of the earth, and be 
secure in body, estate, and honour, and enjoy temporal well- 
being, is to be the next object of all human orders; and to this 
end every member of human and civil society is to serve in his 
part, and to this end also are to be directed the duties and rights 
of the several members of society to mutual service. The existing 
orders and laws, by which the rights of the individual are 
determined, will therefore correspond most closely to the 
purpose of the community if they open up and assign to each 
member of it the sphere of activity that most corresponds to his 
capacity for service. 

If we now go on to ask where the sphere of activity will lie in 
which woman can prove herself chiefly a useful member of 
society, the answer will have to be: in the home, in the family, 
with the children, where man is to cultivate rest and gather 
strength for the work which is appropriate to his physical and 
mental constitution. This is already indicated by the woman's 
body, which is smaller, more delicate, weaker than the man's, 
and therefore more suited to the domestic work in the family 
kitchen, in the nursery, just as especially the share in the 
fulfillment of the word: "Be fruitful and multiply," which is 
assigned to her alone for all time by God already in creation, 
makes the protection of domestic seclusion a necessity for her, 
and is incompatible with the exercise of most male kinds of 
occupation. But also the dispositions of the spirit 


The qualities of temper and disposition which are predominantly 
peculiar to the female sex, that woman is gentler, milder, more 
considerate, more compassionate, more sensitive, more fearful 
than man, make her more skilful for activity in the domestic 
circle and less suitable for activity in the harsher environment of 
commercial life with its many struggles and duties, which call for 
strength and determination and strong courage and a firm 
demeanor, in short, a masculine nature. And if we now consider 
how important for the welfare of the individual, of the family, of 
the whole nation, is the work that is done in the home circle, in 
the education of the children, in their physical and spiritual care 
in healthy and sick days, how great is the influence of the 
modest, careful, sympathetic housewife that she exerts on the 
man, If she remains and works in her feminine profession, we 
must admire and praise the wisdom and goodness of God, who 
in creation has given man such a helper, who is so well fitted in 
body and spirit for this important activity, without which no nation 
can flourish, the activity of the woman in the quiet domesticity of 
the family circle. The most wise and wholesome distribution of 
rights and duties in human society, and the one most in 
harmony with God's purpose, is the one that assigns to woman 
the function of wife, mother, governess, and nurse of children, 
the helpmate loved, nourished, protected, and honored by her 
husband. Such an order of things is at the same time the one in 
which woman herself is in the best position and enjoys the 
richest, noblest happiness that this earthly life can offer her. 

It is therefore an alarming sign of the times when, in our day, 
women are being forced out of the sphere of activity assigned 
to them by God and granted to them by a sensible order of social 
life. This is happening when women find themselves in the 
hustle and bustle of public life, in the courtrooms and 
department stores, on the oratory stages and the battlefields of 
political parties, or in various workshops of male tradesmen. 
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The women of the country are forced into a wedge, when th 
girls, instead of going to work as servants in the kitchen or a 
parlormaids and nannies to help the housewives and at the sam 
time undergoing a good school of training and experience for thei 
own later housewifely profession, go in droves to work in factorie

(Continued.) c. The third commandment. 


What is the third commandment? - You shall keep the holiday 
holy. 

What is this? - We ought to fear and love God, not to despise 
the preaching of his word, but to keep it holy, to hear it gladly, 
and to learn it.

The Holy Spirit says Rom. 10:13: "He that shall call on the 
name of the Lord shall be saved." And immediately after, v. 14, 
He continues, "But how shall they call on Him in whom they have 
not believed? but how shall they believe, of whom they have not 
heard? but how shall they hear without a preacher?" It is 
necessary, then, and God wills, that his word should be 
preached by preachers, and heard and believed by all men, that 
they may be saved. - But God's word is not only to be preached 
to those who have not yet heard it, but it is also to be preached 
continually, abundantly, and unceasingly in Christian 
congregation; for if this is not done, faith and all life from God go 
out, as a fire goes out without ever new food, and as a light 
without ever new oil, and the calling ceases, and blessedness is 
lost. Therefore the Holy Ghost saith unto Timothy, "Because 
thou hast known the holy scriptures from thy infancy, the same 
can instruct thee unto salvation, through faith in Christ JEsu" (2 
Tim. 3:15.); and unto us all He saith Col. 3:16: "Let the word of 
Christ dwell among you richly in all wisdom." - Therefore God 
hath set in the church pastors and teachers, or bishops, to feed 
the church of God in the pasture of His word. By this we are to 
be established in the faith, and to continue to be established, 
and to be made right members of the body of Christ; that we 
should no longer be children, but men in Christ; that we should 
no longer be weighed and swayed by every wind of doctrine, 
through the deceitfulness and trickery of men; but that we should 
all come to the same faith, and to the same knowledge of the 
Son of God; that we should be righteous in love, and should in 
all things grow in him who is the head, even Christ; and that we 
should finally be saved. (1 Cor. 12, 28. Apost. 20, 28. Eph. 4, 
11-14.) 

If, as we have now seen, it is necessary, and God also 
commands it by grace, that his word be preached publicly and 
officially in the Christian congregation, then times must naturally 
be set apart in the congregation and by the congregation for 
such public preaching of the divine word; times must be fixed 
when the congregation comes together to hear the sermon. This 
goes without saying. God has commanded His New Testament 
church the use and public preaching of His Word; but to find the 
place and time for it He has left to the church itself, the place 
and time He has not commanded. Does it not go without saying 
that suitable times should be set apart for the public preaching 
of the divine and beatific Word? Do we not suspend and but 
lines for other and much less important things? When public 
instruction is given in secular knowledge, is not a time naturally 
appointed in which this is to be done? Have we not appointed 
times for work, eating, sleeping? If it goes without saying that we 
fix certain times for earthly things, does it not go without saying 
a thousand times more that we have fixed times when we come 
together to hear the public preaching of the divine Word? He 
who does not want this does not want God's word, and he who 
thinks this superfluous thinks God's word superfluous, and he 
who will not submit to this despises God's word. 


From time immemorial such times have been set apart for the 
preaching of the divine word in the congregation, namely, 
especially Sunday, the day of the Lord's resurrection, and then 
the annual festivals in remembrance of the great acts of God's 
grace, such as Christmas, Charlemagne, Easter, Ascension, 
Pentecost, and others; also evening hours, especially in the time 
of the Passion, according to the order in each congregation. But 
all this is not of divine order, but of human order. It was not God 
who commanded these days, but the congregation, which 
fervently gathers around the preaching of the divine Word, chose 
these days. And it is in this sense that we speak of holidays in the 
third commandment. 


In the Old Testament, it was different. In the Old Testament 
God had commanded his people holy places and holy days: The 
tabernacle, and afterward the temple at Jerusalem; and the 
Sabbath and other feasts. These places and times were among 
the many shadows and examples by which God pointed His 
people to Christ and what Christ was to bring. When Christ came, 
these and all other examples were abolished. As for the temple, 
Christ says: "The time cometh, that neither in this mountain, nor 
in Jerusalem, shall ye worship the Father. The time is coming, 
and is already now, that the true worshippers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth." (John 4:21, 23.) And for the Sabbath 
He takes the same royal right, saying, "The Son of man is Lord 
even of the Sabbath." (Matt. 12:8.) And His apostle makes use of 
this right, and commands the church of the New Testament to 
make use of it, saying, "Let no man therefore make you 
conscience of meat, or of drink, or of certain feasts, or new 
moons, or sabbaths, which is the shadow of things to come; but 
the body itself is in Christ." (Col. 2:16, 17.) Thus, then, the Old 
Testament nature of shadows and examples is abolished, and 
quite New Testament-like, the church is now told, "Here is God's 
word, which maketh thee blessed; let it be publicly preached 
among thee, and let it dwell among thee richly; for this choose thy 
time and place. 

That's right. No different. These sayings are there. And no 
man can show a Saying in the New Testament, because a certain 
day is commanded of God. So also our Augsburg Confession 
testifies, saying: "Those who think that the ordinance of Sunday 
is established as necessary for the Sabbath are greatly mistaken, 
for the holy Scriptures have abolished the Sabbath, and teach 
that all ceremonies of the old law may be abated after the opening 
of the gospel; And yet, because it was necessary to ordain a 
certain day, that the people might know when they should come 
together, the Christian Church ordained Sunday for this purpose, 
and was the more pleased and willing to make this change, that 
the people might have an example of Christian liberty, that it 
might be known that neither the keeping of the Sabbath, nor any 
other day, was necessary." (Art. XXVIII.)

At the beginning of this year, a missionary to the Jews 
reported that a brother from Israel, whom | had the privilege of 
baptizing twelve years ago, and who now lives as a farmer in 
southern Russia, visited me and told me the following: 
Outwardly he is quite well, but spiritually he lives like in a desert. 
There is no church or school, and the Lutheran pastor can only 
visit these remote places twice a year. His wife teaches the 
young children herself. Then one day he heard his eight-year- 
old Hanna memorizing the saying, Matt. 18:20: "For where two 
or three are gathered together in my name, there am | in the 
midst of them." - The child kept repeating the words, "Gathered 
together in my name," and at last asked the father what that 
meant, "Gathered together in JEsu's name" ? The father was 
embarrassed and said only: that is, when Christians come 
together to read and pray, there is the Saviour among them. 
Then the child looked at the father in amazement and asked: 
"But, dear father, surely we could do that every day!" - The 
father, who was touched by these words, did not reply, but 
thought about it and discussed with the neighbors whether they 
could not gather on Sundays to read the Bible and pray together. 
The next Sunday about 20 people came together. 

We will now let him tell it himself: "My wife and | were worried 
how it would go at such a gathering without a minister. But when 
we sang the first song, it went better than expected. The oldest 
among us opened the Bible and read Matth. 18, 19-35. It was 
the Gospel of the Sunday. We talked about it with each other 
and explained the parable of the servant as well as we 
understood it. But the Lord himself was in the midst of us and 
proved the power of his word in a wonderful way. There were 
two neighbors in our congregation who had lived in bitter enmity 
for years; they soon reached out their hands in reconciliation 
and made peace. After half a year our congregation grew in 
such a way that we had to rent a large building where we meet 
not only on Sundays, but three times a week during the winter. 
People come to us from far away, and at present we are about 
300 souls together who read God's word with one accord, pray, 
praise and give thanks. 

"Some time ago two young Israelites also came to us, quietly 
attended our services and received Hebrew New Testaments 
from me. Through these youngsters a Christian movement has 
now arisen in the Jewish community at A., which is led by an old 
rabbi and which we follow with interest. My little dear Hanna has 
no idea that she was the outward cause of all this rich blessing 
of God upon us." -

America.

From Seward, Nebr., the title deeds to the land on which the new 
school teachers' seminary is to be built have come into the 
hands of our General Treasurer.

According to the latest reports from Washington, the so-called 
Christian Amendment has been "tabled" in the House Judiciary 
Committee. This ensures for the time being that the matter will 
not come before the House. Although the Representatives are 
not at first faced with the task of casting their votes on the Bill, 
now that the question has been brought back to mind and the 
petitions for the adoption of the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution are arriving en masse in Washington, it will still be 
worth the effort to express our position on the matter in the 
capital. The form which Prof. H. Sieck of Winfield, Kans. has 
drawn up and sent out is very suitable for this purpose. Our 
representative answered promptly to our written presentation 
and expressed his full agreement with our principles and their 
application, and also promised without reserve to speak and 
vote against the adoption of the motion if the matter came up for 
negotiation. Similar declarations have been made by other 
members of Congress in response to similar letters from our 
Synod. News has also already reached us from Washington in 
the great political journals that the Lutherans are protesting 
against the change in the Constitution. In short, our testimony 
has already begun to be heard in wide circles, and that is good 
and will not remain without effect. A testimony on our part that is 
as many voices as possible is all the less superfluous, since the 
"Christian patriots" who are pursuing the "Christian Amendment" 
have also let it be known on their part that they will continue the 
agitation, and in doing so give themselves the appearance of 
representing the cause of Christianity against atheism.

Lodge Struggle. The following is reported from Buffalo: "For 
months, a fierce lodge struggle has been raging in the English 
sister congregation. It threatened to destroy the young 
congregation. But what the enemy intended to make evil, God 
made good. The fight only served as a blessing for the 
congregation. It grew and strengthened in knowledge and 
became all the stronger. Long and detailed discussions about 
the lodges were held in the meetings on the basis of the Word 
of God. As a result, the congregation has come to a completely 
clear understanding of the unchristian, idolatrous activities of the 
lodge, so that it now rejects the lodge as if it were fighting against 
God's Word. But some of them did not want to bow to the Word 
of God and left, and these were all those who came from the old 
congregations and had been confirmed in them, while of the so- 
called strangers, who were formerly false believers or 
completely unchurched, every one professed the pure doctrine 
in this matter as well. This is God's grace. We should thank him 
from the bottom of our hearts that he has given our English 
brethren strength and fortitude, wisdom and courage, to remain 
firm and faithful to the Lutheran confession and practice. By this 
means they have been preserved from becoming like the sects 
and false Lutherans who often know what is right but do not do 
it. They have thus made a good confession before the world and 
the false believers. May God continue to grant them his grace 
and give them one victory after another, so that it may be seen 
that the right God is also with this Zion." -

Lutheran Church in Alaska. The first church established in 
Alaska was a Lutheran one. For when a number of years ago a 
trading company in Sitka, the capital of Alaska, turned down their 
quarters and wanted to employ Finnish fishermen, they refused 
to move to Alaska because they would not find a Lutheran 
church there, even though they were offered a very high wage. 
Therefore, the Society built a chapel for these faithful Lutheran 
Finns and a missionary ministered among them. Now when 
Alaska was sold to the United States, the Society disbanded and 
the fishermen returned to Finland with the missionary. The 
chapel was used for a while as a garrison church for the 
American soldiers stationed there, but was later demolished, and 
the communion vessels, pews, etc. are now kept as historical 
curiosities in the museum of the Presbyterian Church in Sitka. - 
God grant that this first Lutheran church in Alaska may not be 
the last, but may find many successors! May he also grant that 
all Lutheran Christians may follow the example of those Lutheran 
fishermen and remain faithful to the church of the pure Word and 
Sacrament, to which they have sworn allegiance even unto 
death, and therefore not move without a profession to places 
where they must do without the Lutheran church and school and 
then only too easily fall into the arms of the sects! L. F. 

The United Evangelical Church is now the name of that part of the 
Albrecht Brothers which holds with Bishop Dubs and which, after 
the division, had to leave the valuable property in the hands of 
the other party, which continues to use the name "Evangelical 
Community. Thus the number of sects in our country has again 
increased by one. The Illinois Conference of this Methodist-type 
association recently issued the following declaration, which is 
appropriate for a Jewish congregation: 

"The Sabbath is an institution instituted by God, given to us 
in the interest of social welfare. The word of God is the guide 
which points to the right observance of the day; negatively, to 
avoid all unnecessary work and worldly pleasures; positively, to 
exercise oneself in the duties of worship. 

"As many influences surround us, which oppose the Sabbath 
appointed by God for a day of rest, therefore let it be 

"Resolved, That we endeavor to instruct our people by 
precept and example, concerning the necessity of obedience to 
God, when he says, "Remember the Sabbath day, that thou 
hallow it." 

With the same right these people could have declared that 
circumcision was commanded by God, and therefore everything 
that is male in the "United Evangelical Church" should be 
circumcised; likewise the eating of pork was forbidden by God, 
and therefore every member of the community should abstain 
from eating pork. Only they should not call themselves 
"evangelical"; for the evangelical apostle Paul writes Col. 2, 16: 
"Let no man therefore make you conscience of meat, or of drink, 
or of certain feasts, or of new moons, or of the sabbath. 

Baptists. The question: "Why do we Baptists not celebrate 
Char Friday like the Lutherans?" is answered by the 
"Messenger": "Because we have no commandment for it, neither 
from the Lord nor from the apostles. We celebrate and proclaim 
the death of the Lord in the Lord's Supper, 1 Cor. 11:26; but we 
keep Char Friday like any other day. Rom. 14, 5. 6. ; Gal. 4, 9. 
10." -

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The "Messenger" is quite correct that Char Friday is not a holiday 
commanded by God. But he is very wrong when he thinks that 
we Lutherans celebrate Char Friday because we believe it is 
commanded by God.

Exodus of a Roman priest. Rome continues to boast that 
distinguished and respected people are returning from 
Protestantism to the bosom of the "only saintly church. And it is 
indeed a fact that, especially in princely circles, such 
conversions have frequently taken place in recent years. On the 
other hand, there is the undeniable fact that the number of those 
who leave the Pabstical Church is even greater, and among 
them there are also distinguished persons. Thus a few weeks 
ago A. Lambert, a Belgian priest, declared his resignation. He’ 
belonged to the Redemptorist Order, which is closely related to 
the Jesuit Order, and was one of the highest emissaries of the 
Roman Propaganda (Society for the Propagation of the Catholic 
Church) in America.

In the end | had to obey it, 
and the logical consequence of this obedience is the step | am 
taking here. With what | now know, and what | have seen and 
heard in the Roman Catholic Church, | can no longer submit my 
mind to the authority of the Vaticans, nor can | any longer| 
acknowledge the pretensions of that Church and its clergy not to’ 
command in religious matters as well as in purely scientific, 
social, and even political affairs. The intolerance and duplicity’ 
which | have found in the Roman Catholic Church almost from 
the day of my ordination have finally become intolerable to me. 
Since | have also come to the conviction that there is only One’ 
High Priest, the God-Man Jesus Christ, and One Sacrifice, which 
cannot be repeated; and since, as a result, | had to doubt my 
priesthood, | could not act otherwise than | do now. | now know 
for certain that those who believe in Jesus Christ as their Saviour 


will be saved. | believe in him and entrust myself to his loving 
care; | am certain that he will not forsake me." Ecclesiastical 
papers report that Lambert now makes speeches against the 
tyranny of Rome, but in doing so does not refrain from preaching 
the pure Gospel to his hearers, urging them to pray earnestly for 
the conversion of the Catholics.

Abroad. 


A Colloquium. On March 6 and 7, a colloquium between 
representatives of the Hermannsburg and Saxon Free Churches 
took place in Uelzen, Hanover. They unanimously agreed on a 
series of sentences in which the right Lutheran doctrine of 
Scripture and confession, of the difference between law and 
gospel, of justification, of conversion and election by grace, of 
church and ministry, of Sunday and of the last things were 
presented. The colloquists probably knew beforehand that they 
were in agreement on these points, since Missouri's doctrinal 
position is well known, and the church bulletin of the 
Hermannsburg Synod, "Die Hermannsburger Freikirche," has 
taught and proclaimed for years and years exactly what Missouri 
teaches. But the main purpose of this doctrinal meeting was to 
give the members of the Hanoverian congregations, who had 
also come in large numbers, an opportunity to hear from the 
mouths of the Saxon pastors themselves what is actually taught 
and what is not taught by the Missourians, who are also so 
notorious in church circles in Germany. May God help that the 
congregations of both Synods, after this first personal contact, 
may unite ever more closely, and with united forces fulfill the 
high task assigned to them by God, namely, to preserve for the 
German Christian people the unabridged and unadulterated 
heritage of the Reformation! G. St. 

From Berlin. On Palm Sunday the "Free Religious 
Confirmation" took place again in Berlin. In addition to the 64 
children, namely 35 boys and 29 girls, the members of the Free 
Religious congregation were present in large numbers, as were 
Jews and Social Democrats, as well as many curious people. In 
the festive address the well-known Dr. Bruno Wille moved in 
Social-Democratic thoughts and turns, directing his attacks 
equally against altar and throne. His theme was the concept of 
"sanctity" with which ecclesiastical and state authorities are 
surrounded, and which "serves only to cloud reason." The 
princes love for themselves this nimbus of sanctity; by "sanctity" 
the people are kept from seeing their idols and priests in truth, 
"in the negative." But where reason lets its sun shine, there the 
appearance of holiness fades. In conclusion I)r. complains. Wille 
complains that the Minister of Culture calls the free religious 
instruction a social-democratic preparatory instruction, which 
assertion cannot be proved. After the speech the children recited 
some poems expressing their abhorrence of the Church: "Trutz 
euch, ihr Mucker!" - "True, the priests no longer frighten us with 
pyres,” and the like. It seems ill-chosen, though well-intentioned, 
that the Tract Society had a tract, "What is Truth?" distributed 
before the door. The distributor was often insulted and the tracts 
torn up.

Papist Fanaticism. In a West Prussian village belonging to the 
administrative district of Danzig, according to the "Danziger

The 
woman, probably urged by the clergyman, had _ initially 
concealed this fact from her husband, and the latter therefore 
only received knowledge of it through friends who had witnessed 
the incident.

Finally they - the sisters - 
became quite angry with St. Joseph, to whom they had prayed 
daily. But the good mother - the superior in the convent - knew 
how to attack the thing. She had two old men carry the statue ofj 
the saint out of the chapel into the cellar and put it under the 
empty butter dishes. There was butter!"" - Just so do the negroes 
in Africa when their idols will not listen. The only difference is that 
the negroes are neither considered civilized nor Christian, which 
the Catholics claim exclusively for themselves. F. B. 

A new title for the pope. The English Catholic magazine "Tablet 
some time ago brought a piece of Russian censorship. In the 
Roman Correspondence of a Warsaw newspaper the Pope had 
been called "Governor of Christ." Now in Poland the post of 
governor has long since been abolished, and the title is therefore 
no longer legal. The worthy Censor therefore struck out the word 
governor and substituted "governor-general" in its place. The 
pope now appeared in the columns of the paper as "Governor; 
General of Christ." - But who does not think of the words of the 
Holy Scriptures about the Antichrist, who is described in 2 Thess. 
2, 4. as "an abominable man, who exalteth himself above all that 
is called God or God's service" !

It is reported from Rome that Leo XIll, who has now been 
sitting in the papal chair for more than 16 years and is very old, 
is becoming weaker and weaker and that his death is no longer 
far away. He is also preoccupied with thoughts of death himself, 
as is evident from his pronouncements to those around him and 
as his latest poem indicates. From the "Neue lutherische 
Kirchenzeitung" we take the following translation of it:

The sun sinks low to the valley in the west, On you, O 
Leo, falls its last ray. In thy dull veins life slowly drifts in 
and slowly fades away. Death sends his arrow and soon 
the body rests cold in the shroud. But from the dungeon 
the soul swings And swiftly flies up to heaven. There is 
the goal of the long way to see - Then may your holy will, 
Lord, be done. And if | am worthy of thy grace, In blessed 
heaven receive my soul. 


Thus speaks hypocritically or blindly the Antichrist, the 


God will receive an unspeakably heavy condemnation. But even 
apart from this, despite the pious-sounding words, the error and 
the entire desolation of the papist doctrine is expressed in the 
poem. There is no trust in Christ's precious merit in the distress 
of sin and danger of death, therefore no certainty of salvation, 
which is expressly condemned by the pabstical church, no joy in 
dying. How very different it sounds when we hear the simple 
death songs in our hymnal, which are imbued with the certainty 
of faith and the joy of dying, and filled with the foretaste of 
blessed eternity.

Twelve women have been admitted to the bar of the 
upreme federal court, and have also been recognized by the 
uperior court of this state, as well as by some county courts. 
Besides these, women have been admitted as advocates in 
Maine, Massachusetts, Ohio, Connecticut, 


Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Missouri, lowa, Wisconsin, California, 
Texas, Oregon, District of Columbia, Wyoming, Washington, 
Utah, and probably other States have been admitted, and there 
Montgomery County cannot be left behind in a movement which 
will open to women a new and honorable field for the acquisition 
of their livelinood." This perversion of the divine and natural 
order of things, as men become women, and women become 
men, and misjudge and despise their glorious profession in the 
family, must take terrible vengeance, and, if the same becomes 
more and more rampant, must eventually have in its train the 
spiritual and physical ruin of the people. F. B.

Of the blessings that our parochial schools bestow. 


From the beginning, our congregations have made great 
sacrifices for Christian schools in the construction of school 
buildings and the salaries of teachers. Our preachers have been 
content with meager salaries and our teachers with the utmost 
necessity of life and limb, so as not to let the schools fall or suffer. 
And at great expense our synod has established and maintained 
institutions to raise capable teachers for our schools. 

In particular, however, our schools have cost us not only a 
great deal of money in recent years, but also a great deal of 
struggle, work and effort. 

Many may have asked themselves the question: Has not the 
zeal for our schools been somewhat exaggerated these many 
years, and especially in recent times? Were the goods involved 
really worth the great effort? Have we not overestimated the 
blessing of our parochial schools, and looked upon them in an 
all too harsh light? - God grant that where such questions arise, 
the right answer may not be lacking. Yes, even if external 
dangers threaten our schools anew, a much greater danger lies 
in the temptation that we gradually begin to underestimate the 
blessing, the importance and necessity of our parochial schools 
and thus lose our vital interest in them. If thoughts first gain the 
upper hand in our hearts, such as these: the blessing of the 
parochial school is not so great, one can get along without it, 
many other parishes have only Sunday school and still exist, one 
need not exaggerate the blessing of the school, it can be 
substituted elsewhere, etc., - then the others will soon follow: We 
can save ourselves the high expenses for school buildings and 
teachers, and all the more all the laborious struggles for our 
parochial schools. Therefore it is important that we keep alive 
the lively interest in our community schools.

Our state schools are much praised, not only in our own 
country, but also by foreigners, not only by unlearned men, but 
also by experts and schoolmen; and that they accomplish many 
things in worldly matters, we do not deny either. 

We do not deny that the state school accomplishes much in 
secular matters and brings rich blessings. Superintendents and 
teachers compete with each other to do the best they can. In 
reading, in writing quickly, beautifully and legally, in arithmetic, in 
singing, in drawing, in geography and history, especially of the 
fatherland, in grammar, in skillful speaking and many other 
things, something useful can already be learned in the state 
schools, especially in the better ones, and many skillful 
merchants, capable physicians and jurists and statesmen and 
building experts and writers have laid the foundation for their 
usefulness in social and civic life in state schools. 

But immeasurably more glorious and greater is the blessing 
which our Christian parochial schools bestow. For in the 
parochial schools not only are the secular subjects taught, in 
which the state school teaches, but also what is incomparably 
more important and necessary for body and soul, for time and 
eternity, than anything else, God's Word and the way to eternal 
blessedness. In the parochial school your child learns what God 
and the world are, what law and gospel are, what heaven and 
hell are, what death and life are, what repentance and faith, 
justification and sanctification, cross and crown, love and good 
works are. If the pupil learns in the state school how he can get 
riches, honour and power in this world as quickly and easily as 
possible, your child learns in the parochial school above all how, 
through faith in Christ, he can be saved by God. 


ride into Abraham's bosom. If in the state school the pupil learns 
all kinds of useful knowledge of buying and selling, of the country 
and its people, of home and foreign lands, in the parochial school 
your child learns not only these things that are necessary or 
useful for earthly life, but also the one thing that is necessary: he 
learns to know the Saviour with his treasures of grace, his Father 
in heaven, his true brothers and sisters in Christ, and his home 
above. Your child learns not only how to make himself useful 
among men, but most of all how to become pleasing to God for 
Christ's sake, and by what works he can serve his Father in 
heaven. While the state school teaches children how to gain the 
world, or even how to enjoy all that is in the world, lust of the 
eyes, lust of the flesh, and hopefulness, the parochial school 
cries out to your child, "Seek first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and what profit is it to thee if thou gain the whole 
world, and yet suffer hurt to thy soul?" In the church school your 
child sits constantly under the sound of the divine Word. God's 
Word overshadows him, surrounds him, and is, as it were, the 
air in which he breathes. But where God's Word is, there the 
divine power itself is at work in the heart, there flow living 
streams of heavenly blessing. 

In the church school, God's Word is not only recited to your 
child, explained and made understandable, but it is also used as 
the actual means of education to bring it up in discipline and 
admonition to the Lord. With God's word your child is instructed, 
punished, warned, enticed, and comforted in school. If the 
education in the state school gives the child an outward polish, 
decency and education, it is not able to free its natural heart from 
self-righteousness, pride, arrogance, unkindness, ambition and 
other sins. Yes, the state school often actually nourishes 
ambition and 


the desire for reward, to combat laziness, disobedience, and 


other gross vices. In the church school, on the other hand, your 
child will learn to fear not only the gross works of the flesh, but 
especially the glaring vices that the world does not recognize, 
self-righteousness, pride, and selfishness. In the church school 
your child will be strengthened in faith and godliness and trained 
to true fear of God, humility, self-denial, patience and willing 
obedience. 

Thus the Christian school is a priceless place of blessing for 
your child. It makes your child truly wise, pious and happy here 
in time and there eternally. If, therefore, you want to care for your 
child in the right way, if you want to give your flesh and blood 
the best that you can give it for time and eternity, make sure that 
your child enjoys the incomparable blessing of the church school 
to the full. You must leave all earthly goods here, but you must 
not lose your children, who shall precede or follow you into 
blessedness. And this is the greatest blessing of the Christian 
school, that it helps thee to keep thy children and not to lose 
them for ever. But where such blessings flow, money and goods, 
toil and labor, struggle and strife, are not in vain applied. 


The blessing of the Christian school is also poured out 

through the children into the home, into the family. The children 
are the first to enjoy the benefits of the church school, for 
through it they come directly under the influence of the teaching 
and discipline of the divine Word. But though the children are 
the first, they are not the only ones into whose bosom the school 
pours its blessings. The whole family, especially the parents, are 
the next to share the benefit of the school. If parents will only 
pay attention to this, they will notice how beneficially the school 
works in the home, too; they will notice how, as a result of 
Christian teaching and discipline, the children grow up not only 
polite, obliging, and modest toward everyone, but also willing to 
serve, loving, and gentle toward their brothers and sisters, and 
obedient, humble, and reverent toward their parents. If the home 
itself does not destroy the wholesome effect of the school in the 
hearts of the children by evil words and examples, the whole 
family will soon feel how the seed of the weeds, which is still 
found in the hearts of the children, is hindered in its proliferation. 
Willing, friendly, pious, obedient children, however, are a great 
blessing for the Christian home, an item which Luther, in his 
interpretation of the fourth petition, makes particularly note of as 
belonging, among other things, to the daily bread. Thus the 
parochial school contributes greatly to the proper shaping of life 
in the home and to building the happiness of a family in which 
the parents are concerned about the welfare of the children and 
take part in their joys and sorrows, and the children are devoted 
to the parents in love, reverence, and trust. 
Yes, the blessing of the Christian church school for the house is 
manifested in a much higher degree and in a more glorious way 
through the children. Through the school the use of the Word of 
God is promoted in the home. If the child goes to school, then at 
home the catechism must be practiced, the hymn book studied, 
the history studied, and the Bible read. 


be read. The father must listen to his son, the mother to her 
daughter, the grandfather and grandmother to the grandchildren, 
the brothers and sisters to the brothers and sisters, read aloud, 
explain and listen to what they have learned. Thus, in many 
cases, even where home worship has long since fallen and 
church attendance has become sparse, or even ceased 
altogether, God's Word comes back into the home. And since 
God's Word is always equally powerful, whether it is spoken by 
the child or recited by the preacher, the Holy Spirit can also work 
powerfully through the mouths of the children on the hearts of 
the members of the household; indeed, there is hardly a single 
family whose children attend the Christian school that does not 
also know how to speak of the blessing that the school has 
brought into their home. And even where we cannot trace with 
our eyes the individual fruits of the wholesome effects of the 
parochial school in the families, and where we cannot prove that 
they are visibly present, the hidden, beneficial effect of the same 
cannot have failed to appear. Only the last day will bring to light 
how many in the families have come to faith, been strengthened 
in faith, comforted and preserved through the ministry of the 
school. 

In this way the streams of blessing which flow in the school 
are poured into the families, and the school becomes a 
missionary in the homes, into which it carries the breath of life 
through the under-aged. If, therefore, we were to let our schools 
fall or wither away, the children would, of course, be the first to 
be thus deprived of the glorious blessings; but the parents and 
the whole families would also be deprived of many of the fruits 
of blessing which grow to them out of the Christian school. F. B.

Brief interpretation of the doctrinal passages of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the common man. 
Christians. 


c. The third commandment. 
(Continued.) 


We now turn to the question of what is forbidden and 
commanded in the third commandment. 

What is forbidden in this commandment? - That we despise 
the preaching and the word of God. 

In the Christian church, God's word is preached publicly in 
the congregation, as God has commanded. Whoever misses the 
public sermon without good reason and does other things, 
obviously esteems these other things higher than God's word 
and despises God's word. God has given us his word by grace, 
and through it gives us sinners all and every grace. Therefore, 
"he that despiseth the word corrupteth himself," (Prov. 13:13.) 
for he casteth away from himself the grace of God, which God 
giveth by his word, and by his word only, and inviteth God's wrath 
upon himself. "Thou rejectest the word of God, therefore will | 
reject thee also," saith God, Hos. 4:6. Now they that, when the 
preaching is preached, would rather stay at home than go to 
church, despise the word of God; they that work on Sunday 
instead of going to church, because they would earn more, 
despise the word of God; they that pursue pleasure instead of 
hearing the preaching, despise the word of God.

True, vain excuses are made for missing public preaching; 
but God strikes them down. See here a few examples. Some 
say, | do not despise God's word, | just do not like to go to the 
public services; | read the Bible and other good books at home. 
To these it is said in Heb. 10:25, "Let us not forsake our 
assemblies, as some do." - Others say, | do not despise God's 
word, | read the Bible and other good books at home; | just do 
not like to hear the preacher. These we ask: Is the preacher 
whom you dislike to hear a pure or a false teacher? They 
answer, O, his doctrine is right. Let them take heed what Christ 
saith to his faithful preachers Luc. 10:16, "He that heareth you 
heareth me; and he that despiseth you despiseth me." And 
Apost. 20:28. it is said that the Holy Ghost hath set such 
preachers among the flock, to feed the church of God. - Others 
again say, "| cannot get through if | do not work on Sunday; 
therefore | cannot go to church. To them it is said in Ps. 127:2, 
"It is vain for you to rise up early, and afterward to sit down long, 
and to eat your bread with sorrow: for He giveth it to His friends 
sleeping." 

It is also contempt of the divine word when one goes to 
church but gives himself over to sleep. It is true that even a true 
Christian can be overcome by sleep in church, as Eutychus was, 
because Paul spoke so long (Acts 20:9); but some are in the 
habit of giving themselves over to sleep. This is contempt. - 
Contempt is also when one is inattentive during the sermon and 
follows other, worldly, thoughts, or does things that are not 
proper, and by which he hinders himself and others from 
listening. To them the Holy Spirit says, Ecclesiastes 4:17: "Keep 
thy foot when thou goest to the house of God, and come and 
hear. This is better than the sacrifice of fools," of fools who think 
that it is already pleasing to God when they merely sit down in 
church. - And it is contempt to hear the sermon, but, as they say, 
to let it go in one ear and out the other, and not to do after it. 
Jacobus says in his Epistle, Cap. 1, 22-24: "But be doers of the 
word, and not hearers only, that ye may deceive yourselves. For 
if any man be a hearer of the word, and not a doer, he is like 
unto a man that looketh on his own face in a mirror. For after he 
hath looked upon himself, he departeth from that hour, and 
forgetteth how he was fashioned." - The greatest contempt, 
however, is when one listens stubbornly, as if he wanted to say, 
"Yes, you go ahead and say it, but | do not believe it and do not 
do it. To this, above all, applies the word of the Holy Spirit 
already spoken: "Thou rejectest the word of God, therefore will 
| reject thee also. 

And thou Christian and man of God, examine thyself, and 
know how much of such contempt still clings to thee, and abide 
in daily repentance with thy Saviour and his gracious word, and 
earnestly endeavour as a child of God to do that which God hath 
commanded thee in his third commandment. 

What is commanded in this commandment? - That we keep 
the sermon and his word holy, gladly hearing and learning it. 

We are to keep the sermon and God's Word holy. - The pure 
sermon - no matter if it is made of 


The word of God, which comes from a learned or less learned, 
eloquent or unspoken mouth, is the word of God drawn from the 
Bible, repeated in the Bible, preached and interpreted by God's 
command. Therefore when we receive the word of divine 
preaching, we are to receive it, not as the word of men, but (as it 
truly is) as the word of God. (1 Thess. 2:13.) And so we are to 
keep holy the preaching and God's word. As God is holy to us, 
so must his word be holy to us. Yes, it must be the holiest thing 
in the world to us. We must fear his Word as we fear God. In 
reverent, childlike timidity we must be quiet and attentive and let 
ourselves be told when the Lord preaches his word to us. He also 
saith Isa. 66:2, "I look on the wretched, and on him that is of a 
broken spirit, and that is afraid of my word." Now because it is 
the word of truth by which we were begotten, that we might be 
the firstfruits of his creatures, by which we have become the 
children of God through faith; because it is the word which is able 
to save our souls (Jac. 1:18-21), and by which God works in us 
that believe, faithfulness and fruit of faith (1 Thess. 2:13), we 
ought also to love it, as we love the gracious God. We are to say 
with the Psalmist, "The law of thy mouth is dearer unto me than 
many thousand pieces of gold and silver." (Ps. 119:72.) 
Therefore we are to hear and learn it gladly. Without constraint, 
willingly and gladly, even with delight, joy, and desire, we are to 
hear and learn God's word in a gathered congregation, and with 
the same cheerfully sing praises to His name. How? If God, our 
Father, Redeemer and Comforter, lets speak to us for our 
salvation and eternal good, shall we not gladly hear and learn? 
Shall we not say with David, "I will stand, O Lord, at thy altar, 
where the voice of thanksgiving is heard, and where all thy 
wonders are preached? O LORD, | love the place of thy house, 
and the place where thine honour dwelleth"? (Ps. 26, 6-8.) And: 
"One thing | ask of the LORD, that | may dwell in the house of the 
LORD all the days of my life, to behold the good works of the 
LORD, and to visit his temple"? (Ps. 27, 4.) 

Are we like this? Do we do so? Have we this spirit? O, how 
sin always clings to us and makes us sluggish! Truly, in deep 
repentance we must always lie at Jesus’ feet and ask for 
forgiveness and for his Spirit to give us a new mind every day.

Mennonite baptism. The "Herald of Truth", the organ of the 
Mennonites, writes: "Whereas the old baptism-minded 
demanded repentance and faith (conversion) as a prerequisite 
for baptism, it has become customary today in a number of 
congregations to teach the children at the age of about 13 to 15 
years, then have them recite the Creed and be baptized!

Rome's Greed. From Washington, D.C., it is reported, "The habit 
of nuns of begging money from clerks at periodical intervals in 
the departments of State is a flagrant political crime. In the 
Pension Bureau this semi-monthly visit is downright brazen rape. 
The commissioner, the first assistant, and the chairman of this 
bureau are Catholics. When the employees have received their 
payment, they have to pass two nuns who beggingly hold out 
their money boxes. Almost all of them pay the price for which 
they can stay in their position. It takes two and a half hours for 
the 2000 workers to pay their money to the nuns, the priests' 
employees." Similarly do the Romans in all the larger cities of the 
country. Rome has a thousand ways and means of making 
money out of the non-Catholic citizens of the country. The 
countless magnificent buildings in every large city testify to their 
immense wealth. And still the hierarchy cries out for money, 
more money, from the "poor" father to Rome, who has an annual 
income of about $25,000,000 in interest alone from the banks in 
England, down to the begging nun who roams ceaselessly 
through town and country begging Protestant money. In the 
press papists cry themselves hoarse for patronage and for the 
state money for their parochial schools. In this country, too, the 
Clerisy will not rest until they have swallowed up everything, and, 
as much as is in them, have brought the people to the begging- 
staff, as in lreland, Italy, and Sicily.

That look sad. Again and again one hears, especially also from 
priests who have left the church, about the atrocious doings of 
the Roman clerics. Rome tries by force to prevent such 
exposures and to silence the accusers. A Roman "mob" 
gathered, and the speaker was able to save his life only with 
difficulty and with the help of the police. This has been Rome's 
way for years and has been repeated many times recently. By 
such a way of fighting, however, Rome only betrays its evil 
conscience and puts itself in the pillory. The Roman clergy fears 
nothing so much as that its evil works should be brought out into 
the light of day. Even Lambert, the recently converted Roman 
priest, could only silence the hissing and screaming of the 
Romans in his speeches by threatening to expose the vices of 
the Roman priests. Although the most abominable thing about 
the Roman priesthood is not its vices, but its false doctrine that 
man is justified and saved before God by his good works, the 
vicious life of the Roman priests is nevertheless a practical proof 
that without justification by faith there can be vices, but no truly 
good works. It is indeed strange that those very places which 
Rome praises before all the world as the abode of angelic 
holiness and perfection are in truth dens of vice. In our Book of 
Concord, p. Ill, it says: "Experience teaches that the hypocrites 
- the Romans, who prided themselves on being able to earn 
salvation by their works - though they undertake to keep the law 
out of their strength, are not able to do so, nor do they prove it 
by deed. For how good are they without hatred, envy, strife, 
wrath, anger, avarice, adultery, etc.? So that nowhere are the 
vices greater than in convents and monasteries 


Lodges. In what a frightening manner the anti-Christian and 
anti-church lodges are multiplying can be seen from the fact that 
the larger cities of our country have more lodges than churches. 
Thus Washington has 181 churches and 316 lodges; Brooklyn 
354 churches and 599 lodges; Chicago 348 churches and 1086 
lodges; New Orleans 178 churches and 270 lodges; St. Louis 
220 churches and 729 lodges, etc. That all Lutheran Christians 
may be quite valiant, and that all seducers, however harmless 
and innocent they may make this or that society out to be, may 
be rightly discerned and repulsed with the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God.

And we Christians 
add, "It is ungodly, for it is a base contempt and transgression of 
the divine commandment."

In Missoula, Mont. ticket begging for amusements and 
entertainments by churches and "charity" and other associations 
has grown to such a nuisance that the businessmen are planning 
to organize an anti-ticket-buying society to protect themselves 
against this blight on the countryside.

"Thou boastest of the law, and defileth God by the transgression 
of the law: for because of you God's name is blasphemed among 
the Gentiles, as it is written."

From Wirttemberg. The lay petition with more than 11,000 
signatures (cf. No. 6 of the current issue of "Lutheraner") was 
finally answered very coolly by the King of Wirttemberg and 
rejected. Everything is to remain as it was. Of the five theological 
professors at the State University of Tubingen, four freely deny 
the fundamental truths of Christianity. 153 preachers have 
recently declared in a petition that they can no longer hold the 
church faith. And this impudently rising unbelief has now been 
given the episcopal seal of approval. That the country-church 
Christians of Germany still do not realize that there is only one 
way to preserve the beatific faith for themselves and their 
children, namely, that they leave the rotten country churches, 
which are striving with all their might toward the most naked 
paganism, and unite to form Christian congregations! G. St. 

Sectarianism in Germany. The superintendents of the province of 
East Prussia met in K6nigsberg at the beginning of February to 
discuss measures against the growing sectarianism under the 
chairmanship of the president of the Protestant Oberkirchenrath, 
D. Barkhausen. The "Christlicher Botschafter" comments: "It 
would be more expedient if the gentlemen would discuss how the 
empty churches could be filled and how the spiritually dead 
pastors could be awakened and converted to God. State 
ecclesiasticism suffers from so much damage, and the Jewish 
press and socialism lead the people in such droves into the anti- 
Christian camp, that one would think these chief shepherds 
would find more important things to do than to waste their 
energies in fighting other Christian denominations." - The 
"Christlicher Hausfreund" adds: "We would like to give to all such 
people, preachers as well as laymen, the advice which the former 
pastor Henhdéfer, at Mihlhausen, gave to a colleague from the 
neighboring parish. The evangelical sermon of Henhdéfer, who at 
that time still belonged to the Roman Church, was so powerful 
that people from far and wide flocked to his church, while they left 
their own churches almost completely empty, about which the 
other clergyman complained and said that he was catching his 
birds away. The quick-witted Henhdfer replied that he had better 
feed his birds, and then they would certainly not come to 
Muhlhausen." - Thus the dead state church in Germany becomes 
a laughing stock and a victim of the sects. Because it has rejected 
the blessing of the Reformation, it deserves no better fate, 
however disgraceful it may be that the sects have intruded 
themselves without profession, and by their heresies and ravings 
only do greater mischief. The only way to put an end to this 
sectarianism is, in fact, to have the

From Switzerland. The funeral of General Hans Herzog at Aarau 
caused much offence in the religious circles of Switzerland. 
Sorrowful people from all the Swiss cantons had come to the 
solemnity, for the deceased had known how to guide the 
breaking stream of the French army into a safe bed for the 
salvation of the country in 1871, not without God's assistance, 
as the General himself had written in a letter of his time: "God 
has well protected us by showing me the way in this difficult 
moment; in the night of January 31 to February 1 | had turned 
to him." That he retained this pious disposition is shown by his 
last exclamations before his end, "| want to go home! | want to 
go home!" But the mouth of the church remained completely 
silent at the funeral about this Heimath of Christians. The 
principal address was entrusted to the city clergyman. Except 
for the benediction at the entrance, no prayer was offered in the 
church, and the name of JEsu Christ, nay, the name of God, 
was not even mentioned. The speech began with the words, "It 
cannot be a question of vain human glory before the majesty of 
death (!), but of giving glory to truth, to merit (!)." The whole 
speech was a glorification of man's merit, such as one finds in 
newspaper necrologies. The hundreds of officers, of whom the 
church was filled, and the deputies of the cantons, heard here 
from a minister of the Protestant Church how one becomes 
blessed and "transfigured" by fidelity to duty. A high-ranking 
Confederate officer, on leaving the church, said to his 
companion, "Are we really heathens?" In the second act at the 
open grave afterwards, however, there was, among other 
things, a short semi-liturgical prayer. With such a conception of 
the office, one can rightly ask why one actually still needs 
pastors.

Wingolf strives to uphold 
this principle both in the life of the fraternity as a whole and in 
the life of its individual members by means of a student body 
that is purified of Christianity and supported and promoted by 
Christian aspirations. The previous addition: The Wingolf 
confesses Christ JEsu, the Son of God, as the only Lord and 
Saviour, and does not consider anyone entitled (to membership) 
who principally and conclusively denies the deity of Christ (deity 
in accordance with 1 Tim. 3, 16.), is to be dropped."-This is how 
far things have come with this student association, which 
therefore no longer deserves the designation "Christian".

Pentecostal Nostalgia. 


A threefold harvest feast marked the church of the Old 
Testament according to God's order. The Passover was 
followed by the first harvest celebration on the day after the 
Passover week, the offering of the firstfruits, which was 
supposed to consecrate the whole harvest. 3 Mos. 23, 9-14. 
Neh. 10, 37. Seven weeks later, but not on the forty-ninth, but 
on the fiftieth day, the second harvest feast was the feast of 
Pentecost, on which the firstfruits of the ground were to be 
offered in the form of two loaves, and in these second firstfruits 
of the harvest the whole harvest was again sanctified for use. 3 
Mos. 23, 15. ff. Finally, seven months after the Passover, the 
Feast of Tabernacles followed as a final harvest festival, when 
the autumn harvest had been gathered and the income from the 
winepresses, oil and wine, and whatever else the earth had 
brought forth, became an occasion for the people of the Lord to 
consecrate themselves to the Lord with all their possessions, 
the blessing of the Promised Land that God had given them, 
and to remember that all the fruit of the earth was only 
provisions for the people of God on their pilgrimage to the better 
Canaan; therefore in those days the people should leave their 
strong dwellings, and dwell in tabernacles of leaves, quickly 
withering tents. 2 Mos. 23, 16. 3 Mos. 23, 33-36. 39-43. 4 Mos. 
29, 12-38. 5 Mos. 16, 13-15. And indeed this feast was not to 
last only seven days, like the Passover, but after the expiration 
of the seven days- the conclusion of the feast was to be 
celebrated on the eighth day sabbath-like. 

Inasmuch, however, as these Jewish harvest feasts did not 
take place in the seventh number of days, weeks, and months, 
but were extended beyond the seventh day to the eighth day, 
the first day of a new week, the exemplary significance can be 
clearly seen in them, according to which they directed the eyes 
of the faithful in Israel out into the fullness of time and beyond it 
into the time of the New Testament. 

In this blessed time we live. The feasts of the Old 
Testament people of God have long since passed away. As 
soon as the Lamb of God, who bore the sins of the world, was 
slain on Golgotha, outside the gate. 
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was, the Old Testament Passover with its paschal lambs had lost 
all meaning and killen purpose. So also the Passover 
commandment became extinct. True, we also have a paschal 
lamb, which is Christ, sacrificed for us; we also keep Easter and 
sweep out the old leaven, but in freedom, that Christ may set us 
free. As such we also annually celebrate a special Easter in 
remembrance of the great day when the firstfruits from among 
the dead sanctified the whole harvest of his faithful to blessed 
adoption. And likewise we celebrate Pentecost in remembrance 
of the day of the wonderful firstfruits harvest, when three 
thousand souls were added to the sanctuary of the New 
Testament congregation of saints. Meanwhile the harvest 
continues according to Christ's promise until this world time 
comes to an end and the great final harvest feast dawns. Then 
the whole Israel of God, gathered from Jews and Gentiles, the 
people who dwelt in tabernacles here, will enter the Sabbath rest 
of blessed eternity after overcoming the hardships and dangers 
of their pilgrimage on earth. 

But there is one more thing we must not forget in this 
contemplation. Without sowing there is no harvest in the 
kingdom of God. Even on the first Christian feast of Pentecost, 
the firstfruits harvest was preceded by sowing, the conversion of 
three thousand souls by the preaching of the apostles. So it has 
remained the eighteen hundred years, so it must be today, and 
so it must remain to the end of time. As earnestly as God desires 
"that all men should be saved," he only desires to bring about 
their salvation in such a way that they "come to the knowledge 
of the truth. Without the preaching of the word of truth there is no 
Pentecost. Not only of the firstfruits of the harvest, but also after 
the harvest is ended, there will be none among the blessed who 
were not here among the faithful; but faith comes from preaching. 
Therefore, if it is to become and remain a true Pentecost among 
us, it is necessary that the word of Christ dwell among us 
abundantly, be preached with all fidelity to the old and the young, 
as is necessary for everyone, and that the old and the young 
hear and learn it gladly and diligently. And if we want to help to 
make others Pentecostal through us, this can only be done in 
this way. 


Let us do what we can, so that even to those who are still far 
from the citizenship of Israel and strangers to the testaments of 
promise, the gospel of peace may be brought, and the good seed 
of the word may be scattered in their hearts, from which fruit 
grows and matures into eternal life. But he that soweth sparingly 
shall reap also sparingly; and he that soweth in blessing shall 


reap also in blessing. A. G. 


Of the blessings that our parochial schools bestow. 


(Conclusion.) 
: lV. 

The blessings of a Christian school are especially beneficial 
to the Christian community and the church at large. We call our 
schools parochial schools not only because they are founded 
and maintained by the parishes, but also because they help fulfill 
the duties of the parish and serve it. 

It is acommon complaint, especially of those German church 
communities which do not maintain their own schools, that many 
young members are lost to the world and to other churches, and 
they also recognize, at least in part, that the main fault lies in the 
lack of parochial schools. Our numerous and populous 
congregations in the large cities of our country would not have 
become and remained such a large people if the church's 
parochial schools had not preserved their sons and daughters. 
Had not our fathers fifty years ago advocated with self-denying 
zeal the establishment of parochial schools, our Synod, so richly 
blessed of God, would not have become and remained, humanly 
speaking, what it is to-day. The school, like a hen, has taken the 
Lutheran chicks under its wings so that they would not fall prey 
to the first temptation, and has nurtured them, exercised them, 
and equipped them with the right weapons for so long that they 
have succeeded in all dangers to fall away from the recognized 
truth in the power of God. 
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were able to offer rich resistance. In school, the children have 
come to know, love, and appreciate the Lutheran Church as it 
shines forth in its glory and beauty, in the adornment of the pure 
Word and the unadulterated sacraments, and have thus been 
raised to be faithful members and courageous fighters for it. 

The church school is also a great blessing to the Christian 
community in that it proves to be a skillful and successful 
missionary for it. The school not only preserves and protects the 
young fledglings, but it also brings many new members to the 
congregation. Many a child, sent by unbelieving and unchurched 
parents to the parochial school because of German or because 
of the good order, healthy discipline and loving treatment, takes 
the vow of faithfulness in confirmation and is thus won for the 
parish through the school. Even some parents or relatives, who 
at first want to know little or nothing of the Lutheran church, are 
drawn to it through the children. We have already shown how 
the school exerts its beneficial influence in Christian families. But 
everything that the school does for the family is also a blessing 
that the congregation enjoys. It has been shown again and 
again, especially in the large cities, that where we have begun 
to build a school, we can soon continue to build a church. 

The school proves to be a great blessing for the congregation 
not only in that it faithfully keeps the lambs with the flock and 
adds other lambs and sheep to it, but especially also in that it 
raises up capable, knowledgeable, understanding and useful 
congregation members who can once again serve the 
congregation as voting members, good advisors, trustees, 
teachers and preachers, and useful members of the 
congregation who can once again serve the congregation as 
voting members, as good advisors, as leaders, trustees, 
teachers and preachers... in that it produces members who know 
their duties and know how to fulfill them, who know their duties 
and know how to fulfill them, who want to fulfill them, and who 
are able to fulfill them-members who examine the sermon, 
evaluate the teaching, scatter the good seed themselves in the 
right place, serve others with teaching, punishment, enticement, 
and comfort, defend the truth, refute false teachers, encourage 
the indolent, to exercise brotherly duty to the fallen, to counsel 
in difficult cases and questions, to decide in cases of church 
discipline, to form a firm judgment in doctrinal disputes, to be on 
guard against seducers, to shut the mouths of blasphemers, and 
to be able to exist in the freedom with which Christ has set them 
free. But what a blessing such discerning members, whom the 
Christian school brings up, are for a congregation, cannot be 
said in words enough. 

Therefore, since the school is of such great blessing to the 
congregation, it cannot be without rich benefit to the synod and 
the whole church. For what sustains and builds a congregation, 
that also builds and sustains a synod, and brings blessing to the 
whole church. And what hinders and harms the congregations in 
their growth, that also withers and hinders the whole church. If 
the members of the Christian congregation are preserved, they 
are preserved for the church in general; and if they are lost to 
the congregation, they are also lost to the synod. If, moreover, 
the congregation has understanding, discerning, and zealous 
members, they are also of great benefit to the synod at its 
meetings, its deliberations, its committees, for its 
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resolutions, undertakings, and offices. 


and blessing. God also often makes use of them as skilful 
instruments for the spread of the orthodox church. That our 
Synod has been able to gain a firm foothold in so many places, 
especially in the west of our country, and to gather many 
Lutheran congregations, we owe in many cases to such 
discerning people who were brought up in our parochial schools 
and had learned what a Lutheran is, and were not satisfied until 
they had a faithful Lutheran pastor in their midst. Knowledgeable 
church members are pillars of the church and knowledgeable 
congregations are pillars of an orthodox synod. They help to 
keep the whole synod on the right track in doctrine and practice. 
- Thus the streams of blessing in our Christian schools flow far 
beyond their walls into the families, the congregations, and the 
synods. 
V. 

Finally, Christian parochial schools are not only a great 
blessing for the children, for the families, for the parishes, the 
synod and the church at large, but also for the whole country. 
Since the religionless state school is not able to dampen the 
ambition and the innate selfishness in man, but rather only too 
often nourishes them, the same school, as much as there is in 
it, also usually only brings up such citizens who, as a rule, only 
seek the good of the state, as long as they themselves profit by 
it, and usually only show love of country as long as it is 
compatible with their own use, - men who hunt for offices and 
seek to fatten themselves on the fat of the land, without often 
much questioning whether the state thereby goes well or ill. 
Where selfishness and ambition prevail, the citizen, too, with all 
his zeal for the good of the country, will always have his own 
honor and his own profit in mind. The good of the fatherland will 
not itself be his end, but in the last analysis only the means to 
his selfish ends and selfish intentions. If such a man finds that 
his services are not recognized and rewarded as he expects, his 
zeal for the good of the country will easily begin to wane, or even 
turn into the opposite. A citizen, therefore, who has no more than 
the religionless State school can give him, may be as zealous 
and able as he may be to serve the fatherland in the most varied 
offices, - one thing will be lacking in him, so far as his school 
education is concerned: that reliability and conscientiousness, 
but most of all that self-denial which sacrifices itself for the good 
of the fatherland even when it knows that it will not be accorded 
the corresponding profit and the expected due honor for it. 

It is quite different with the Christian school. Precisely 
because it has set itself the goal of educating true citizens of 
heaven, good Christians, and also uses the only right means for 
this purpose, God's Word, it also raises up faithful, reliable, and 
conscientious citizens for the country, citizens who seek the 
good of the country, pray for the good of the country, and also 
stand up for the good of the country with their goods and blood. 
A Christian, as he should be according to God's word, is 
precisely a man who denies himself, who does not look to what 
is his own but to what is another's, who strives to fulfill his duties 
without asking whether he himself will reap gain or harm, 
recognition or contempt, a man who 
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The Christian does not seek riches, power, and prestige in the 
world, but rather seeks his honor and riches from God. What a 
Christian does in the world, therefore, he does not do to gain 
honor, money, and fame and to rise in the world, but for the sake 
of God, for the sake of his neighbor, and for the sake of his 
conscience. He knows that ingratitude is the reward of the world. 
He will not be embittered and deterred from his duty by the 
misjudgment and disregard of his merits. And before he is 
carried away to indignation against the authorities, he would 
rather tolerate the utmost injustice. Therefore, even if there are 
men in our country who are not Christians, but who are 
outwardly righteous citizens, and who distinguish themselves in 
public offices and do much for the good of the country, 
Christians, as they ought to be according to God's Word, will 
always be the most faithful, reliable, and self-denying citizens of 
the country and the surest pillars of the commonwealth. 
Especially in our acquisitive and rebellious times, however, such 
reliable and self-denying citizens are doubly necessary to the 
country. They should also prove to be the salt in the state that 
counteracts the general rot and corruption in the country, and 
they should be a dam against the ever higher rising waves of 
anarchism. Because the municipal school, as much as it is, 
raises such loyal and conscientious citizens, who always seek 
the best of the city, even with disregard for their own advantage, 
it is also a source of rich blessings for the entire country. 

However, those who emerge from our parochial schools are not 
only among the most loyal citizens of our country, but also, at least 
as far as the main asset of our American citizenship, civil and 
religious freedom, is concerned, among the most insightful. Just 
at this time, when attempts are being made in our country by 
various ropes to mix state and church with one another, such 
citizens are doubly valuable to the country, citizens who for the 
sake of conscience are gladly and willingly subject to all human 
order and at the same time have a correct understanding of the 
boundary between church and state, Christians and citizens, 
who know how to give to Caesar what is Caesar's, and to God 
what is God's. 

But in another respect, too, our Christian schools bring rich 
benefits to civil society. In our schools the rich as well as the 
poor learn that everyone should work and eat his bread by the 
sweat of his brow. In our schools we seek to destroy the 
pernicious delusion that man works only to earn money, in order 
that he may later spend his life in idleness and dissipation. 
Christians work because they know that the faithful discharge of 
the duties of their earthly occupation is God's will, and that in it 
they are pleasing to God and worthy of men. Nor are Christians, 
as the children of this world so often are, anxious to enrich 
themselves quickly by fraudulent means at the expense of their 
fellow men. If they are employers, they are just and fair to their 
servants, maids, and laborers, and know that their Lord is also 
in heaven, with whom no respect of person counts. If they are 
laborers, servants, or maidservants, they are faithful in their 
work, knowing that they serve not men but the Lord, whom they 
seek to please in their work. If they are parents or teachers or 
government officials 


If they are officials, they must always remember that they must 
give account to God for the conscientious administration of their 
office. If they are children, disciples, and subordinates, they are 
obedient to their superiors, and not only to those who are kind 
and gentle, but also to those who are whimsical. They are 
earnestly concerned to promote righteousness in the land, and 
God's word teaches it, and the history of all nations confirms it: 
"Righteousness exalteth a nation, but sin is the ruin of men." 
Prov. 14:34. 

Thus the parochial school is unique in its beneficial 
effectiveness. Streams of blessing flow from it in all directions. 
And it is impossible to say and to emphasize highly enough how 
glorious are the blessings and how great the benefits which our 
schools bestow on children, on families, on congregations, on 
the Synod and the Church in general, and on the whole country, 
upon children and children's children. Truly every day that your 
child spends in the Christian parochial school is a day of richest 
blessing to many, every dollar that you lay out for the parochial 
school will bear incalculable interest for the great day of general 
reckoning, and the trouble which you take as a faithful teacher 
and preacher in the evangelical direction of your office in the 
school will be crowned with the richest success, and blessed 
above asking and understanding. - God grant that we may 
always keep our eyes open, recognize the blessing that God 
bestows through our schools, and always thank God from the 
bottom of our hearts for the same. For - we repeat - only then, 
when we rightly value our schools, will we also rightly protect 
them at all times with God's help. F. B.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 
3. the second panel. 
a. The fourth commandment. 

What is the fourth commandment? - Honour thy father and 
thy mother, that it may go well with thee, and that thou mayest 
live long upon the earth. 

What is this? - We are to fear and love God, not to despise 
or anger our parents or masters, but to hold them in honor, to 
serve them, to obey them, to love and cherish them. 

First, we ask very briefly: 

Who is understood by father and mother, parents and 
masters? - First of all our natural parents. Then also our 
grandparents, step-parents, parents-in-law, foster parents and 
guardians; our preachers; our teachers; the officials of the 
authorities; the old and aged people. 

That Dr. Luther did not understand the "father and mother" of 
the fourth commandment to refer exclusively to the natural 
parents is shown by the fact that he rendered it "parents and 
masters” in the explanation. In the above question the same is 
only somewhat further elaborated, and quite according to the 
Bible, as is proved by the following sayings, which an inquisitive 
reader may look up. 
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2 Kings 13:14, 1 Cor. 4:15, where Ecclesiastes has the 
patronymic. 

Gen. 41, 43. Here the authorities have the patronymic. 

1 Tim. 5:1, 2. Here old people have father's and mother's 
names. 

God the Lord has placed every man under parents and 
masters. - That He has placed us first under our natural parents 
is taught by nature, and the fourth commandment makes it clear 
at first sight. But our grandparents, stepparents, parents-in-law, 
foster parents, guardians, whatever our position in life may be, 
stand above us in honor of our parents. Then God sets preachers 
and teachers in the church. All authority is from him. And God 
honors the old and aged with the name of father and mother. We 
shall see in a moment that the fourth commandment also sets 
these all above us, and to what extent. 

Now what is forbidden in this commandment? - That we 
despise and anger our parents and masters. 

We ought to fear and love God, not to despise nor to anger 


And we are to serve them, that is, we are to use our powers 
and gifts for their benefit and advantage, for the improvement 
and protection of their good and for the promotion and 
preservation of their welfare, as and where we can, with love and 
pleasure, with joy and zeal, precisely because we are to and 
want to hold them in honor. 

That we obey our parents and masters is the farther thing 
required of us in the fourth commandment. 

Here in this piece, however, there is a difference to be noticed 
between the obedience we owe to our physical parents and that 
which we owe to our other masters. 

Children are to obey their physical parents in all things that 
are not contrary to God's commandment and word. Eph. 6, 1. 
The Holy Spirit says, "Ye children, be obedient to your parents in 
the Lord: for this is right." And Col. 3:20. He defines this more 
fully, saying, "Ye children, be obedient to your parents in all 
things: for this is acceptable unto the LORD." But, as has just 
been indicated, if parents enjoin what God forbids, they are not 


our parents and masters. For God has set them over us, and us to be obeyed; there the word Apost. 5:29: "Obey God rather than 
under them. God forbid that we should despise them or be angry men." - When children have grown up and become independent, 
with them. He who despises them despises God. He whoparents can and will of course no longer guide and direct them 
enrages them enrages God. To despise them is to refuse toas they did when they were minors. The children are then no 
acknowledge them in the position God has given them, to holdlonger "little children". They then have their own occupation, 


them in low esteem; and to enrage them is to oppose them, to 
refuse to obey them, to insult them. God says, Prov. 30:17, "An 
eye that mocketh the father, and despiseth to obey the mother, 
the hubs of the brook shall peck it out, and the young eagles shall 
eat it"; and Prov. 20:20, "He that curseth his father and his 
mother, his light shall be put out in the midst of darkness." Ham 
and Absalom are examples of how serious God is in these 
threatening words. Of the preachers is true what Christ says, 
Luke 10:16, "He that despiseth you despiseth me"; and of the 
authorities what is written, Romans 13:2, "He that opposeth the 
authorities, opposeth the ordinance of God: and they that oppose 
shall receive judgment of themselves." 

But better still, we will understand God's will if we ask: 

What is commanded in this commandment? - That we honor 
our parents and masters, serve them, obey them, and love and 
value them. 

In honor we are to hold our parents and masters because of 
divine order, because God has set them before us. "A son shall 
honor his father, and a servant his lord", says God Mal. 1, 6. With 
reverence we are to treat them, as 3 Mos. 19, 3. is written, "Every 
man fear his mother and his father." We are to be humble and 
reverent toward them, as Solomon was toward his mother 
Bathsheba. When Bathsheba came to him, King Solomon got up, 
went to meet her, worshipped her, that is, bowed down to the 
ground before her and sat her down beside him. (1 Kings 2:19.) 
This manner of respectful salutation was one suited to the 
customs of that country, and is not binding on us here. But our 
race generally shows neither inward nor outward reverence to 
parents and masters. So hear the fourth commandment! 


loffice and duties, for which they are personally accountable to 
God. They must not put the responsibility on their parents and 
say: we will simply do as they command. They must see for 
jthemselves what they do. And it would be foolish of parents to 
make such a demand of their grown-up children, invoking the 
fourth commandment. In such a case their children would have 
to reject them with reverence, but also with firmness. And yet 
there is still a word of God here, which adult children must take 
to heart and weigh carefully and carefully with their independent 
duties of status and profession in the fear of God. It is Prov. 
23:22. and reads, "Obey thy father which begat thee, and 
despise not thy mother when she is old."

The two Gloria songs of the Lutheran Church. 


"Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, and 
goodwill toward men." Of this song of praise of the heavenly 
hosts in the holy Christmas, Dr. Luther says: "It is well to be felt 
that this joyful, consolatory song did not grow on earth, nor was 
it made, but came down from heaven." And it remained on earth. 
Soon it echoed in the New Testament church and continues to 
lecho in it to this day, and will continue to echo until the Lord 
comes. At first it formed the daily morning song of the ancient 
Christians, and was soon expanded by the addition of a sublime 
hymn of praise to the Triune One. As early as the year 126, 
however, the whole was revised by the Roman bishop Teles-. 
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phorus was introduced into the Mass, that is, into the Communion 
service, which at that time was still pure and free of the idolatrous 
sacrifice of the Mass. At first it was sung in the language in which 
the New Testament is written, in Greek. Translated into Latin and 


in a somewhat modified form, the Hymnus angelicas, the angelic 
hymn of praise, with the Laudamus, was then introduced by 


Bishop Hilarius of Poitiers, the father of Latin hymnody, about 


the year 360: We praise thee, etc., of which afterwards still, 
passed into the occidental church. 

As is well known, Luther did not proceed in the reformation of 
the manner of public worship as Zwingli and his enthusiastic 
friends did, who, under the pretense of a thoroughgoing 
reformation and the return to the apostolic manner of public) 
worship themselves, removed the organs and images from the) 
churches, and in this enthusiastic zeal "threw out the baby with 
the bathwater. Luther did not proceed in a radical, but in al 
conservative way. Here, too, he sought to hold fast and maintain 
the connection with the old church. What was pure from the old 
church, what was in accordance with the Gospel, what served 
the Word and Sacrament, he retained, and what proved to be an 
actual papist addition of later times, especially the papist sacrifice 
of the Mass and what belonged to the same, or even only aften 
these: Abominations", all that and whatever else as superfluous 
ornamentation was more of a hindrance to the Word and 
Sacrament than beneficial - he did away with. In his first two 
liturgical writings, which he issued in 1523, he set forth his 
principles for the reform of public worship. He began _his| 
"Ordnung des Gottesdienstes in der Gemeinde" (Order of 
Worship in the Congregation) with the words: "The worship 
service that is now practiced everywhere has a fine Christian] 
origin, as does the office of preaching. But as the preaching| 
ministry is corrupted by spiritual tyrants, so is the worship of God 
corrupted by hypocrites. Therefore, just as we do not abolish the 
ministry of preaching, but desire to restore it to its proper state, 
so also it is not our opinion to abolish the worship of God, but to, 
restore it to its proper pregnancy." (Luther, St. Louis Edition, Vol. 
X, p. 220.) And in the entrance to the Scripture, "Ways of Keeping 
Christian Mass," it is said, "We confess that we never thought to’ 


abolish all outward worship, but to sweep up again that which 
was hitherto in custom, but corrupted with many additions, and 
to indicate what is the right Christian custom." (Ibid. p. 2235.) 
Thus it came to pass, that in the 24th. Thus it happened that in 
the 24th article of the Augsburg Confession, which deals with the 
mass, that is, the main service, the communion service, it was 
testified, among other things: "So also in the public ceremonies 
of the mass, no noticeable change has taken place, except that 
in some places German chants (to teach the people and to 
practice with them) are sung next to Latin chants, since all 
ceremonies are to serve primarily so that the people may learn 
by them what is necessary for them to know about Christ. 
Through this evangelical procedure of Luther's, the magnificent 
great Gloria with its expansion in form and position of the church 
also fell to the Reformation as an inheritance. Of course, it was 
first written in the Latin language, of which even the educated 
among the people were familiar at that time. But 


Soon it was also sung in German. As early as 1525, Andreas 


Dédber, the chaplain at the Church of the New Hospital in 
Nuremberg, sang the entire Mass in German from beginning to 
end, and others followed his example; and so that the choir 
would not only sing the great Gloria, but that the people would 
also be able to join in more and more, one or another easy-to- 
learn melody was given to it. The entire hymn was sung in 
German: 

P. "Glory to God in the highest! 

G. And on earth peace, goodwill to men." 

"We praise thee. We praise you. We worship you. We praise 
thee. We give thee thanks for thy great glory, O LORD God, 
heavenly King, God the Father Almighty; O LORD, only begotten 
Son, JEsu Christe, most High; and to thee, O Holy Spirit. O Lord 
God, Lamb of God, Son of the Father, who takest away the sin 
of the world, have mercy on us. Who takest away the sins of the 
world, receive our prayers. You who sit at the right hand of the 
Father, have mercy on us. For thou alone art holy, thou alone art 
the LORD, thou alone art the Most High, JEsu Christe, with the 
Holy Ghost, in the glory of thy Father. Amen." 

But even more! Because it was important to help the people, 
who were and still are only silent spectators and listeners in the 
Roman divine service, to actively participate, and because it is 
even easier for them to praise and give thanks together in song 
form, a German Gloria song was published as early as 1529, and 
later, around 1545, it was followed by another. The one is the 
hymn, "Allein Gott in der Héh' sei Ehr," the other the hymn, "All 
Ehr und Lob soll Gottes sein." More and more, therefore, the use 
of these two became predominant, but especially that of the 
former hymn. 

Let us then look at one thing after another. 


"Glory to God alone" 


was written by Nicolaus Decius von Hofe in 1529. The same, 
formerly a monk and provost of the "Brunswick" monastery of 
Steterburg, had taken Luther's side right at the beginning of the 
Reformation, and as a result had left the monastery and 
accepted an office at the Catharinen and Aegidien School in 
Brunswick. Since 1523 he worked as a Lutheran preacher at the 
Catharinen church in Stettin in Pomerania, where he died on 
March 21, 1541. In addition to this Gloria song, we also have 
from him the wonderful Passion and Last Supper song: "O 
innocent Lamb of God," which is also a translation and 
expansion in the song form of a part of the Last Supper liturgy, 


the Agnus Dei, that is, "Christe, du Lamm Gottes," etc. The 


beautiful rhythmic melody of the Agnus Deiis also a part of this 


song. The beautiful rhythmic melody for the "Allein Gott in der 
Hoh' sei Ehr," which is modeled on the melody of a Latin Gloria, 
is also said to be by Decius, which is all the more likely to be the 
case, since it is proven that he was also a master in music, 
lespecially in harp playing, and already in Brunswick, as a school 
college, performed polyphonic pieces of music to embellish the 
service and thus aroused admiration. 

As a comparison with the above Germanized hymn shows, 
this song is a rendition of the same in a more free arrangement. 
How excellent it is, however, is already shown by verse 1, 


where the "Glory to God in the highest" is replaced by the "Glory 
to my God in the highest", and at the same time the "alone" is 
emphasized in the melody by the quarter note Z and the half note 
b! And when the angels, congratulating and prophesying, call out 
to the people: "Peace on earth and goodwill toward men", what a 
fine touch it is that the congregation, in faith and with joy in song, 
applies this to itself and sings it: 


"God is well pleased with us, Now there's 
great peace without ceasing, All strife is at 
an end!" 


That also in the three following verses, the Laudamus, the praise 
of the Triune, beginning with: "We praise you, we adore you," is 
likewise freely, but likewise excellently rendered, leaps to the 
eye. 

How it is that this hymn is not included in any of Luther's 
hymnals_ will probably remain unexplained. According to 
Wackernagel's "Geschichte des Kirchenlieds" (History of 
Hymns), it is already found in the Magdeburg hymnal of 1540, 
and according to the old Schamelius Liedercommentar, it is said 
to have been sung in several places as early as 1535. It is a fact 
that the song quickly gained general acceptance and that it 
became the Gloria song following the Kyrie in most places. For 
this reason, it was also translated into all kinds of foreign 
languages, for example, into the Malabar language by the 
missionary Benjamin Schulz in 1723 for the Lutheran church 
gathered from the heathens of the East Indies.

In the far West our work of inner mission is progressing, as we 
can see from the report of the Mission Commission of the 
California and Oregon District. Besides the States of California, 
Washington, Oregon, Nevada and Utah have now for some time 
been tackled. "In July, 1893," says the report referred to, "Rev. 
Becker made a major missionary trip to Carson City and Carsco 
Valleys, Nev. and gave the Commission quite a detailed report 
concerning that trip. He stayed four weeks in said region, 
preaching six times, twice at Carson City, twice at Gardenville, 
both places in Nevada, and twice at Fredericksburg, Cal. He 
baptized 54 children on this trip, and was given a collecte of 
$51.40. The following was particularly gratifying to hear: In 
Carson Valley, that is, Gardenville and Fredericksburg, 24 
persons, most of them fathers of families, had signed up to have 
their own pastor in their midst soon if possible, and to raise salary 
for him. They intend to form a congregation and appoint a 
preacher. This report gave the Commission cause to seriously 
consider the supply of this new field. The field in Carson Valley 
seemed to be a very important and promising one. The 
Commission thought it advisable to submit the following proposal 
to Pastor Becker, namely, that he, now called by the 
congregation in Bishop Creek and Laws and only partially in the 
service of the Mission Commission, would enter our service 
completely and we would then call him for Carson Valley and the 
surrounding area. He could then still serve his present field and 
the individual places could be considered his special preaching 
places. In September, 1893, the Commission had an opportunity 
to meet with Mr. 


Pastor Becker to discuss this matter verbally, and was the result 
that he was appointed by the Commission for Carson Valley, with 
the understanding that his present field would be visited at least 
four times a year. The call was issued and Mr. Pastor Becker, 
with the approval of the congregation at Bishop Creek and Laws, 
accepted the call. The third week in November last, Mr. Rev. 
Becker entered upon his duties in his new fields, and the reports 
from this District are quite favorable." In Utah, too, in the populous 
city of Salt Lake City, the center of the Mormons, one of our 
missionaries has stood since last fall. There are, of course, 
special difficulties there; not many people attend the services yet, 
but the Commission believes that it should wait and see how 
things develop in this really important field. Altogether there are 
7 missionaries working in that synodal district on 27 main 
preaching places. L. F.

This is an association of young people from various church circles 
that has grown considerably in recent years and has set itself the 
task of missionary work among the young people. In the meetings 
of these associations, young men and women appear, talking and 
praying. In the meetings of these societies young men and young 
women appear talking and praying, societies from churches of 
different confessions hold joint festivities and services, and a 
pronounced and much vaunted purpose of this intercourse is the 
initiation and promotion of a unionistic menagerie, a covering up 
and blurring of existing doctrinal differences, which must swing to 
ever greater indifference to the truths of Christian doctrine.

From the Leipzig mission in India, the "Pilgrim from Saxony" 
reports the departure of the missionaries Nather and Mohn as 
"saddening news," which the "Lutheran" of his time also 
reported, but the sadness of the "Pilgrim" has its reason not in 
the position of the Leipzig missionary college, but in the behavior 
of the missionaries Nather and Mohn, about whom he informs 
his readers: "The latter demanded that all missionaries should 
confess the ‘doctrinal content’ of a lecture given by Nather at a 
meeting of missionaries in February 1892 on the doctrine of the 
divine inspiration of the Holy Scriptures." This account is 
inaccurate, just as it is not correct when the "Pilgrim" continues: 
"Rightly did that assembly, whose members all believe and 
confess this divine inspiration, reject such a request." In an 
account of the actual facts, which Missionary Nather himself 
published in the Leipzig Missionary Gazette, it says: "In view of 
the events during the lunch break, | still asked (in the afternoon) 
for the word of some missionaries who had expressed the desire 
to profess for their part the right doctrine known in the lecture. 
Rejecting this request, the chairman (Mist. Kabis) - and not | - 
suggested that the missionaries who agreed with me in the 
doctrine should testify to this by standing up, which they did. It 
was unfortunate that only half of the synodals did so." The 
"Pilgrim" continues, after the above words, "Rightly did that 
assembly reject.... rightly rejected such a request,” the "Pilgrim" 
continues: "Likewise the Leipzig Missionary College rejected 
Nather's further demand that what he taught in that lecture on 
inspiration should be declared the guideline and rule for how this 
should be taught by the Leipzig missionaries." Missionary Nather 
writes about this: "Apart from the incorrectness that the lecture 
was given ‘at the pastoral conference connected with the synod,’ 
since it was given on Friday, a synodal day, | have

The same writes in his Compendium of Dogmatics: "The more 
recent development of the doctrine of Scripture is a dissolution 
of the old dogmatic doctrine, which in this form, however, was| 
not tenable"; and: "Tholuck and Rothe have proved the 
untenability of the old doctrine, and Kahnis has joined in it." Is| 
this enough, too? The "Pilgrim" continues: "and that Nather 
wanted to impose his doctrine of inspiration on the mission as al 
new confession, as an addition to the confessional writings of oun 
church, testifies to a fanatical arrogance that does no good 
anywhere." Missionary Nather comments on this: "No one 
demanded that the Missionary College issue special confessions| 
for our mission ‘or issue authentic declarations to which we 
attached the same validity’. We only requested, in contrast to the 
demand of May 19, that the contrary "view" of other brethren be} 
acknowledged and carried, that the Missionary College clearly 
profess the right doctrine of inspiration, in particular the, 
faithlessness of the Holy Scriptures, and that it oppose the 
contrary doctrine. Scripture and rejects the contrary doctrine." 
Finally, the "Pilger" reports: "Furthermore, Nather and Mohn 
wanted their superior missionary authority, the church council in| 
Trankebar, to be regarded and declared only as a ‘brotherly 
council’ whose orders they had to follow only as far as it seemed 
good to them. Consequently, they refused to obey the orders of 
the church council (or the Leipzig Collegium) even in external 
matters, such as sending in lists, opening and closing schools, 
and the like, although they had solemnly pledged such 
obedience when they were appointed to missionary service." To 
which Missionary Nather says: "The report on page 73 of our 
refusal to obey contrary to our vocation is also incorrect. When 
Mr. Director asked on Dec. 16: 'l put the question to you whethen 
you want to promise again to obey all orders in externis which 
the Collegium and the Church Council issue within the circle 
given by their instruction or official authority,’ | answered: 'First, 
not for the sake of the commandment and second, only if there 
is no injustice involved. For the rest, yes, as | have always done." 
For our readers the following testimony, which we take from al 
letter of Mr. President Willkomm of the Saxon Free Church, will 
still be of weight. Mr. W. writes: "One of the deposed 
missionaries, Nather, has been in Germany for several weeks 
and attended our conference which took place here on April 3 
and 4. We have come to know and appreciate him as a 
discerning and faithful Lutheran, and from the documents 
presented, especially the certified copy of the minutes of the 1- 
1/2 days of negotiations between the two missionaries and 
Director von Schwartz, which are in his hands, that the 
missionaries did not fight for exaggerated claims, but for the 
jrthumlessness and clarity of Scripture against the modern denial 
of this jrthumlessness and against syncretism, as well as for 
Christian liberty against the tyranny of the missionary college, 
and that only with right arms." A.G 


In Australia, from the 4th to the 7th of March, the fifth meeting 
of the Victorian Lutheran Branch Synod was held at Kornheim, 
near Dimboola, in the parish of Pastor Brauer. The doctrinal 
lecture, which was delivered on this occasion by Pastor 
Schoknecht, had for its object the question: "What does God's 
Word teach us concerning the possession and_ right 
administration of earthly goods?" The theses which preceded the 
exposition were: 

"God's Word teaches us about the possession and right 
stewardship of earthly goods: 

(1) That we are not God's owners, but only the beneficiaries 
and administrators of earthly goods, and consequently must give 
account to God for their use. 

(2) That we are, however, owners of legally acquired or 
inherited goods, and not (as the Communists maintain) thieves, 
and therefore may use these goods in personal liberty. 

003 That they are corruptible goods, to which we must not set 
our hearts, or make an idol of them: for covetousness is idolatry, 
and the root of all evil. 

004 But that they are again real goods, because gifts of God, 
which we ought neither to despise nor to waste, but to use with 
faithfulness and wisdom. 

(5) Since we cannot acquire blessedness either by 
almsgiving or by any kind of willingness to make sacrifices - for 
here too the principle applies: 'By grace, here no merit applies’ - 
all sacrifices must therefore be offerings of thanksgiving or love. 

006 But that we, according to God's will, should gladly give 
and impart of our earthly goods for the glory of God, for the 
building of his kingdom, and for the relief of our neighbor's need, 
for which God promises a reward of grace, that is, temporal and 
eternal blessings." 

Following the VI. Thesis, Prof. Kunstmann gave a lecture on 
"the missionary activity of the Missouri Synod". Among the 
practical items of the Synodal proceedings, the most important 
was a bill for a new Synodal Constitution, which is printed in the 
"Kirchenboten" in the version adopted by the Synod. As the 
former name of the body had given rise to misunderstanding and 
confusion, the name of the Synod was amended to read 
henceforth: "The Eastern District of the Lutheran Synod in 
Australia." Section |, § 2 of the new "Fundamental Laws" reads: 

"Relationship to the General Synod. The District Synod 
declares, as the name: ‘Eastern District of the Lutheran Synod 
in Australia’ already indicates, that it will remain in member 
connection with the general 'Lutheran Synod in Australia’ and will 
recognise the 'Church Constitution’ of the same of 1877, in so 
far as it is not contrary to these 'Fundamental Laws’, as its own; 
but it is independent of the general Synod in the administration 
of those matters which concern its District alone." 

Of particular importance is § 5 of the same section; which 
reads: 

"Authority. The district synod is not an ecclesiastical authority 
with legislative, compulsory power, but, in regard to the self- 
government of the individual congregations, only an advisory 
body. "Therefore, no decision of the former, if it imposes 
something on the individual congregation, has binding force as 
a synodal decision for the latter. Such a synodal resolution can 
have binding force only when the individual congregation has 
voluntarily accepted and itself confirmed it by a formal 
congregational resolution. If a congregation finds the resolution 
not in accordance with the word of God, or unsuitable for its 
circumstances, it has the right to disregard the resolution, and 
resp, to reject it.' - This, however, must not be understood as 
meaning that a congregation can remain in the synodal 
association which has not accepted the 


The synod may call him to account and, according to the 
circumstances, justify him or remove him from office. - If an 
official of the synod is accused, he may be called to account by 
the synod and, according to the circumstances, justified or 
removed from office by the synod in accordance with Christian 
law. In cases of church discipline, however, and in the case of 
the dismissal of the pastor of a congregation, the synod is not 
the highest and final court, but, according to God's word, the 
congregation in question. Even when a congregation submits 
such cases to the synod for its consideration and judgment, the 
right and duty of the synod to give the final decision in the matter 
and to execute the removal or banishment according to Christ's 
order remains unassailable." 

A detailed report was available on the school in Murtoa. The 
report says about the number of students: "On the whole, we 
have 19 students; however, the number of paying students will 
hopefully increase soon; last year it had risen to 24 and would 
probably be higher this year, if the times were not so oppressive, 
which pressure makes its influence felt here as well. We also 
announce the following resolutions: 

"Motion 4. Appointment of a traveling preacher. It was pointed 
out that it had been decided earlier to appoint a travelling 
preacher. That resolution still stands, but that it has not been 
carried into effect is simply because we could not have had a 
traveling preacher. Mr. Rev. Dorsch took this opportunity to point 
out once again how important it was to provide for the training of 
our own teachers, and therefore everything must be done to 
strongly support the institution that now exists. Mr. Rev. 
Schoknecht moved that Mr. Stud. Wentzel be appointed as a 
traveling preacher after he has completed his studies and 
passed his exams. This motion was accepted. 

"Motion 5. The purpose of this motion was to 
remind that church members, when moving to other churches, 
should not be admitted without a discharge certificate from their 
former pastor. This was universally recognized as proper and 
important, and promised to be held to better observance of this 
clause of the church constitution." 

The close of the synodical meeting was an outdoor mission 
feast, with morning and afternoon services. A. G.

Cross, a congregation belonging to the Church of England 
(Episcopal Church) near Albury has really abandoned its church 
building to this disgraceful desecration. A ball had been given by 
a rich sheep farmer, who is said to be a zealous church member, 
to raise money for the church. Be it that there was a lack of a 
suitable room, or be it that one wanted to give this worldly 
creature the stamp of sanctity, enough, one cleared out the 
church itself and danced in it until daylight, whereby the organ 
itself was misused to play to the dance in connection with some 
other instruments. This is truly appalling and a sign of the times 
in which we live." The foregoing is taken from the "Lutheran 
Church Messenger for Australia." In this country, too, there is no 
lack of such signs of the times. We mean the "fairs" so frequently 
organized by church congregations, often connected with games 
of chance. That the sects hold such fairs everywhere is well 
known. It is sad, however, that even congregations that call 
themselves Lutheran give space to such worldly things and 


hold fairs in their churches, whether in them or under them, 
desecrate their place of worship, and turn it into a house of 
commerce. Church publications in the east of our country have 
repeatedly raised their voices against this in recent times. If 
gambling is practiced at such "fairs," it is doubly bad. For such 
games are forbidden by the authorities, and one then commits 
a civil offence. But even when such games are absent, much 
can be said against such events. That one does not give, wants 
to pay the expenses of the church, wants to cover the debts 
without receiving something in return, is not Christian, | Cor. 13, 
5; and that one begs others, partly unbelievers, is against God's 
word, 1 Thess. 4, 12. In such a way people forget the beautiful 
virtue of right, voluntary giving, and a church has itself to blame 
if the world mocks at it, but then it is burdened with a heavy guilt, 
Rom. 2, 23. But the "fairs", they say, also have a "social side". 
They are held in order to make the members of the congregation 
more familiar with each other, to give them now and then social 
intercourse and innocent amusements. From this point of view, 
too, the "fairs" are thoroughly reprehensible. That these social 
pleasures are only too often connected with many a nuisance 
and evil need only be hinted at here. Above all, one completely 
misunderstands the vocation of the church if one thinks that it 
also belongs to the tasks of a congregation to provide for such 
pleasures. It is precisely to the worldly sects that all Lutheran 
congregations have the sacred duty to be faithful in their calling, 
to preach repentance, faith, and sanctification, and to show their 
members that there are higher joys than earthly joys. Then they 
will be the salt of the earth, the light of the world, the city on the 
mountain, Matth. 5, 13-15. For this purpose, may the Lord grant 
them all holy courage, good counsel and righteous deeds!

On the burning of corpses. 


"Till thou return to the ground from whence thou wast taken. 
For thou art earth, and shalt return unto the earth." Thus said 
the Lord God to Adam, the progenitor of mankind, when through 
sin death had entered into the world; and so it has come to pass, 
and when we late-born Adam's children stand by graves, we 
sing over the corpse which we sink: 

"Earth is he, and of the earth, shall be earth again." 

In the Bible the word "buried" occurs over a hundred and 
eighty times and the word grave over a hundred and twenty-five 
times, and the holy apostle compares the bodies of those who 
have fallen asleep in the Lord 1 Cor. 15, 35. ff. to seeds that are 
sown for the great harvest day, when what was sown corruptible 
will rise incorruptible, and what was sown in weakness will rise 
in strength. Therefore the burial places of Christians are rightly 
called the fields of God. 

In recent times, people in some places have tried to adopt a 
method of burying the dead that does not require a churchyard. 
This is not a new way, but an old way, not an old Christian way, 
but an old pagan way, namely, the way of burning the corpses. 
It was connected with the heathen superstition that fire had a 
sanctifying and purifying power; hence it happened that 
suicides were not burned, but buried, so as not to pollute the 
sacred flame, and that even those who had been killed by 
lightning, when already purified by heavenly fire, were not 
burned, but buried. In general, even among those heathen 
nations where cremation was practiced, it was by no means the 
original and never the only method of burying the dead. In 
Sparta, according to a law of Lykurg, corpses were to be buried 
in the city, and in some other circles, especially among certain 
philosophers and their disciples, cremation was not practiced at 
all. Some Roman families, too, such as the Cornelians, even in 
later times retained the burial

and among the ancient Germans only the cremation of the 
nobles is proved to have occurred more frequently. It is not true, 
therefore, when it is asserted that the burning of corpses was a 
beautiful practice that was originally and generally used by all 
ancient peoples. Yes, how beautiful, or rather how hideous and 
ghastly this manner could be practiced in pagan antiquity, could 
be witnessed daily in the disreputable quarter of the city on the 
Esquimian Hill in Rome, where the cremation and burial sites 
were located. There, in the "kitchens," as the vernacular called 
the cremation places, the corpses of the poorer ones of branded 
slaves were not burned to ashes in heaps on common pyres, but 
were stewed, fell down under the spasmodic movements they 
got into from the heat, and were thrown out again, and the 
partially charred remains were finally moved to the side. 

But also what is said to justify the reintroduction of this 
method of burial is for the most part not true. 
It is said that the decomposition of so many corpses so close to 
the surface of the earth endangers the life and health of the 
survivors, contaminates the water we drink and the air we 
breathe. Now, the health of the living may have been 
endangered and damaged by the construction of numerous 
graves for the dead in churches, by carelessness in the choice 
of the surroundings for wells in churchyards, by the insufficient 
depth of the graves, especially in times of great death. Also, it is 
certainly to be recommended, for several reasons, that, as is 
done at the present day, the churchyards should be laid out 
outside the city. But even if the corpses of all those who have 
died in a large city were buried within the city, according to 
carefully made calculations, these corpses would not yet give off 
the tenth part of the harmful organic substances that are added 
by the living to the soil or the waters, and would not yet have as 
harmful an effect in the fiftieth part as the wastes of human life 
are capable of having in our cities according to the same natural 
laws. Chemical examinations of well water have also 
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that fountains in or near cemeteries yielded purer and healthier 
water than those situated in the city and in the midst of the traffic 
of the living. And if the purity of the air were to be the deciding 
factor, all our large cities would have to be cleared before any 
cemetery could be allowed to enter, for the air in them is purer 
than the streets and houses of our large cities, 
notwithstanding all the health councils and their measures. 

In fact, it is not the tender consideration of their health and 
that of their fellow men that determines our present-day 


in 


advocates of the burning of corpses; otherwise, at least many of 
them would refrain from doing things that are truly not beneficial 
to their health. It is something quite different that drives them. 
For if we look at the kind of people who erect crematoria, or 
furnaces for the dead, or who give orders before their end that 
their bodies are to be cremated, it is evident that they are all 
unbelievers, people who do not want to know about any sowing 
of the harvest of joy on the day of the Lord, about any hope of 
the resurrection, or about any hope of eternal life. All this will not 
help them, for on the day when not only the grave but also the 
sea shall give up its dead, the ashes shall be stirred up, and the 
bodies of those who have been burned shall come forth to 
receive their reward. But for the time being, the work of the 
furnace's embers appears to them as a process that can bring 
their remains as close as possible to destruction. It is their 
unbelief which they wish to express by the manner of their burial, 
by the "cremation," as they say. They know that the cremation 
of their corpse will be regarded by all who hear or read of it as a 
testimony to the fact that they have lived and died as 
"freethinkers," and as their "freethinking" was their pride in life, 
so it shall be their glory and honor in death; and for this purpose 
the cremation of their remains shall serve them, by which they 
shall once more distinguish themselves from the common 
people who are caught up in the traditional views, who

a. The fourth commandment. 


(Continued.) 

As for the other lords, we are not to obey them in all things, but 
only where God's office requires them to command us. But there 
we should do it willingly and gladly. Our pastor's office is to tell us 
God's word. If he comes to us with God's word, if he can say in 
truth, "Thus saith the Lord," we must obey him. Heb. 13:17 applies 
here, "Obey your teachers, and follow them: for they watch over 
your souls, as they that should give an account of them; that they 
may do it with joy, and not with sighing: for that is not good for, 
you." And here the other word applies, Luc. 10:16, "He that 
heareth you heareth me." - The temporal authorities are to govern, 
us according to public laws in all things that affect our outward life} 
in and with human society. 


lblessings on such a people like the gentle early and late rains. 
And as in the great nations, so also in the small families such a 
promise will be fulfilled. Let this encourage and provoke us to 
keep the fourth commandment and to do our utmost to keep it in 
lour land. 

We conclude our treatise with one word

The two Gloria songs of the Lutheran Church. 


(Conclusion.) 
The Other Lutheran Gloria Song, 


"All' Ehr und Lob soll Gottes sein" (All honor and praise shall 
be to God) dates from 1545 and appears here both in V. Babst's 
hymnal and in the German part of Joh. Spangenberg's 
Kirchengesange. Whether it is by Luther can only be assumed. 
While the previous hymn is a free adaptation of the original, this 
other hymn closely follows the original, as Schamelius also 
emphasizes in his hymn commentary, saying: "However, this 


Germanized old Antiphona almost follows the first Greek and 


Latin text from word to word. Schamelius calls this song 
Antiphony because it is also intoned by the pastor with the "Glory 
to God in the highest" and thus becomes the counter-song of the 
congregation. 

Just as in the main service we sometimes sing the so-called 
"great" Faith No. 183, sometimes the "little" Faith No. 184, so in 
some places one also alternated with the Gloria song of Decius 
and with this Gloria song. The mode of performance of the latter, 
however, was a different one. In some places, the choir first sang 
in response to the pastor's intonation, "All' honor and praise be 
to God. He is and remains supreme alone," whereupon the 
congregation continued, "His wrath on earth has an end," etc. To 


In other places it was sung again, or as a distinction at festivals 

it was even sung in alternation, like the Te Deum, "HErr Gott, 

dich loben wir" (Lord God, we praise you): 

Choir: All' honor and praise be to God, 

Congregation: He is and remains the highest alone, Chorus: 
His wrath on earth has an end, 

Congregation: Sein Fried und Gnad sich zu uns wend etc. You 

can convince yourself of how lovely this manner sounds by 

rehearsing it; only then all the organ interludes between the 

individual verses must be omitted. 

In Spangenberg's church hymns, this hymn is given a melody 
whose similarity to the melody of "Allein Gott in der Hoh sei Ehr" 
is immediately apparent. It is either modeled on this melody or 
on the melody of the Latin Gloria. It should be mentioned, 
however, that in the earlier Volkening'schen and now under No. 
16 in the Hadlter'schen, as well as under No. 9 in the 


Brauer'schen Choralbuch von St. Louis, there is a melody in G 


major for this Gloria song, which appeared in 1544 in 
Wittenberg in a collection of "new German hymns for the 
common schools" as the second melody for Luther's hymn to 
the Lord's Prayer, but which Layritz used in the liturgical part of 
the last edition of his chorale book for our Gloria song, for which 
it obviously fits even better and which is learned very quickly by 
the congregation, as Schreiber knows from experience. 

Since this Gloria song is also included in our hymnal under 
No. 142, we could also use the two Gloria songs in any 
alternation during the main service, just as we often do with 
regard to the two hymns No. 183 and 184. For the intonation: 
"Glory to God in the highest", the preacher could also use the 
intonation for the "Only to God in the highest be honor", which 
is given in our Agenda, or, so that the congregation immediately 
realizes that the "All honor and praise to God" should now follow, 
he could use one of the many other Gloria intonations, such as: 


Eh-re be God in the he - - he. 


And now, finally, a few comments. 

When the ancient Christians sang the Gloria in their services, 
they did so at the risk of life and limb, for this happened during 
the 300 years of bloody persecution of Christians by the Roman 
emperors. Under the ambush of their bloodthirsty persecutors 
and in caves, in wastelands, in hidden places, the Christians of 
that time had to gather for worship. We Christians of this time, 
and especially we Lutheran Christians of this country, who enjoy 
both the gift of pure doctrine and knowledge as well as full 
freedom of conscience, sing our Gloria song along with other 
songs in comfortable and often more or less splendid houses of 
worship, bothered and disturbed by no one. Oh that we were 
always mindful of this, so that we could sing the Gloria with a 
more grateful heart!

The Hon. Synod of Michigan held its convention this year at 
Owosso, May 17-22. Elected officers were P. C. F. Boehner, 
president; G. Stern, vice-president; J. F. Mayer and P. F. Huber, 
secretaries; Mr. M. Gross, treasurer. Two congregations, four 
pastors, two teachers were admitted to the Synodal Association, 
that the number of pastors has now increased to 41, that of 
teachers to 5.

"Among the business negotiations," 
reports the "Synodal Friend" among others, "the most important 
are probably those concerning our seminary. The synod 
decided that next year, too, pupils should be admitted.

The sermon is enlivened by images. The "lantern services" are 
very popular among the people, since not only biblical pictures, 
but also scenes from daily life, deterrent and inspiring, are 
presented. If pictures are used in the religious instruction of 
children, or if a missionary does this in the first instruction of 
childish Negroes, one will find it understandable and can approve 
of it; but if the preaching in Christian congregations requires such 
aids, itis like a decline of the church to a childish age. In America, 
where the peculiar is always popular, these "illustrated sermons" 
have, of course, been introduced; they have been preached for 
the last ten years with increasing popular interest. A church 
recently built in Chicago has its own laboratory for the 
manufacture of the gas for the lantern lighting; and in a house of 
worship in Minneapolis an electric apparatus is attached to the 
pulpit with various buttons, which the preacher presses to dim the 
light in the church at the most convenient point in his discourse, 
ignite the apparatus, and notify the hired attendant what picture 
is to be slipped into the lantern. (E. L. K.)

Roman intolerance. Since the Protestant chapel in Madrid has 
been opened in spite of the opposition of the Roman clergy, the 
Romans are now trying to put all possible obstacles in the way of 
the Protestant services. It is especially the ladies of the high 
aristocracy who are in the service of the priests and who develop 
an active activity against the evangelicals. They insist on the 
Spanish constitution, which does not permit the practice of any 
other than Roman worship. Thus they succeeded in obtaining a 
decree that the doors of the Protestant chapel must remain 
closed, "since the open doors would have to be regarded as a 
public manifestation of the Protestant cult. The Protestants are 
therefore compelled to seek entrance to their chapel through the 
adjoining houses, the parsonage and schoolhouse. What Rome 
so richly enjoys in Protestant countries, religious liberty and equal 
rights, it persistently denies to Protestants in Catholic countries, 
and does not even grant them religious liberty, much less equal 
rights. Truly, it is not without reason that the ever-increasing 


power of Rome is feared in our country. Very recently, "The 


Catholic Mirror" defended the sub- 


and persecution of the Protestants in Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia 
and declared quite openly: The Pope would not exert his 
influence to bring about religious freedom in those countries. 
One can only wonder at the insolence of Roman priests who 
shout out into the world with the same breath: The Roman 
Church does not tolerate heretics, does not grant religious 
liberty to Protestants, and the Roman Church is the advocate 
and guardian of true liberty. By liberty Rome evidently 
understands nothing else than that the priests should have a 
free hand to bring the Protestants back under the Papal yoke.

Rome and education. The Roman Church makes its people 
dumb. In Italy 52 per cent of the population can neither read nor 
write, in Spain 72-1/2 per cent, in Austria 45 per cent, in Mexico 
93 per cent! In Protestant Germany, on the other hand, there 
are scarcely 2 per cent of the population who cannot read or 
write, in Switzerland only a small fraction more, in Sweden 3 per 
cent, in England 10 per cent, in the United States 7 per cent. 
And even those who cannot read or write in Protestant countries 


can write, mostly belong to the Roman Church. Only in Russia 
is the situation similar to that in purely Catholic countries, where 
77 out of 100 men and 96 out of 100 women can neither read 
nor write. In poor Lutheran Finland, on the other hand, the 
number of ignorant people is infinitesimal. In spite of these facts, 
Father Schwenniger had the nerve to boast the other day in New 
York: "The Catholic Church is the one which brings man to the 
highest stage of spiritual development." - If by "the highest stage 
of development" the Father means that one sacrifices one's faith, 
conscience, intellect, will, freedom, and other things to the pope 
and becomes his slave, then the Father is right. Not to the 
education and development which Rome gives us!

School Sermon. 


Jac. 5, 7. 8.: Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of 
the Lord. Behold, a husbandman waiteth for the precious fruit of the 
earth, and is patient for it, until he receive the morning rain and the 
evening rain. Be ye also patient, and strengthen your hearts: for the 
future of the LORD is at hand. 


Devout assembly; especially honored and beloved 
brothers in the school board! 

The words just read contain an exhortation to patience for 
the Christians of the last days. "Be patient, dear brethren," says 
the holy apostle twice, and thus describes patience as an 
absolutely necessary and especially sweet part of the Christian 
transformation. 

But that patience is one of the most beautiful Pentecostal 
gifts of the Holy Spirit and forms a main part of the spiritual 
armor of a Christian, we also see from other passages of 
Scripture. Already the prophet Jeremiah says, "It is a precious 
thing to be patient." And our highly praised Lord and Master 
Jesus Christ Himself instructs His disciples, "Keep your souls 
in patience." So also we read in the Epistle to the Ebraans, 
"Patience is needful for you, that ye may do the will of God, and 
receive the promise." And at last the same apostle, from whose 
epistles our textual words are taken, writes: "Know that your 
faith, being righteous, worketh patience." 

But if patience is already such a necessary characteristic of 
a living Christianity for every Christian and an indispensable 
requirement for everyone who wants to stand firm in the faith, 
do everything well, and finally keep the field, patience is even 
more necessary for those whom God has called to his special 
service, who are in church and school ministry, who are to be 
models of the herd and God's workers in his kingdom. 
Therefore, when St. Paul exhorts his co-workers, "In all things 
let us show ourselves to be the servants of God," he mentions 
as the first and most necessary part in which

Yes, great patience, much patience is needed especially by 
those whom God has called to serve in His church, who are to 
feed Christ's sheep or lambs. Great patience is especially 
necessary in the ministry of education, if one wants to do it 
according to God's will, in Christ's mind and spirit, if one wants 
to work in blessing and finally obtain the promise. 

Let me then apply the words which St. James speaks in our 
text to Christians in general, especially to us who are in the 
school ministry. 

Our text, however, not only contains an exhortation to 
patience, but at the same time it sets before us a lovely and 
encouraging example of patience in the husbandman "who waits 
for the precious fruit of the earth, and is patient over it until he 
receives the morning rain and the evening rain. 

Now let us take a closer look at this farmer by introducing 
you, if God is worthy to give grace: 

The patient Ackermann as a role model for our work in the school board. 

But the same is a twofold example for us, viz. 

1. in his work, and 
2. in his patience. 


The kingdom of God, beloved, is repeatedly compared in 

Scripture to a field, and the labourers in it are compared to 
husbandmen. Christ himself presents the kingdom of God to us 
in the image of a sower who went out to sow his seed. St. Paul 
further speaks of his and his co-workers’ work as planting and 
watering, even calling his church in Corinth "God's work in the 
field. 
But when Scripture thus compares the ministers of the church 
with husbandmen; when it sets before us, as in our text, the very 
husbandman as a model, it certainly intends to teach us by it 
above all things. 


that God does not want idlers or drones in his kingdom, but 
workers. Whoever is called into God's kingdom is called to work, 
and whoever wants to serve God in His kingdom must have 
decided to work seriously and faithfully. The husbandman does 
not play the great lord, but he of all men is the image of a diligent 
and untiring worker. 

The husbandman, whom our text presents to us, has done his 
part. He has made his furrows and cultivated his field. He has put 
his toil and sweat, his strength and experience, into doing what 
his profession requires of him, and now he waits and is patient 
about it. 

If he had not tilled his field, if he had done his work only 
halfway, only in part, he would have no right to wait for the 
delicious fruit of the earth. It would be folly to expect the earth to 
give him something without the necessary work, without the 
definite work, without the timely work. To be patient without such 
work would not be praiseworthy patience, but punishable and 
damnable sloth. But the husbandman who has done his work 
may wait for the precious fruit of the earth and be patient until he 
receives the morning and evening rains. For this is God's order 
and promise, that it will not fail, that the seed will be followed by 
the harvest, and that the tilled field will yield its produce. 

But as in the field, so also in his kingdom God has ordered the 
work. He wants to build his kingdom through our work. He has 
promised only the morning rain and evening rain, blessing and 
prosperity, delicious fruit, where one works, and that according to 
God's command and will, there where God has set one to work. 

It is true that God could make a field of seed sprout and bring 
forth fruit even without the work of the husbandman. His mere 
word: "Let the earth bring forth!" would suffice. It is also true that 
with all his labor, toil, and sweat, the husbandman does not bring 
forth a single stalk, nor does he fill a single ear with delicious fruit, 
but this is done by the morning rain and the evening rain, which 
makes the earth fruitful and growing, so that it yields seed. 
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To sow and to eat bread. But this comes down from above, 
without the help of the husbandman, who, as our text says, 
"receives it" as a gift, according to God's good pleasure. 

Nevertheless, this is also true, that men are to till the field, 
and that God has promised his blessing only to labor, and that to 
labor by the sweat of the face. 

But if this is already true of the field and of the work of the 
husbandman, it is even more true of the work in the kingdom of 
God. It comes, as our catechism says, "from Himself". We cannot 
plant it or build it with all our labor, and yet God wants to build it 
through us. We are to be his instruments, his handmaidens, and 
it is to us that he has commanded the work of his kingdom. 

Let us therefore, my dear brothers in the school board, take 
Ackermann as our model. Our work in particular resembles the 
work of the farmer in a special sense and to a great extent. Our 
ministry consists especially in sowing, planting and watering. The 
work in the school is not a work for the present, but, like the work 
of the husbandman, for the future. The school office is laborious 
work, which requires a whole man and all his strength; which is 
never done, but begins anew every day. When others have long 
since gone home, the schoolmaster has not yet done his day's 
work. When the bell has long since rung for other workers, the 
faithful teacher is still preparing for school. Just as the farmer is 
not a great gentleman in the world and his work is held in low 
esteem by most people, so too the schoolmaster is despised by 
the world and there are only a few loud-mouthed Christians who 
honor and love him and acknowledge his work. 

But though our work be laborious and small in the sight of 

men, yet how different it is from the work of the husbandman! 
What is the work of the earthly field against the work of the 
kingdom of God? As blind lead against shining gold! Our work is 
done in God's field, and that in a part of it on which God's eye 
rests especially, and which He holds particularly dear. We are 
working on the souls of tender children, the lambs of Christ that 
have been bought with great price, the hearts of children that 
have been consecrated by holy baptism into temples of the Holy 
Spirit. It is precisely those whom Christ has especially enfolded 
in his heart, whom he has blessed before others and pressed to 
his bosom; those of whom he says, "Take heed that ye despise 
not one of these little ones," who are commanded to our care. 
Into the receptive soil of a child's heart we are to scatter seed. 
Under our teaching and cultivation the tender plants are to 
develop, are to be grown and educated in such a way that they 
bear fruit of faith in this world as trees of righteousness and will 
one day be brought into the eternal barns as sheaves of rice. This 
is the purpose and goal of our work in the school board. 
What a high and important, what a responsible office! How much 
depends on what is sown in the hearts of children, when and in 
what way this is done! What divine wisdom and experience it 
takes to really plant here! How much effort and care is required 
until the seed has really taken root, and how much care and 
watchfulness is necessary if what has been planted is not to be 
destroyed and destroyed again! 


...Shall! What is it to be called, as a prudent husbandman, to buy 
and use his time? With the husbandman in particular, everything 
has its time, and if he misses the right time and does not use it 
faithfully, his work is in vain and all his efforts are wasted. 

And just as the farmer's work piles up at times, so that he can 
neither get out nor in with work, so it is also in the school office. 
There are times when it is especially necessary to use all one's 
powers, which require especially strenuous work and sour 
sweat. There is hardly any doubt that our times make special 
demands on the school board and bring with them special 
difficulties, struggles and dangers. It is not so easy to be a 
schoolmaster nowadays as it was twenty-five years ago. On the 
contrary, our times demand much, and the longer the more, of 
those who wish to fill their posts in the school board. 

But far from this causing us to shrink from work, it is precisely 
this that should spur us on all the more to serious, strenuous 
labor. A good husbandman does not put his hands in his lap 
because he sees the danger threatening his furrows and his 
seed, but the more luxuriantly the weeds grow in his field, the 
more zealous and industrious he is, and does not rest until the 
last spar has disappeared. If he sees threatening storm clouds 
rising in the distance, he is only the busier and more eager to 
bring his sheaves to safety. 

Let us not, my brethren, as spiritual husbandmen, be put to 
shame by the husbandman, but let us buy out our time and prove 
ourselves to be blameless labourers who do not grow weary. Let 
us labor faithfully, untiringly. Shall we not thank God that we may 
stand in his work; that he will use us sinful, weak men, of whom 
it would need but a wave of his hand, and those thousand times 
ten thousand who stand before him would build his kingdom! Let 
us be faithful labourers, who, where God has set them to work, 
are ready to consume their strength and die in his service. 

But in our work let us not forget that it must be a work of 
patience if it is not to be in vain. And to this, secondly, let me 
point out. 


2, 


Let us look again at the husbandman of whom our text 
speaks. We read of him: "He waits for the precious fruit of the 
earth, and is patient over it, until he receives the morning rain 
and the evening rain." 

Why does he wait? What makes him patient? - Look, the 
work of the husbandman differs in kind and nature from the work 
of many other people. It is not mechanical production, not 
handicraft. The workman can trace the result of his labor. It 
comes into being under his hands. Many a laborer can say in the 
evening: | have delivered so and so many pieces today. But the 
husbandman must wait for the success and fruit of his labor. The 
seed he has sown must grow and ripen in secret. He can do 
nothing for it. Success is not in his own hands, but in the hands 
of God. It cannot be forced, but must be brought about by the 
morning rain and the 
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The evening rain, which the husbandman can neither create nor 
control. The seed must grow by itself. Only foolish children are 
impatient and dig up the seed with their hands to see how far it 
has grown, thereby destroying what they have planted. But a 
man, a husbandman, waits and is patient, for he is promised 
delicious fruit. His work was a work of hope and his waiting has 
justification. It is a waiting in faith, because the seed he sowed 
is living seed, and morning rain and evening rain shall not fail 
according to God's order, but shall fertilize the soil, so that the 
sour work will be followed by the joyful harvest. 

If this is already true of the earthly field, it is even more true 
in the kingdom of God. Everything that belongs to the kingdom 
of God must grow. But growth is something mysterious and 
hidden. We cannot see it with our eyes, we cannot help it with 
our hands, but it takes time and we can only wait. 

Therefore, my beloved, let us be careful not to interfere with 
our God's work and try to teach him. Let us keep a fine line 
between what we have to do and what God must give. Let us 
remember that our work is not mechanical production. The 
office of schoolmaster is not a craft. And we have nothing to do 
with growth; that is God's business. "Therefore," says the 
apostle, "be ye also patient." As spiritual husbandmen, taught 
of God, we must be able to wait. This is an absolutely necessary 
requirement of the office of schoolmaster. 

But we can also be patient, for our labor, like the labor of the 
husbandman, has a glorious promise in advance. Our labor in 
the Lord cannot be in vain. The seed we have to sow as God's 
husbandmen is the living Word of God, which shall not return 
empty. So long, therefore, as we sow this seed, so long as we 
remain God's husbandmen; so long as God's Word lives and 
reigns in our hearts and in our schools; so long as we do not 
sow our own wit and man's wisdom, so long can we be patient, 
for the Word and He who is with us with His Word will work all 
things out well. God is faithful! 

"Be patient," says our text another time, "and strengthen 
your hearts; for the future of the Lord is at hand." Like the 
husbandman, we are promised a day of harvest, and our text 
says that day is near. If it was near then, it is much nearer now, 
that day when the Son of man will send his reapers; when he 
will reveal before his heavenly Father, before all angels and 
men, yea, before hell, what we have wrought in our labours; 
when the Lord of the vineyard himself will reward the faithful 
labour. 

With this we are to overcome our impatience; to strengthen 
our timid heart and encourage it to ever new work. 

The nearer this glorious day approaches, the more patient 
we should and could be. And yet, alas, the opposite is so often 
the case. The last time, this time of ours, does it not bear the 
stamp of impatience? It is a characteristic, a trait of our time to 
rush and hurry, to be restless. For the quiet growth and 
development in 


Hidden one has hardly any sense. One is infected by the hustle 
and bustle of the world around us. One wants to see quick 
success; one's achievements should stand out and be 
recognized. Yes, this impatience is a dangerous disease of our 
time, which now creeps like a pestilence in the darkness and 
threatens not only Christianity, but also especially the workers 
and farmers in the kingdom of God. A dangerous disease for the 
schoolmaster as well as for his school. From this impatience 
springs the pernicious busyness, the chasing after the new, 
while one despises the old and proven. Hence comes the 
fumbling and groping after all sorts of methods, the 
erperimentiren. If one does not earnestly fight against 
impatience, the feeling soon arises that one is working in vain in 
the place where God has placed one, and one looks around for 
another field; one seeks another, better place. But behold, 
impatience has also moved with him, and he has come out of the 
frying-pan into the fire. Now comes despondency and 
dissatisfaction with the ministry in general. While one still has 
one's hand on the plough, one looks back. How long will it be 
before one abandons his plough? The husbandman becomes a 
craftsman, for craftsmanship has "golden" soil. Because one 
does not want to wait for the "delicious fruit of the earth," one 
seeks a sounding reward - and has his reward there! 

O, let us therefore beware of impatience in the school office! 
For say, whence does it arise? What is its source? Does it not 
come from a lack of faith and a dwindling of hope? All impatience 
is ultimately rooted in little faith and unbelief. 

If | believe that my God has placed me here; it is his field in 
which | work; if | believe that God, my God, the ever faithful God, 
is with me, that it is his living, powerful Word with which | work, 
that therefore also God is with and in his Word with me in my 
work and in my school - will | then be impatient? If my JEsus is 
with me, what should | be afraid of? Can any misfortune befall 
me with him? Nevermore! 

Let it be said, therefore, for our ministry, what the apostle 
speaks twice, because he would have us take it to heart, "Be 
patient!" 

Let us not let our aim be shifted! Let us never forget that we 
are workers in the kingdom of God. In God's kingdom, however, 
it is not success that is decisive, but faithfulness. It may well be 
that people do not acknowledge our work, but reward it only with 
ingratitude. Man sees what is before his eyes, but God sees 
more. In his sight and in his eyes he who works in secret, 
unnoticed by men, but is faithful, is a great man in his kingdom, 
while he to whom the world takes off its hat may be worthless in 
God's sight, and may even be rejected. 

Let us not forget who we are and whom we serve! Do we 
serve men, or the Lord? Are we the servants of men, or the 
husbandmen of God? Truly, what is the matter if what we have 
done for God's kingdom, for our Saviour and his cause, is hidden 
from the eyes of men, even from our own eyes? One knows it. 
One sees it. One will reveal it one day, Christ our Lord and 
Master. 


May he, who is God's teacher, teach us more and more 


through his Holy Spirit the right heavenly pedagogy, and with it 
also the right patience in the office of schoolmaster; for patience 
brings experience, and experience brings hope, and hope does 
not let us be put to shame. 

Yes, God in his mercy prevent us from ever becoming a 
disgrace! Rather, may he bless us and prosper us in our work,

However, "in spite of our| 
supposedly great missionary activity, we have been outdone by’ 
others. But the time for missions in Texas is not yet over. There 
may not be much left to do in the already more densely 
populated areas, but Texas is large. There are still an hundred| 
counties sparsely populated or not populated at all. People are 
leaving the southern regions in droves, where land is expensive, 
and are looking for a cheaper home in the northwestern part of 
the state. Now, even if immigration picks up, it is likely that in 
Central Texas the mission will become quite significant." The

The following is reported from Texas to the "Ev. Luth. Blattern". 
"Concordia College at Giddings, Texas. On the 23rd and 24th of 
April, about 30 pastors and church deputies assembled at 
Giddings to further deliberate and set in motion the erection of a 
college.

Messrs. Mitschin, 
Dr. Geyer, Urban, as well as Pastors Kilian, Schaaf, Kramer, 
Bernthal and Kirschke were elected members of the Board of 
Directors. The treasurer is: Mr. August Mitschin, Serbin, Lee 
Co., Texas. (Money Orders in Giddings numerous- 
bar.) The institute is to be opened, if possible, next September". 
It is further announced that the following persons have been 
nominated as candidates for the first professorship at the new 
institution: Past.

The Pennsylvania Synod held its 147th meeting from May 17-23 
at St. John's Church in Philadelphia. Doctrinal discussions were 
not held. Prof. Dr. Spath was re-elected as president. The 
election of Prof. Spath to succeed the late Dr. Mann and Dr. 
Spicker in the theological professorship at Mt. Airy Seminary, 
rendered vacant by the resignation of Prof. Dr. C. W. Schaffer, 
is regarded as a victory for the German party in the Synod. On 
the last day of session seven congregations were received into 
the Synodical Union. A. G. 

The Northern Presbyterians held their |O6th General Assembly at 
Saratoga, N. Y., in the latter part of May. Such a meeting of 
delegates, acts according to the institutions of 
of the Presbyterians at the same time as the highest 
ecclesiastical court, as their synod and presbyteries are courts 
of lower instance. As last year the Assembly sat in judgment on 
the case of Dr. Briggs, so before this year's Assembly lay a very 
similar case, that of Dr. H. P. Smith, who, as professor at Lane 
Seminary, had been suspended by the Presbytery of Cincinnati 
for false doctrine, namely for publicly denying the inerrancy of 
the Holy Scriptures, had then been rejected by the Synod of 
Ohio, to which he had appealed, and now appealed to the 
General Assembly "as to the highest court of the church. 
Fortunately, he fared even worse than his comrade Dr. Briggs 
did a year ago. When Briggs was condemned, there were 379 
votes against 116; the verdict on Smith was confirmed by 396 
votes against 101, and of the latter, 45 were still partly against 
Smith, in that they only wanted to have a part of his appeal 
recognized. With us, of course, apart from the fact that our 
synods are not or do not want to be courts of law, in matters of 
doctrine we would not conclude with majority decisions, but we 
demand complete unanimity and unanimity in doctrine, as St. 
Paul writes: "| am exhorting you to be unanimous. St. Paul 
writes: "Now | exhort you, brethren, by the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that ye always speak one word, and let there be 
no divisions among you, but hold fast one to another in one mind 
and in one opinion," 1 Cor. 1:10, and Phil. 3:16: "but so far that 
we walk after one rule, whereunto we are come, and are of one 
mind." Nevertheless, it is still pleasing that the ratio was not 
reversed, but that the overwhelming majority stood up for the 
truth and inerrant divinity of the holy Scriptures. Where in 
Germany could a vote with such a result be held among such a 
large number of outstanding representatives of the church? The 
missionaries Nather and Mohn have had other experiences with 
the "Lutheran" Leipzig missionary authority, since they stood up 
for the same truth for which an eloquent denier and fighter of it 
the 396 in Saratoga stood up. A. G.

He does not, however, specify what the "American religion" is. If 
the conscious Amendment to the Constitution were adopted, 
one could at best say that it was the Christian religion, although 
then it would always be the Christian religion. 


would still remain questionable, according to which it would have 
to be judged whether someone had accepted the American 
religion. According to the Apostles' Creed? Then many 
Congregationalists, among whom some congregations have 
erased the article of Christ's descent into hell from their creeds, 
would have to renounce American citizenship. Or according to the 
Augsburg Confession? Then Vr. Pierson himself would have to 
resign; for the same, as a Presbyterian, repudiates the tenth 
article of that confession. Or after a new American confession of 
state, which would have to be issued first ? That would probably 
turn out in such a way that we Lutherans would not be able to 
accept it; for the Unitarians, who deny Christ's divinity, but are 
written among the Christians by the Censusstatistrian Carroll, 
would probably also have a say in it. And if, at last, one had a 
profession of the "American religion," it still could not be applied 
in the way Dr. Pierson requires; for such a condition of American 
citizenship would then at the same time be a condition of eligibility 
to federal office, and that would be contrary to the Constitution of 
the land, which says in the Vith article, "No religious test shall 
ever be required as a qualification to any office or public 
trust under the United States. But these puritanical 
Americans of Dr. Pierson's ilk have to this day understood neither 
our national constitution nor their own ecclesiasticism. 


Abroad. 


Leipzig Mission Festival. At this year's Leipzig Mission Festival, 
Church Councillor Nagel of the Breslau Synod preached the 
sermon. Among other things, he expressed the following thought: 
"It is not our own thoughts that are to be brought to the Gentiles, 
but the old Word, which was also the rock of truth for the Lord. 
There is little need of the various human thoughts about 
inspiration. But all the more should we truly need the old Bible 
book as God's word, the book for whose sake our fathers put their 
goods and blood, honor and life, which they wet with their tears, 
through whose chapters they prayed until their blessed departure. 
This old Bible book is truly God's word. Everywhere we hear 
God's voice and Jesus' voice, and the Holy Spirit touches our 
hearts in it. It shall remain the fountain of life to us and shall 
become so to the Gentile world. To work in the obedience of the 
Word is to follow JEsu." In these words the celebratory preacher 
touched upon the burning question for the sake of which the two 
missionaries Nather and Mohn are dismissed from the service of 
the Leipzig Mission, the question of the inspiration or inspiration 
of the Holy Scriptures. The sentence, "There is little interest in the 
various human thoughts about inspiration," was evidently 
intended to characterize the doctrinal position of the two 
missionaries. The latter only renewed the common Christian 
confession of the Holy Scriptures and tried to bring it to bear within 
the Leipzig mission. And so, at a Leipzig mission festival, which 
was otherwise regarded as the rallying point of the confessionally 
faithful Lutherans of Germany, a leader of the Breslau Free 
Church publicly and formally condemned the belief that the Holy 
Scriptures were inspired word for word by the Holy Spirit as man's 
madness and joke. The pious-sounding speeches about the "old 
Bible book" are in such a context only a cover for lies and unbelief. 
Such shameful denial and condemnation of the truth can only 
bring cursing to the Leipzig Mission, as well as to the Breslau 
church community.

1885 to 1888 was 114. Berlin occupies a special position in the 
baptisms; here the baptisms have always been especially 
frequent; from 1830 to 1836 there were 326 of 750 cases in 
Berlin, and from 1875 to 1888 there were as many as 890 of 
1901 cases in the capital. It is predominantly the first educated 
Jewish families of Berlin, the descendants of Mendelssohn and 
Friedlander, who account for a large proportion of the baptisms. 
Finally, it should be noted that Christians also converted to 
Judaism, and in the 14 years from 1875 to 1888 there were 135 
persons together. (A. E. L. K.) 

Rome in Decline. In the nine old provinces of Prussia, 22,764 
Catholics joined the Protestant Church between 1875 and 1888, 
while Catholicism gained only 2,441 persons by conversion. 
Even in Catholic Bavaria, Protestantism is increasing 
numerically at the expense of Catholicism, although conversions 
to the Roman Church there slightly outweigh those to the 
Protestant Church. The decline of Catholicism in Baden is 
striking. From 1865 to 1886 the number there fell from 65. 1 to 
62. 8 per cent of the population, that of Protestants rose from 
32. 9 to 35. 2 per cent. In Alsace-Lorraine, from 1886 to 1891, 
the number of Protestants increased from 245. 000 to 337, 476, 
while that of Catholics decreased from 1, 340. 000 to 1, 227, 
189. In England, from 1871 to 1891, the Roman clergy have 
increased from 1620 to 2573, but the Roman population itself 
has decreased within the last 40 years by nearly two millions, 
while the Protestants have increased by nearly ten millions. In 
1841 there were in Great Britain 19, 563, 353 Protestants; in 
1881 there were already 29, 206, 807. The number of Romans 
in 1841 was 7, 214, 771, and in 1881 only 5, 451, 881. In 
America in 1890 there were received into Protestant 
communions 642, 843 new communion-goers, while the Roman 
church increased only by 238, 273. At Leitmeritz in Bohemia, 
whole Roman Catholic congregations converted to Old 
Catholicism in recent years. In Italy the whole village of 
Montorano recently became Protestant, and at Szablya in 
Hungary 650 Roman Catholic Germans converted to 
Protestantism. - This is quite gratifying, that Rome, which is only

Every year a day 
is set aside for this purpose, on which a blessing of domestic 
animals takes place in Rome in front of St. Anthony's Church. - 
The pope himself thereby shows what is to be thought of his 
blessing, but the poor blinded pilgrims are kept in the belief that 
salvation and blessedness, happiness and health depend on it. 
Thank thou God that thou art not sworn with such a lying nature, 
land hast better knowledge that thou art blessed of God and the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ with all kinds of spiritual 
blessings in heavenly goods through Christ, and that thou shalt 
also not lack the bodily blessings for which thou askest according 
to His will.

From Rome. In a recently published circular, the Roman 
Antichrist again gives praise and glory in effusive terms to his 
chief idol, "the exalted Mother of God," "the Queen of Heaven." 
He declares that "for many years he has experienced her 
immense goodness as helpful and efficacious." He attributes the 
successes of his Jubilee to Mary and mentions that "he hears 
her voice daily and is enlightened by her for the salvation of the 
Church". 

Opium Trade. From the Society for the Abolition of the Opium 
Trade two missionaries, a distinguished Hindu woman and a 
Chinese woman, are sent to England to testify against the opium 
trade. Their efforts are directed towards determining the people 
ito elect to Parliament only such men as are opposed to the 
lopium trade. - There are at present more than 10,000 opium 
dens in India. The Government not only introduces opium, but 
presses the dealers to sell a certain quantity, failing which the 
dealers are fined five rupees for every pound not sold. - A petition 
from a large number of physicians from Bombay has also gone 
to the English Parliament with the following request 
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Request, for the restriction of the opium trade, which is so 
sinister. - Thus England becomes a murderer of the poor 
heathen through her greed and avarice. Instead of saving them 
from idolatry and abomination, it is destroying the heathen 
assigned to it by God, spiritually and physically, temporally and 
eternally. How much greater might be the blessing of the 
sacrificial English missionary societies, if the covetousness 
which rules in the English Parliament did not hinder and destroy 
the blessing again. F.B. 

Africa. Unspeakable damage was done to the East African 
mission by the appalling cruelties inflicted on the heathen by the 
German officials in Cameroon, notably the notorious Chancellor 
Leist. During the winter a riot arose among the black soldiers. 
They were embittered by the treatment of their wives, whom 
Leist had whipped, allegedly for not working hard enough. The 
soldiers had to witness the execution, and Leist was also a 
spectator. No wonder the tormented Negro people revolted 
against their tormentors. Another official was a reporter for a 
Berlin newspaper and concluded his report with the following 
crude words: "The rebellious Dahome soldiers have fled into the 
bush. Gradually they are being captured. Every day some are 
brought in, and some, driven by hunger, come themselves. 
Everything that comes is hanged. This morning at 6:30 a.m. 
eight dahomeers were again dangled. Nevertheless, the coffee 
at 7 o'clock tastes quite good. You get used to everything, after 
all, including a person fidgeting in the air." These are the people 
who usually boast so much of humanity and pretend to be the 
standard-bearers of civilization, who the heathen negroes 
regard as the representatives of Christianity. How terribly such 
name Christians desecrate the Christian name and make the 
whole of Christianity hateful to the heathen. Leist has been 
called away in the meantime, and a severe judgment is to be 
passed on him in Berlin, but that does not make up for the 
damage he and his comrades-in-arms have done to the mission.

The doctrinal discussions of the Southern District were this time 
based on a paper by Prof. Grabner, "Von der Bekehrung oder 
Wiedergeburt" ("On Conversion or Rebirth"). It is emphasized here 
that this doctrine is still much disputed today and that the discussion 
of this question is a matter that concerns every Christian. The main 
point, that "conversion is a miraculous work of God's grace," is the 
center and pivot of the whole paper. The right doctrine is drawn 
directly from Scripture itself, the source of all doctrine, and Scripture 
is so interpreted that every simple-minded Christian can see that the 
doctrine we Missourians hold of conversion is divine truth. Abundant 
citations from the Lutheran Confessions prove that this doctrine has 
been in vogue in our Lutheran Church from the beginning. But it also 
shows the point at which we must stop our consideration, precisely 
because Scripture leads us no further. Without doubt, what Scripture 
teaches about conversion is one of the things a Christian must know 
and believe if he is to be saved. And a firm, well-founded knowledge 
of this article of Christian doctrine only serves to fortify us in our most 
holy faith. In addition to this, the enemy of truth nowadays begins at 
this very point, and by falsifying the doctrine of conversion seeks to 
shake the foundation of Christianity, which is "by grace alone. All this 
should spur our Lutheran Christians to obtain the present Synodal 
Report, to read it carefully, and to give it proper meaning. G

In this year, when thousands of industrious workers who 
would like to work are without employment, at a time when 
armies of the unemployed are roaming the country in the East 
and in the West, one would think that every worker would be glad 
to have employment and to be able to earn his weekly wage 
without interruption. Instead of this, for weeks and months now 
all the newspapers have been full of reports of numerous 
workers' strikes, in which large crowds of those are involved who 
have had work and have not only stopped work themselves, but 
have also forced others who would like to work to stop working 
or have kept them away from the places of work, and in many 
cases have put life and limb at risk. This phenomenon is 
incomprehensible to many. One asks in amazement: How is it 
possible for some to stop work while others search in vain for 
work? But the matter becomes very simple, and the question is 
easily answered, if one realizes what a workers' strike in our time 
actually is, and what a strike is supposed to be. 

If, however, the strike were simply a cessation of work and 
nothing more, it would be difficult to understand why, at a time of 
great labor shortage and often oppressive hardship, thousands 
should lay down the work they had and could keep, and go on 
strike. But the strike is no more a simple cessation of work than 
the war is an excursion of troops with target practice, and nothing 
more. The strike is a war measure which has exactly the same 
meaning and purpose as any other war enterprise. Whoever 
wages war feels and acts as a power which is at present hostile 
to another power, in that it sees its interests impaired by the 
hostile power, or at least believes or pretends that they are 
impaired. The two powers that confront each other in a strike are, 
on the one hand, the workers, who have, or want to have, the 
power of labor, and, on the other hand, the employers, who have, 
or want to have, the power of nature and the means of labor. As

2 of their Constitution: "The purposes of this Union are to 
unite the miners and improve their condition by mediation, 
arbitration, or strikes," and the manner in which the strikes are to 
be carried into effect is the subject of the two longest paragraphs 
in the whole Constitution. That there is also talk of mediation and 
arbitration, and that some labor constitutions contain a provision 
like that: "No strike shall be ordered until an attempt at arbitration 
has failed," does not alter the matter itself. Indeed, the strike is a 
costly thing even to the workers. The last coal miners’ strike cost

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 
b. The fifth commandment. 

What is the fifth commandment? - Thou shalt not kill. What is 
this? "We shall fear and love God, that we do our neighbor no 
harm or harm to his body, but help and support him in all his 
physical needs. 

What is forbidden in this commandment? - We are not to kill 
our neighbor or harm or injure him in his body. 

Here God holds his hand over our and our neighbor's body 
and life and says to each one of us: You shall not kill! He says 
Genesis 9:6: "Whosoever sheddeth man's blood, his blood also 
shall be shed by man." The authority, then, who is God's servant 
and bears the sword (Rom. 13:4.), God commands to kill a 
murderer. This apparent exception to the fifth commandment, 
however, does not weaken it, but on the contrary makes it strong 
and firm. Even in rebellion and war, if the authorities so command, 
we are to go forth and use deadly weapons. And in self-defense, 
in murderous attacks, we do not transgress the fifth 
commandment if, in order to save our lives, we are compelled to 
kill the attacker. - Concerning these last two cases, in which we 
can kill without sin, we refer the reader to Luther's two writings: 
"Whether men of war can also be in a blessed state?" and "Of 
counter-defense and self-defense. Everyone can find out from his 
pastor where these writings are available. 

God also keepeth his hand over our neighbor, that we do him 
no hurt or harm in his body; not even if he hath done the same to 
us before. "Repay no one evil for evil." "Do not avenge 
yourselves, my beloved, but give place to wrath; for it is written: 
Vengeance is mine; | will repay, saith the LORD," saith the Holy 
Ghost Rom. 12:17, 19. Again, to the authorities, as his servant, 
God commands that he who out of malice or revenge does harm 
and hurt to his neighbor, should be inflicted with appropriate 
temporal punishments. (Deut. 24:19, 20.) As a father holds his 
hand over one child against another, whom he will smite out of 
malice or revenge, so God. As a father says: | have to punish, not 
you! - so God. 

God further says: "Bless them that persecute you; bless, and 
curse not", Rom. 12, 14. There is a smiting, a death-smiting with 
the tongue (Jer. 18, 18.), which God forbids. Let us illustrate this 
with a little story. A pious man was angry with a dog for some 
reason. It was in a garden. Calmly he said, "I will not smite thee, 
but | will give thee a name. And he opened the garden door, and 
let the dog run into the street, and cried, "A mad dog!" The dog 
was beaten to death by the people. - Do you understand? So 
there is a beating with the tongue.

Cain is similar to him, whose spirit is disguised against his 
brother. (Gen. 4, 5.) 

Just as a father does not want malice, hatred, envy or 
revenge in the heart of a child, neither does God. The Holy Ghost 
saith Eph. 4:26, "Be angry, and sin not: let not the sun go down 
on your wrath"; and Jac. 5:9, "Sigh not one against another, lest 
ye be condemned"; and 1 John 3:15, "Whosoever hateth his 
brother is a murderer." And Christ interprets the fifth 
commandment thus, "Ye have heard that it was said unto the 
ancients, Thou shalt not kill: but whosoever killeth shall be guilty 
of judgment. But | say unto you: He that is angry with his brother 
is guilty of judgment; but he that saith to his brother, Racha, is 
guilty of counsel; but he that saith, Thou fool, is guilty of hellish 
fire." (Matt. 5:21, 22.) 

But is it not true, Christian, that we have a wicked heart, which 
easily brings forth wickedness on any occasion? Or do you think 
that the Lord Jesus says too much when he says, Matt. 15:19: 
"Out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, 
fornications, thefts, false witnesses, blasphemies"? This is 
exactly what we should recognize, that our heart is corrupt and 
a boiling cauldron of all kinds of evil. Then we will cease to dream 
of our own righteousness, with which we can stand before God. 

As others, so we must not kill ourselves and do harm and 
harm to our own bodies. The Holy Spirit says, Prov. 24:8: "He 
who harms himself is called an evil-doer. He that taketh his own 
life committeth sin against the fifth commandment, and cutteth 
off his own time of grace, in which he might repent by the grace 
of God. See the suicides of the holy Scriptures: Saul (1 Sam. 31, 
4.), Ahitophel (2 Sam. 17, 23.), Zimri (1 Kings 16, 18.), Judas 
(Matth. 27, 5.). 

What is commanded in this commandment? - That we help 
and support our neighbor in all his physical needs. 

That is the very opposite of what is forbidden. This is what we 
are to do. This is what God requires of us. He who does not help 
his neighbor in all his physical needs is just as much a 
transgressor of the fifth commandment as he who kills his 
neighbor or causes him harm and suffering in his body. The 
priest and the Levite, who passed by the man who had fallen 
among the murderers, without helping him (Luc. 10.), were no 
better in the sight of God than the murderers who had smitten 
him. How art thou, Christian? Hast thou always been like the 
Samaritan, never like the priest and Levite? O Christian, be 
honest before thy God! 

Behold, here are some words of God concerning the fifth 
commandment, which shew thee what God requireth of thee: 
"Break thy bread to the hungry, and bring into the house them 
that are in misery: if thou seest any naked, clothe him, and be 
not destitute of thy flesh." (Isa. 58:7.) "To do good, and to 
communicate, forget not: for such sacrifices are well pleasing 
unto God." (Heb. 13:16.) "But be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even as God in Christ 
forgave you." (Eph. 4:32.) "Put on therefore, as the elect of God, 
holy and beloved.

He would not hear the objections that were 
made. It was reproached to him that this patient was all German, 
and did not understand him at all in his English lectures ; he was 
told that the sick man himself had testified that he did not know 
why he had become Roman, and that he had taken this step 
from earthly considerations. (Perhaps he was made to believe 
that he would have a better chance of getting well if he went over 
to the Roman Church. Rome, after all, is capable of anything.) It 
was reproached to this seducer that henceforth our people 
would be warned quite energetically against this hospital; to this 
he replied quite proudly: "Do that, people come where they have 
it best. He emphasized that many Lutherans had already fallen 
into his hands and become Roman. Again and again, however, 
he had to hear the truth, which he did not seem to like, for he 


often jumped up, trembling and shaking, and exclaimed: "That 


will do, that will do. 


Finally he left the room and with a commanding tone ordered the 
doorkeeper to open the door for the pastors. He and the "sister" 
were told that Rome, as always, was neither honest nor just. 

This is one experience of the many that may be had in Roman 
hospitals. How often may such ungodly pranks occur, of which 
nothing is ever known! How many a one may have been led 
away from the one and only reason by the seducers in these 
hospitals, and thus deprived of salvation and blessedness. Oh, 
how terrible! And yet Lutherans are always found who allow 
themselves to be quartered in this hospital and expose 
themselves to the danger, especially when they are weak, of 
being most horribly challenged and plunged into misfortune. We 
have good hospitals here and elsewhere, which are cared for by 
the best physicians. Why does one not turn to such institutions 
for care? Of this seduced man, who was tempted in the Roman 
hospital to deny his faith, a friend of the same testified that he 
(the seduced man) said to him in great agitation: Ah, if only | 
were in another hospital; ah, why then have the Lutherans (he 
probably did not know that there was a Swedish Lutheran 
hospital here) no hospital! Nevertheless, the man persisted in 
his evil nature and would not let himself be instructed. Yes, what 
Rome once gets its claws into, it is hard to get rid of. - Therefore, 
to all Lutherans, near and far, who may sooner or later have to 
go to a hospital here or elsewhere, the urgent request goes out 
to them to avoid the Roman hospitals and not to let themselves 
be taken there at any price, for many have already suffered 
shipwreck in their faith and have died and become corrupt, both 
physically and spiritually. "But what would it profit a man, if he 
should gain the whole world, and yet suffer loss of soul?" Matth. 
16, 26. Therefore let every man be warned, here and 
everywhere, to send his relatives or acquaintances to Roman 
hospitals; for the word is true here also, that he who puts himself 
in danger perishes in it.

Rome and Public Funds. "The National League for the 


Protection of American Institutions” has recently made a 
serious protest against the use of public money for Roman 
schools among the Indians. For during the past eight years a 
sum of not less than $2, 366, 416 has been appropriated to the 
Roman schools. And ever since the Congregationalists, 
Methodists, Presbyterians, and Episcopalians have ceased to 
send in petitions for the support of their Indian schools, the 
Romans have annually increased their claims in an insolent 
manner. This year the money-grubbing priests have claimed for 
45 Indian schools the sum of nearly $400,000. - One can only 
wish this league success with its protest. For when the Roman 
sect uses public money to extend its empire, it is a manifest 
mingling of church and state, and an encroachment upon 
religious equality in our free country. F.B. 
Baptist mission among immigrant Lutherans. According to the 


annual report of the "American Baptist Home Mission 


Society,” no less than 124 Baptist missionaries labored among 
the immigrant Swedes, Danes and Norwegians in 1893. Of the 
work of the same the report says: "Our missionaries have 
nowhere had more satisfactory results than among these 
people." - Of the Baptist mission among the immigrant 
Germans, the "Sendbote," from which we have also taken the 
above, says: "The interest in our German work is undiminished; 
would gladly do much more, if the means were only more 
available. The report says that the work among the Germans is 
progressing only slowly. The reason is that the errors and 
superstitions of this people are so ingrained in their old 
homeland that it is difficult to overcome them. But where... 
succeeds, the majority of converts prove to be truly faithful 
disciples.... Especially in liberality do they put to shame the 
majority of Baptists of English birth." - Truly, so long as the sects 
are bent with such zeal upon seducing the immigrant Lutherans 
to their raptures, we must not lay our hands on them. If we were 
to begin to be scanty with laborers and gifts in our inner mission, 
God would demand from our hands at the last day the blood of 
the souls seduced by the sects. F. B.

Adventists. In Manitoba, too, Adventists who celebrate 
Saturday and work on Sunday are being persecuted, as has 
happened for some time in the United States, especially in the 
Eastern States, and again recently in Maryland. Three 
Adventists who had plowed on Sunday were hauled into court 
and sentenced to pay -7. Because they refused to pay the same, 
it was decided to put them in jail for seven days.

appointed pastor adj. for the parish of Mustin in the Duchy of Synod in America" has reached us from Hamburg: "You dear, 


Lauenburg, was ordained in the Cathedral of Ratzeburg and on 
the Feast of the Holy Trinity, June 2, 1844, was introduced within 
his congregation. On July 3, 1853 he was installed as an 
independent pastor. He held the pastorate in Mustin with great 
faithfulness until the fall of 1881, 37 years. Then he was 
compelled by his conscience, which was captive in God's Word, 
to resign his office in the regional church of Lauenburg and to 
leave that church himself. He moved to Chemnitz, joined the 
separate Evangelical-Lutheran Dreieinigkeitsgemeinde there, 
and was appointed by it as assistant pastor to Pastor Kern, who 
was then ill in the eyes. In 1885 the Dresden St. Trinitatis 
congregation, when they elected his son F. Hanewinckel as their 
pastor, called him at the same time as assistant pastor and he 
followed the call, since the Chemnitz congregation let him go 
peacefully, and since then, as before in Chemnitz, so now in 
Dresden, he has refreshed the congregation by many a powerful 
testimony of truth. May God, if it pleases Him, strengthen the 
venerable old man to such an extent that he can again climb the 
pulpit, or else grant him a quiet old age and a joyful journey 
home! - The resignation of this pastor, who was already of 
advanced age, caused a justifiable sensation in his day, and as 
little as his nearest brethren in office (with the exception of the 
friend and comrade-in-arms who followed him after seven years, 
the Rev. W. Hagen) were inclined to follow him, no one dared at 
that time to publicly reproach him with what now, to our sorrow, 
is reproached in the "Neue Lutherische Kirchenzeitung,” edited 
in Lauenburg, to all separated pastors, namely, that "they threw 
away their arms under the pretext that the shape of the church 
in which one finds oneself is not one in which the Lord wants to 
see his church?" Our jubilarian did not throw down his arms, but 
seized them: he fought against the encroaching principle of 
chastisement, which wanted to devastate his church, which he 
had cultivated with all fidelity, and against the arbitrariness of 
doctrine, which had to serve as a basis for such chastisement. 
But when he saw in such a struggle that the regional church of 
Lauenburg, imprisoned in the fetters of the state but quite 
content with its fate, did not want to allow itself to be punished 
for both sins, then - he did not throw away his weapons, but he 
let the testimony in word be followed by the testimony in deed, 
and in obedience to God's command: "Come out of her and 
separate yourselves" he left this regional church, which sealed 
its apostasy from the truth by hardening itself against the 
testimony of truth and sanctioning the lack of discipline. This was 
not cowardice, but bravery wrought by God's Spirit in this peace- 
loving man; it was not the flight of a hireling, but the fidelity of a 
shepherd who would rather let everything go than remain silent 
to the lie, as Augustine says: "Silence is the fleeing of the soul." 
But this resignation - as all who know our jubilarian will readily 
admit - was not a matter of impatient zeal. It was as Melanchthon 
describes it in the appendix to the Schmalkaldic Articles: "It is 
difficult to depart from so much country and people and to lead 
a special doctrine, but here stands God's commana" (namely, as 
previously stated, 2 Cor. 


richly blessed brethren in the faith, who for the most part come 
from our poor German homeland, will you not try to place 
yourselves before the crack through which our Zion walls 
threaten to collapse? From a great, famous city of northern 
Germany the call resounds to you: -Come over and help us!' Our 
city is not lacking in the goods of this world, not in prosperity and 
earthly splendor. The bright light of divine truth, which shines 
forth to the faith from God's Word, is darkened here for the great 
people by the fog of false doctrine, by human statutes of every 
kind. Satan has built a gleaming palace here through pretense 
and lies, through rationalism and pietism, and the multitudes are 
not lacking in the willingness to make sacrifices to support it. 
There is no understanding for the sole help from our broken 
ecclesiastical conditions, from the decline of all religious life 
among the people, namely, through the living preaching of law 
and gospel. They do not want to have the damage uncovered 
and thereby harden themselves more and more against the 
knowledge of the truth, as real Lutheranism brings it. 

A small congregation in our great city, which has joined the 
Saxon Free Church, needs a capable man who has proved 
himself in the true faith in the love of Christ, who at the same 
time would know how to wield the sword of the Spirit in criticism, 
for instance, by instructive lectures and writings, and to banish 
the deep midnight sleep. 

How are we to find such a man here? Even if such a man 
were willing to come, we lack the means to employ him. The 
Saxon Free Church would be very happy to provide help for the 
small congregation in H., if it could find strong support from the 
beloved brethren in the Missouri Synod of America. 

Our dear President, Pastor Willkomm, wrote to us to 
encourage us: "If it is the Lord's will to have His pure Word 
preached once more in your great city, He will know how to find 
both a suitable man and the means to employ him. 

Psalm 28: "The Lord is my strength and my shield. In him my 
heart hopes, and | am saved." 

So there is another call for us to let our bread cross the water. 
Hamburg should be a city in which a faithful Lutheran pastor 
could work in the way our pastors in America are used to 
working. We intend to follow up soon with more information 
about the church life in Hamburg, taken from private letters. A. 


A. H. Francke's school for the poor. The so-called school for the 
poor, founded by August Hermann Francke in Halle in 1695, was 
recently closed. The school had the following history. When 
Francke took up his office in Halle, he soon noticed how so many 
children, because of the poverty of their parents, were neither 
sent to school, nor otherwise enjoyed a Christian education, but 
instead lived in the greatest ignorance and in the greatest 
poverty. 
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lei wickedness grew up. He was saddened by these poor 
children and therefore decided to pay the parents a weekly 
school fee so that they could send their children to school. But 
this plan soon turned out to be unsuitable, since the school fees 
were collected correctly, but the neglected children did not come 
to school. One day Francke found four thalers and sixteen 
pennies in the poor box he had placed in his apartment. With 
cheerful trust in God's help, in true joy of faith, he said: "This is 
an honest capital, one must endow something right from it; | want 
to start a school for the poor with it. He himself continues: "I did 
not discuss it with flesh and blood, but went on in faith and that 
very day arranged for books to be bought for two thalers. | 
appointed a poor studiosum to inform the poor children two 
hours a day, to whom | promised to give six pennies a week, in 
the hope that God would provide more funds." And Francke was 
not put to shame. It is true that the first beginning was 
discouraging. The children accepted the new books with 
pleasure; but of the 27 books that had been distributed among 
them, only 4 were brought back; the other children either kept 
the books or sold them and stayed away. But Francke was not 
misled by this, but bought new books, which the children were 
not allowed to take home. The school grew rapidly; in the 
summer of that year it already had 50-60 children. And because 
Francke soon noticed that, through harmful influences outside 
the school, what had been planted in the school was again 
spoiled in some of the children, he decided to admit some 
children altogether. "This was," as he himself says, "the first 
occasion and the first suggestion for the establishment of an 
orphanage, before | knew the least capital for it." This school for 
the poor has now been closed down, since for some years now 
all poor people have been guaranteed free education by 
Prussian state law. But it has been a great blessing in the 199 
years of its existence and has given 19, 300 children free 
Christian instruction. L. F. 
"Emergency defense" against preachers. Some time ago it was 
reported from a town in Baden that a preacher there had used 
sharp, punitive language in a sermon. The mayor of the place, 
who had been present at the service, had felt himself struck by 
the sermon, had jumped up, had shouted "Quiet, quiet!" to the 
preacher with his right hand raised, and had then left the church 
in a conspicuous manner. The mayor was placed on indictment 
for disturbing the public worship. He was acquitted, however, on 
the ground that he had acted in justifiable self-defence, and an 
appeal to a higher court was dismissed, as that court firmly 
concurred in the judgment of the lower court, and declared the 
accused unpunished, because he had been in the exercise of 
self-defence. It is obvious that such judgments open the door to 
any disturbance of public worship. How easily can a person feel 
offended and attacked when the very sin in which he lives is once 
seriously punished by the preacher! The preachers who were 
first affected by this petitioned their synod to have an addition 
made to the German penal code to the following effect: 
"Defending honor against preaching clergy in meetings for public 
edification is inadmissible." But the motion was not adopted, and 
a recently published paper proving from a legal standpoint that 
the judgment of the Reichsgericht is untenable will probably 
have little success. - How much a more serious-minded preacher 
is hampered in his office in the German ecclesiastical 
circumstances, how the representatives of the 


The following case, which recently took place in Dusseldorf, 
shows that the people of power and wealth finally know no 
bounds in their arrogance and self-conceit, and would like to 
portray a pastor who tells them a little truth as a criminal and 
sacrilegious person worthy of punishment. A preacher there 
earnestly reproached the rich proprietors and employers for their 
sins, as well as the working classes. A Commerzienrath felt 
deeply affected and offended because the following words 
appeared in the sermon: "All the dead, even the so-called great 
dead of world history, all the dead great and small, the emperor 
who ruled over millions of people, the Commerzienrath who 
ruled over millions of marks, and so down to the last beggar who 
is buried in an uncouth coffin, all must appear before God's 
judgment seat." This was too bad; a storm of indignation arose, 
a bill of indictment was addressed to the Board, saying that the 
preacher was sowing "social-democratic class hatred," and all 
the Commerzienrathe of Dusseldorf, all the millionaires and 
other representatives of education and property put their names 
to it. The board, consisting of comrades of the plaintiffs, 
demanded revocation, which the preacher rightly refused. He 
was probably to declare that Commerzienrathe and men of so 
and so many marks of property were not to appear at the recent 
court. It has now been decided to proceed against him at the 
Consistory, and everything is eager to see how the matter will 
proceed.

From Alsace. The Lutheran pastor Magnus in Bischheim 
(Alsace) has just published an "open letter to Mr. Lobstein, 
professor at the theological faculty of Strasbourg". In this letter 
he points out the confusion which modern theology, of which 
Lobstein is one of the representatives, is causing in the hearts 
and consciences of the poor students. He shows how great the 
misery is which these professors cause by robbing the students 
of the Bible faith which they had imbibed in their parents’ home 
through their "science". Then, using a few examples from 
Lobstein's writings, he strikingly proves the nullity of the "falsely 
famous art" that calls itself "science". The aged pastor seeks to 
sharpen the young scholar's conscience with great earnestness. 
"| suffer too much," says the venerable old man, "at the thought 
of the harm which you and the whole modern critical school are 
doing in the Church, and especially to the students of theology, 
who are later to act as ministers in the congregations, to have 
been silent any longer." The 82-year-old man, who stands at the 
gates of eternity, hopes that the admonition, which comes from 
a faithful heart, will not pass the opponent by without leaving a 
trace, but rather that he may, by God's grace, still come to 
recognize the grave sins which he commits through his "science" 
against the entrusted youth and against all of Christendom. (P.

The "faithfulness" of the Protestant princes! Much annoyance 
among all Protestant Germans - when will this disgrace finally 
end! - is once again being aroused by the conversion of Princess 
Alix of Darmstadt to the Greek Church because of her 
engagement to the Russian heir to the throne. The newspapers 
report that the Emperor of Russia has sent a Greek priest to 
Stuttgart to instruct the Princess in her conversion. It is also said 
that the princess had obtained the privilege of not having to 
confess that the faith of her former church was not a faith. The 
liberal Professor Sell in Bonn, a man who pretty much denies all 
the main doctrines of Christianity, is the advisor of this princess 
and will probably have talked her out of any reservations of 
conscience.

But we 
also demand fidelity above! When we see how in high Protestant 
princely houses the faith is changed, how one changes gloves 
when one believes that for the sake of external advantages one 
may convert to the deepest form of Christianity, to the Russian 
Church, then we cry out to the princes: You want to be an 
example to us, then be an example to us ! If we are to be faithful, 
then be faithful! Loyalty above as well as below!"

The "Healings" of the Robe at Trier. At last the long announced 
book: "Miracles and Divine Proofs of Grace at the Exhibition of 
the Holy Robe at Trier in the Year 1891", presented in acts by 
Dr. M. Felix Korum, Bishop of Trier, has appeared. In the preface 
it says: "It pleased the Lord to reveal His omnipotence during the 
exhibition of the holy skirt by many striking healings, and thereby 
to reward the faith of the foreign pilgrims." In all, 11 cases of 
miraculous healings are enumerated, followed by proofs of 
grace to 27 persons. Everything is to be proven by medical 
testimonies before and after the healing. How miserable the 
"material in the form of records" is, however, is explained in a 
longer article in the Kélnische Zeitung. The greatest space is 
taken up by the reports of the healed themselves and their 
priests, while the certificates of the physicians are very scarce 
and reserved, yes, quite incomplete and insufficient. One 
example may suffice: Peter Eul from Burdenbach, 1“ years old, 
had suffered from complete blindness of the left eye, severe 
feeble-mindedness of the right eye and paralysis of the right arm 
as a result of an inflammation of the brain. St. Rock took care of 
him and he was cured. But was the child really blind? The priest 
reports that the doctors had declared that "nothing could be 
done about the condition and that the child should be given 
strong nourishment; it is possible that a change would then 
occur. A blindness that can be cured by strong nourishment 
cannot possibly be called complete. And the same may be said 
of all pretended cures. In a very significant way, Bishop Korum 
himself says: "In regard to the healing of the

Even in Peking, China, the papists have 
been forced by the Protestants to have a part of the Bible, the 
four Gospels, printed and given into the hands of the Chinese. 
To be sure, they have added to the Gospels a Roman 
interpretation calculated to extinguish again the light which God's 
Word might kindle. After all, the Roman Chinese are better off 
than the faithful of Antichrist who languish under the priestly yoke 
in Italy, Spain, South America, Mexico and Quebec. To these 
Rome does not even give the four Gospels with commentary into 
their hands. And the fact that the priests do this in China is not 
because the papacy there would be more merciful and Christian, 
but because Rome there does not know how to protect itself from 
the Protestants. This is merely a cunning war measure. Once the 
priests have their victims in their power, they will know how to 
snatch the Gospels out of their hands. F. B. 


From World and Time. 


Young Germany. In an elementary school in Breslau, which is 
attended mostly by working-class children, it happened the other 
day at dismissal that several pupils were not satisfied with their 
school-leaving certificates and defiantly demanded better grades 
from the principal. Without letting him get a word in edgewise, 
they started such a commotion that the principal felt compelled 
to force them out of the classroom with the help of the school 
servant who had hurried over. When they reached the courtyard, 
the boys pulled out cigars, lit them, and held them up to the 
teachers in mockery. In the meantime they had succeeded in 
forcing the wild mob into the street and closing the gates to the 
courtyard. This, however, excited the boys still more; they 
provided themselves with stones and sought to scale the fence, 
one of them repeatedly shouting, "Beat dietodt!" The Rector 
and the teachers standing in the schoolyard had to seek shelter 
from the stone-throwers in the school building. The boys invaded 
the schoolyard again and again raged in the worst manner. 
Finally, guards had to be summoned who, by intervening, put an 
end to the rioting and arrested the worst of them. 

Dance. In the village of Schiitzen in Hungary, six people were 
recently the victims of a dance. A quarrel arose among the young 
men attending the dance over a girl. A gendarme interfered in 
the quarrel, whereupon the quarrelling men turned on him. The 
gendarme finally drew his revolver and fired into the crowd. Four 
of the men and one girl were hit and fell to the ground dead. Men 
and women now rushed furiously at the gendarme, tore him to 
the ground and kicked his body until he was dead. - Can this be 
a harmless, God-pleasing pleasure that so often and easily 
unleashes shamelessness, crudeness and malice? The dance 
floor is a dangerous place. It puts both body and soul in danger.

- Such and similar blasphemies, which we so often meet with, 
especially in our time, are a proof of the divinity of holy Scripture, 
for this very thing it prophesied more than eighteen hundred 
years ago, as a sign of the last days, when it speaks 2 Pet. 3:3: 
"And know this first, that in the last days mockers shall come."

Fifth Synodal Report of the California and Oregon Districts of the 
German Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and other 


States, Anno Domini 1894. St. Louis, Mo. Concordia 
Publishing House. 1894. price, 15 cents. 


The doctrinal discussions contained in this report follow on from 
a presentation by Praeses Buhler. The subject of this lecture is "the 
moral law". It is shown that God, as the Lord and Creator, also has 
the right and the power to show His creatures the path they should 
follow, and that man is responsible to God for all his actions and 
omissions. These demands, as well as the consciousness of 
responsibility, have already been inscribed by God in man's heart 
and conscience. Through the Fall, of course, the law of nature has 
been obscured. But God, in His Word, has repeated it, confirmed it, 
explained it more fully, and purified it from all human distortions. It is 
pointed out that the moral law serves primarily one purpose, the 
knowledge of sin, and that there is no other help for a sinner than in 
the gospel, which speaks of the fulfillment of the law through Christ. 
In particular, the present report highlights the inexorable majesty of 
the law, before which all the arts and attempts of man to weaken the 
divine demands melt into nothing. Thus these doctrinal expositions 
quite reach into practical life em and may be of good service to all 
Christian readers; for even Christians still have flesh and blood, and 
that is all ways inclined to error and to excuse error. Also what was 
said in the afternoon sessions by Fr. Paul about the purpose, 
necessity, proper handling, and above all about the rich blessing of 
the confession, is good and useful reading especially for our 
parishioners.

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On the labor question. 
Compiled from Dr. Luther's writings. 


Christ our Lord commanded that no man should desire to be 
another man's God, but that every man should be another man's 
servant according to love, John 13:14; that no man should hope 
or rejoice in another man's need or hurt, but that he should have 
compassion and mercy on his neighbor's need and hurt; and 
that he himself gave an unspeakable example of it, as St. Paul 
saith, Philippians 2:6, 7. Paul says Phil. 2, 6. 7. that being in 
divine honor and above all rulers, he would not regard it as 
permissible, nor as increased, nor as ambitious, but expressed 
himself in all things, and became our servant and minister. But 
the covetous usurp, avarice, rob, and steal their divine honor 
and dominion over the poor and needy, taking pleasure and 
delight that they should be rich with money and others poor, that 
they should rule with money, and others should worship them). 
Everywhere there is robbery, plundering, treasuring, usury, etc., 
that even for the sake of a penniless penny they put God and 
their conscience behind; and, as if that had not fallen low 
enough, strengthen themselves to this end, and continue in 
defiance and iniquity, until they sink to such a point that they 
also become enemies to God's word, and cannot hear nor see, 
and are so wretched and accursed that they cannot serve any 
state, nor do anything wholesome and good or useful, that any 
one may enjoy or be improved, yea, only cause and bring harm, 
misfortune, and wretchedness upon the land and the people)? 

But now it is learned that even among the poor there are 
many more wicked boys, who are in a bad way because they 
are naughty, do not respect God's word, lead a frivolous, angry 
life, and for this reason can never sit on a green branch).

What is marriage? - Marriage is the union of One Man and One 
Woman, instituted by God: a life-long union of mutual love and 
fidelity for the orderly procreation of the human race. 
We prove the truth and correctness of what has just been said 
with the words of God concerning the foundation of marriage, for 
in them the doctrine of marriage has its proper seat. They are 
written in Genesis 2:18, 21-25, and Chapter 1:28, and read thus:

If it is said in the first passage that it applies only to Adam and 
Eve, hardly anyone will come. That this foundation, which 
happened to the first man and the first woman, is not only valid 
for the first men, but for all men, is shown by the words: 
"Therefore a man shall leave his father and his mother, and 
cleave to his wife, and they shall become one flesh" (v. 24), 
which speak of man and woman in general, as Christ Matth. 19, 
3-6. also explicitly tells the Pharisees. 

What is said about marriage in the words of the foundation 
applies generally to all people of all times. This is what we will 
be guided by in the following considerations.

The Michigan District 


of our Synod held its sessions this year from May 30 to June 5, 
in the midst of the congregation of Mr. P. C. Frankes at Monroe, 
Mich. Our Hon. General Presbyter, Dr. H. C. Schwan, preached 
an opening sermon, as earnestly admonitory as it was richly 
consolatory, on Luc. 2:34, 35. - An important subject of doctrine 
was before the Synod for discussion in four theses, namely, 
"The Right Use of the Doctrine of the Church." J. The right use 
of the doctrine of the church consists, first, in the fact that, 
having learned this doctrine, we now also make it our business 
to investigate and know which of the visible church communities 
bears the marks of the true church, and that we then also adhere 
to it alone. II. The right use of the doctrine of the church consists, 
secondly, in our avoiding with the utmost diligence all false- 
believing church communities and other assemblies (Such as 
Unitarians, Swedenborgians, lodges, and the like). Thirdly, the 
right use of the doctrine of the church consists in this, that we 
are not content to keep only outwardly to the true church, but 
that we let it be our highest concern to be members of the 
congregation of the saints. IV. Finally, the right use of the 
doctrine of the Church consists in this, that we may well see to 
it that we remain to our end both with the true visible and 
invisible Church, and may at last be transferred into the 
triumphant Church. 

Pastor J. J. Bernthal of Wyandotte gave a thorough lecture 
and the Synod discussed the main points of these theses in 
detail. It was clearly and convincingly explained that although 
there can be and are still truly believing souls in other church 
communities which still have God's Word in essence, because 
God's Word can never return empty (Is. 55.), only the church 
community is the true visible church of God on earth, which in 
all things has the pure preaching of the divine Word and the 
lawful administration of the sacraments instituted by God, and 
that it is God's earnest will that we adhere to this and to no other. 
This church fellowship, however, as has been further shown, is 
at present found only in the church of the Reformation, our dear 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. Only she has those unmistakable 
marks of the true Church of Jesus on earth, namely, pure Word 
and Sacrament, fully and completely. From the whole of the Ver- 


In the course of the first discussion on this subject, therefore, 
the admonition, as serious as it is comforting, penetrated our 
hearts: "O blessed Lutherans, recognize the great grace that 
has been given to you, and use it rightly and well for your 
salvation and the salvation of your souls and the souls of others! 
Do not be blind, do not be ungrateful! For God's sake and your 
own salvation, do not run lustfully to and fro in other churches! 
"Nowhere will you find perfectly pure soul food. Everywhere 
men, false spirits, have mixed it with terrible poison of the soul. 
Only your dear Mother Church offers you the heavenly bread of 
the divine Word pure and unadulterated, and the waters of 
eternal life pure and unpoisoned. To her alone, therefore, 
adhere, and would rather endure everything, even death, than 
fall away from her; seek also to keep your children faithful to 
her, as dear to you their blessedness is, and to her also lead 
others with all faithfulness and untiring zeal until your death. -

A pleasant announcement. 


With praise and thanksgiving to the all-good God, the dear 
members of our Synod can be informed: Our Concordia College 
in St. Paul has a home of its own. The Board of Trustees has 
purchased a piece of land from the State of Minnesota for an 
extremely low price, on which stands a group of buildings which, 
built for institutional purposes, can easily be adapted to our 
needs. 

The location is in a high degree suitable. It is a large tract of 
land of thirty-two building sites, each forty feet wide. The same 
is situated between St. Paul and Minneapolis ; at a distance of 
fifteen hundred feet on two sides run the two street-rail lines 
connecting these two cities, and on which, for five cents, the 
institution can be reached from either. The tract of land is 
situated on a plateau, from which 
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It has excellent natural drainage, a healthy, permeable soil, is 
partly planted with beautiful ornamental and shade trees, is well 
lined and interspersed with pleasant gravel paths. 

The buildings have cost the State in the neighborhood of 
ninety thousand dollars, and have been abandoned, not 
because they were dilapidated, but for reasons which it would be 
too far to discuss here. The main building, which is built with 
heavy brick walls and adorned with a tower, has, besides the 
nine-foot basement, three stories, each 13 feet high, and is 
50X75 feet. The study and dormitory rooms, as well as the 
restaurant, are accommodated in the same. The study rooms on 
the second floor are the same size as the rooms at our institution 
in St. Louis. The kitchen will be on the first floor; there are 
sufficient pantries at the kitchen, and a brick oven is ready for 
use. While the bedrooms are on the third floor, the basement 
room will contain the cellars proper, the boiler room, and the 
laundry room with bathroom, etc. 

The second building is also a solid brick building, two stories, 
42X60 F.. In it are the classrooms (21X33X14 F.), gymnasium, 
piano room and several other rooms. The third building will not 
be used by us before hand, but it will later become the 
restaurant. This is also excellently preserved and solidly built of 
bricks, it is 30X60 F., three stories high with basement rooms; in 
the latter is a large swimming pool. - We can comfortably 
accommodate one hundred and fifty pupils. 

Housing for the teachers at the institution is also provided for. 

There is a beautiful stone house on the property, three stories 
high including the attic, which has twenty rooms. Then we 
bought a frame house, which has only been used for three or 
four years; it is 48 x 48 feet, with an extension of 30 x 30 feet, 
gracefully and elegantly built. Admittedly our means were not 
sufficient to purchase the lot on which it stands, which is 
adjoining our lot, but we hope to find means to do so. 
In consequence of the fact that the State has had no further use 
for the buildings, that the authorities and officials concerned 
have not been unfavourable to us, and that the business 
situation is now depressed, we have not yet paid twenty-two 
thousand dollars (exactly tz21, 865.00) for these thirty-two lots 
and five buildings, although three and ‘four years ago over a 
hundred ‘building sites were sold from the same lands for a 
purchase price of tz 1000.00 to H1600.00 each. There is no 
expert who has looked into the matter who does not think that 
we have made a very good bargain. The supervisory authority 
will put all the buildings and rooms now to be used in good repair, 
put the municipal water in the buildings and have steam heating 
installed (a large part of the old one can be used), and the 
tz25,000.00 granted by the synod will not be exceeded by 
purchase and repairs. We provide twice, nay, three times as 
much room as was expected, and have, besides, an exterior 
plant such as could otherwise only have been obtained by many 
years and expense. We are not inferior, as to buildings and 
location, to any of our old institutions. All the synagogues have 
also 


dals who have attended the meetings of the Minnesota and 
Dakota Districts at Minneapolis, and who have inspected the 
institution and expressed their opinions, have expressed 
themselves highly gratified at the acquisition of this property. 

God has helped so far gloriously. After the end of the first 
school year, in which God's goodness has overshadowed us, 
we will be able to open the second school year in the new, 
healthy, well-ordered buildings on September 5. All who wish to 
have their sons educated, whether for the preaching ministry or 
the school ministry or for a civil profession, as far as the general 
basic education is concerned, can confidently send them to us. 
It should be emphasized that those who are preparing for the 
teaching profession will be able to spend their first three years 
here, so that they can enter the actual seminary in Addison from 
here. We should not unnecessarily overburden our old 
institutions with too many students. 

How necessary it is that preachers and teachers be trained, 
| will not go into that now, but only remind you that Christ's word 
is true for all times: "Few are the laborers, therefore pray ye the 
Lord of the harvest, that he may send forth laborers into his 
harvest. (Matt. 9:37, 38.) Further, what Luther writes is also true: 
"One would like to call a pious lawyer and a faithful scholar in 
the temporal realm of the emperor prophet, priest, angel, and 
savior..... Now if you have a child who is capable of teaching, 
and can hold him to it, but do not do so, go and do not ask where 
the worldly kingdom remains, both with justice and peace, etc.; 
then you do, as much as is in you, against worldly authority, like 
the Turk, yes, like the devil himself." (Erl. 20, 27 f.) There are 
also more and more people in our circles who also want to have 
their children educated further in consideration of the truth 
touched upon than can happen in the church school. But there 
are no better institutions to do this than our grammar schools. If 
you want to give your son a good preparatory school for any 
profession, the decision is easy. Therefore, send such boys who 
cannot become preachers and teachers to our institutions in Ft. 
Wayne, Milwaukee, New York, Concordia and St. Paul for 
preparation for other professions; there they will receive a 
Christian education as well as a good training. 

Now, God, who has helped so far, fill all our dear Christians 
with a joyful spirit of prayer, which also diligently presents our 
new institution to him.

America. 


Our dear Norwegian sister synod has been hit by a heavy loss, 
the heaviest in its existence. Their faithful General Praeses, who 
held this office for 32 years, Pastor Hermann Amberg Preus, has 
died at the age of 69. Suffering for years and more and more 
occupied with serious thoughts of death, he nevertheless 
continued in the direction of his professional duties with his usual 
zeal. Thus, from June 20 to 27, he still attended a Districts 


He was present at the first synod in Minnesota, apparently fresh 
and lively, where he, among other things, heard confessions and 
administered the Lord's Supper, and finally blessed the brethren 
and strongly and heartily encouraged them to faithful adherence 
to the Word, referring to the promised crown (Revelation 2:10). In 
order to complete a round trip to all his children, he went after 
Synod to his son-in-law, Father Nordby, in Lee, Illinois, where he 
attended Sunday services and participated with great joy in the 
confirmation of his oldest granddaughter. At midnight, he was 
overcome by a terrible heart-struggle. He quickly understood this 
last hint of his Lord; he sent his last heartfelt greetings to his 
congregations, his children and his fellow ministers with the 
message: "I die in faith in Christ"; and with full consciousness, 
under fervent invocation of his Saviour, the dear man had already 
blessedly fallen asleep on Monday, July 2, at 5 o'clock in the 
morning. Far from his home, which had been his earthly home for 
43 years, the Lord had ordered his deathbed. But at home, in the 
midst of his dear congregations in Columbia County, Wis. where 
a congregational and synodal delegation had accompanied the 
funeral procession from Lee, Ill. after the farewell service held 
there, at the side of his wife of 14 years, who had fallen asleep 
14 years ago, his weary body found its final resting place on 
Friday, July 6. An enormous crowd had gathered from near and 
far for his honorable burial, which the church, dressed in 
mourning, was barely able to hold half of. Praeses Koren 
preached the funeral sermon on the text Gen. 32, 10, in which he 
drew up a rather vivid picture of the blessed life and edifying end 
of the dear deceased. Thereupon, letters of condolence were 
sent; the district presidents and representatives of the 
educational institutions, etc., held short speeches, alternating 
with congregational songs and lovely choral hymns; a delegate of 
our Synod, who had been delegated by the Minnesota and 
Dakota Districts, as well as to the General Presidium, was also 
granted the privilege of holding a short address; and finally, the 
noble seed was lowered into the womb of the earth in the hope 
of the resurrection in eternal glory. The blessed man left behind 
two sons in the ministry and two daughters married to pastors. 
His successor as President of the Norwegian Synod is Pastor V. 
Koren. May the memory of the deceased, who was one of the 
first, oldest and most faithful friends of our Synod, remain in 
blessing among us! F.S. 

Bible in State School. Recently a mast petition with 60,000 
signatures was presented to the School Board in Chicago to 
introduce Bible reading into the public school. An extract from the 
Scriptures, approved by Catholics and Protestants, should be 
used for this purpose, as it is already in use in Canada. The 
petition says: "As the whole religious world during the World 
Religious Congress of 1893 united without contradiction in the 
prayer: "Our Father, who art in heaven," so we believe that all 
right-thinking Americans now agree that appropriate passages 
from the Holy Scriptures should be read daily in the public 
schools, and that the Lord's Prayer and the two principal 
commandments, in which the whole law and the prophets hang, 
should be recited, so as to impress upon the minds of children 
the living, spiritual principles upon which good citizenship and the 
future welfare of our country so largely depend." - Whoever 
considers this matter rightly must say that in such a way the state, 
the church, the Bible, and individual Christians would be more 
harmed than served. The State would be harmed in this way, 
because it would be the beginning of the mingling of Church and 
State, which would have a pernicious effect, especially in our 
sectarian country. The church would be harmed in this way only 
because it would let the state do for it what it should do for itself, 


and because in this way the cancer of modern Christianity, 
indifferentism, indifference in matters of faith, would be 
nourished. The Bible would be damaged by this, because if only 
an excerpt approved by papists and Protestants, especially 
those who speak in the petition, were to be used, it could only 
be offered in a mutilated and distorted form, as the example in 
Canada, to which the petition refers, teaches. Finally, this could 
only be pernicious for the parents, who, instead of providing 
good, healthy, daily religious instruction themselves, would thus 
put a band-aid on their crying consciences and all the more 
neglect their sacred duty to their children. There is only one way 
that really leads to the goal for Christian parents: The 
establishment of Christian parochial schools. F. B. 

The Adventists, a fairly widespread sect in various States of our 
Union, are still fighting with great zeal against the Puritan 
Sunday laws in individual States. As is well known, they hold that 
the Old Testament Sabbath is still in force according to divine 
law, that is, that the seventh day of the week, Saturday, is to be 
kept holy. These enthusiasts are not obedient to the "bright 
sayings of divine Scripture," with which the Augsburg 
Confession refutes this error in its 28th article. They rest from all 
their work with the greatest rigor on Saturday, but work on 
Sunday. As a result, they have been punished in several states 
for violating the laws of the state. In the state of Tennessee, for 
example, the fight has been going on for several years, and 
various persons are in prison for their admittedly erroneous 
beliefs. Likewise, in Maryland, three farmers were sentenced 
some time ago to long imprisonment for working on Sundays; 
one had planted tomatoes on Sunday, another had plowed his 
field, and the third had cut cabbage in his garden. It did not help 
that the people proved that they kept the seventh day holy 
according to their religion, and that the fundamental laws of the 
State and of the United States guaranteed them freedom of 
religion, and thus also the exercise of their religious convictions. 
They have been punished, and it seems doubtful whether they 
can bring about any mitigation of the laws by the next 
Legislature. EAR. 

Adventists and Baptists. The Baptist "Messenger" bitterly 
complains of the intrusion of Adventists into their churches, 
writing, "The Adventists are as bold as bugs.... They like to crawl 
around in corners, and hold the law more important than the 
cross of our Lord JEsu Christ." - If the Baptists would look more 
closely at themselves, they would find that they are the true, right 
twin brethren of the Adventists, bearing the very character of 
legalism which they chastise the Adventists for, and doing the 
very thing of which they complain to the Adventists. For what is 
their persistent proselytizing among Lutherans over here and 
over there but a forcing of themselves into a foreign office? F.

Women preachers. Eight Baptist women have been ordained to 
the preaching ministry. Even among Baptists there is no lack of 
voices rising up against this nonsense and this obvious rebellion 
against God's Word. Thus, for example, "The Examiner", a 
Baptist paper, refuses to recognize those ordained women as 
preachers. Other sectarian papers, on the other hand, hail the 
Baptists' conduct as a great advance, and seek to silence their 
testimony and that of their own consciences by distorting the 
Scriptures. But the text, 1 Cor. 14:34, "Let the woman keep 
silence in the church," is too powerful, and cannot be removed 
by a lazy gloss. Unfortunately, however, the Baptists, like so 
many other sects, have long since 
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accustomed, in matters of faith and life, to throw the Bible into 
the corner and ask the spirit of the age for counsel and 
instruction. F.B. 
Rome and public money. We recalled the other day that the 
Roman Church receives nearly K400,000 annually from the 
federal government for its Indian schools. In New York State, too, 
the Romans receive more than K600,000 annually in 
government funds for their hospitals and orphanages. The 


"National League" is therefore now making great efforts to put! 


an end to this mingling of church and state. Rome, however, will 
not let go of its booty. What it has hitherto received as a gift, it 
now claims as its right. The "Catholic News" argues thus: 
Certain Catholic institutions receive money from the state. That 
is quite right. As the State pays the railroads for the 
transportation of troops, so it is its duty to support Roman 
orphanages and hospitals. If the State pays the orphanages, it 
only compensates the Roman Church to some extent for 
services rendered, and strictly speaking it should give much 
more. - Nor would the bitterness against Rome be so great if it 
were not known that the clergy are not only pondering how to 
maintain their own poor at the expense of the State, but are also’ 
using every dollar they receive from the State to build their 
empire, to proselytize, to educate children strictly Catholic in the 
orphanages, and to exert all possible pressure in the hospitals 
to induce Protestants to deny their faith. And precisely because 
the actual purpose of these institutions is not charity, but the 
conversion of as many "heretics" as possible, the support of 
these institutions on the part of the state is to be dismissed as a 
gross mixture of state and church.

Roman summer schools. In the East Father McMahon has' 


established a Catholic summer school, and in the West of our 
country Rome is already anxious to establish a similar higher 
school. The purpose of these summer schools is partly to catch 
the Protestants, to make them appetite the Roman heresy, and 
to put away the fear of the Roman hierarchy. Satolli is 
enthusiastic for the plan. He said recently, with reference to 
these schools, that America was the country in which 
Catholicism had its greatest field of labor. To all good-willed 
Protestants and unbelievers one need only present the 
teachings of the Pabst Church clearly, distinctly, and in the right 
way (!), and they would also accept them! He hoped that the 
summer schools would serve this purpose. - Rome is evidently 
working with all the means at her disposal, not only to pull the 
wool over the eyes of her own people, but above all to pull the 
wool over the eyes of the Protestants, and thus to make public 
opinion favorable to herself. He does not lack men and means 
for this. The Romanists disguise themselves as angels of light, 
boast of their works of charity, pose as the right patriots, the 
pillars of society, the fighters against anarchism, etc., and 
Protestants allow themselves to be listened to, take the pope's 
side against the judgment of Scripture that he is the right true 
antichrist. But he who does not hold the Pabst to be the Antichrist 
prophesied by Scripture has not yet recognized Rome's 
wickedness, and cannot successfully fight against Pabstianism.

Lodges. How earnestly the Lodges strive to practice charity has 
again come to light these days through a resolution of the Royal 
Arcanum Grand Lodge. On the occasion of the most recent 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, it became apparent that in the State 
of Arkansas approximately $200,000 more had been paid out 
than had flowed from this State into the widows' and orphans' 
fund of the Grand Lodge. This was brought about by the great 
mortality of the lodge members in that state. Now 


one should certainly have been pleased to have helped the 
widows and orphans of those confreres out of their distress. But 
what does the Grand Lodge do? It resolves: We desire to see 
that no new members are admitted to the Lodge in the State of 
Arkansas. - But how does this resolution rhyme with the alleged 
great zeal of the Lodge to dry tears by doing good to widows and 
orphans? It is clear that the Lodge only wants to give where it 
has already received and hopes to take again. (Wbl.) 


Abroad. 


The Salvation Army, as is reported from England, is in a crisis, 
which under certain circumstances may result in its collapse. It 
is becoming more and more evident that the leaders of the 
Salvation Army are not practicing the renunciation they have 
been praised for. In this sect, too, the false prophets can be 
recognized by their fruits. "General" Booth pays his "officers" 
very poorly, but leaves nothing for himself and his family. An 
"officer" of the Salvation Army in England calls five shillings his 
own; married persons receive ten. But as they cannot draw their 
salary regularly, they often do not know where to get a midday 
meal. As a result of this, the officers are dropping out en masse. 
In the past year alone 1200 have left the "army". The number of 
"soldiers" is also decreasing every year, although many 
"recruits" are still entering. George Rapkins, who makes these 
statements and who has been "officer" for twelve years, "staff 
officer" for ten and a half years, and first statistician of the 
Salvation Army for two years, comes to the conclusion that the 
Army will dissolve before two to three years have passed. - Here 
in America, of course, this restless sect still carries on its 
activities in the streets and in its meeting places. How little 
serious it is to really save souls, how it rather plunges sorrowful 
consciences into despair with its ungodly doctrine, is shown 
quite clearly by an incident reported from Omaha. In a meeting 
all kinds of revival speeches were made by the "officers," and 
"recruits" and "converts" described their experiences. Finally, 
one man stood up and stated that he had often attended the 
meetings of this army, and had already had the feeling of grace. 
But now he was without rest and comfort ; he was striving in vain 
to regain that feeling. The misguided man evidently spoke as his 
heart desired. But what happened? Without consideration or 
pity, they forbade him to speak. They did not want to hear 
anything from an unconverted man. On command the company 
sang a verse. Again the man spoke up, but in vain. He had to 
leave the meeting place disconsolate and make his way home. 
- How happy you are, dear reader, that you know how to attain 
to the peace of God, to the rest of conscience, Rom. 5, 1. Matth. 
11, 28. 29. Joh. 16, 33. 14, 27. You believe what JEsu's word 
promises, you feel it or do not feel it. And if you are afraid for 
counsel and comfort, your Lutheran fellow-Christian, especially 
your pastor, will gladly tell you the counsel and comfort of the 
gospel of JEsu Christo.

India. In this country, to which our eyes are at present 
directed, in order to undertake the work of the mission to the 
Gentiles, the English government has recently had an accurate 
census taken.

Of 
this immense number only 2, 250,000 bear the Christian name, 
of whom again more than half are followers of the Roman 
Antichrist, 370,000 belong to the English State Church, and the 
rest are distributed among the Lutheran and other Protestant 
churches.

Pupils who wish to devote themselves to the church service 
pay during the school year 60.00 for meals, -8.00 for light and 
fire, -2.00 for doctor and pharmacy, making -17.50 per quarter of 
2 months. This money should be sent directly to Dr. Dumling at 
the beginning of each quarter. It should be noted, however, that 
the treatment of chronic diseases and diseases requiring the 
assistance of a specialist must be paid for out of the private funds 
of the pupil concerned. The expenditure on books averages -7.00 
to -10.00. Pupils who will not devote themselves to church service 
pay -40.00 school fees per year. The funds of those pupils whose 
parents so desire are administered by one of the professors and 
should be sent directly to the same. Since this institution is 
founded to serve the church, and its main task is to prepare pupils 
for theological studies, it is requested, so that this goal can be 
achieved, that in the selection of those to be sent, diligence be 
taken to ensure that they are 1. well-talented, 2. but also pious 
and godly boys and young men.

Who, then? The king that would have reckoned with him? O 
no, but his fellow servant. And that was very bad for him, the 
servant of the scoundrel, because "his master was angry and 
delivered him to the tormentors.

That was along time ago, about nineteen hundred years ago. 
But the fact that fellow servants attack and strangle each other 
still goes on in the Schwang. It's true that people don't like to talk 
about servants and fellow servants nowadays. It is now a 
hundred years since the lying talk of "liberty, equality, fraternity" 
came on the scene. But liberty in France, where this trinity was 
proclaimed, consisted in the fact that no one could dare to 
express his own opinion without risking his life; equality 
consisted in the fact that the heads of the king, the queen, the 
duke of Orleans, who had given himself the name of Monsieur 
Egalité, Mr. Equality, were cut off in equal measure, as were 
the heads of many thousands of other men, women, and 
children; and fraternity was that which is described in Genesis 
4:8, with the words, "The king, the queen, the duke of Orleans. 
4, 8. is described with the words: "Then Cain rose up against his 
brother Habe! and struck him dead", and around the beheading 
machine in Paris in the summer of 1794 the brotherly blood rose 
so high that a canal had to be dug to let it flow away. Since then 
many things have changed in France and in other empires; but 
the slogan of "Liberty, Equality, Fraternity" in its former sense 
has remained and spread through the countries, and is as 
certainly a lie or the expression of a vain madness in the mouths 
of the unbelieving world as it was when written in 1794. 

The economic system that prevails today is largely based on 
the lie of freedom, equality, and fraternity from the revolutionary 
times in France and Germany. In place of the former guild 
regulations and other restrictions on the individual in commercial 
life has come the system of free concurrence, since everyone is 
to be allowed to do what he wants, where he wants and how he

It is true that our economic relationships and institutions rest 
in part on a better foundation. This foundation is the divine right 
of property, the divine order of mine and thine. He who shakes 
this foundation is not a social reformer, but a dangerous 
subversive. Such subversives are the Socialists, Communists

[the street, because he has not been able to pay the rent. 
[Therefore away with private property; then and no sooner will 
things be better!" And he who lets himself be made to believe this 
deserves the same praise as an old beggar with a crippled and 
gouty left leg, who lets himself be persuaded that his limping gait 
comes from his healthy right leg; he must have that cut off; then 
[things will get better. 

Certainly, human society is limping in its economic life, 
limping very precariously, 
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Is undeniable. But this is not due to the healthy right leg, which 
the overthrowing-mad cranks would like to smash and would 
have smashed long ago, if God had not prevented it; but to a sick 
and crippled left foot. A great building, founded partly on a well- 
laid stone foundation, but partly on sand, becomes cracked, and 
when the badly founded part collapses, the whole building is 
damaged. Thus also our economic system rests only in part on 
good, firm foundations, but in part on very uncertain ones. Good 
and firm is the divine order of mine and thine; this foundation was 
laid by the founder of human society himself, and the fact that 
men build evil upon it does not make the foundation 
reprehensible. To a great extent, however, the structure that men 
build on rests on another foundation, laid by the devil, and it is 
called selfishness. Just as the work of the law is still written in 
the corrupt heart of man, so also the work of the seventh 
commandment, and man still has some ability to live up to the 
order of God in outward, civil things. Thus it happens that in 
economic life also God's order of mine and thine is still to some 
extent carried out, inasmuch as men by nature do the work of 
the law. Rom. 2, 14. 15. But man is fundamentally corrupt; sin 
dwells in his members. In his natural way he does not seek the 
salvation and welfare of his neighbor, but himself, his own 
advantage and profit, or what he thinks is his advantage and 
profit. His actions are not based on love of God and neighbor, 
but on self-love, on cold, vile selfishness. Thus "he builds his 
house with sins, and his chambers with iniquity," Jer. 22:13. 
Selfishness drives men so that they "draw house to house, and 
bring one field to another, till there be no more room, that they 
alone may possess the land. Is. 5, 8. out of selfishness the 
employer "makes his neighbor work for nothing and does not 
give him his wages", Jer. 22, 13. the usurer "increases his goods 
with other people's goods", with "usury and excess", Hab. 2, 6. 
Prov. 28, 8.The buyer and the seller "go too far and mislead his 
brother in trade," 1 Thess. 4:6; "men are busy deceiving one 
another, and they are sorry that they cannot do worse," Jer. 9:5. 
This was the way of the world in ancient times; this is the way of 
the world today. So it was in theocratic Israel; so it was among 
the heathen of ancient times, when slaves did the work; so it is 
in our day of so-called "free concurrence. Yes, it is precisely free 
concurrence that is exploited by selfishness, in that in commerce 
and in all trades the one seeks to outstrip the other, one outbids 
and undercuts the other and presses him against the wall, 
without asking what will become of the neighbor if one only 
preserves one's own advantage. 


so little sense of duty and professional loyalty in the conscience 
- such a pronounced picture of greedy selfishness rushing along 
in a race, as our time offers, the world has never seen before in 
such extension. Of course! For the free concurrence, which 
should come to a place for the honest diligence of trade, and 
does come to a place, has been taken over by insatiable 
selfishness, which, in a time that is moreover thoroughly 
materialistic, has thrown itself upon material acquisition and 
enjoyment, and there, with the exertion of all its powers under 
conditions that are as favorable to it as possible, accomplishes 
what no time has yet accomplished on such a scale. 

And it is a cruel competition that selfishness holds with 
selfishness. Some time ago, when a piece of the Indian territory 
was again opened up to culture, there was also a kind of free 
concurrence, and selfishness took hold of this, too. There was 
also a cruel hunt. At the appointed hour they crossed the frontier 
on foot, on horseback, in wagons, onward, always onward, with 
tethered reins; they did not take time to eat or to quench their 
thirst. With open mouth and panting tongue and gasping breath 
and reddened eyes, the people rushed past one another, and 
those who remained lying on the road, dying of hunger, were not 
an object of pity to those who passed and hurried ahead, but of 
satisfaction; they might die and perish: so much the better; so 
they no longer disputed the ground with those who endured in 
the chase. There we have from the life of our day a picture of 
our time, of the race of millions, in which it is also said: Forward 
without pity; he who cannot go along may perish! 

But we can use the picture even further. Two of those country 
hunters had left the others far behind on fast horses. Suddenly, 
one of the horsemen raised his pistol; a shot rang out, and hit in 
the heart, the other fell into the sand. There the concurrence 
between the two was at an end. Similar things happen, partly 
without, partly with bloodshed, in the commercial life of our time. 
That it is not free concurrence, but the selfishness that makes 
use of it, that is the sick foot of our economic system, is also 
evident from the fact that, in place of the freedom of 
concurrence, restriction and abolition of it are allowed to take 
place, as soon as in the process selfishness gets its better 
reckoning. 

That the talk of liberty, equality and fraternity is a sham in the 
present general mammon hunt is obvious. But to whom this 
would still be doubtful, the world itself puts it to the test. Those 
who are far ahead in the race are to some extent satisfied with 
the freedom of concurrence, although they, too, are not entirely 
satisfied, for they would prefer to win a position where no one 
can compete with them, the monopoly. But even on the way to 
this end the means of attaining it is always this, that one 
excludes from competition those who could most effectively 
compete with one. To abolish the freedom and equality of 
competition is what fraternity leads to in trusts, as soon as free 
competition has ceased to offer selfishness the greatest 
possible advantages, and again it is selfishness that has brought 
the members of a trust together. For the sake of his own 
advantage 


For the sake of the others, not because he wants them so well, 
but because he cannot yet do without them and must still suffer 
their competition, here the one has joined with the others, and as 
soon as their eleven can exclude the twelfth and the ten the 
eleventh and the majority the minority or even the minority the 
majority, they do so with joy, and each of them knows this by 
heart. And now only those who lag behind in the free 
concurrence, lag far and ever far behind! They, too, soon dislike 
the freedom of their competitors very much, and think how they 
can again draw barriers and put fetters on their competitors. The 
wage-workers and the employers compete for as large a share 
as possible in the profits of the business. The employers 
compete with each other for the most advantageous contracts 
possible, the workers among themselves for work and earnings. 
And, behold, the endeavor of one part to limit the freedom of the 
other part, to exclude the competition as far as possible or to 
make it subservient to one's own interests, soon becomes 
apparent. Why, in our economic life, has the large-capital 
business conquered such a dominant position in almost all 
spheres of activity, and is it regarded as a heavy-thundering 
elevated railway to colossal riches? Largely because through it, 
especially through the magnificent machinery that has been put 
into its service, ever new crowds of workers are made 
superfluous and thus excluded from competing for the yield of 
production, and business operations become so complicated 
that it becomes increasingly difficult to measure the dominion of 
these grandiose enterprises and to reckon the pressure they 
exert on the business world. The labor unions, for their part, do 
what they can to exclude free workers who have not bound 
themselves to their wage scales from work and thus from 
competition, or to compel them to join their unions and thus 
become subservient to their interests. 

But how, if one part resists the restraint on the part of the 
other part in concurrence? Then, as a rule, it comes to this: "And 
he attacked him and strangled him. Then the selfishness of the 
employer secretly or publicly resorts to a work stoppage, to a 
lockout, the selfishness of the workers to a boycott or a strike, 
and one part makes it as clear as possible to the other what "free" 
concurrence and all "liberty, equality, and fraternity" in a selfish 
world are all about. 

In the midst of such a world, at such a time, under such 
economic conditions, we live. Yes, we Christians are not of the 
world, but we live in the world. Joh. 15, 19. 17, 11. 14. And while 
we live in the world, we are to keep ourselves unstained by the 
world. Jac. 1, 27. How is this possible? How are we Christians, 
employers and workers, to "work quietly and eat our own bread,” 
2 Thess. 3:12, and yet not defile ourselves with the sinful, selfish 
nature and doings of the world, and have no part in the 
stranglehold that runs through the commercial life of this time? 
We intend to deal with this important question in the near future.

The state incorporation of our General Synod is now completed in 

accordance with the mandate given to the Trustees by the 
Synod of Delegates. The name of the Synod recognized in the 
Incorporation Act is: 
The German Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, 
Ohio and other States. All bequests, donations, bills of sale, 
and other conveyances may henceforth be written directly to this 
body. Whether the transfer of the property of our older 
incorporated institutions to the General Synod would be 
beneficial, is yet to be investigated by a legal scholar.

Unchanged Augsburg Confession. Dr. Severinghaus, who 
belongs to the General Synod, does not like it when one speaks 
of an "unchanged" Augsburg Confession. He says in his 
"Lutherischer Kirchenfreund" in reference to the otherwise 
entirely unionistic association of young men in the General 
Synod, called the Luther League: "One has taken exception to 
the fact that the Dulder Dea‘ue of the young people of our 
church speaks in its confession paragraph of an -unaltered' 
Augsburg Confession. We do not like that either. It is an imitation 
of Missouri, which would like to make everything outwardly 
doubly orthodox, in order to be able to hurry over the more 
important things so much more easily. It does not fit into our use 
of language. When we speak of the Augustana, we always think 
of the genuine one, presented on June 25, 1530, and not of an 
altered one. It is therefore not at all necessary to say that our 
young people should profess the ‘unaltered’ Augsburg 
Confession. By the way, the changes made by Melanchthon are 
also so insignificant that it might be called pure gnat-seeking to 
make so much of a fuss about them." Dr. Severinghaus should 
take his Concordia book to hand and read that Missouri, when 
speaking of the unaltered Augsburg Confession, follows only the 
faithful Lutheran "usage of language," which, however, does not 
please the editor of the "Lutherischer Kirchenfreund" in other 
respects either. In the introduction to the Formula of Concord, 
"of the summary concept, reason, rule and guideline, how all 
doctrine is to be judged according to God's Word, and the fallen 
errors are to be explained and decided in a Christian manner," 
our confessors say: "Thirdly, because in these last times the 
gracious God, out of but grace, has brought the truth of His Word 
out of the ghastly darkness of Pabstism through the faithful 
service of the holy man of God D. Luther. Luther, and the same 
doctrine is drawn together from and according to God's Word 
against the pabstry and also other sects of corruption in the 
articles and main body of the Augsburg Confession: so we also 
confess the same first unaltered Augsburg Confession." (Muller, 
Symbolic Books, p. 569.) And that the changes made were by 
no means so "insignificant," but rather of the kind that the 
Reformirten and the reformirt Gesinnten among the Lutherans 
concealed their false doctrine of Holy Communion under it, our 
confessors say in the "Preface to the Christian Concordia Book." 
"As for the other edition of the Augsburg Confession," we have 
"found and it is only manly evident and undisclosed that some 
have taken upon themselves to hide and conceal the error of the 
Holy Supper and other impure doctrine under the words of the 
same edition, and to make the simple-minded people believe 
this in public writings and outgoing printings, notwithstanding 
that such erroneous doctrine is expressly repudiated in the 
Confession delivered at Augsburg." (p. 13 f.) Thus we shall 
continue to profess the "unchanged" Augsburg Confession, 
especially in the face of the General Synod, in which many deny 
in a reformed manner the true presence of the body and blood 
of Jesus Christ in Holy Communion. Why, by the way, does Dr. 
Severinghaus bring no proofs for his assertion that Missouri 
wants to make everything outwardly doubly orthodox, in order to 
be able to hurry over the more important things so much more 
easily?

The Lodges and the Cultivation of Righteousness. What a danger 
the godless lodges and societies are for the church, how joining 
a secret society has already deprived many a Christian of faith 
and a good conscience, has been shown by the "Lutheran" 
since its existence. 


over and over again. But how dangerous the lodges are to the 
state, how they hinder the cultivation of civil justice and virtually 
thwart the exercise of it, is shown by an incident reported in a 
newspaper. A state official was accused of embezzlement. His 
sub-officials, who were scattered all over the state, had to submit 
to him from time to time their accounts of necessary 
expenditures in their office, whereupon he collected the money 
from the state treasury. A number of the sub-officials had been 
induced to claim more than they were due, or to give receipts for 
more than they received. The extra money went into the pocket 
of the chief official, who then did the sub-officials concerned 
various favours in return. After some time the fraud came to light; 
the civil servant was put on trial. There the accused demanded 
through his defense counsel a so-called special jury, that is, he 
did not want to receive his verdict from the regular jurors of the 
court, but from jurors specially chosen for this purpose. In such 
a case, the law requires that three court officials draw up a list of 
40 names and select 16 of them by lot; the first 12 then form the 
special jury. The petition was granted, and the examination of 
the witnesses began. There a witness appeared who had 
formerly been in business with the defendant and had been his 
friend, but had now fallen out with him, and made the surprising 
statement that there had been impropriety in the drawing up and 
selection of the special jury. The defendant, he said, had not only 
said in private conversation that he placed his hopes solely in a 
special jury, but had requested him to hand in a list of names to 
the officers of the court concerned, but to take the names out of 
his fraternity. When a juror asked for further clarification on this, 
further testimony was given that this meant Masons and "Elks." 
Further interrogation not only brought to light that this had really 
happened, but also implicated the defender, who had formerly 
been a public prosecutor for a number of years. The trial could 
not be completed because one of the jurors fell seriously ill, 
making further proceedings impossible; he has not yet returned 
to the trial. But another trial arose from it. The defender in 
question was accused by his colleagues of having committed 
acts unworthy of an advocate and punishable by law. It was 
proved at the trial that the accused had compiled a list of 18 
persons in the interest of his client and had them handed over to 
the court officials. It was also established at the first trial that no 
person, neither a defendant, nor a defense counsel, nor any 
citizen, had the right to submit names for the jury - the officers 
appointed for this purpose were permitted to call upon persons 
to make suggestions, but such suggestions could not be made 
independently. Despite all this, the advocate in question was 
acquitted of the charge of engaging in a conspiracy. Incidents 
like this provide the key to the fact that many times defendants, 
of whose guilt everyone is convinced, are declared not guilty, or 
that the jury cannot agree on acquittal or conviction. People who 
have stood trial as defendants and then been acquitted, have 
said without hesitation that they had recognized that judge and 
jury belonged to the same lodge with them; they had given them 
their sign of recognition and that had saved them.

4554.77, the other 41138.00, the third 42000.00. The fourth report 
did not state the amount of the debt, but said that in the western part 
of the state the drought had already completely destroyed a large part 
of this year's harvest, and therefore the missionary pastors stationed 
there were to be paid entirely from the missionary treasury. From the 
fifth district only the desired sum was mentioned by telegraph, 
because all postal traffic was at a standstill. How much did these 
districts want to receive for the months of July, August and 
September? A full 47500.00. But only 43000.00 were available for 
distribution. So there was a shortfall of 44500.00. Many would not 
have expected that in the middle of summer. However, it is so]

A new school year will begin at this institution, God willing, on 
Wednesday, September 5. 

The purpose and aim of Walther College is to prepare and train 
young people for higher professions. It offers its students the 
opportunity to acquire a good general education based on 
Christianity, to train for business life or to prepare themselves 
thoroughly for entry into the higher classes of a grammar school or 
for special subject studies. Four different courses of instruction are 
given, namely, a classical, a scientific, an English, and a business 
course. Students who complete one of these courses receive a 
diploma. 

The Business Course is designed especially for young people 
who want to acquire a thorough business education in a short time.

In the world, not of the world. 


When two railroad trains have a race, it is a gruesome ride; 
but whoever is on one or the other of the two trains must go 
along, no matter whether he is in the first or the last car, whether 
it pleases or offends him. The writer has been through it 
repeatedly, and his travelling companions have behaved very 
differently. Some bet, won money or lost money; others waved 
scarves and jeered out of the windows; still others looked on 
silently and wished it would be over; one cursed and raved and 
wanted to shoot the driver. If an axle had broken, or a rail had 
given way, while the telegraph posts were whizzing by and the 
landscape seemed to be spinning in a whirl: there would have 
been the greatest misfortune. But what was the use? All who 
were on your train had to go along, and the writer had a good 
conscience about it; for he was not responsible on his 
professional ways and for the wild chase, and knew that God's 
angels are strong heroes, and can also keep a railway train on 
an even track, and carry a soul out of the wreckage into 
Abraham's bosom. 

We Christians are in a similar situation in this world. We 
belong to civil society, to which the unbelieving world also 
belongs, and we must live and work in the midst of the children 
of the world. God makes the same sun shine on the evil and the 
good, and sends the same rain on the just and the unjust. In the 
same trades and professions in which the children of the world 
work, God's children also work; on the same roads and with the 
same means of transport Christians and unbelievers go to the 
same markets; there both buy and sell according to the same 
weights and measures, both pay with the same coin, both 
reckon according to the same multiplication tables. Whoever 
enters into business and commercial life enters into the gears of 
a great economic system that no single person founded, that is 
under no single person's control, in which no one can operate 
independently. This has never been the case to the extent that 
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The same is true of our time, when a steam engine can set a 
thousand spindles and weaving shuttles in motion and bring 
them to a standstill, when the push of a button can have the 
effect of turning ten thousand wheels a thousand miles away in 
the same instant, and when an event in far-off India can cause 
prices to rise and fall in all the markets of the earth. In this case 
a Christian cannot do business as he pleases, but must do 
business as he pleases, and not only with people with whom he 
can bargain, but often with people whom he has never seen, of 
whom he has never heard, and who know nothing of him in the 
world, and never learn anything. And the people who thus help 
to determine his doings, his buying and selling, his work and 
celebrations, are largely unchristians, who consult neither their 
own nor his conscience, whose many drink up injustice like 
water. Yes, even more: the economic life of our time, the wheels 
of which interlock in so many ways, and into which the 
commercial life of Christian workers and employers must 
somehow fit, is based, as we have shown in another place, in no 
small part on the selfishness of the children of a materialistically 
oriented time, who in their pursuit of material possessions and 
enjoyment act according to the principle: "What can be done will 
be done. 

Thus we Christians are in the world. And yet it must also be 

true of us and remain true that we are not of the world, and the 
word Rom. 12, 2. applies to us as well: "Do not be like this world", 
and the admonition Eph. 5, 7. 9. 11.:"Do not be their fellow men; 
. . walk as the children of light;.... have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness." 
"But," one asks, "is this possible in these days? And does not 
the apostle say, 'Send ye into the time, for it is evil time'?" 
Certainly the apostle says such things, but in the same chapter 
in which the above exhortations are found, namely, Eph. 5:16, 
and the same people to whom those exhortations are 
addressed, namely, to all Christians who live in evil times. But if 
one is in evil 


he Holy Spirit also says through the same apostle in the same 
hapter, when it is said in Eph. 5:6, 10, 17, "Let no man deceive 
‘ou with vain words; ... . . try what is pleasing in the sight of the 
ord; ... do not become unwise, but wise in the will of the Lord." 
"Vain words," with which we Christians should not allow 
urselves to be seduced, are now, as we have likewise already 
hown, the vain speeches of "liberty, equality, and fraternity," 
uch as the selfish world nowadays mouths and mendaciously 
laims for the basis of its "economic" life, while it does not exploit 
iberty and equality, in so far as they exist, for the exercise of 
raternity, but for its selfish ends, and on the contrary puts an end

The strikes and boycotts of our day shake this reason to a 
most threatening degree. Strikes and boycotts are, as is 
generally recognized, nothing more than joint efforts by workers 
to enforce their claims, to force the granting of their demands, by 
inflicting the greatest possible damage on the possessions of 
certain employers and of all those who are in sympathy with 
them. God, however, has drawn a sacred fence around the 
employer's factory or mine or other plant by the order of property 
law just as surely as around the worker's wages, and the 
thousands and millions that are destroyed or otherwise lost by a 
strike or boycott, for whatever cause, are just as surely written on 
the account of the disputants by God's omniscient justice, 
according to the same seventh commandment, as the property 
stolen by the highwaymen and burglars. But we have spoken 
about this before, and we only point out here that what we have 
said has been repeated not only by ecclesiastical papers, but also 
by political newspapers of the most varied colors and shades, 
and has been abundantly and powerfully confirmed by recent 
events. 

As important as it is for us Christians that the God-pleasing 
foundation of our commercial life be preserved, we Christians 
should be especially anxious to keep away from all movements, 
institutions, practices, and associations which, by their very 
nature and design, are directed against the right of property. The 
fact that the world still operates on this basis greatly facilitates 
our honest progress in this world, and the fact that the world often 
abuses this basis and presses the right of property into the 
service of its greed, hedonism, and injustice does not nullify its 
proper use for us who are not of the world. But when abuse tries 
to creep into the Christian congregations, or even when those 
who call themselves our brethren engage in practices, or make 
and hold fellowship with persons or associations who, as stated 
above, run counter to the right of property, we have the sacred 
duty to help them right with a gentle spirit, and to do away with 
those who do not want to be helped right, as people who are not 
only in the world, but also of the world. 

The times in which we live are not only evil times inasmuch as 
the commercial activity of our day often shakes the foundation on 
which it moves as a foundation ordered by God, but also 
inasmuch as it rests to a great extent not on this foundation, but 
precisely on an intrinsically sinful one, on human selfishness. 
How, then, are we to send ourselves into the time with a view to 
this? To this St. Paul again answers, "Be not ignorant, but 
understanding of the will of the Lord," and, "Examine what is well 
pleasing to the Lord." That which is born of selfishness alone 
cannot be pleasing to the Lord, cannot be according to His will; 
we, therefore, who are not of the world, must leave it to the selfish 
world alone, all its usury and avarice, its insatiable hunting and 
hurrying after material gain and enjoyment, its unbelieving care 
for the necessities of life, and whatever else may be the 
mainsprings of its activity. 


and creating and saving and speculating. A Christian, however, 
will often have to make use of the same means and measures in 
commercial life which the world makes use of out of pure 
selfishness, and which were probably invented to satisfy greedy 
avarice. Whoever nowadays would not use certain machines or 
means of transport would have to withdraw from business life 
altogether. Then a Christian will find much, much occasion to 
examine what is pleasing or displeasing to the Lord, and what he 
ought to do or not to do accordingly. But as to the sinful 
undercurrent, which expresses itself in the principle: "What can 
be done, will be done," it must be certain that whoever goes 
about his business according to such principles derived from the 
flesh, does his work, oppresses his workers, attacks and 
strangles his employer or co-worker, allies and conspires with 
others for such carnal pleasure, and stubbornly persists in it in 
spite of all instruction and admonition on the part of individuals 
and the whole congregation, is certainly not a Christian, but of 
the world, and, if he does not repent, will also be condemned with 
the world. 

"But," someone might interject, "does this not amount to 
saying that we Christians, in order to preserve a good conscience 
and to remain unsullied by the world, ought actually to leave the 
world behind us? Or is it not the case that we can only live and 
work in the midst of the world in such a way that we have to do 
this and that which is, however, strictly speaking sinful, but which 
cannot be separated from present-day business life, because it 
is forced upon us?" Answer: No! and again: No! We are not to 
clear the world. The Saviour expressly says in his high priestly 
prayer, "I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of the world,” 
John 17:15; but while we are in the world, we ought never to help 
when the world does evil, as the Lord also adds in the same 
verse, "But that thou shouldest keep them from evil." This, 
however, does not exclude the fact that we often have to suffer 
the injustice which is done in the world, and which we do not help 
to do, just as we have to suffer a railway race which we have not 
organized and to which we have done nothing. There is, 
however, a great difference between doing wrong and suffering 
wrong, and how this also applies to commercial life, and how it is 
of the greatest importance that this difference should be 
maintained, will be explained a little further, among other things, 
in the near future.

2. marriage is the union of a man and a woman. 
Against polygamy. 

That marriage is the union of a man and a woman requires 
only mention, not proof. But that marriage is the union of aman 
and a woman, established by God, we must prove. For there are 
great nations on the earth among whom polygamy is 


Even in our country a sect is spreading - that of the Mormons - 
which has polygamy and says it does so according to God's word 
and will; and finally the Old Testament shows us many saints of 
God who had several wives. 

How then is it to be proved that marriage is the union of al 
man and a woman instituted of God? We prove it from Gen. 2:18, 
24. In v. 18 it is said, "I will make him a wife." That's in the 
singular. It's not "helpmate," it's "helomate. So marriage is the 
union of a man and a woman instituted by God. And in v. 24. it is 
said, "Therefore shall a man leave his father and his mother, and 
shall cleave to his wife, and they shall be one flesh." There also, 
in the case of husband and wife, the singular is used. It does not 
say, aman shall cleave unto his wives, but, a man shall cleave} 
unto his wife. And last of all it says, "and they shall be one flesh," 
that is, the one man and the one woman, the two, shall be one 
flesh.

7:2, He saith, 
"Let every man have his own wife, and let every woman have her 
own husband." Every man shall have his own wife, which is not 
another's; and every woman shall have her own husband, which 


is not another's. - And when God says, "They shall be one flesh," 
He makes marriage so intimate a union of one man and one 
woman that everything third and more is excluded from it. - So 
marriage is the union of aman and a woman established by God. 

But, askest thou, how is it then that so many of the saints of 
God in the Old Testament had several wives? To this we can 
only answer, "But from the beginning it was not so." (Matth. 19, 
8.) 


Of marriage or engagement. 

Marriage is the union of a man and a woman instituted by 
God. And now we ask: when, and by what, and with what does 
this union begin, and is thus marriage contracted? 

There are different answers to this question. Some say that 
marriage begins with the ecclesiastical wedding; others, with the 
inscription in the official marriage register; still others, with the 
conjugal attendance; and still others, with the betrothal. 

Which answer is the right one? Let's look at the different 
answers. 

First of all, as far as church marriage is concerned, 
Christians should hold it in high esteem and use it. It is a fine 
ecclesiastical custom and a beautiful Christian practice. All that 
Christians do, in word and deed, they should do in the name of 
the Lord Jesus. When a Christian family sits down at table, the 
head of the household says grace. If the body of a departed 
Christian is laid in the ground 
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buried, it is done in an orderly Christian congregation with God's 
word and prayer spoken by the pastor. How much more fine and 
praiseworthy it is when we begin the marriage, which is so 
important and significant for our whole life, with the word of God 
and prayer, spoken by the public minister of the word, that is, 
with a church wedding! We could hardly take him for a Christian 
who would want to oppose this order without necessity. - But that 
the marriage relationship should become and begin with and 
through the ecclesiastical wedding is nevertheless false. For the 
heathen also, as we have already seen, have a true marriage, 
but they cannot have an ecclesiastical marriage, and have none, 
because they are outside the church. And further, ecclesiastical 
marriage is nowhere commanded by God. But this ought to be 
the case, if marriage should become and begin with it and 
through it. Church marriage is a fine ecclesiastical ordinance, no 
more and no less. But it is not commanded by God, and in no 
way belongs to the essence of marriage. If we were in a place 
where we could not have a lawful church and a lawful pastor, we 
would not be married in church, but would enter into our marriage 
elsewhere in God's name. 

As far as inscription in the official registers of marriage is 
concerned, this is a civil act necessary in an orderly state, but it 
has as little to do with the nature of marriage as the inscription of 
a newborn child has to do with the nature of the child, and 
marriage thereby comes about and begins as little as a child 
begins by being inscribed in the official lists. In some countries 
civil marriage is required by law. Where this is the case, let it be 
performed and then blessed in church. For the civil marriage is 
nothing else than the solemn declaration of the bride and groom 
before a magistrate, confirmed by signature, that they wish to live 
together in marriage, and the declaration of the magistrate that 
they are now regarded by the State as husband and wife. But 
this, too, has as little to do with the essence of marriage as the 
ecclesiastical marriage ceremony. 

It is more apparent that marriage actually begins with 
conjugal cohabitation. But this is not true either. For conjugal 
cohabitation is only the use of the right conferred by marriage, 
into which one must first have entered. 

Those are right who say that marriage begins at and with the 
betrothal. Engagement is marriage. Let us take an example to 
illustrate this. There is a man who is his own master and 
dependent on no one. And there is a woman, free and 
independent in the world. The man comes to the woman and 
asks her to enter into holy matrimony with him. The woman says 
yes. And the man and the woman promise and betroth 
themselves to each other in due order, as will soon be described. 
With this they have entered into marriage, they have entered into 
the marriage state which God has established, and with this God 
has invisibly lifted up his hand over them and said: You are now 
husband and wife. In the beginning, God Himself immediately 
brought Eve, who had just been created, to Adam and instituted 
marriage. Now that men are many, and that marriage has been 
established, God does not so directly Himself give to each man 
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But by this means of free choice and resolution, that is, betrothal, 
man and woman enter into the marriage state which God has 
established, and it is God who gives them to one another by this 
means of betrothal. Then they can be married in church. 

And this is also taught in the holy scriptures. Mary was 
"familiar" with Joseph, that is, betrothed. The wedding, the 
bringing home, had not yet taken place. Then it came to pass 
that she was with child of the Holy Ghost. Joseph, seeing this” 
but knowing nothing of such holy connection, wanted to leave 
her secretly. But the angel of the Lord appeared to him in a 
dream, explained everything to him, and told him to take Mary to 
himself. Joseph did so. Now, as the Holy Spirit tells this story in 
Matth. 1, 18-25, He, who certainly speaks correctly, calls 
Joseph, who was only betrothed to Mary, Mary's husband in v. 
19; the angel of the Lord, who also speaks correctly, calls Mary, 
who was only betrothed to Joseph, Joseph's spouse in v. 20; and 
in v. 24 the Holy Spirit again calls the virgin Mary Joseph's| 
spouse. Thus the Holy Spirit shows that betrothal is marriage, 
and that betrothed persons are husband and wife before God. 4 
Jacob also knew this. For when he is about to marry his bride 
Rachel, he says to her father Laban, "Give me now my wife, for 
the time is here for me to be joined." (Gen. 29, 21.) - In Deut. 22, 
23. 24. a harlot, who is a man's familiar (betrothed) wife, is called| 
his wife, and the fornication of another with her is commanded 
to be treated as adultery, and to be punished as adultery. So 
also the Holy Spirit calls brides, when they commit fornication, 
adulteresses. (Hos. 4, 13.) - So it remains: betrothal is marriage. 

But to be that, the engagement must be a right, lawful one. 

Very briefly, let us state when an engagement is a lawful one. 
An engagement is a lawful one when the following conditions are 
met. 

First: Both parts, man and woman, must be capable and 
entitled to marriage. Of course! How can one enter into marriage 
if one is not fit and entitled to it at all? There are physical 
infirmities that make one absolutely unfit for marriage. There are 
circumstances in which God forbids marriage (e.g. too close al 
relation to each other). If persons who are not capable of of 
entitled to marriage nevertheless become engaged, such an| 
engagement is null and void. 

Secondly, the betrothal must be voluntary and unforced. 
Whoever becomes engaged must want to become engaged. AI 
forced betrothal is an absurdity, a contradiction in terms, null and 
void. 

Third, a betrothal must not be obtained by false pretenses. If, 
for example, a man is told that his wife is chaste and it is latey 
found that she is not, the betrothal is false and null and void. On 
if aman is betrothed on a certain condition, and that condition is 
not fulfilled, the betrothal is null and void. 

Fourth: Where parents are still alive, they must have given 
their consent. This is required by the fourth commandment. Al 
secret betrothal without the knowledge and will of the parents is| 
null and void.

The Eastern District 


of our Synod held its meeting this year at Pittsburg, Pa. from July 
18 to 24. The sessions were held at the Second St. Paul's 
Church, Rev. F. Brand. The Hon. President of the General 
Synod, Dr. H. C. Schwan, opened the same with a glorious 
sermon on the words of our most blessed Saviour, "He that is 
not against us is for us" (Luc. 9:50.); and, "He that is not with me 
is against me; and he that gathereth not with me scattereth" (Luc. 
11:23.). Since the Synod unanimously decided that this 
particularly doctrinal sermon be printed, it is not necessary to go 
into it further here. 

The Synod had before it a paper by Rev. T. Stiemke of 
Baltimore, Md., on the following subject: "How the doctrine of 
saving faith is damaged by the heresies of the moderns 
concerning the inspiration of Holy Scripture, the person of Christ, 
and conversion (election by grace)." The speaker had treated 
the timely subject in such a thorough and exhaustive manner 
that the Synod could only complete the discussion of the first 
thesis. It reads: "The false doctrine of the moderns concerning 
the inspiration of sacred Scripture makes Scripture be only an 
account of God's revelation, in which the divine and the human 
are distinguished by the writers without the actual, special 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit. In consequence, the Scriptures are 
not the direct word of God, not free from error, nor the source of 
doctrine, but only the so-called "whole" norm of it, and not a 
means of grace. By this, however, the doctrine of beatific faith is 
damaged, because in this way Scripture cannot be the source of 
it, nor, according to the opinion of the moderns, should it be." 
The report to be published gives more details. 

This time, the business negotiations were particularly 
concerned with our Middle School and the work of the Inner 
Mission in the District. As is well known, two years ago at its 
meeting in Boston, Mass., the Synod appointed a commission to 
search for and procure a suitable home for our high school. 
Hitherto it had been nurtured and cared for in the bosom of the 
dear St. Matthew's parish in New York. The steady increase in 
the number of students had generally made the available space 
too small. If the flourishing of the institution was not to be 
hindered, other localities had to be sought and found. The 
elected commission was able to present an extremely 
satisfactory, even pleasing report to the synod. In Sherman Park, 
Westchester County, near New York, a suitable site has been 
found, on which a building is in progress, which will not be inferior 
to any of our asylums in purposeful arrangement and execution. 
The place contains about 14 acres of land, is situated on a 
railroad, and commands a hill which affords a splendid view. Mr. 
Becker of Pittsburg willingly paid the purchase costs, for which 
he was duly thanked by the Synod. The institution building, 
105X50 feet, four stories high above the ground floor, of which 
the top floor is not now developed, provides space for housing 
and study and teaching purposes for at least 
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75 students. Two unmarried professors and the administrator 


also live there. For the director's apartment, a farmhouse on the 
site was appropriately furnished. As is always the case among 
us, the building was not started until two thirds of the estimated 
costs had been paid by the communities. Of course, this did not 
include the necessary furnishings and other movables. But 
during the discussion of the whole situation, such enthusiasm 
was shown that it can hardly be doubted that the women's, 
virgins' and young men's associations of our dear communities 
will not miss the opportunity to pay for all the internal furnishings. 
The total costs of the place, construction and furnishings will 
probably amount to -60,000, but hardly more than about -10,000 
debts will remain. A splendid work in spite of the difficult times! 
The whole synod treated the matter with joy and thanksgiving to 
God. It can certainly be assumed that the Honorable General 
Synod, at its next meeting, will also gladly take this institution 
under its wing. Even if it was possible for us to procure the 
purchase and production of the institution, the sole, permanent 
maintenance of the same should ultimately be too difficult for the 
District. If our dear deputies had not stepped in so courageously, 
one might have been hesitant even this time about raising the 
necessary 5,000 to run the secondary school for even one year. 

The report of the Commission for Inner Mission in the District 
was also of particular interest. The East, contrary to all 
expectations, has proven to be quite a fertile field for Inner 
Mission in recent years. In the New England States, 
congregation after congregation has been gathered and, what is 
most gratifying, they are proving to be viable. Of course, the good 
Germans, in their long churchlessness, have not only fallen into 
the hands of many sects, but, even sadder, have in many cases 
fallen into the hands of the lodges. It will be difficult for them to 
realize now, as soon as possible, that such an association is a 
hindrance to their Christianity, indeed, it is harmful. Hence it is 
that the lodge system is a major obstacle to the prosperous 
development of our mission churches in the East. The saddest 
thing, however, is that the Council, or the "New York Ministry," 
stands on guard, as it were, to invade wherever lodge members 
are revealed in our missions in the East and begin to tremble 
before the holy earnestness of the preaching and testimony of 
our conscientious missionaries. The missionaries of the "New 
York Ministry" come swiftly to meet the same with a gentle 
cushion-and the work is fragmented where united it might 
gloriously flourish. But we have strengthened our missionaries to 
continue courageously and confidently in their present way, 
knowing that God is with them, as He is with all of us, if we alone 
are faithful to Him. - The Synod also supported the new plan of 
the Heathen Missions Commission to begin a mission in the East 
Indies. - 

At the opening of the Synod there were present: 83 pastors, 
3 professors, 1 missionary, 30 teachers and 54 deputies; absent 
were: 26 pastors, 1 professor, 21 teachers and 36 deputies. 
Gradually many more of the absentees arrived. 11 pastors and 
10 teachers were admitted, along with a number of 
congregations, including some of them, 


whose pastors have long been members of the synod. 
The next meeting of the Synod is to be held in Buffalo, N. Y., 
at St. Andrew's Church there, Rev. J. Sieck.

Luther's Writings. In order to promote, where possible, the 
further distribution of the new edition of Luther's complete 
writings, the Board of Directors of our Synodal Bookstore has 
decided to offer the individual volumes of this great work to those 
who would find it too difficult to pay the purchase price of a 
volume at once, on the basis of a down payment of 50 cents and 
regular monthly or quarterly installments. In this way the 
purchase of the work would be made possible to anyone who 
could set aside about 10 cents a week for the purpose. In order 
to carry out this plan, however, it would be necessary for 
someone in each community to regularly collect the payments 
on account and send them to the publishing house, and the 
more punctually these collectors carried out their work, the 
easier it would be for the individual purchasers to make the 
payments. It would be very desirable that persons who would be 
willing to undertake this task would contact either their pastors 
or directly the general agent, since the issue of the next volume 
is approaching. Moreover, the volumes already published can 
also be obtained according to the same plan.

Enthusiastic books are also distributed in our congregations by 
itinerant agents, and not given away, but sold. Recently, for 
instance, a book has been sold by the colporteurs of the active 
Adventist sect under the title: The Great Controversy 


between Christ and Satan,

The Adventist agitation of 1844 is placed above 
the work of the Reformation when it says on p. 401: "Of all the 
great religious movements since the days of the apostles, none 
is more free from human imperfection and satanic stratagems. 


than those of the autumn of 1844." Of course, the Sunda’ 
celebration is also opposed; it is said to be a work and institut 
of the Pabst, and the prophecy of Revelation 13:11 ff. is said t 
be fulfilled when the United States, which is modeled by the beas 
with two horns, would enforce the Sunday celebration and in thi 
way make those who dwell on earth worship the first beast, th 


Pabst. From these statements our Lutheran Christians cai 
already see what they would get for their money if they le 
themselves hang up this book, which unfortunately is als 
distributed in German translation.

Community school. In Brazil, the Protestants want to found 
teachers' seminary and have issued an appeal to thei

If you want the 
faith that transfigures all darkness here with a bright radiance to 
shine also on your children, provide for evangelical teachers. Do 
you want that the consolation with which your fathers have 
blessedly fallen asleep, with which you too one day intend to lay 
your head quietly on the pot, may not be lost to your children - 
provide for Protestant teachers! If you want your children to 
respect and honor you, and not to put the chair in front of your 
door when they are old - provide for Protestant teachers! Will you 
finally, as much as is in your power, cut off the roots of the 
revolution - civil war is now raging in Brazil - and likewise, as 
much as is in your power, prevent every coming revolution, and 
provide for the good of the country, the best of the city - provide 
for the fear of God in the country, provide for Protestant 
teachers!"

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The most important thing about the Lutheran doctrine which we 
possess, and which is maintained and propagated by the school, 
and which is the highest ornament, the most beautiful decoration, 
the noblest jewel, and the daily food of the church, is that without 
a parish school the Lutheran church will not exist in the long run, 
and that we can maintain and build our Lutheran church in no 
better way than by maintaining our schools and establishing new 
ones wherever possible.

Rome and abstinence. The other day the Catholic News wrote: 
"Our Holy Father, Leo XIII, has given his special blessing and 
approval to the work (for total abstinence), and several of the 
highest dignitaries of the Church in the United States, Cardinal 
Gibbons, Archbishop Jreland, Riordan, and Bishops Keane, 
Cotter, McGoldrick, Spalding, Watterson, and Montgomery, as 
well as countless zealous priests, are open and outspoken 
champions of total abstinence. . .. The members of the Veronica 
League receive Holy Communion every three months in corpore 
for a good cause. The purpose which they set for themselves the 
last time, and which was advised to them by Bishop Keane, was 
this: 'That our Lord and God may have mercy on his Church, and 
cleanse it from the reproach and vexation of having so many 
Catholics in the saloon’ business?" - During the last Lent, Bishop 
Watterson, of Ohio, caused a letter to be issued to his clergy, 
withdrawing his approbation from any Catholic society having a 
liquor dealer or landlord at its head or among its officers, until a 
change had taken place in the filling of offices, and declaring that 
no one, who is engaged as principal or agent in the manufacture 
or sale of intoxicating liquors, shall hereafter be admitted as a 
member of any Catholic society of the diocese of Columbus, and 
that the Catholic publicans who carry on their business in a 
prohibited manner, keeping open on Sundays, or selling under 
any pretence, etc., shall not be admitted as a member of any 
Catholic society of the diocese of Columbus., be denied 
absolution unless they promise to conduct their business 
irreproachably. - Satolli, to whom the matter was referred, has 
decided in favor of Bishop Watterson, approving his letter and 
his conduct. Thus, it is thought, the verdict of the pope himself 
has been rendered. - Archbishop Jreland is delighted with this 
decision. The following is reported from St. Paul, Minn. on 
August 1: "At today's meeting of the Catholic temperance 
ministers, Archbishop Jreland delivered a long speech in which 
he advocated complete abstinence from the consumption of 
intoxicating drinks. Moderation in drinking, he said, was not 
enough; all Catholics should be perfect temperance men. He 
referred to Archbishop Satolli's decision on the exclusion of 
publicans from Catholic societies and commended the papal 
delegate's action. The Church, he said, had now taken a firm 
stand on the temperance question, and Church members must 
now fulfill their duties." - That, of course, in this very respect 
things look exceedingly sad in the Roman Church, even Roman 
papers do not dare to deny. More than two-thirds of all "saloons" 
n the country are said to belong to the Catholics. Statistics have 
also proved that the majority of all criminals in our prisons are 
Catholics. But whoever thinks that Rome, even with this 
movement, is more concerned with the necessary moral uplift of 
her people than with the fortification of her own power and the 
deception of the Protestants, knows Rome badly. Just now, 
when a strong anti-Roman current is asserting itself in the 
country, Rome considers this one of the best moves to lull the 
American people back to sleep and to put a stone in the board 
of the American people. - A local political newspaper assesses 
this movement in the Roman Church quite correctly when it says: 
"Within the Catholic Church of this country, Archbishop Jreland 
has for years been known as the champion of the so-called 
Americanizing' movement. 
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lung recognized. He believes that he can raise the position, the 
power and the influence of the Catholic Church in America most 
securely by bringing it as close as possible to the views and 
demands of Anglo-Americanism. The widespread prejudice that 
the Catholic Church is incompatible with the American idea of 
the state and with American institutions, and that it forms, as it 
were, a state within the state, is to be overcome. With this end 
in view, Archbishop Jreland has taken a stand against the 
establishment and maintenance of German and other ‘foreign- 
language’ church schools, has strenuously opposed the 
appointment of German priests and bishops, and has sought in 
every way to make the Church an instrument for the accelerated 
‘assimilation,’ or more properly ‘Anglicization,' of Catholic 
immigration. In furtherance of the same end he has sought to 
place the Church at the service of the Anglo-American 
temperance movement, and has taken up the fight against the 
‘saloon’ in the sense of English Protestant Puritanism."- This 
main purpose of making public opinion favorable to himself 
among the "Americans" has also been achieved by Rome in 
many instances, as the omissions of the press show, with his 
apparent zeal for abstinence. But the hierarchy has never 
thought of pushing drunkards and saloonkeepers out of the 
bosom of the Church, nor will it think of doing so, so long as they 
only pay well and otherwise submit to the priests. F. B. 


Roman intolerance. The "Catholic News" reports a speech by 


a Roman priest, in which it says, among other things: "You can 
rightly be proud of your church. It is a church with a spotless 


record - the only church with such a record in the country. ... 
Our church gave the first lesson in religious liberty to the 
American colonies. ... We have never persecuted or attempted 
to persecute anyone, even when we had the power to do so. 
Our holy church teaches us to forgive our enemies and pray for 
them." - This sounds as beautifully as if we had before us in the 
Roman Church a little lamb who had never muddied a drop of 
water for any one. We only add to the Father's words the 
account of the first lection given by the Roman Church to the 
Protestants, especially the Lutherans, in America. - The area in 
Florida where St. Augustine is now located was first settled by 
Spanish Catholics. Later they left and French Lutherans settled 
there in 1562 under the leadership of a certain Ribau. The 
Spaniards returned, captured the forts, and the Roman Catholic 
governor, Menendez, had the Lutherans captured and offered 
their lives on the condition that they would return to the Roman 
Church. As none accepted the offer, they were all massacred 
and hanged in the most cruel manner. Over the Protestants thus 
murdered, the Romans then added the inscription: "This has 
happened to them not as Frenchmen, but as Lutherans, so that 
everyone would understand this first Roman lesson of toleration. 
Thus, several hundred French Lutherans were martyred in 
Florida under Petro Menendez in 1564, barely 20 years after 
Luther's death. - This was the first lection of religious toleration 
given in America, and it has been followed by a great many 
others by the Romans. Rome may consider herself fortunate 
that the Protestants in America have proved to be bad pupils of 
Rome, at least in this respect.

Roman dissimulation. Archbishop Corrigan made a speech in New 
York some weeks ago in which he lied thus: "Love of all that is 
true and right has ever been, and ever will be, the sole principle 
of the Catholic Church. ... The Church has always been on the 
side of the law and has never been on the side of 


Power in worldly things longed for. It has never nourished 
indignation. On the contrary, it has always been the right hand 
of the State to enforce obedience and to support the legitimate 
exercise of power. The only principle on which the Church has 
ever acted, and on which she will act in the future, is to render 
unto Caesar the things that are Caesar's, and to render unto 


Gdlte the things that are God's." - Corrigan and the “Catholic 


News," which reports this, are evidently counting on the 
stupidity of their people. They act on the principle of all Jesuits: 
Just keep lying boldly! Whoever has taken even a few glances 
at the history of the present and of the past knows that Rome 
has always robbed God of what is God's, and the emperor of 
what is the emperor's, and is always intent on nothing else than 
to idolize the pope and to usurp temporal power. Melanchthon 
hits the nail on the head when he says in the Apology: "But the 
adversaries would like to have a new Roman definition of the 
churches, that we should say that the church is the supreme 
monarchy, the greatest, most powerful sovereignty in the whole 
world, in which the Roman Pontiff, as the head of the churches 
of all high and low things and affairs, secular, spiritual, as he 
wills and may think, is by all means quite powerful, of which 
power (he uses it, abuses it, as he wills) no one may dispute, 
speak or murmur. Item, in which churches the pope has power 
to make articles of faith, to arrange all kinds of divine service, to 
alter the holy Scriptures according to all his pleasure, to pervert 
and interpret them against all divine law, against his own 
decree"!He is a priest, and against all imperial rights, how often, 
how much, and when it pleases him, to sell liberty and 
dispensation for money, from whom the Roman emperor, all 
kings, princes, and potentates owe to receive their royal crown, 
their glory, and titles, as from the governor of Christ. Therefore 
the pope is an earthly god, a supreme majesty, and alone the 
most powerful lord in all the world, over all kingdoms, over all 
lands and people, over all goods, spiritual and temporal, and 
thus has in his hand all things, both temporal and spiritual sword. 
This definition, which does not rhyme at all with the true 
churches, but does rhyme well with the Roman Pontiff's nature, 
is found not only in the Canonist books, but Daniel the Prophet 
paints the Antichrist in this way." (Apol., Muller, p. 156, 23. 24.) 
- This description of the Pabstacy is still true to a hair's breadth 
today, in spite of all the lies and dissimulation on the part of 
Rome. F.B.

These words our Saviour once spoke to his disciples, to 
those who could say with truth, "Behold, we have forsaken all, 
and followed thee," Matt. 19:27; to the same people to whom, 
according to John 15:19, he said, "If ye were of the world, the 
world would love its own. But because ye are not of the world, 
but | have chosen you out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you." 

The then world, in the midst of which the Christians lived and 
suffered in the days of the blessed apostles, St. Paul divides 2 
Cor. 1I, 26. into Jews and Gentiles, and of this whole world St. 
John writes: "The whole world is in trouble." 1 John 5:19. 

Yes, Judaism of that time was in trouble, as it presented itself 
in its two main parties. The Pharisees and their followers are 
known to us from evangelical history as an unspiritual, 
pompous, selfish, earthly-minded generation. A Saviour whose 
kingdom was not of this world, not a kingdom of earthly 
prosperity and temporal Jewish glory, but a kingdom of heaven 
and a kingdom of the cross here and now, was not to their liking, 
and in his followers they saw enemies of their people. The 
Sadducees were Jews sunk in the materialism of their time, who 
did what could be done to Jews and Gentiles, and did not forgive 
Jesus of Nazareth for not wanting to suffer the niche of the 
moneychangers and the merchants’ chairs in the temple; and 
as in the persecution of Jesus, so also in the harassment of his 
followers, they extended a friendly hand to the Pharisees, with 
whom they disagreed in some respects. 

Paganism was also in trouble. Not only did the pagans in the 
Roman Empire, like all other pagans, live without God in their 
natural ruin, but in comparison with earlier times they were ina 
state of deep immersion, into which they had fallen on a slippery 
slope through centuries of God-forsaken sinful service. Political 
and social life suffered from deep-rooted damage. The times of 
frugality and simplicity, of simple bourgeoisie, were over. 
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and what could still remind of them was laughed at or loudly 
ridiculed. A new economic system had taken the place of the old 
one, which had its mainstay in a hard-working peasantry. The 


former peasant estates had been bought up and swindled 
together by rich usurers to whom the owners had fallen, and had 
been joined together to form vast latifundia, which had been 
cultivated chiefly by slaves, until it was possible to economize 
more prositably with less labor by raising cattle on a large scale. 
The capital economy also took possession of the crafts; large 
factories were founded in which all the advantages of 
purchasing, production and distribution could be used and 
speculation found scope. In the world of commerce and finance, 
too, speculation and swindling flourished, and great riches were 
accumulated, won and lost. With the acquired, extorted and 
swindled riches an unbridled luxury was practiced. In addition, 
there was an ever-increasing, horrifying poverty. Most of the 
work was done by slaves; the free man who did it was more 
despised than the slave. In the cities, especially in the capital, a 
proletariat of many thousands of unemployed people gathered, 
who either lived by begging, or sought their food at the state 
manger, or accepted their regular sporteln at the doors of the 
nobles, and in return had to perform political services, some 
dangerous, some harmless. Emperor Augustus had to provide 
for 200,000 such boarders, who constituted a part of the city's 
rabble. The numerous workers’ associations, the brotherhoods 
of masons, bakers, cooks, goldsmiths and 
blacksmiths, musicians, boatmen, divers, donkey-drivers, and 
others, closed societies, whose tendencies to endanger the 
state were the cause of restrictive measures already under 
Augustus, also gained political importance.) In general, the 
masses of the city people were predisposed to become 
dangerous, and when once again a theurge threatened, 
Augustus was en-

The people of the city decided that they would rather poison 
themselves than fall victim to the people's rage. Bad times came 
all the more easily because food was often speculated in. In 
general, the national economy caused the emperors the greatest 
trouble. Diocletian still tried to regulate food prices and wages 
by law. He decreed in an edict of 301 that the bushel of rye 
should not cost more than $1. 50 in our money, oats 82 cents, 
the pound of pork 20 cents, beef 20 cents, mutton 13 cents, lard 
26 cents, the pair of fowls 72 cents, the pair of ducks 48 cents, 
the hundred oysters $2.48, the hundred eggs $1. 20, the quart 
of common wine 20 cts. cost, a field laborer as a day's wages 
not more than 30 cts. and board, a mason or carpenter 60 cts. 
and board, a house painter 89 cts. and board, a barber 2-1/2 cts. 
for the person, an advocate for a legal advice 12. 40, for a trial 
$12.00; but the execution of this law met with such resistance, 
with street riots and other disturbances, that it soon became a 
dead letter. In addition to these various troubles, of which the 
world was full, there was the circumstance that social life, too, 
was permeated with idolatry in every way; that, for example, the 
butchers had the custom, when slaughtering, of throwing a tuft 
of forehead hair from the slaughtered animal into a charcoal fire; 
this signified that something of the animal was sacrificed to the 
idols, so that they would take the meat under their protection. At 
the meetings of the workers' associations idol sacrifices took 
place; with sacrificial rites the mariners went to sea, the warriors 
before the enemy, and he who refused to do so, who omitted the 
ceremonies, was to blame for all misfortune if the enterprise 
failed. What the poor slaves and slave women were expected to 
do by their masters cannot be written down, and the life and limb 
of the slave was in the hands of the master. This was the pagan 
world in the Roman Empire, depicted in a few features taken 
especially from social and commercial life.

If aman were to remain a member of such a society, which he 
could not in conscience join, because it paid homage to ungodly 
principles, or used reprehensible ways and means, unjust 
measures against employers and co-workers, and obliged its 
members to do so, he would be in danger of receiving a lower 
salary, of having difficulty in finding employment, of becoming 
for a time entirely without merit, of having to move to another 
place, of experiencing scorn and ridicule, hostility and 
persecution as a despised "scab," or as he would otherwise 
see the word: "In the world you are afraid," would be fulfilled. 
And whoever publicly and especially bears witness to the truth 
in all these matters, or stands up for such witness, must not be 
surprised if, in addition to the approval of pious hearts, he also 
receives the thanks of the devil and the world, which are well 
known to him. Of all these experiences of our Christian life, 
however, the word of Scripture is still true today: "This is grace, 
if any man for conscience’ sake bear with God iniquity, and 
suffer wrong." 

Yes, that injustice, much injustice, happens in the course of 
the world, we Christians cannot prevent nor change; but where 
it happens, we do not participate in it, but suffer from it. And so 
it should be said of us, as we read in 1 Corinthians 12:26, "If one 
member suffers, all the members suffer with it." It is true that we 
are tempted in many ways by the distress of the times; but the 
word is also true of us, "No temptation but of man hath yet 
entered upon you: but God is faithful, who will not suffer you to 
be tempted above your ability, but will make an end of the 
temptation, that ye may be able to bear it." 1 Cor. 10, 13. The 
Christians of the first centuries had a much harder time than the 
Christians of our day with regard to outward tribulations. God 
knows His children, and knows that we live in a time when faith 
is weak, and measures out the burden according to the 
shoulders they are to bear. The Saviour not only says, "In the 
world ye are afraid," but He goes on to say, "but be of good 
cheer, | have overcome the world." In his kingdom of power even 
the world is subject to him, that he may say, "Hitherto, and no 
further!" If the dear apostles left everything to follow the Lord, 
and yet were able to answer the question, "Have ye ever 
lacked?" "Never any," the world of to-day will not be able to 
make a Christian, who for the sake of the Lord, to preserve faith 
and a good conscience, renounce temporal advantages and the 
sinful help of the world, perish in adversity. Many a Christian has 
tried it, that he can get through the world in God's way, and that 
what is written in the Psalter is still true today: "Blessed is he 
that walketh not in the counsel of the wicked, nor treadeth in the 
way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of scoffers"; and many a 
one who has not tried it, could have tried it, if he had tried it with 
God and good courage. How God wills to provide for his own, 
that at all times stands with him, not with the world. The world, if 
it comes to it, cannot feed a sparrow, and it can still less, if it 
comes to it, take from a Christian the daily bread that God has 
set before him to give him. If he wants to give it to him through 
his work and the blessing he places on it, he gives it to him in 
spite of the world. But if he does not give it to him in this way, he 
will find other ways, and he will be able to give it to him. 


He will also give it to him through the love of his brothers, through 
their work and the blessing that he also lays on it for him. It is 
true that in our time God will not value brotherly love as highly as 
in the first Christianity; it does not yet seem as if we should soon 
have to report on congregations that fed 1500 or 3000 poor 
people. But it is certain that we Christians could have ample 
opportunity to take care of our brethren; that it would be easier 
for many a Christian to keep himself unspotted from the world if 
his fellow Christians took more care of him, e.g. made a sincere 
effort to assign him work and earnings, and it would be advisable, 
especially in the present time, that first of all our city churches 
take orderly precautions so that, where possible and as much as 
possible, the lack of work that occurs in their midst is controlled: 
labour shortage in their midst. Secondly, however, we should 
also be more concerned than is now commonly the case to 
provide timely and adequate support for those brethren who are 
in need of temporary assistance. In this respect, too, much could 
be done by wise institutions and orders which would not be done 
without them. And yet the earth will still be a pitiful valley, and the 
world will still be a world, and will be in trouble, and will cause 
God's children anguish and distress, and yet our consolation will 
be that we have a God who helps, and a Father who is rich above 
all who call upon him, that our walk is in heaven, from whence 
we wait for the Saviour Jehovah Christ the Lord, and we may say 
with confidence, "Who shall separate us from the love of God?

The Lutheran Synodal Conference of North America met August 8 at 
St. Matthew's Church in Milwaukee, Wis. At the opening service, 
Praeses Bading preached on Apost. 20:17-24. 20, 17-24. 
elected as officers were Rev. J. Bading as praeses, Rev. P. 
Brand as Viceprases, Past. Chr. Kihn and Past. C. Frank as 
secretaries, and Mr. H. A. Christiansen as treasurer. As the 
main subject of the doctrinal discussions there were theses 
which Prof. A. Hénecke had posed on swarm-spirituality, and 
which the author, as speaker, elaborated in five morning 
sessions in a most timely manner. The theses were: Thesis J. 
Swarm-spirituality is a demonstrable evil common to all times of 
the Church, from which also the Church may never think itself 
safe until the end of days. Thesis II: Swarm-spirituality is always 
an abominable evil, although it does not appear so in all its 
forms at first sight. Thesis Ill: Swarm-spirituality is a dangerous 
evil, which the orthodox church should ruthlessly oppose at all 
costs. - In the afternoon sessions the business at hand was 
transacted, the most important of which was the Negro Mission, 
founded by the Synodical Conference, and hitherto continued 
under God's blessing. A detailed report on the progress of this 
work during the last two years was read by Pastor C. F. W. 
Sapper. Unfortunately, it had to be reported that important 
decisions of the previous meeting of the Synodal Conference 
could not be carried out because the necessary funds had not 
been forthcoming. - The assembly was greatly pleased that the 
Norwegian Synod, which years ago during the doctrinal 
controversy had seen itself compelled by its special 
circumstances to leave the Synodal Conference, with which it 
had always stood in unity of faith, had this year delegated two 
delegates to the Conference, Prof. L. Larsen of Decorah and 
Prof. Ylvisaker of Minneapolis, who were

Baptist doctrine of infant baptism. In the "Sendbote", the journal 
of the German Baptists, a reader asks the question: "If a 
member of our church comes and says that we should remove 
his name, and then joins a denomination that practices infant 
baptism, is the exclusion justified?" To the same _ the 
"Messenger" replies, "Notwithstanding that in some, especially 
English, churches in such cases simply deletion of the name is 
done, it remains firm that a church is not only entitled but bound 
to exclude. Infant sprinkling is not biblical baptism. With good 
reason the Roman Catholic Church affirms that all who practice 
it belong to her in truth, for she has substituted it for apostolic 
immersion. By professing the doctrine of the Lord and the 
apostles exclusively, the church must in no way give any 
sanction to the false doctrine of Rome on the part of its 
members. It is compelled by logical consequence either to 
exclude the member who supports infant sprinkling, or to admit 
that it makes no difference how it is baptized. If it admits the 
latter, it ceases to be a New Testament church. By not excluding 
the false teacher, she makes herself a party to his sin." - From

Papist intolerance. The following was reported from Quebec 
City, Canada, August 8: "Yesterday a (Roman) mob, which 
according to various reports was 2000 to 5000 strong, attacked 
the Baptist Mission in the St. Roch district. Rev. Rurwath, who 
was afraid of an attack by the mob, had already asked for police 
protection the day before, but the (Roman) police were not on 
the spot when the mob arrived and began to throw stones at the 
building, break the windows and doors, and commit other acts 
of violence. When after some time a police detachment arrived, 
the people moved to St. John's suburb, where they hurriedly 
ransacked the Anglican church in George Street, where no 
service was being held at the time, and then proceeded to the 
headquarters of the Salvation Army, which they immediately 
began to pelt with stones. The projectiles fell in such numbers 
that the whole pavement was covered with them. It was only by 
a lucky coincidence that the seven members of the Salvation 
Army who were present at the time escaped unharmed. Here, 
too, the police arrived too late. The mob turned back to the 
Baptist Church, but found there already a sufficient police force, 
so that they preferred to refrain from continuing the violence this 
time. The damage done to the three buildings is considerable. 
The members of the Protestant missions are immensely upset 
by the actions of the police, who did not arrest a single one 
among the Rioters. The Mayor Prudent has promised the 
members of the missions that he will give them the whole police 
force at his disposal for protection if they should resume 
worship." - It is shown again and again that where Rome holds 
sway, civil and religious liberty rests in the worst hands 
imaginable. And when the Roman hierarchy in this country 
boasts more and more brazenly: "We persecute no one, we have 
persecuted no one, we will persecute no one," not only history, 
but also the recurring facts of the present day prove their words 
to be lies.

Publishing House. 1894. price, 15 cents. 


In this synodal report is a forceful and timely synodal address on 
2 Tim. 1:7: "God hath not given us the spirit of fear, but of power, and 
of love, and of discipline." The subject of the doctrinal discussions, 
p. 11-47, rst the doctrine of Christian liberty. The speaker had 
already treated the first two theses at the previous district meeting, 
and had shown wherein Christian liberty consists, and what a 
delicious good the church has to watch over in the same. In the 
present report, the speaker explains in the third thesis how Luther, 
right from the beginning, in his 95 theses, stood up for Christian 
freedom in the right way, and how he, as the God-appointed 
watchman on the walls of Zion, advocated this doctrine throughout 
his life to the pope, the hawks, and the authorities. He then describes 
how the appearance of the Lutheran confessors in 1529 at Speier, in 
1530 at Augsburg, and in 1548 at the time of the Interim was a 
courageous stand for Christian freedom. Furthermore, it is shown 
how our confessional writings are reflected in the teachings of the 
ceremonies of the Mosaic faith. 
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In this thesis, the speaker also points out how the teachers of the 
church, and especially our Missouri Synod, have adhered to this 
doctrine, and proves that only the pope, but precisely our Missouri 
Synod, have adhered to this doctrine. Finally, in this thesis the 
speaker also points out how the teachers of the Church, and 
especially our Missouri Synod, have professed this doctrine, and 
proves that not only the pope, but also the sects are pronounced 
enemies of Christian liberty. In the fourth thesis, the speaker makes 
clear how adherence to the doctrine of Christian liberty is a 
characteristic of a well-grounded truly Lutheran congregation. A 
Lutheran congregation must not allow itself to be deprived of the right 
to judge doctrine, and in matters of life it must neither tolerate 
coercion from others nor exercise it itself, but it must also not permit 
any abuse of Christian freedom, especially in the participation in the 
sinful pleasures of the world. In the last thesis it is stated that it is the 
task of all Christians, preachers as well as hearers, to learn the 
doctrine of Christian liberty better and better and to preserve and use 
it more and more faithfully towards the pope, the sects, the state, the 
world and themselves. F.B.

"My heart is afraid of thy words," says the Psalmist Ps. 
119:161, and all Christendom, yea, all the world, should say 
yea and amen unto it; for such a disposition of heart is well 
pleasing to the Lord, who saith by the prophet, "I look on the 
wretched, and on him that is of a broken spirit, and that feareth 
my word." Isa. 66:2 When the God of Israel was about to give 
his law to his people, he said to Moses, "Go to the people and 
sanctify them today and tomorrow, that they may wash their 
robes and be ready for the third day. For on the third day the 
LORD will come down before the people alone to Mount Sinai. 
And make an enclosure for the people round about, and say 
unto them: Beware that ye go not up into the mount, nor touch 
the end thereof: for whosoever toucheth the mount shall surely 
surely die." Ex. 19:10-12. "Now when the third day was come," 
Moses records, "there arose thunderings and lightnings, and a 
thick cloud upon the mountain, and a sound of a very strong 
trumpet: and all the people that were in the camp were afraid.... 
And all mount Sinai smoked because of it, that the LORD came 
down upon the mount with fire: and his ranch went up as smoke 
from the furnace, that all the mountain greatly trembled." Ex. 
19, 16-18. Thus the people of God should know that it 
behooved them to hear with holy awe what God was about to 
say to them. 

But the same majestic God who once spoke to Israel on the 
mount of the law, still soeaks to His people in the firm prophetic 
word, to which we should pay attention as a light shining in a 
dark place, until the day dawns and the morning star rises in 
our hearts. 2 Pet. 1, 19. It is to this word, the written word of the 
living God, that the Psalmist thinks when he says Ps. 119, 120. 
"lam afraid of thee, that my skin shuddereth; and | am afraid of 
thy right hand." 

How could it be otherwise? When once the emperor 
Augustus sent forth a commandment that all the world should 
be esteemed, every man went to be esteemed. And how long 
is it since all the world... 
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What is the meaning of the word of all emperors and kings on 
earth compared to the word of the almighty ruler of heaven and 
earth, the majestic Lord. But what is the meaning of the word of 
all emperors and kings on earth compared with the word of the 
almighty Ruler of heaven and earth, the majestic Lord, who with 
one word can call a world into existence and with one wave can 
make a world sink into dust and ashes and crumble into nothing? 
O rightly says Dr. Luther, a single word of God should make 
heaven and earth close to us. 

And yet, how little does the world fear the Word of God! If a 

distinguished statesman, such as the president of a country, 
were to appear in an assembly and deliver a speech, and were 
to be ridiculed and laughed at by a part of his audience, 
punished with lies by others, and shouted at as an enemy and 
adversary by still others, while many did not care for him at all, 
but turned their backs on him, chattering, he would not be so 
badly tractured with his speech as God is with his word, about 
which even millions of men do not care at all, which is mastered 
by scholars and unscholars and punished with lies, coveted by 
loose mouths and showered with mockery and scorn, even 
miserably torn to pieces by so-called theologians, stripped of its 
dignity, cross-examined like a smuggler or thief, shouted down 
by raw mobs, fought with all weapons. But "he shall speak to 
them once in his wrath, and in his fury he shall terrify them," that 
they shall cry, "Ye mountains, fall upon us, and ye hills, cover 
us!" 
But how is it now with us? Are we filled with the right fear of 
God's word? All false teaching is a contradiction of God's word, 
and the refutation of false teaching and the fight against false 
teachers, where it is done in a right spirit, is an advocacy of 
God's word. How now? Do we have a holy horror of every 
deviation from the guiding principles of sound doctrine and a 
holy joy in defending the truth in word and scripture? If we have 
a true fear of God's Word, we must be filled with fear at the 
thought that we or our children might be entangled in false 
doctrine, or that we might be 


If we become confused with false worship, a horror must seize 
us, and our heart must sigh: "Show me, O Lord, thy way, that | 
may walk in thy truth. Keep my heart in that one, that | may fear 
thy name"; then we shall not only not look sour and be 
displeased when the truth of God's word is defended, when error 
is made manifest, refuted, and combated, but we shall also call 
out encouragingly to those who are to fight in the front in the 
army of the King of Truth: "Gird up thy sword at thy side, and 
thrust in the truth too well!" All unionism at the expense of truth, 
all kinds of religious strife, all indifference in doctrine and 
confession, have their cause also in the lack of a right fear of 
God's Word. 

But not only the teaching should be formed according to 
God's word, but also the life should be arranged and led 
according to God's word. We should always and in all things 
"examine what is pleasing to the Lord," and this we learn from 
God's Word. Where there is a right fear of God's word, one will 
first inquire what God's word says about everything he does or 
plans to do, so that he does not violate God's will in ignorance 
and defile himself with sins. Already before the secular law 
ignorance of the law cannot justify the transgressor, and our 
Saviour teaches us Luke 12 that even the servant who does not 
know the Lord's will and has transgressed it in such ignorance 
will have to suffer strokes. But of course he who knows the 
Lord's will and has not done it will suffer more blows. He, 
therefore, who is rightly afraid of God's word, will, when he has 
discerned from it what is pleasing or displeasing to the Lord, no 
longer consult with flesh and blood, but with holy timidity will 
shun unrighteousness, or, if he were already entangled in it, will 
as soon as possible cut himself loose from it and depart from 
unrighteousness. But oh, how sad is the state of many who want 
to be Christians! Not only are they indolent and lax in searching 
the Scriptures to find out what the Lord's will is, but when their 
preacher and pastor, or any other of their fellow- 
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If a brother instructs them and draws their attention to God's will, 
they thank him badly, become unwilling, and even regard and 
treat him as an enemy who has no heart for their welfare and no 
understanding for their circumstances. Others admit that what 
they do cannot stand the test of God's word, but they think that 
one cannot be so exact, that one must take into account the times 
and circumstances, that one cannot always do as one would like, 
and that one must do it as well as one can. But with such and 
similar thoughts and speeches they prove that they are not 
righteously afraid of God's word. He who has recognized that his 
doings, his business and trade, his association and society, his 
entertainment and amusement, do not agree with God's word, 
and then does not do wrong, but seeks to justify himself with 
speeches like those given above, does not deal with God as with 
the majestic Lord, before whom the angels tremble in awe, but 
as with a junk Jew, who is bartered and bartered out of what he 
demands. On the other hand, he who cherishes the right fear of 
God's word in his heart, and lets it work, he picks himself up, and 
gathers all his strength, and strolls the tempter or seductress 
from him, and tears through the nets of the world, and the snares 
of the devil, and smites his own flesh to the ground, and cries, 
"Lord, help me!" and hath no rest nor resting, nor can he breathe 
freely, till he take firm and sure steps in the right way and level 
path, because he can speak with truth, "| walk, O Lord, in the way 
of thy commandments." 

But what is to be done where we lack this right fear of God's 
word? If we are to be helped in this matter, God himself must be 
the helper, the physician of souls, who can heal all our infirmities. 
Our heart is a stubborn and a fearful thing, both in the wrong 
place, stubborn where we should be afraid, fearful where we 
should have and show firm courage. Yes, we often fear God's 
word too little precisely because we fear the word of men too 
much. . Many a one who takes God's word lightly, or openly 
rebels against it, bows down with his will and mind to the word of 
a newspaper writer or popular agitator, or cringes before the 
threatening and mocking speeches of a loud-mouthed Lassen, 
and probably puts body and soul in danger out of cowardly fear 
of a swearword which he should cheerfully despise. Yes, a whole 
congregation may well be brought, through fearful apprehension 
and trembling, to put the fear of God's word out of their sight, and 
neglect their duties, and become wickedly angry. We are to put 
away such wretched fear of man in the power of the Spirit, but by 
the effect of the gospel we are to grow strong and ever stronger 
in faith, and in such faith victoriously overcome Satan, the world, 
and the flesh, and all things that may be abhorrent to us. The 
more we are thus prepared, strengthened, invigorated, and 
established, the more we shall be careful to keep faith and a good 
conscience, remembering that God saith, "| look on the wretched, 
and on him that is of a broken spirit, and that feareth my word. "

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 


Of the degrees of relationship in which marriage is 

prohibited. 

Marriage is the union of a man and a woman instituted by 
God. - But may an unmarried man marry any unmarried 
woman? and may an unmarried woman marry any unmarried 
man? No. There are certain degrees of relationship in which 
God has forbidden marriage. 

We find these prohibitions of God in the third book of Moses 
and there in the eighteenth (and twentieth) chapter. - Now the 
third book of Moses is precisely that book of the Bible in which 
the laws and ordinances are primarily found which concern only 
the Jews in the Old Testament, but not the Christians in the New 
Testament. And you ask: do not the prohibitions of marriage 
mentioned also concern only the Jews in the Old Testament? 
We answer no, and ask you, dear Christian, to pay attention for 
once. - At the beginning of these prohibitions, and in the midst 
of these prohibitions, and at the end of these prohibitions - 
always in the same chapter - God forbids things which are 
certainly and without all doubt abominations and vices, and 
which certainly and without all doubt no man on earth may do, 
e. g. taking one's own mother or sister, etc. But not only these 
things, but all the things forbidden in this chapter, even those of 
the forbidden marriages, God there calls "works of the land of 
Egypt," and "works of the land of Canaan" (v. 3.), "iniquity" (v. 
25.), "abominations" (v. 27.), "abominable customs" (v. 30.), 
with which the heathen defiled themselves and the land, and 
which He would visit upon the heathen, that the land should 
vomit out her inhabitants (v. 24. 25.). So it is clear that these 
prohibitions of marriage apply not only to the Jews, but also to 
the Gentiles, that is, to all men. - Look at the whole chapter. 
Verses 1-5. God warns his people in general against heathen 
customs. As the first heathen custom He mentions v. 6. to do 
unto one's nearest blood friend. In wv. 7-16 He shows by 
examples which persons He would have considered as nearest 
blood friends, so that vv. 7-16 belong entirely to v. 6, containing 
only examples of the one heathen work mentioned in v. 6. Then 
from v. 17. onward come other heathen works, as having mother 
and daughter at the same time, etc. And all these are then called 
iniquities, abominations, and abominable customs, for which the 
heathen are punished. The chapter closes with the word of God 
to his people: "Keep therefore my statutes, that ye do not after 
the abominable customs which were before you, that ye be not 
defiled thereby: for | am the LORD your God" (v. 30). So it is 
clear that the prohibitions against marriage, like the prohibitions 
against other things, apply not only to the Jews, but also to the 
Gentiles, that is, to all men. - In sum, if God punishes the Gentiles 
for the marriages He forbids in this chapter, these prohibitions 
cannot apply only to the Jews of that time, but must apply to all 
men of all times. 


What then are the degrees of relationship in which God 
forbids marriage? - 

We do not know whether every reader understands the 
expression "degrees of relationship" exactly, whether he 
knows, for example, what is meant by the expression "first and 
second degree of relationship" or "related in the first and 
second degree". Therefore, let us explain this a little before we 
go on to answer the above question. 

Your relatives in the first degree, dear reader, are your very 
nearest and most immediate relatives. Your relatives in the first 
degree, then, are, first, those from whom you come, your 
parents; second, those who come with you from the same 
parents, your brothers and sisters and stepbrothers; third, those 
who come from you, your children; and fourth, your spouse, who 
is one flesh with you. Now understandest thou what we mean 
when we say, Kindred in the first degree. 

Your relatives in the second degree are all those who are 
not related to you in the first degree, but are related to your 
parents, siblings, children, and to your spouse in the first 
degree. Let us count them. Your relatives in the second degree 
are first of all the parents, brothers and sisters, and spouses of 
your parents. That is, your uncles and aunts and step-parents. 
Secondly, there are the children and the spouses of your 
brothers and sisters. So your nephews and nieces, brothers and 
sisters-in-law (brother's wife and sister's husband). Third, your 
children's spouses, that is, your children-in-law. Fourth, they are 
the parents, brothers and sisters, and children of your spouse, 
that is, your parents-in-law, brothers-in-law and sisters-in-law 
(your husband's or wife's brother and sister), and stepchildren. - 
All these are your relatives in the second degree, because they 
are related in the first degree to your parents, siblings, children 
and spouse. 

Your relatives in the third degree are all those who are not 
related to you in the first and second degrees, but who are the 
parents, siblings, children, or spouses of your relatives in the 
second degree who have just been enumerated. We mention 
here only as an example your cousins and bases, namely, the 
children of your uncles and aunts, who are therefore, as one is 
wont to say, siblings with you. - 

And now we go to answer the question posed above: what 
are the degrees of kinship in which God forbids marriage? 

This is written, as | said, in Lev. 18, 6-16. And indeed, as 
already said, in v. 6. there is the general rule about the degrees 
of relationship that prevent marriage; and in v. 7-1";. then 
examples are given of the degrees of relationship in which 
marriage is forbidden according to this general rule. 

The general rule in v. 6 reads thus, "Let no man put on his 
nearest blood friend to bare her shame: for | am the LORD." By 
the nearest blood friend are meant the relatives in the first and 
second degree. This is shown, first, by the Hebrew expression 
which Luther translated "nearest blood-friend," and which in 
literal translation is "his flesh's flesh." So no one shall 


No man shall marry a woman who is already his flesh, or who is 
related to him in the first degree. And let no man take to wife a 
woman who is the flesh of his flesh, or the flesh of those who are 
his flesh, that is, who is related to him in the second degree. - 
Secondly, the examples given in verses 7-16 show that the 
"nearest blood friend" refers to relatives in the first and second 
degree. 

By these examples the Holy Spirit explains the general rule 
given in v. 6. that no one may take his relatives in the first and 
second degree in marriage. These examples show it in the case 
of a man. He must not marry his mother (v. 7), his sister and 
stepsister (v. 9, 11), his daughter (v. 10). These are his relatives 
in the first degree. - Further, he may not marry his stepmother 
(v. 8.), his father's sister (v. 12.), his mother's sister (v. 13.), his 
daughter-in-law (v. 15.), his brother's widow (v. 16.). These are 
his relatives in the second degree. Some of the second degree 
are not mentioned in these examples, like his grandmother, his 
niece, his granddaughter, his mother-in-law, his stepdaughter. 
But these are only examples of the general rule, and every 
Christian should then see for himself, according to the same and 
according to these examples, whom he may marry. That this is 
so is evident from Deut. 27:23, where a curse is expressly 
pronounced on a man who marries his mother-in-law, who is not 
mentioned in these examples. 

The same rule, of course, applies to a woman. She may not 
marry her relatives in the first degree: her father, brother and 
son; nor her relatives in the second degree: her uncle, 
stepfather, nephew, her deceased sister's husband, her son-in- 
law, father-in-law, her deceased husband's brother, her stepson. 

In a word, God forbids marriage to all relatives in the first and 
second degree, as you can find in the list above. 

In one case even marriage in the third degree of relationship 
is forbidden, as you can read in verse 14. For there it is forbidden 
to marry one's father's brother's widow. Surely this prohibition is 
given in order to preserve the respect due to parents and their 
brothers and sisters, for this would be violated if a man married 
his father's brother's widow. 

In one case God made an exception to the general rule and 
even commanded that a man should marry a relative in the 
second degree. This exception only applied to the Jews in the 
Old Testament. It is written in Deut. 25:5, 6: "If brothers dwell 
together, and one dies without children, the wife of the deceased 
shall not take a strange man out of the house, but her brother- 
in-law shall put her to sleep, and take her to wife, and marry her. 
And the first son that she beareth shall he confirm after the name 
of his brother that died, that his name be not cut off from Israel." 
So if a married man died without having children, his brother was 
to take his widow, and the first son born of that marriage was to 
be considered the son of the deceased.

Above. Reports were received from 20 traveling preachers and 
missionaries, who serve a total of 39 congregations and 41 
preaching stations. The missionary work did not progress as 
expected in various stations, because the oppressive lines do 
not permit an influx, but cause a departure; nevertheless, our 
work is a great and blessed one, for which we should continue 
to make great sacrifices. In the western part of our State the 
great drought has brought about such conditions in our mission 
fields that many of our fellow believers are deprived of all means 
and do not know where to get food and clothing. The Synod has 
therefore appointed a commission to take exact note of the 
emergency situation, to ask for charitable gifts and to distribute 
them among the needy. When the continuation of the misery and 
the necessary means were discussed, a spirit of pusillanimity 
often wanted to take hold of the Synod members because of the 
poor harvest, but the reference to God's promise and the great 
blessing that God has poured into the laps of many brethren in 
our state in earlier years could easily make the hearts 
courageous and cheerful again. May the dear brethren in our 
state, who have been able to gather beautiful supplies in the past 
years, now also open their hands wide and give abundantly to 
the mission and the needy, so that our missionary work may 
continue cheerfully even in these depressed times and so that 
God may be moved by such gratitude to bestow fat years again 
after lean ones. - As to the Teachers' Seminary at Seward, it was 
reported that the wing of a building to be subsequently enlarged 
was being erected, with funds derived from the sale of building 
lots. Those who wish to help the work, which is still in need of 
support, can do so by purchasing a building lot in Seward, or by 
actively contributing to the collection which is to be levied for the 
new Seminary. The announcement that a number of students 
had already enrolled was followed by the wish that more parents 
would send sons to the seminary. After the synod closed, many 
synod members traveled to Seward to attend the laying of the 
cornerstone for the new seminary, at which Prof. Grabner and 
Pastor Frincke gave appropriate speeches. -- Dr. Schwan 
informed the Synod that they were now considering starting a 
heathen mission in the East Indies instead of in Japan. In this 
matter our District joined the resolutions of the other District 
Synods.

Curriculum vitae of the former pastor E. W. Moller. 


On August 22nd of this year, in St. Ansgar, lowa, the mortal 
remains of a young servant of the Word, whom God, oh, so 
early, brought to rest from labor, were committed to the earth, 
until the Archpastor, Jesus Christ, shall raise them in 
transfigured beauty to eternal life. This was Wilhelm Moller. He 
was the son of Mr. Ch. C. Moller and his wife Dorothea, née 
Krambeck, who rests in God. He was born at Nemburg, Mitchell 
Co, lowa, March 9, 1868. He later attended the Lutheran 
parochial school at St. Ansgar, and in 188! was ordained by the 
Blessed E. Wiegner. He was a gifted, studious, demure son and 
pupil. In 1882 the clerk of this as then vice-president of the lowa 
district held a church visitation in the parish at St. Ansgar. When 
the same inquired about gifted boys who might be attracted to 
our new college at Milwaukee, Wis. the local pastor took him to 
the home of Father Moeller. It appeared from the conversation 
that the father was heartily desirous of giving up his son for the 
service of the church; that the son was indeed desirous, but was 
filled with a great fear that he would not be able to learn all that 
his pastor had presented to him. It was not until two years later 
that the dear, earnest boy, after overcoming a serious illness, 
made up his mind to enter our college in Milwaukee. He 
graduated from the four lower grades then existing and 
completed his grammar school studies in the North Western 
University at Watertown, Wis. In 1890 he entered the theological 
seminary at St. Louis, Mo. In 1892 he served the vacant 
congregation at Winfield, Kansas. In 1893 he was called by the 
Evangelical Lutheran congregation at Hannibal, Mo. After 
passing his examination well, he was ordained and inducted 
there on June 25 by Prof. Grabner. In the same year he became 
engaged to his bride, now in mourning, Miss Martha Borchardt, 
of Watertown, Wis. 

In his parish Father Moller worked under difficult 
circumstances in heartfelt love for his Saviour and the souls 
entrusted to him with great zeal and true fidelity. But very soon 
a lung disease appeared in him, which made significant 
progress, since he did not want to know anything about sparing 
his person. Since he was no longer able to serve his 
congregation because of his increasing weakness, and since 
the doctors gave him hope of recovery through complete rest, 
he submitted his resignation with a heavy heart on June 10 of 
this year, which his congregation accepted with deep sadness. 
He traveled with his father to his home. Here he spent the rest 
of his days. His condition was soon better, soon worse. He 
received many a kind letter from fellow ministers and friends, 
but was quite incapable of thanking them in writing. Méller was 
never actually bedridden. He was even able to visit his seriously 
ill elderly father more often. Even on his last day on earth he 
was up and walking around, albeit in great weakness. At 8 
o'clock in the evening he sought his camp, as usual. At 10 
o'clock his sister gave him the prescribed medicine. At about 11 
o'clock she heard the sick brother take two short, deep breaths. 
When she came to his bedside, she noticed 


She saw how his soul gently and quietly left its earthly home to 
enter the heavenly dwellings. She was caught up to the dear 
Saviour for whom she had longed so much. Hantel from here’ 
preached the funeral sermon on the 23rd Psalm, which the 
deceased had chosen as text. How respected Father Mdller had 
been in his parish and in his home town was shown by the many,

A strange case occurred recently in Strasbourg. A Protestant 
prosecutor argued in court for the Roman Catholic doctrine of the 
infallibility of the pope, and a Roman lawyer, on the other hand, 
did not want to allow it to be considered as an "institution of the 
Catholic Church" which rightly exists everywhere. German papers 
report the following about this case: "A priest Miller from Minster 
in Alsace was charged at the request of Bishop Fritzen 'with public 
insult of the Catholic Church’ because in a lecture he had called 
tthe doctrine of papal infallibility ‘delusional’. The public prosecutor 
- it is scarcely believable: a Protestant! - was furious in support of 
tthe dogma of infallibility, which was ‘of such fundamental 
importance as no other’, and bitterly lamented the 'violation of the 
confessional peace' committed by Father Miller. The defender, a 
Catholic, pointed out that the dogma of infallibility was not 
publicized at all in Alsace, and therefore was not to be regarded 
as an ‘institution of the Catholic Church' for Alsace.

Thus, in recent times, a Russian 
traveler to the Orient, Nicolaus Notovitsch, claims to have found 
an Indian description of the life of Jesus in Tibet. Under the title: 
"The Unknown Life of Jesus Christ" the book was published in 
French in Paris, has 
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It has been translated into German and now also into English 
(The Unknown Life of Christ), is published by a company in 
Chicago and sold en masse. The whole work is a godless fraud, 
by which the author intends to bring Christianity by all force into 
a certain connection with Buddhism. During his journey in Tibet, 
Notovich heard from a priest that a description of the life of the 
great prophet Issa was kept in Tibetan monasteries. He finally 
found it in the monastery of Himmis near Leh, the capital of 
Ladakh, where he had to stay because of a broken leg. At his 
request, the head of the monastery showed him Issa's biography 
in two thick volumes on yellowed paper and read it to him in 
Tibetan. Notovich wrote it down according to the translation of 
his interpreter, then showed his find to various "authorities", the 
Metropolitan in Kiev, a Roman Cardinal "who is very close to the 
Pope", Jules Simon and the notorious Renan. All but Renan 
advised him against publication. The contents of the 
machination are, in brief, this: Issa (Jesus) is said to have lived 
among the Buddhists in India from his thirteenth year, and to 
have caused a great sensation there by his extraordinary 
wisdom and eloquence. The people attached themselves to him, 
abandoned the idols; the idol priests had to flee. At the age of 
twenty-nine he returned to the land of the Jews and continued 
his admirable work there until Pilate condemned him to death. 
He is crucified and buried. But on the third day, the news of the 
empty tomb spread, followed by the rumor "that the supreme 
judge had sent his angels to carry up the mortal remains of the 
saint, in whom a part of the divine spirit had dwelt on earth". Let 
all Christians be warned against this lying book!

Ninth Report of the Commission on Negro Mission of the "Evangelical 
Lutheran Synodal Conference of North America”. 
(For the period from August 1892 to July 1894.) 


(Continued.) 
I. Little Rock, Arkansas. 

St. Paul's parish in Little Rock is our oldest station and was 
founded in 1877. It has suffered greatly due to frequent changes 
of mission workers and longer vacations. It is one of the stations 
we are considering closing in case we have to limit our 
missionary work due to lack of support and the members there 
could be provided for elsewhere. The latter, however, is hardly 
possible. Missionary C. H. RUBkamp has been working at this 
station for two years. He writes: "When | took up my office here 
two years ago, things looked sad. The church attendance was 
very poor, 8 to 15 persons was all that was seen in church. 
Because of the past vacancy, everything was disrupted, and 
evils of the saddest kind had crept in. But with praise and 
thanksgiving to God | can say: things are getting better. We have 
received some growth. The congregation numbers 47 souls, 
including 11 men and 13 women. Two men, good, influential 
members, died in faith in Christ. The services are now attended 
by 40 to 60 listeners, and the Sunday school by 50 children and 
some adults. The people come regularly. The weekly school has 
50 pupils." The missionary urgently asks for help in the school. 
He is convinced that he could do much more if he could visit the 
people more diligently. So he has to be on his feet almost day 
and night and undermines his health. He thinks he should be 
given a good student to help him, at least on a trial basis. The 
school has very good material and is mostly made up of children 
whose parents stick with us. On May 13, 3 were confirmed and 
2 baptized. 
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3 men and 2 women are waiting for confirmation. The station has 
a church that is also used as a school. It is in need of repair, but 
the members are willing to bear the cost themselves. The 
missionary is full of joyful hope for the future. Pastor Bapler from 
the German congregation there also reported on_ the 
effectiveness of our missionary and the prospects of the 
missionary work are so good that it would not be justifiable to 
abandon the station. 


Il. New Orleans, Louisiana. 

Here we now have only three stations, Mount Zion, Missionary 
C. W. Kuss; St. Paul, Missionary J. Lankenau, and Bethlehem, 
Missionary Aug. Burgdorf. The fourth station, Trinity, in suburban 
Carrollton, we had to let go in, as already mentioned. This station 
was co-serviced until a year ago by Mr. Missionary Burgdorf; but 
as the work load was visibly endangering his health, and we also 
wished to give the station a whole man power alone, Mr. Cand. 
C. W. Kuss was called from the seminary in St. Louis and was 
ordained and introduced by Missionary August Burgdorf in 
Carrollton on September 10, 1893. However, when the work of 
this missionary was also in vain, the Commission had to seriously 
consider the continuation or abandonment of this station. Mr. 
Burgdorf, the missionary, had years ago advised the Commission 
to abandon Carrollton, as there was no prospect of anything ever 
coming of this station, and in response to an inquiry he again 
spoke out very strongly in favor of the station in a letter dated 
April 4 of this year. In response to an inquiry, in a letter dated 
April 4 of this year, he again spoke out very strongly in favor of 
the abolition of this station, where work had now been done for 
nine years and almost nothing had been accomplished, not even 
during the last period in which this station had had its own 
missionary; for although Missionary Kuss had now worked for 
seven months with great diligence and loyalty and self-denial, 
things were still the same in the station as before. Adults almost 
do not come to the services at all, at most 2 or 3, and even though 
the number of school children has increased, we cannot expect 
to build up the congregation through them over time, because 
they change too often and almost none can be persuaded to be 
confirmed. 

Missionary Kuss fully agreed with what Missionary Burgdorf 
had said. For example, in a letter dated April 4, he wrote: "As far 
as the congregation and the attendance of the church service are 
concerned, both are still just as they were when | came here in 
September 1893. Of the 9 communicating members, 4 come 
fairly regularly, 2 come now and then and the others almost not 
at all. ... Strangers come now and then, but almost none for the 
second time. Inviting people does not seem to help at all. ... So 
there are almost no prospects of even an average attendance of 
10 adults. People here are too attracted to the cults. 
Confirmands are also not to be counted on. ... So the prospects 
of Carollton ever becoming anything are very, very slim. | can't 
get the people to come to church. . . . Mr. Missionary Burgdorf, 
after all, has experienced the same thing these many years. It 
stands sadly, and is no hope either." We further refer to 
Missionary Burgdorf's report, "Missionary Dove", June 1894, p. 
43 f. 


After lengthy deliberation, the Commission decided "to abandon 
the mission station at Carrollton and to sell the mission property 
there as soon as possible". 

Missionary Kuss took over the Mount Zion Station on May 1 of 
this year, and Missionary J. Lankenau retained the St. Paul 
Station alone, and at the same time took over its first school class. 
During the vacations at our schools in New Orleans caused by 
the teachers being called away, we have often had to make use 
of the help of students, and are indebted to the Seminary in 
Springfield for this. With regard to the much desired and already 
decided foundation of a new station in New Orleans, nothing 
more could be done due to lack of money than that an excellently 
situated and very suitable building site was selected. This site is 
now no longer available, but it would probably be found again if 
the funds for the construction of a station were available. As far 
as our three stations in New Orleans are concerned, the following 
can be reported: 


Mount Zion. This station was established at Sailors’ 


Home in 1878, and removed to Franklin street in 1882. Mr. J. 
Lankenau, missionary, presided over it for the past few years, 
until a few months ago, when he alone took charge of the St. Paul 
station, which he had previously helped to serve, and Mr. E. W. 
Kuss, missionary, who stood at the defunct Trinity station at 
Carrollton, now took charge of the Mount Zion station May 1. He 
is assisted by Teachers Vix and Meibohm, the latter since last 
November, after Teacher Monk resigned a year before, and then 
many futile attempts were made to appoint a teacher. The church 
purchased in 1882 is also used for both schools at the same time. 
Already two years ago the venerable synodal conference 
recognized the necessity of a new building and decided on it. But 
unfortunately the decision could not be carried out for reasons 
already mentioned. The building has now become so dilapidated 
that many are kept from visiting. A new building is therefore now 
an indispensable necessity. The parishioners themselves have 
raised about $1000 for it. The poor, even dangerous condition of 
the building is a major obstacle to this station. It is not uncommon 
for one of the old, extremely uncomfortable pews to fall over 
during services or school hours, or for one to break; the windows 
are largely without panes, for the woodwork no longer holds any 
glass, and even the outer covering of the building is partly rotten 
and torn off, and the people refuse and are ashamed to come to 
this church or to send their children to school here. This 
congregation has also been troubled by a fierce struggle over 
associations and support, and has lost a number of members as 
a result, but is all the more encouraged in its knowledge by such 
a struggle. In the last two years 8 were confirmed and 7 baptized 
in this ward, among them 5 children. The number of souls is 261, 
communicating members 106. 125 pupils are in the Sunday 
school and 117 in the weekly school. The average number of 
church visitors was 80. 

The heartfelt wish of the missionary of the station is to have 
anew church anda 


This wish is also strongly endorsed by your Commission. We 
have recently succeeded in enlarging and improving our very 
limited property for this station by purchasing an adjacent lot. 

B. St. Paul. The pastor of this station is Missionary J. 
Lankenau. The station was founded in 1881. A few years ago it 
received a beautiful new church with tower and bell and a new 
two-story school. Since our last report 8 adults and 17 children 
have been confirmed, one adult and 6 children baptized. The 
number of souls is 158, including 75 communicating members. 
The church attendance of adults is 40 to 50 and about the same 
number of children. The Sunday school counts 111 and the 
weekly school 90 children. Since the previous teacher, Lembke, 
has been called away, Missionary Lankenau has taken over the 
upper class himself since April 1; the lower class is taught by 
Miss L. Trog, who is very happy with her class, but whose 
services we will lose in the future, since she intends to marry. 
The parish has raised H413. 55 for church purposes during the 
last two years. 

C. Bethlehem. this is the youngest of our New Orleans 
stations, and was established in 1887 by Mr. A. Burgdorf, 
missionary, who still serves it. The property of this station is 
beautifully and appropriately situated, corner of Washington and 
Dryades streets. Here is a fine church with confirmation room 
and a zrveic class school building. The ward is still growing. It 
now numbers 136 souls, including 55 communicant members. 
Average church attendance is 69. The Sunday school numbers 
179 and the weekly school 146 pupils. Teacher E. Rischow is in 
charge of the upper class, the lower class has been vacant since 
the departure of teacher Schafer in October 1893. We have not 
yet succeeded in recruiting a teacher for this class; even the 
candidate proposed to us by the distribution commission of the 
venerable Missouri Synod has not accepted our appointment. 
The small congregation gave their pastor a gratifying proof of 
their love and gratitude by raising a collection among 
themselves, without his knowledge, for him to make a 
recuperative journey to the World's Fair in Chicago, and even 
submitted a request to the Commission to grant him the 
necessary leave. Furthermore, the congregation itself paid for a 
necessary repair of its church in this year. (To be 
continued.) 


The Kansas District 


Our Synod held its sessions this year from August 15 to 21 in 
St. Paul's Parish, Leavenworth. It was opened in the usual 
manner by a service, in which the General Presbyter, Dr. 
Schwan, preached a most glorious and instructive sermon on 
Luc. 9:50. in connection with Luc. 11:23: "He that is not against 
us is for us." "He that is not with me is against me, and he that 
gathereth not with me scattereth." The dear reader will have an 
opportunity in his time to refresh himself on this delicious 
sermon, as the same will appear in print later. 
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The morning sessions were devoted to doctrinal 
negotiations. As our dear Professor Pieper was unable, owing to 
illness, to complete the theses begun two years ago in Topeka 
on "Law and Gospel," Pastor Grabner of Topeka had, at his 
request, prepared four theses on: "Baptism, a Means of Grace." 
They were: 


I. 

Baptism is the divinely ordained act of sprinkling or dousing 
or immersing a person in water in the name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Spirit. 

II. 

Baptism is a powerful means and outward sign by which God 
offers, presents, gives and seals to man the goods of grace 
acquired through Christ. 

Ul. 

Through faith alone man becomes partaker of the salvific 
benefit of the baptism he has received, which is why he also 
loses the grace of baptism through apostasy, but regains it 
through righteous repentance. 

IV. 

Baptism is such a necessary and important means of grace 

that it is by no means up to us whether we want to use it or not. 


The speaker explained these theses in a clear, instructive 
and heart-warming manner. Everyone went home with the 
thought: "Praise God, | too have been baptized! 


The afternoon sessions were devoted to business. Professor 
Kappel regaled the Synod with a report on the prosperous 
condition of our high school in Concordia, Mo., but also called 
attention to the fact that the support money for poor students of 
this institution had been received only very sparsely during the 
past year, so that a not inconsiderable debt burden existed. Most 
of the time of the afternoon sessions was devoted to the 
proceedings on Inner Mission of the Kansas District. Nearly all 
the missionaries were present, including those from Colorado 
and Oklahoma, and were therefore able to make interesting 
reports in person. Now, while the Oklahoma mission is entitled 
to the highest hopes, the same unfortunately cannot be said of 
the western mission field in Kansas and Colorado. Progress was 
almost nowhere to be noted, but stagnation, nay, decline. To this 
end, many of these congregations must again be supported 
bodily this year. Our missionary treasury is also low. Yes, not 
only that, we have debts, so that if abundant mission gifts do not 
come in soon, we will have to reduce our expenditures, that is, 
in other words, call away some of our traveling preachers and 
let their places be served as branches by other traveling 
preachers. This, of course, is no advantage for the prosperous 
progress of the mission. Oh, dear brethren, let us not grow weary 
in doing good, for in his time we shall also reap without ceasing. 
(Gal. 6:9) These are indeed difficult times by God's providence, 
and many of our dear Christians, even in the better parts of our 
state, have to struggle with hardship and _privation. 
Nevertheless, we should make it possible for the gifts to flow so 
abundantly this year that the missionary work does not need to 
be restricted. Shouldn't one of our 
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The churches can boast of what Paul boasts of his church at 
Corinth: "Though they were very poor, yet they gave abundantly 
in all simplicity. For according to all their ability (I testify) and 
above ability they themselves were active."

of our Synod held its sessions this year at Hanover, Buena Vista 
Co, in the congregation of the Rev. H. Wehking, from August 29 
to September 4. The General Presbyter, Dr. Schwan, preached 
the opening sermon. Present were 73 pastors, 45 deputies, 13 
teachers. 

Prof. Stéckhardt spoke about the seven Epistles in the 

Revelation of St. John. Day after day, the congregation listened 
with rapt attention to the explanations of God's learned 
interpreter of the Scriptures. More and more we became aware 
of the fact that what the Lord is saying to the common people 
applies to the Christian congregations of all times, especially 
also to the Christians of our time. As they were described one 
after the other, the seven churches of Asia Minor, a true image 
of our dear churches (including their pastors, of course) unfolded 
before our spiritual eye, with their damages and infirmities, with 
their sins and shortcomings, but also with the great spiritual 
goods and treasures given to them by God in great graces and 
still preserved. Then each one had to say to himself: Yes, 
everything - admonition, call to repentance, warning, threat, 
instruction, strengthening, promise, comfort - it is meant for us, 
we want to take it to heart, we want to keep it, we want to hate 
what God hates, we want to do according to His will, we do not 
want to stop asking Him that He may not push our lampstand 
away from its place, that He may help us to overcome, and that 
He may one day give us to eat of the wood of life, which is in the 
paradise of God. "He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the mean." Let him who can - and who should not be 
able - get hold of the report soon to appear in print. O how it 
would be to be desired that this report should circulate and be 
diligently read and heeded in all, all the churches! 
The largest part of the afternoon sessions was taken up by the 
report on our large mission area. Although there were many sad 
things to report, the report was generally favorable, and we were 
able to hear with thanksgiving to God how the Lord had also 
blessed the work of our hands in the past time; however, it also 
became clear to everyone how much this work of the Inner 
Mission needs continued, regular and strong support. Besides 
the Inner Mission, the Gentile and Negro Missions would also be 
remembered. With regard to the former, we agreed with the 
resolutions of the other districts. With regard to the latter mission, 
we recognized that, in view of the evident blessing which God 
had bestowed upon the 


faithful, self-denying work of our Negro missionaries, should 
relieve the great need by abundant contributions. In addition, we 
should not tire in supporting our needy brethren in the Saxon 
and Danish Free Churches. - The result of the election was: 
President: Mr. Zurrer; Vice-President: Father Horn; Secretary: 
Father Brandes; Treasurer: Mr. H. Tiarks. - The hospitable 
congregation at Hanover, whose pastor, teachers and all the 
members competed in showing love to their guests, received the 
heartfelt thanks of the Synod.

Concordia College at Sherman Park. The new building of this 
institution was solemnly inaugurated on September 3 of this 
year. The "Luth. Anzeiger" reports the following about the 
celebration: "Again, two railroad trains were necessary to bring 
the large number of guests to the celebration site. About 20 of 
our students from our institutions in Fort Wayne, Milwaukee, 
Watertown, Springfield and St. Louis, the greater half of the 
pupils of our Sherman Park Concordia College, most of the local 
parochial school teachers, 32 pastors and professors, as well as 
many hundreds of parishioners from near and far had gathered. 
Mr. M. Becker, who donated the necessary funds for the 
purchase of the college land, was also among the guests. The 
celebration was held in the spacious auditorium of the institution. 
However, only about half of the crowd could be provided with 
seats; the rest, among whom was the writer of these lines, stood, 
head to head, in the corridors, on the stairs, in the vestibules, in 
the adjoining rooms, and outside in the open air before the open 
windows. The festive celebration proceeded in the following 
order: After the opening words, the congregation sang the first 
four verses of the hymn: -Lobe the Lord, the mighty King of 
Honour. After this, Pastor P. Brand, the President of the Eastern 
District of the Synod, delivered the German festive address on 
the Scripture passage: The consecration prayer, also spoken by 
the District Praeses, immediately followed the speech. The large 
congregation now sang the verse: "HErr, hebe nun zu segnen", 
and then followed the English festive speech, which was given 
by Professor Feth. Hereupon again congregation 
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sang. Director E. Bohm then gave a report on the institution, on 
the construction, on the signed and paid-in construction funds, 
and on the remaining debts. While the congregation sang the 
final song: Now thank you all to God, the consecration collection 
was raised, which hopefully was also abundant. After the 
blessing of the Lord had been pronounced, the audience 
dispersed to visit the many beautiful rooms of the building. In the 
evening at 6 o'clock most of the guests were on their way home. 
The students of Concordia, however, about 55 in number, 
remained outside and received the necessary instructions for 
the new school year. 

The orphanage in Addison, Ill., is an institution which belongs to a 
society at present consisting of 42 parishes and is largely 
maintained by the same. According to the annual report recently 
issued, there are 104 children in this orphan asylum. Of the 61 
children who were registered for admission in the course of the 
previous year, 37 had to be turned away, mainly because of lack 
of space. So far 218 children have left the institution. A. G. 


As reported in the "Synodal-Bote", at its last meeting in 
Winona on August 28th, the Board of Directors appointed Mr. 
Mohr from St. Matthew's Parish in Milwaukee and Mr. 
Ackermann from Concordia Seminary in St. Louis as seminary 
teachers to the Teachers' Seminary in New Ulm, Minn. and both 
have accepted the appointment. There will thus be five teachers 
active at this institution when the two new appointees have taken 
office.

In the Pennsylvania Synod, which according to this year's 
Synodal Report has 537 congregations, there are only 18 
parochial schools, and with only one exception they all belong 
to German congregations. There has been a time when things 
were different in this synod. Thus in 1811 the then 45 pastors 
had 141 schools, and in 1812 the 53 pastors had 160 schools, 
and these too were German schools. A. G. 


From the General Synod we hear a testimony against the lodges, 
which is all the more strange, because the one who gives it, Dr. 
J. W. Schwartz, thereby condemns his own practice and justifies 
that of our pastors and congregations. Dr. Schwartz writes in the 
"Lutheran Observer'- 

"What is said in this essay is not written in a spirit of hostility 
to the secret societies, but for the purpose of calling the attention 
of such Christians as belong to the same to certain ceremonies 
which certainly need to be thoroughly changed. 

"| have been called several times to officiate at the funerals 
of those who were members of fraternities, and at these funerals 
these societies were also present, either in their entirety or 
through representatives, and their chaplains used their ritual. 
Now in every case *) these services were extremely repugnant 
to me, as | think they must be to every Christian. These 
ceremonies on such occasions are heathenish. *) Is this putting 
the matter too strongly? Let us see. 

"1.) In every case they praise the deceased brother for his 
fidelity to their Order, and teach clearly that for this reason *) it 
is now well with him. Now, by this they elevate the principles of 
their order above, or at least set them beside, the Christian faith. 
In what respect does this ceremony differ from that of the 
American

Indians who let all their dead heroes go to the happy hunting 
grounds? 

"2.) Their idea of heaven seems to be that of an upper lodge, 
or the like, above. Thus the Mohammedan imagines Paradise 
as a place where one will enjoy unlimited sensual pleasures. 

"3.) They never speak of God otherwise than as the supreme 
ruler, or else designate him as the chief officer of their order. A 
Buddhist or a Brahmin or a Chinaman or a Hottentot might just 
as well use this ceremony. 

"4) They have no knowledge of Jesus Christ or the Holy 
Spirit. Nor is there the slightest hint of the necessity of the 
atoning work of Christ, or of the regenerating power of the Holy 
Spirit. All that they consider necessary to ensure the welfare of 
the deceased is that he had lived up to the teachings of their 
brotherhood, that he had been a member in good standing. Nor 
is there any semblance of Christian worship in their whole 
ceremony. There can be no more godless, Christless, anti- 
Christian *) funeral service than this. - - - - - - - ------------ - -- 

"It would be better, unspeakably better, that they should bury 
their dead in respectful silence, than that they should rape the 
Christian sense of their fellow-men by such a mockery as this. 
Is it any wonder that some Christian preachers refuse to officiate 
at funerals where such things occur?" 

We answer: No, this is not a miracle, but it is to be wondered 
at that Dr. Schwartz, who can and dares to pronounce such a 
thoroughly correct judgment on the heathen, godless, anti- 
Christian lodge services, should bring it upon his conscience, 
and that any Christian preacher, indeed any Christian man at 
all, should win it over himself to take part in such a funeral 
service worthy of a heathen Indian or Hottentot. A. G. 


Men in the church, praise God, we orthodox Lutherans still have 
in great numbers, and English-speaking Americans have 
already expressed to us their amazement that especially in our 
German Lutheran churches so many men and young men not 
only regularly attend the services, but are also communion 
companions.

From the Breslau Synod. Kirchenrath J. Nagel published the 
following statement in No. 14 of the "Kirchenblatt fur die 
Evangelisch-lutherischen Gemeinden in PreuBen": "Zur 
Missionsfrage.

With a number of insipid phrases 
he defends or excuses especially the papist doctrine of the 
Breslau church government, as well as their unionist practice, 
for example, that they uphold communion and church fellowship 
with the so-called Lutheran regional churches to this day. In the 
Missourian doctrine of election by grace he now also sees 
shadows, "Calvinian words," though he does not say which 
words he means. Concerning the doctrine of Scripture, he 
expresses himself as follows: "As already mentioned in the 
Gotthold article, our church does not teach differently from the 
Lutheran confession in the important article of the Holy 
Scriptures, and the Missouri Synod also agrees with us in this. 
We rejoice in this communion. But we do not go one step further 
than the Confession. No one will want to censure that." This is 
more than naive. The Breslau Synod, as we have shown in our 
publications, adopted a few years ago a confession based on 
the inspiration of the Holy Scriptures, which sounds quite 
Lutheran when viewed from above, but in fact presents itself as 
a well-calculated union formula, which can also be signed by 
those theologians who accept errors and contradictions in 
secondary matters in Scripture. In the mission festival sermon 
held in Leipzig, Kirchenrath Nagel gave expression to the lax 
position of the New Lutherans on the Scriptures and confirmed 
the judgment of the Leipzig Missionary College on the two 
missionaries, thus condemning the proposition that the Bible is 
inspired word for word by the Holy Spirit and is infallible truth in 
all its parts. And so we also justly accuse the Breslau Synod of 
denying the Article of Holy Scripture. When Father Matfchoss 
finally accuses the undersigned of the sin of judgement of the 
heart because of his judgment on the aforementioned festive 
sermon of Nagel ("Lutheraner" No. 13, p. 107), we reply: 1. Such

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The right love for God's word. 


Love is that position and movement of the heart according to 
which the lover values the beloved object, rejoices in its 
possession, companionship, and enjoyment, or longs for the 
same. This is how the Holy Scriptures describe God's love for 
us human beings. The great God loved the world, and loves his 
own by first valuing them, as Isaiah saith Cap. 43:4, "Because 
thou art esteemed in mine eyes, thou also must be glorious, and 
| love thee: therefore will | give men in thy stead, and nations for 
thy soul." Yes, in this the esteem of value is shown, that one is 
also ready to pay a high price for something, to make great 
sacrifices for the possession of a thing, as also Joh. 3, 16. 
stands as a standard for the love with which God loved the 
world, just this stated, that God gave his only begotten Son for 
the world. So also Christ, the Saviour, speaks of his love, with 
which he distinguishes himself from the hirelings as a true, good 
shepherd: "A good shepherd lays down his life for the sheep"; 
as also St. Paul speaks, 1 Cor. 6:20: "Ye are bought with a 
price," and St. Peter, 1 Pet. 1:18, 19."Know that ye are not 
redeemed with corruptible silver or gold from your vain walk 
after the manner of a father, but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of an innocent and undefiled Lamb"; and of this St. 
Paul says, Rom. 5:8: "Wherefore glorify God for his love toward 
us, that while we were yet sinners Christ died for us." It is the 
same with the love of God's children to their heavenly Father, 
as the Psalmist says, "If | have thee only, | ask nothing of 
heaven and earth,” Ps. 73:25; and "the Lord is my goods and 
my portion," Ps. 16:5. So also the first part of the love which men 
bear one to another is this, that they esteem and value him 
whom they love. Thus Jacob loved Rachel, and esteemed her 
so highly, that he served fourteen years for her: thus David loved 
his son Absalom, that he would gladly have laid down his life for 
him. 

On the other hand, the nature of love is that he who loves 
desires to possess and enjoy. 
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of that which he loves, and rejoices in the possession and 
enjoyment obtained. Thus God's love is described to us in the 
words of the prophet, through whom God says: "I have loved you 
always, therefore | have drawn you to myself out of all 
goodness," Jer. 31:3; and through Isaiah God says to Israel: "I 
have called you by your name, you are mine," Isa. 43:1.; and the 
holy singer speaks of his love to his God, "Nevertheless | abide 
always in thee; when | have thee only, | ask nothing of heaven 
and earth," Ps. 73, 23. 25. Again, he exhorts the pious to love 
God, when he says, "Take thy delight in the LORD," Ps. 37, 4. 
As, on the other hand, the love of the Son of God is described, 
when it is said, Prov. 8, 31: "My delight is with the children of 
men." So then, too, as an expression of intimate love, the cry 
rings through the songs of the children of God now and then: 
"lam thine, thou art mine, Let no man put us 

asunder!" and sings the believer: 


"Thou art mine, because | take hold of thee, And 
let thee not, O my light, out of my heart. 

Let me, let me go, when thou shalt embrace me 
and | thee in the flesh." 


For the bride and bridegroom desire to belong to each other 
and to be united with each other, and the greatest pain of love is 
the pain of separation, since one must miss the other. So that 
which one esteems highly and worthily and after whose 
possession, company, and enjoyment one longs and whose 
acquired possession one rejoices, that one loves. Again, when 
love grows cold, it happens in such a way that one no longer 
values what one formerly loved, no longer gives anything for it, 
no longer desires its possession and enjoyment, and no longer 
rejoices in it; yes, at last one seeks to be rid of the object formerly 
loved, and to get rid of it, as many a man does of a spouse whom 
he may once have loved dearly and esteemed. 

Whoever loves God's word, values it first and foremost. Thus 
saith the psalmist Ps. 19:11: The judgments of the LORD are 
more precious.

But that it is so is a dome in the eye of the wicked enemy, 
and he leaves no stone unturned to make it so. But the world is 
the bride of the devil, and is in his service, and will not suffer us 
Christians to esteem the word of our God above silver and gold. 
If we pay attention to the way in which life and activity are 
increasingly taking shape in our time, we must realize that 
everything is working together to dampen the love for the Word 
of God, to alienate the hearts of Christians from this treasure, 
and to distract the senses and thoughts from this jewel, so that 
it may be forgotten and despised. Therefore the evil enemy 
leads a flood of the earthly mind over the world, so that men first 
fill their hearts either with the worries of food or with the worries 
of riches or with the desires of this life, so that neither space nor 
time shall remain for the word that makes our souls blessed. So 
also the evil enemy is bent in many ways on making the hearing 
of the word of God more difficult, and gives many profit-seeking 
employers the heart to banish their workers to the workshop 
even on those days on which the public sermon of the word of 
God resounds, and to make them choose, sometimes with 
insolent words, between the acquisition of the necessities of 
temporal life and the stirring and strengthening of spiritual life 
through the word of the sermon. Whereas in former years the 
worker could still use his Sunday or holiday to attend divine 
service, he is now expected to live more and more according to 
his breadlord's will, as if there were neither word nor sacrament, 
neither congregation nor divine service on earth. On the other 
hand, in our day the world is so inventive as to occupy Sunday 
with all kinds of amusements and pleasures, that even 
Christians are beckoned and urged on from all sides to run after 
the world and its pleasures by neglecting the word of God; and 
especially our youth's mouths are made watery for the tears of 
this betting, that they may be made to miss hunger and thirst for 
the bread and water of life, the sweet food of the gospel. O how 
many have already fallen a prey to these temptations, and have 
come to the point where they are now thirsty for the cup of the 
world's lust, and are ashamed of the time when they too 
refreshed their souls at God's fountain, which abounds in water, 
after the love of the world and its lust has killed the love of God's 
word in them. And in how many a house, in which in former 
times God's Word was the daily food of all the members of the 
household, has it come about in all the bustle of earthly life that 
the old Bible lies dusty on top of the cupboard, or perhaps a new 
Bible only as a showpiece in the front of the best room. Then we 
must watch and pray that the flesh may not rule over the spirit. 
For where the love for God's Word has waned and the diligent 
use of it has ceased, things soon go quickly downhill, and a 
person may finally come to the point where love is replaced by 
hatred of God's Word, and what has been going on in the heart 
is also revealed outwardly. 


Such watchfulness and prayer and a particularly diligent use 
of the Word of God and ever renewed warming of our love for it 
is also necessary when God puts our love for His Word to the 
test, when times are cloudy and earthly shortages often occur 
where there used to be sufficiency and abundance. But again, 
just such times, if we know how to use and buy them rightly, 
should and can also become times of rich blessing, so that we 
learn by the word in times of challenge, as Scripture says, that 
in times when we are in particular need of God's comfort, we 
become all the more grateful for the comfort of God's Word and 
realize all the more vividly what a great treasure we have in it, 
and are all the more diligent that such a treasure may be 
preserved for us, all the more willing to exert our strength and 
use our means to keep the word of truth in us and our 
descendants, so that it may be in our hearts: 


"O Lord, thy word, the noble gift, This 
treasure keep me, For | prefer it to all 
possessions And to the greatest wealth. If thy 
word be no more, on what shall faith rest? 
| care not for a thousand worlds, but for thy 
word."

We can tell the readers of the "Lutheran" the following about 
our institutions of higher learning. 

The Springfield seminary has 290 undergraduate and 
graduate students, 68 of whom entered this school year, with two) 
more enrolled. 

At the beginning of this school year, 49 new students entered 
our high school in Fort Wayne. However, since a considerable 
number of the previous year's pupils have stayed away, some off 
them having entered other institutions, the total number of pupils 
has decreased by 9, so that the present number is 176. On| 
Friday, September 28, the new organ was inaugurated in the 
auditorium of the Gymnasium with an organ concert, at which 
between seven and eight hundred guests were present. The 
organ was built by the firm of Kilgen and Son in St. Louis andj 
according to the opinion of experts, is an excellent work. 

At our Concordia College, Milwaukee, 49 new pupils entered 
at the beginning of the school year, namely, 13 Secundans, 1 
Tertian, 2 Quartans, 2 Quintans, and 31 Sextans. The whole 
number of pupils in September was 213, of whom 40 were of the, 
Prima, 35 of the Secunda, 27 of the Tertia, 42 of the Quarta, 30} 
of the Quinta, 39 of the Sexta. Unfortunately, however, the work 
of the year in this institution, which had scarcely begun, 
experienced a deeply distressing disturbance. Director Albrecht 
reported the following on October 1: "Concordia College was hit 
by a severe blow yesterday. Two of its students, Joh. Grosse 
and Conr. Piepenbrink, were attacked by the terrible leaf 
disease. The Health Department immediately ordered the 
transfer of the patients to the isolation hospital, where they will 
receive private care. As the sad news spread through the| 
college, a panic understandably arose among the students, 
Notwithstanding the protests and representations of the college 
authorities, all but about 40 students left the institution. Those 
who remained are now under quarantine, but are well, and there) 
seems to be no further danger of infection. Let all Christian 
readers unite with us in prayer that God will keep his protecting 
and gracious hand over the patients and the whole institution." 

Our Concordia in St. Paul has admitted 24 new pupils, 
namely, 21 for the underclass and 3 for the present senior class. 
As 3 of last year's pupils have failed to attend, one of whom has 
moved to Springfield, the total number of this year's pupils af 
present amounts to 46, of whom 27 want to become preachers, 
15 teachers and 4 want to take up another profession. The newly 
occupied buildings are proving themselves admirably. 

Our school teachers' seminary in Addison is attended by 249| 
students, of whom 86 belong to the seminary department, 
namely 44 to the first seminary class, 42 to the second, while the, 
preparatory department has 163 students. 

The Progymnasium of our Western District in Concordia has, 
85 pupils, of whom 19 are new, namely 16 in Tertia, 23 in Quarta, 
20 in Quinta, and 27 in Sexta. All but four of the pupils of this 
institution are destined for the preaching ministry. 

Our Eastern District's Concordia College in Sherman Park, 
whose new building was dedicated in September, was attended 
by 52 students during the first month of the current school year, 
25 returning from vacation and 27 new entrants. 

Walther College in St. Louis, which was founded by a society of 
parishioners. 


has at present 90 pupils, namely 72 boys and 18 girls. This fall, 
33 new students entered the school, namely 15 from the city of 
St. Louis and 18 from outside the city. The pupils from the local 
parishes usually enter right after Easter. The instruction in the old 
languages, which enables them to continue their studies in the 
higher classes of our high schools, is attended by 23 students, so 
that this institution is also at the service of our church in this 
respect. 

Pastor G. P. Schaaf has been provisionally appointed to the 
newly founded teaching institution of our southern brethren in 
Giddings, Texas, and he has accepted this appointment. So we 
will soon be able to report the opening of this institution as well.

The Wisconsin Synod held at Watertown, Wisconsin, on the 22nd 
and 23rd of August, the appointed special meeting, the principal 
purpose of which was to consider the restoration or replacement 
of the destroyed institution building, rendered necessary by the 
fire disaster of July 29th. The meeting decided in favour of a new 
building, with the stipulation that the cost of this should not 
exceed 820,000. As 86000 of this sum is covered by insurance, 
and about 82000 by voluntary contributions from the citizens of 
the city of Watertown, there remains to be raised about 812,000, 
which is to be collectirt within the synod.

Classes at the Michigan Synod School in Saginaw began again 
on September 11. The number of students is 25, and now that 
Prof. Hoyer has moved into the new director's apartment, the 
necessary living and sleeping space is available. The pupils were 
surprised by a bathroom set up by the local women's association 
during the holiday period. 

The Norwegian Luther Seminary near Minneapolis opened its 
Cursus of this year on September 10 with the usual festivities. On 
this occasion the newly elected professor, W. M. H. Petersen, 
was introduced. In the course of his speech, Professor Frich 
announced that on that day Professor Stub, who had spent some 
time in Norway, had intended to sail home on the ship "America" 
and would hopefully soon begin his work at the Institute. The 
seminary has 44 students, 23 theore- 
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and 21 practical. Of these, 11 theoretical and 7 practical belong 
to the upper class, 9 theoretical and 7 practical to the middle 
class, and 3 theoretical and 7 practical to the lower class. - On 
the 5th of November, it is announced, the Lutheran High School 
for Girls at Red Wing, Minn. is to commence its first school year.

Three elements have existed in the General Synod for a long 
time, the boundaries of which, however, run into each other 
several times. The one element, which has its organ in the 


Lutheran Observer, probably represents the present main 
character of the General Synod, as it has developed since about 
1804, when the Augsburg Confession was confessed in a 
somewhat less restricted way. The other element, which is 
heard in the Lxitheran Evangelist, is a retrograde one, which 
is always very afraid of too much Lutheranism, which therefore 
dislikes the agreed order of worship, and which feels great 
horror at the main part of the Small Catechism on Confession. 
The third element would like to see a somewhat more decidedly 
Lutheran character in the General Synod, and regards it as real 
progress that here and there a noticeable rapprochement to the 
old Lutheran Lutheranism is striven for, as is also expressed 
here and there in the Lutheran World, the journal which this 
element has created for itself. In the theological faculty at 
Gettysburg all three directions are represented. A voice from the 
extreme left was heard the other day in the Lxitheran 
Evangelist thus saying, "There are wonderful possibilities and 
great responsibilities in the Lutheran Church; our best days-the 
golden age of Lutheranism-are in the future, and the days will 
be golden as the broadest type of Luther*er General Synod 
leaven the whole dough. The evangelist is in touch with the 
clap Lutherans, 

which is in touch with the spirit of this age, which is not a spirit 
of polemical strife, narrow-minded dogmatism and separatism, 
but as free and full and rich and powerful as the gospel of Christ.

People are tired of threshing the old chaff, and demand the 
finest wheat in the new Canaan into which God has brought us 
in this new world," etc. By the "old chaff" are meant the old 
Lutheran doctrines of distinction, of which they want nothing on 
that side of the house, and as a golden age these people have 
in mind a state of things in which unionism, indifference in 
doctrine and confession, would be in full bloom, much as it was 
about the time of the founding of the General Synod; and in this 
respect, indeed, these people are in touch with the spirit of this 
age, in regard to which we say, "From this, dear heavenly 
Father, keep us." A. G. 

Our American Episcopalians rejoice over a supposed 
reformatory movement in the American papacy. They are 
obviously impressed by the effectiveness of the prudent papal 
legate Satolli. They consider it a favorable sign that among the 
papists a replica of the "Young Men's Christian 
Association" has come into being under the name of " Young 
Men's Institute," that in the Roman churches the American 
Sunday schools are beginning to be imitated, that in several 
cases an extended use of the vernacular is taking place, that 
the Litany of the Saints and the Litany of the Blessed Virgin are 
spoken in English, as if this were an advance towards the 
Gospel, and not rather a cleverly calculated movement, aimed 
only at letting the Pabbacy gain a firmer hold among the 
American people, to further extend and strengthen the kingdom 
of Antichrist in this country, and thereby to throw sand in the 
eyes of such people as the Episcopalians, that they recognize 
even less than before the spirit of the Antichrist Pabbacy, and, 
instead of being wary of it 


It is folly, too, for those people to see in the position of power 
which the Pope has conceded to his representative in 
Washington, and which he continues to concede to him, as, for 
instance, the Churchman says: "Whatever the future may 
bring, it is evidently the duty of a Christian to maintain an attitude 
of Christian encouragement and sympathy towards the better 
elements and the progressive direction of another community.

God grant that our institutions of learning, and 
especially our theological seminaries, may be preserved from the 
falsely famous science which now poses as theology, and that 
teachers and students may continue to speak in truth with heart 
and mouth: "Thy testimonies are my counsellors. 

The Mormon Church in Utah is proceeding to organize itself as a

Church. If, therefore, Utah were soon to join the ranks of the 
States, the Mormons, organized and incorporated as above 
stated, would be almost a State within the State, and a power 
against which the State government could do little enough.

Herrnhuter. The "Missionsanstalt der evangelischen Brider- 
Unitat" (Missionary Institution of the Evangelical Brethren- 
Unity), as the official title now reads, collected 477,752 Marks 
and spent 504,712 Marks in the last missionary year from July 
1893 to July of the first quarter of the year. The total expenditure 
of the mission in the year 1893 amounts to 1, 589, 570 Mk. 397 
missionary brothers and sisters were active on 122 places 
together with 26 secondary places in 21 provinces, 213 of them 
male, 184 female; the total number of persons in care amounted 
to 93, 246, 1402 more than in the previous year.

An Abbot Michard read a paper on the subject of 
the desirability of a free reunion of the Churches of the Orient 
and the Occident, while from the Russian side General Kireeff 
presented a carefully prepared reply, in which he declared with 
all firmness that the Oriental Church would never enter into a 
union with the Papacy. In general, a strong influence from the 
Russian side has been noticeable for years, which works to 
bring the Old Catholic congregations into connection with the 
Russian Church and to thwart a rapprochement with the 
Anglican Church. What will become of these Old Catholics 
remains to be seen; for the time being they are neither fish nor 
fowl.

From France. The call for the Bible is making itself felt among 
the Romans soon here and soon there. In the good Roman 
newspaper "Ooix" it says: "| would like to see a copy of the four 
Gospels next to the Crucifix in all our houses. It is not enough, 
indeed, to display the image of the divine Crucified; one should 
see to it that he is known and loved. It has been said that Jesus 
is unknown; it should rather be said that he is unknown. He is 
unknown to the younger generation, especially since 
sacrilegious laws forbid teachers to instruct children in 
catechism and the Holy Scriptures in school. Once upon a time 
the early Christians had a deep reverence for the Holy 
Scriptures. They read it daily and nourished themselves with it 
and with the sacrament of the Eucharist; they often carried 
passages from it with them. Even in the last century, in most 
families, on Sundays and long winter evenings, the father, with 
his head uncovered, surrounded by his children, used to read 
aloud the sacred text. In our day, in England and other 
Protestant countries, the father of the house reads the Gospel 
to his children several times a week. Perhaps this is the secret 
of the outward prosperity of Protestant societies. In France the 
Catholics do not know the life and history of Jesus. Christian 
women even know only what they have learned from their 
missals. This is too little. We should blush, we Catholics, to lag 
behind our ancestors and behind the Protestants in this. Why 
should we not return to the old Christian traditions by organizing 
the spread of the Gospel 2?

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From Greece. An independent Protestant church has been 
established in Greece. Up to now it has only three congregations 
(in Athens there is also a French service), but it is to be hoped 
that this number will soon increase. The constitution of the three 
congregations is presbyterian; preachers and elders form the 
presbytery; they unite in synods according to need. The cultus 
corresponds approximately to the simple kind, as it is usual in 
the reformed church of France. Communion is celebrated every 
three months. In addition to the main service and the Sunday 
school, there is a prayer meeting every Sunday afternoon. 
Originally the Greek Protestant Church was a daughter church 
of the Presbyterian Americas. But in order to preserve its 
national character, and to escape the charge that it is 
maintained by foreigners, it has been branching off for three 
years, and is now seeking to gain State recognition. Through the 
English Bible Society eight Bible messengers are placed at its 
disposal. (A. E. L. K.)

Our Heathen Mission. 


"Man thinks, and God directs." And God sometimes directs 
differently than man thinks. We too have experienced this with 
regard to the work of the mission to the Gentiles, which our 
Synod envisaged and decided upon at its delegate meeting last 
year. At that time, and for some time thereafter, our minds and 
thoughts were directed to Japan as the mission field beckoning 
to our Synod. In the report of the last Synod of Delegates we 
read: "We believe that Japan is the right mission field for us. This 
for the following reasons: 1. Japan is open to traffic, it would be 
as easy to settle in Japan as in any part of the United States. A 
point well worth considering. - 2 There is a great movement in 
Japan; people have broken with the old and are looking for 
something new: European civilization, education, new 
knowledge. - Let us go there and bring the knowledge that is 
eternal life." Thus the Commission for the Mission to the 
Gentiles appointed by the Synod set to work immediately after 
the conclusion of the Synod and took steps to carry out the ideas 
of the Synod, and all the measures that were taken had as a 
prerequisite that our messengers to the Gentiles should go to 
Japan, as they did when it came to the election of a missionary 
director, when it came to the election of a missionary director, 
and after his election a call and an instruction were issued to 
him, these were directed to Japan and made it the duty of the 
appointed one to go to Japan in person, if the Commission 
thought it necessary, in order to become acquainted with the 
mission area from his own viewpoint. 

That was our thinking; but now came God's directing. First of 
all, God directed the heart of the man who had been called to 
be a missionary director, so that he rejected the call that had 
been given to him. But over there in the distant island kingdom, 
to which our thoughts had been directed, the circumstances 
turned out more and more in such a way that the prospects for 
a relatively easy beginning of a new missionary work dwindled 
more and more. Among the pagan Japanese, a movement that 
had already begun some time ago was making itself felt, 
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The signs that an anti-Christian wave may soon sweep over the Missionaries had already begun to find their way into these 
missionary work carried on in Japan by various missionary thoughts. But then came God's guidance, and that again went 
societies are rapidly increasing.

in the Church of God as such there is no human authority whose 
commands other members of the Church as subjects would be 
obliged to obey for the sake of the commandment; and because 
they demanded that within the Leipzig Mission these truths 
should be fully and completely acknowledged, they were 
deprived of their office. Expelled from the missionary work that 
had become dear to them, in which they had worked with 
diligence and faithfulness and for which they had been equipped 
through years of preparation, they were to stand idle on the 
market and be left to their fate until they had found some kind of 
employment again in Germany. This was the thinking of the 
Leipzig missionary authorities, and those who had been expelled 
in this way 


our Saxon brethren reported about them from their personal 
intercourse with them, we came to the point where we could say: 
"This is flesh of our flesh and bone of our bone," and to this 
conviction the question naturally followed: While the doors were 
closed in Japan, should not God, through these events, have 
opened a door for us in India, through which we could enter with 
our heathen mission, and through which those two missionaries 
could return to the work in the heathen world, which had been 
forbidden to them by the Leipzig missionary authority? This 
question was maturely considered in a meeting of our Heathen 
Mission Commission. This thought was presented to the various 
District Synods by the venerable General Presiding Officer of 
our Synod, and everywhere the conviction broke out that here 
God's guidance was showing us the paths we should take. At 
the invitation of the Commission, the two missionaries came 
over to America, became personally acquainted with many 
members of our Synod in the East and in the West, proved their 
complete agreement with us in doctrine and confession by their 
speeches, which they held on various occasions, as well as by 
detailed doctrinal discussions, and declared themselves willing 
and ready, if they were sent by our Synod, to return to the 
missionary work in India, a work for which they were eminently 
qualified by their knowledge of the language, 
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familiarity with the country and its people and several years of 
experience in mission work. 

So on the 12th of October the general commission for the 
heathen mission met in St. Charles, Mo., where our Synod of the 
Western District had just assembled, in order to carry out the 
plan, which had been approved with joy by all the Synodal 
District, to call the missionaries Nather and Mohn for the 
missionary service and to delegate them as messengers of our 
Synod to the heathen in the Tamulenland of the East Indies. The 
Commission held five meetings on the above-mentioned and the 
following day, and after further detailed consultation decided to 
go ahead in God's name. The two missionaries, who had 
attended the synodal meetings from the first day, were issued 
and handed certificates of appointment, and both accepted the 
appointment with joy, then also submitted their application for 
admission to the synod, and were admitted to the synodal 
association after testimonies had been given before the synod 
concerning the doctrinal discussions held with them and their full 
agreement with the teachings of our synod, which had been 
expressed in these discussions. 

On Sunday, October 14, the solemn deputation of our dear 
missionaries took place in a public service organized for this 
purpose. On this occasion, Pastor Zorn of Cleveland preached a 
sermon on the text Matth. 28, 18 to 20, which contains the 
missionary command of our Saviour, His instructions for the 
proper execution of the missionary work, and His comforting 
promise for the prosperity of the same. The venerable General 
Praeses, Dr. Schwan, then addressed the congregation with 
reference to the words of Apost. 26:16-18 to the two missionaries, 
in which he once again explained to them what we expect from 
them and what they may expect from us. Then followed, with the 
assistance of two members of the Commission, the solemn 
commitment and blessing of the missionaries. The whole event 
will remain indelibly in the memory of all those who witnessed it. 
So now the work of our mission to the heathen in the East Indies, 
which has been assigned to us by God's wonderful guidance, has 
not only been prepared with all diligence in the fear of God, but 
has also actually been started in God's name. In a few days our 
dear missionaries will have begun their return journey to Europe, 
and around the end of this year one of them, Missionary Nather, 
will go to the East Indies and there without delay seek a place in 
Tamulenland where Christ's name is not yet proclaimed and 
where he can scatter the noble seed of the Gospel in the fields of 
the heathen world by preaching and instructing the youth on 
behalf of us and his Savior. May God, who has hitherto glorified 
his wisdom and goodness by his gracious guidance in the 
beginning of our missionary work, also guide the progress and 
give his divine prosperity to the planting and watering, which, if 
the Lord wills, will soon be lifted up. Missionary Mohn, whose 
health had already suffered during the last period of his stay in 
the East Indies, will stay a while longer in his German home for 
his complete recuperation and strengthening, in order to then 
also be able to move with his wife, the daughter of an East Indian 
missionary, to the missionary work he has been entrusted with.

Brief interpretation of the doctrinal passages of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the common man. 
Christians. 


(Continued.) 
3. marriage is a lifelong union. 
Against divorce. 

Marriage is a lifelong union. God himself has made it so and 
endowed it as such. No human being and no human power may 
divorce it. 

Is that true? 

The Lord Jesus was once asked about this same matter and 
gave aclear and definite answer. Matthew tells us this in the 19th 
chapter of his gospel. Let us hear what the Lord says... His word 
decides every question for us. 

For the Pharisees came unto the Lord Jesus one day, and 
tempted Him, saying, Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife 
for any cause? (Verse 3.) 

Frivolous divorces were very common in Israel at that time, 
much as they are now in America. Famous Christian scholars 
defended such a practice and taught that one could divorce his 
wife for any reason. Other Christian scholars tried to control this 
evil. The Lord Jesus had raised his voice against it. (Matth. 5, 31. 
32.) The Pharisees now put the above question to the Lord, to 
induce Him to speak thus again ; they meant. They thought they 
could refute Him and disgrace Him before the people. 

What answereth the Lord Jesus? He answered and said unto 
them, Have ye not read, that he which made man in the 
beginning made him to be male and female, saying, For this 
cause shall a man leave his father and his mother, and shall 
cleave to his wife: and the two shall be one flesh? - So they are 
not two, but one flesh. What therefore God hath joined together, let not 
man put asunder." (Verses 4-6.) 

That's the answer. 

The Lord Jesus goes back to the foundation of marriage and 
the Word of God concerning it, and holds it up to them, and 
shows them that man and woman are one flesh, that God has 
made them one flesh and joined them together; and what God 
has joined together, He says, let not man put asunder. So the 
HER JEsus proves from God's Word, and declares that marriage 
is a union for life, and that no man or human power shall put it 
asunder. - This is a clear, distinct, and well-founded statement, 
which the Pharisees could long ago have obtained for 
themselves from the Scriptures, and of which we also see clearly 
that the words of the foundation and institution of marriage 
already give it. 

But those Pharisees did not give in. They nevertheless 
brought their objection, of which they had a so 


had expected great effect. They answered and said, "Why then 
did Moses command to give a bill of divorcement, and to divorce 
her?" (Verse 7.) 

Is not this a mighty and excellent objection which the 
Pharisees brought? They brought against the Lord Jesus and 
against the Scriptures which He had cited. In the fifth book of 
Moses, in the 24th chapter and first verse, it is written: "If any 
man take a wife, and marry her, and she find no favour in his 
sight, for any displeasure; then shall he write a bill of 
divorcement, and put it in her hand, and let her out of his house." 
These words are also clear and unmistakable. If a man is no 
longer pleased with his wife, and does not like her, because he 
has perceived something displeasing in her, he shall give her a 
bill of divorcement, and let her go from him-that is what is said 
there. And this the Pharisees objected to. They said: Why then 
did Moses say this, if it is not right and against the word of God, 
as you say? 

And what sayest thou to this, my Christian? Is it Moses 
against Christ and Scripture against Scripture? That would 
outline the whole reason for our faith! 

Let us hear the answer of the Lord Jesus. He says: "Moses 
allowed you to separate from your wives because of the 
hardness of your hearts; but from the beginning it was not so." 
(Verse 8.) 


What do we learn from these words? This: The people of 
Israel were indeed the people to whom God bestowed his grace 
before all the peoples of the earth’. (Rom. 9, 4. 5.) But indeed, 
not all Israelites were of Israel; that is, not all who were 
Abraham's seed were therefore also his spiritual children and 
children of God. (Rom. 9, 6. 7.) On the contrary, the great mass 
of the people had always been a stiff-necked people, a people 
of great hardness of heart. Especially in the matter of marriage, 
the whole nation was caught up in heathen opinions and was in 
great ignorance, as we have already shown. And for this very 
reason the hardness of heart of the people was greater in this 
matter than in any other. If God had wanted to force the people 
to keep marriage as He had established it in the beginning, He 
would have had to destroy the people. But God did not want that. 
And He gave a law through Moses, the first leader of the people, 
that he who wanted to divorce his wife because of some 
unwillingness - which was not right - should at least give his wife 
a proper letter of divorce, and should not marry her again if she 
had become another man's wife in the meantime (Deut. 24:2-4). 
This law was given by God in order to at least ward off cruel and 
wild disorder and licentiousness, and yet to preserve some 
order. This law was therefore a civil law. And because it was a 
civil law, it was not intended to teach what was actually right in 
the sight of God, but only to keep injustice in check, to contain it, 
to set a measure and a goal for it, and to prevent it from 
overflowing and corrupting everything without restriction. - And 
this is one of the main characteristics of civil and state laws to 
this day. They are not there to teach what is right in the sight of 
God, but in many respects they are only there to make right what 
is wrong in the sight of God. 


that it does not corrupt the whole state. Thus every state in its 
civil laws still permits divorces which are against God's word, and 
only says according to what rules they are to be performed. The 
state is not the church of God. The state does not have to deal 
with Christians, but with the children of the world. What good 
would it do if the state were to say, "You must not divorce your 
wife"? Adultery would break all the dams like a roaring torrent 
and flood everything. Therefore the state says thus: If thou wilt 
divorce thy wife, thou must at least have such and such grounds, 
and obey such and such order. But this does not make such a 
divorce right in the sight of God. And by no means may a 
Christian do what the state permits. Such state laws exist only 
because of the hardness of men's hearts. 

This is what the Lord Jesus teaches the Pharisees. And now 
you understand, dear Christian, that Moses is by no means 
against Christ and Scripture against Scripture, as it might seem 
here to an ignorant person. 

Now the Lord Jesus continues and confirms what he had 
already shown from the Scriptures: He says sharply and firmly 
that, in spite of all civil laws which permit divorce, it is not right in 
the sight of God to divorce one's spouse, precisely because 
marriage is made by God to be a lifelong union. He says: "But | 
say unto you: Whoever divorces his wife (except for the sake of 
fornication) and marries another, commits adultery. And 
whosoever shall put away her that is put away, he committeth 
adultery also." (Verse 9.) 

Let us now be quite clear about this matter from these words. 

If a wife has committed fornication during her married state, 
or has committed fornication with another man, her husband may 
divorce and separate from her, leave her, divorce her by legal 
process, or marry her in another way. - And if a husband commits 
fornication during his marriage, or commits fornication with 
another woman, his wife may separate and divorce him, and 
enter into another marriage. 

But if a husband divorces his wife for any other reason, or 
separates, or leaves her, or repudiates her, or divorces her, and 
enters into another marriage, he commits adultery. - And if a wife 
divorces her husband for any other reason, or separates, or 
leaves him, or is legally divorced, and enters into another 
marriage, she commits adultery. (Marc. 10, 12.) 

And the woman who marries a man who has been unlawfully 
divorced from his wife is an adulteress, for she occupies the 
place that belongs only to the lawful wife. - And the man who 
marries a woman who is unlawfully divorced from her husband 
is an adulterer, for he occupies the place that belongs only to the 
lawful husband. 

But if a husband has done wrong in separating himself 
unlawfully from his wife, and persists in such wrong, he is an 
adulterer, and so the wife is no longer bound to him. 1 Cor. 7, 15. 
She may then "divorce" him judicially. Such judicial divorce is 
then only a declaration that he, 
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the man has separated from his wife and left her. And the wifeA family of 0 souls already belonging to us lives there, and 2 other 
can then also marry elsewhere.

This mission station, which was once started with such 


H66.91 has been received in cash, but much voluntary work hag 
been done by the members on the property of the mission and 
thus much money has been saved. 

In the little town of Keysville, seven miles from Meherrin, the 
missionary last year, at the request of the people there, 
established a branch station, where he preached and employed 
a teacher. He built a chapel here with the help of his people at a 
cost of $172. The school numbered 45 pupils after a few weeks 
and 75 after a few months. For over a year the school was ina 
flourishing condition. The teacher, a Negro pastor's widow, who 
had a good report, kept the school to the missionary's great 
satisfaction; but he felt compelled to dismiss her a few months 
ago because she had repeatedly been guilty of deliberate 
falsifications in her reports. In general, the lying spirit seems to be 
very active there. A black false preacher has slandered our 


missionary and our mission in such a way that neither our church 
services nor our school are attended anymore. Of course he will 
not do so in the long run, but for the time being the missionary 
thinks he must stop his missionary work in Keysville. On the other 
hand, he reports that a number of German Lutherans have 
recently settled in the area, who will be very happy to come to a 
German service in our little church. But who knows whether it will 
not also happen with Keysville as it did before with Meherrin, 
which station we also gave up as hopeless, but had to take it up 
again after two years, and which is now a blessed field of work. 

In addition, Mr. Missionary Schooff holds services with 
preaching and Christian teaching every fortnight at Pleasant 
Grove, ten miles from Meherrin. 


Commission traveled to Springfield and found the rumor 
confirmed. The missionary was strictly forbidden to engage in 
such business, and warned against imprudence. He asserted 
that this warning was unnecessary, and promised to get away 
rom the business as soon as possible. Soon after, we found 
urselves obliged to investigate the matter, and found that our 
issionary had recklessly engaged in great speculations, and 
ad borrowed money in the name of the mission. The unfaithful 
issionary sent in his resignation, whereupon he was dismissed 
rom the service of the Mission in February last. Professors I. 
erzer and L. Wessel had the kindness to take over the care of 
he station temporarily, with the assistance of students; and as 
e failed to get a missionary for Springfield last year, they have 
ontinued the care with great self-sacrifice for a whole year up to 
he present. Prof. Herzer reports, "Since taking over the mission 
arch 1, 1893, to July 1, 1894, the status has remained pretty 
uch the same. Admitted by confirmation are 3 adults. Church 
ttendance has been 15 to 30. Sunday School has 33, including 
0 adult students. Lately church attendance has improved. The 
oul count is 41, communicating members 25. The congregation 
as raised $105.00 during this time. We could have several 
egroes in class if we had time to make home visits." Certainly 
e are greatly indebted to the Professors and their assistants for 
he fact that things are still so good with the station. If it gets a 
onscientious missionary, we can certainly count on a new 
lourishing. 
For various reasons, we did not think it advisable to appoint 
nother Springfield-trained candidate to this station. It 
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However, we have succeeded in winning over for Springfield the 
missionary Hermann Meyer, who has proven himself to a certain 
extent through one year of faithful missionary work in North 
Carolina, and, God willing, he will begin his work at the mission 
in Springfield in these days, while the gap created by his 
departure from North Carolina is filled by a candidate from 
Springfield.

The Western District 


Our Synod held its sessions this year in the congregation of 
Father C. C. E. Brandt at St. Charles, Mo. from the 10th to the 
16th of October. Besides the Synod members, a number of 
guests were present, among them the two missionaries Mohn 
and Nather, as well as the members of the Heathen Mission 
Commission who live outside our district, Father Frey from 
Brooklyn, Father Zorn from Cleveland, O., Sapper from 
Bloomington, and Professors Zucker and Schmidt from Fort 
Wayne. In the opening sermon the Reverend Dr. H. C. Schwan] 
spoke about Luc. 9, 50. and Luc. 11, 23. and explained how 
these two words from the mouth of the Lord Jesus are very 
compatible with each other and should be taken to heart by us 
even today. Ten sessions were then held. Father Janzow gave a 
lecture on the basis of five theses on the subject: "On the calling 
of Christians to prove their faith before the world also by a godly 
walk. This work is all the more important because it deals with 
some of the most burning questions of our time and clearly shows 


how both the nature and character of Christianity and the high 
and holy calling of believers to be in the light in this wicked and 
perverse world require that we, in serious campaigning, 
demonstrate our faith before the world, require that we bear 
witness in a serious struggle against the world and our own flesh 
to the divine power that is in us, not only against sin in general, 
but especially also against the ever more insolent materialism of 
our time, in whatever form it may manifest itself. Apart from 
everything else, this presentation alone gives us sufficient reason 
to warmly recommend the Synodal Report, which will soon be 
published, to all members of our congregations. 

In the business discussions, which in addition to the 
afternoon sessions still occupied the morning of the last day, the 
heathen mission, the St. Paul Progymnasium in Concordia, Mo. 
and the work of the Inner Mission were mainly discussed. The 
meeting, in the matter of the Heathen Mission, joined with great 
joy in the resolutions of the other districts. On the 21st Sunday n. 
Trinitatis, which fell between the sessions, the two missionaries 
Nather and Mohn, after vocations had already been sent to them 
beforehand by the Heathen Mission Commission and they had 
entered into the association of the Synod, were deputized in a 
solemn service by Mr. Praeses Schwan, assisted by Professors 
Grabner and Zucker, for the missionary service among the 
Tamuls in the East Indies. 

The administrator of the Progymnasium in Concordia was 
able to report on the successful development of the school. The 
teachers work with great fidelity and diligence, the institution is 
characterized by excellent order and discipline; in addition, it is 
well run. 


visited. It is therefore all the more deplorable that their debt 
burden, which has been increased especially by the interest that 
has become due, has risen to about 7400 dollars. Thus, the 
representatives of the congregations were encouraged to 
recommend Concordia to the members of the congregation at 
home, so that the current expenses for salaries, rent, interest, 
repairs, etc., which amount to about 8000 dollars per year, can 
be paid off and perhaps also the debts that are so oppressive 
can be paid off little by little. A commission, consisting of Mr. 
Muller and Mr. Wehking from St. Louis, collected signatures from 
the deputies during the synodal period to cover the interest due 
next year. 

The blessing of the Lord also accompanied the work of the 
inner mission in abundance. The reports of the missionaries were 
for the most part quite pleasing, especially mission churches 
such as those in Kansas City, St. Joseph, Sedalia, Ulm, Ark. 
show a steady growth. If, however, this work is to be continued 
in our large district in its present extent, about 4000 dollars 
should be raised for this purpose in the following year. The 
importance of the English mission in the southeast of our great 
country was also pointed out from several sides. Much could be 
done here with God's grace and help, if only the gifts for it would 
flow more abundantly, so that the number of missionaries could 
be increased. May the Lord of the Church give many a willing 
heart to place their earthly possessions at the service of this work 
that is pleasing to God! - Praeses Schwan then recommended 
the support of the Emigrant Mission, as well as of the brethren in 
the Saxon Free Church and the brethren in Denmark. If the latter 
are not to lose their church property in the capital of the country, 
then quick and sufficient help must be brought. 

Admitted to this district were 5 congregations, 16 pastors, and 
5 teachers. Mr. P. C. C. Schmidt, of St. Louis, was elected 
President; Mr. P. F. J. Biltz, of Concordia, Mo., Vice-President; 
Mr. P. F. Klug, of St. Louis, Secretary; and Mr. H. H. Meyer, 2314

Mission to the Jews. It is certainly good news to all warm friends 
of Israel to hear that, with the help of the gracious God, a mission 
to the Jews has been started in St. Paul-Minneapolis. 
Encouraged by the Minnesota and Dakota Districts of our 
Synod, the pastors of the above cities have employed Mr. 
Nathanael Friedmann as a missionary to the Jews. On the 14th 
Sunday n. Trin. the same was publicly installed in the Zion 
Church here by the undersigned, assisted by kU. Miller and 
Stephan, was inaugurated into his office. Father Stephan 
preached the introductory sermon on this occasion. Mr. 1%. 
Frederick Lochner of Milwaukee was kind enough not only to 
send us a warm wish of blessing, but also to prepare for the 
purpose of the introduction a liturgy quite fine. The missionary 
has put his hand to his hard work with enthusiasm and joy, with 
zeal and diligence, and although great, brilliant successes in the 
field of the mission to the Jews are impossible, we are pleased 
to be able to report that fifteen Jews are already in negotiation 
with the missionary. They come to him almost every evening, let 
the Messiah of Israel speak to them, allow the missionary to visit 
them in their homes, and they have already promised to be loyal 
to him. Especially noteworthy is the favorable circumstance that 
even the Jewish women do not hinder their husbands from 
associating with the missionary, while otherwise this drawback 
is often to be lamented in the work of the mission to the Jews. 
Both at the introduction of the missionary and at the inauguration 
of our young Concordia here, these Ebraer were present and 
testified by undivided attention that they were not indifferent to 
what was preached. Soon Friedmann will also use the public 
sermon in the St. Stephen's Church of Father v. Niebelschitz as 
a means to present his blinded fellow tribesman Jesus of 
Nazareth. God willing, in time a school will also come into being 
to further the missionary work. We are confident that the Lord 
will also bring some of them from Israel to confess His name 
here in St. Paul-Minneapolis. The maintenance of our 
missionary must, of course, come from private sources; for since 
this mission has not yet been adopted by the General Synod, 
the general treasury for the mission to the Jews is closed to us 
until then. It is therefore necessary that special notice be given 
when sending gifts for this purpose: For the Jewish Mission in 
St. Paul. 

W. v. Schenk. 

From Mattoon, Ill, Pastor Wolter reports the following: Mattoon 
is a town of over 10,000 inhabitants, of whom a not insignificant 
number are Germans, and Lutheran by birth. Many years ago 
there was also a German congregation of the "Evangelical 
Community" here, but it finally disappeared. So until recently 
there was not a single German congregation here. A year ago, 
encouraged by many, | took up the work in God's name, albeit 
with great difficulty. | found a few families whom God had saved 
from the nets of the lodge system; but even they, very 
discouraged and despondent, declared to me that it would be in 
vain to do missionary work in Mattoon if we did not also take in 
the Odd Fellows. Nevertheless, | rented a small hall in town and 
announced a German service. A number of listeners attended, 
and | immediately declared that | would preach again in two 
weeks, and so | continued. Strangely enough, the good Lord led 
us 


In the meantime some families from older Missourian 
congregations joined us regularly. Barely a year has passed, 
and God the Lord has already done great things for us and 
blessed us so abundantly with prayers and understanding that 
a small congregation of 18 voting members has already been 
organized and constituted under the name: "Evangelical 
Lutheran Trinity Church in Mattoon. | have already baptized 
several children, confirmed two, and married a couple. But how 
will it be in the future? We have no church! The hall provided for 
us is inconvenient and must also be paid for dearly. And as far 
as the members of the congregation are concerned, God has 
chosen what is poor and contemptible in the eyes of the world. 
| have been promised strong help from many sides, but | do not 
dare to ask for help in these times of need, when our Inner 
Mission is in greater need of help than usual: Come and help 
us, although our prospects justify the most beautiful hopes, 
since many a Lutheran family still lives here who has not heard 
a Lutheran word of God for 20 or 30 years, whose children have 
not been confirmed, but who would still like to be won over, and 
since our city is also receiving much growth from outside, since, 
in addition to other factories and businesses, two large car 
shops provide ample employment. May the faithful God 
continue to help us. 

The Tennessee Synod again considered the question of whether 
to withdraw from the United Synod of the South during its annual 
meeting this year in September. A resolution to that effect was 
defeated by 31 votes to 20. It was also decided that a committee 
should write and publish a paper on the doctrine of election by 
grace. One of the members of this committee is Rev. R. A. 
Yoder, who has recently published a paper against Missouri. 
The theological instruction, which has hitherto been given in 
Lenoir College at Hickory, N. C., is to be discontinued by 
Synodical resolution until further notice. The conditions 
prevailing in this synod will not be able to continue in the long 
run, just as the position of this ecclesiastical body has been 
untenable for years and is explained by the fact that elements 
are connected with each other externally which do not belong 
together internally. A. G. 

The Pittsburg Synod, at its recent meeting, decided to celebrate 
the 300th anniversary of Gustavus Adolphus' birth on December 
9 of this year with a memorial service in all churches on the 
second Sunday of Advent. Furthermore, the Synod has decided 
to celebrate the 50th anniversary of its existence next year, to 
have jubilee medals minted, and to collect H50,000 for church 
purposes through jubilee collectibles. A. G. 

The great American Missionary Society, the American Board, 
closed its fiscal year on the 31st of August. The total receipts for 
the year amounted to $705, 133. 70, and the expenses during 
the same period to H821, 370. 26, leaving a deficit of $116, 237. 
50. The total receipts of this year exceeded those of the 
preceding year by K25, 816. 84, and the deficit did not accrue 
in this year alone, but at the beginning of the same amounted to

The synodal address in this report elaborates on the idea that the 
church has been a contending one from the beginning to the present 
day and will remain so until the end of days. The address deals in a 
practical and timely manner with the right use of the doctrine of the 
church. By way of introduction, it is briefly stated what the nature, 
characteristics, and marks of the Church are. In the first thesis, the 
speaker shows that it is the duty of every Christian to investigate 
which church community bears the marks of the true church, and 
also to adhere to the same alone. The conclusion is wrong: if 
Christians are also found in false churches, then it makes no 
difference to which church one belongs. The test must be made 
according to the marks, the pure Word and the unadulterated 
Sacrament. Lutheran Christians will not find this difficult, and the 
Lutheran Church has nothing to fear from this. One should hold to 
the church of the pure word alone, that is, not be diverted from it by 
any earthly considerations, not be ashamed of it and its members, 
but rather profess it, testify to it, boast of it, use its means of grace 
diligently, and gladly bear its burdens and its disgrace. In the second 
thesis it is shown that the right use of the doctrine of the church 
consists in the Christian avoiding all false-believing communities, 
whether they lead much or little false doctrine, although he does not 
deny that there are still Christians in their midst. False doctrine is 
always and everywhere poison from which one must beware, and 
the shunning of false churches is also not against love, but rather 
an outflow of it. The avoidance itself consists primarily in not 
excluding oneself from false churches, not participating in their 
services, not standing as a godparent in false churches, not allowing 
false preachers to perform official duties (baptisms, visiting the sick, 
taking communion, funerals, weddings), not joining unionist 
associations (Y. M. C. A. and Y. P. S. C. E. ), does not hold joint 
services with false believers, does not support false churches with 
contributions, and does not send the children to false believing 
Sunday schools. This thesis also shows what is the right conduct 
against deniers of the fierce Trinity and against lodges. Finally, in 
the third and fourth thesis, the speaker emphasizes that precisely 
because the church is the congregation of the saints and is invisible 
in its essence, no one should be satisfied with mere outward 
membership in the orthodox church, and everyone should be 
anxious to grow in sound doctrine in order to guard against 
apostasy. F. B.

Of right trust from God's Word. 


At the same time as an echo of the Reformation Festival. 


"He that trusteth in God is well built," is an old and true 
saying. But it is also true that not every one who speaks of 
trusting in God has built well, nor every one who thinks he trusts 
in God. For the right trust in God does not consist in letting God 
do what he wants to do and accepting that he will do what he 
wants to do, for that is what the heathen can do. Right trust in 
God, on the other hand, is a firm confidence based on God's 
word and promise. It is already the case among men that one 
wants a word from another, a promise, in order to be sure of 
what he can rely on. 

But of course there is a great difference between the word of 
man and the word of God. A man's word is as trustworthy as 
the one who spoke it. "A liar is not believed, though he speak 
the truth." Daily experience teaches us how much we can rely 
on the truthfulness of men. Man is by nature a liar, as the 
Scripture says, "All men are liars"; and only if and in so far as 
the Holy Spirit, the Spirit of truth, has his work in a man, can it 
be said of him, as of Nathanael John 1:47, "Behold a righteous 
Israelite, in whom is no falsehood." O, how deceitful the world 
is in our day! The world itself knows this very well. How anxious 
men are to make themselves sure by a thousand measures that 
they will not be lied to and deceived. They seek to secure and 
protect themselves by witnesses and guards and spies and 
oaths and seals and sureties and pledges and certificates and 
records and stamps and all sorts of other signs, and yet, in spite 
of all this, they are lied to and deceived, swindled and cheated 
one over the other, so that scarcely any one trusts the other 
any longer. Yes, even many a word spoken with honest intent, 
many a promise made in all faithfulness, remains unfulfilled, 
because he who has made the promise, if it is to be fulfilled, 
has not done so. 
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on it and on it, is no longer able to deliver what he promised. 

It is otherwise with the word of God. What he promises, that 
he would certainly have; for he is truth and omnipotence, and will 
and can keep his word faithfully. So it was of old, so it is still 
today, so it will remain as long as the earth stands, yes, when 
earth and heaven perish. 

But if we are to put our trust in God's word and promise, we 
must first know what he has promised us. We are glad that we 
can do this, for he has not spoken his promises to the wind, so 
that they would fade away and disappear from the memory of 
men, but he has laid down his whole word for all time, so that it 
will remain, even though the generations of men pass away. Yea, 
we have a sure prophetic word, of which he himself, the true, 
hath said, "Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away." And now he wills that we also take him at 
his word, that we let all that he has promised of old be promised 
to us, and be sure with undoubted confidence that he will keep 
what he has promised. Yes, what is true of one of his promises 
is true of all; what is true of the least is true of the greatest; what 
is true of the first is true of the last. Behind every single word of 
God stands the whole holy trinity, his truth, his omnipotence, his 
wisdom, his goodness and faithfulness, which has no end. 
Truly, if we consider this, we can be of good cheer; if we 
understand it and have it always before our eyes, we should bid 
farewell to all sorrow, put all fear out of our minds, be able to rise 
up without fear and lie down without trembling, and cheerfully 
renounce everything in which the world places its hope and trust. 
For he has promised us that he will not leave us nor forsake us, 
that he will take care of us, that he has taken care of our bodies 
and souls, our going out and our coming in, our living and dying, 
our happiness and well-being in time and eternity, as only an 
almighty father can take care of his dear children. He has 
promised us. 


That no man should pluck his sheep out of his hand; that he 
would give us the inheritance prepared for us from the foundation 
of the world; that he would pluck us out of all our troubles, and 
crown us with grace and mercy; that, when once the world is 
broken down, he would bring us into the light of glory, that we 
should be with him always. And what he hath promised, that he 
will surely keep. Mountains may fall away and hills may fall, but 
the covenant of his peace, the promise of his grace, the word of 
his truth cannot fall away, no more than he himself can fall away. 
He who believes this is able to withstand all hardships and 
dangers and tribulations, all the attacks of the enemy, even the 
whole infernal host, because he trusts in the word of God. 

One who understood this art as few understand it, and 
practiced it as few practice it, was the hero of God, through 
whom, according to his promise, the Lord of hosts proved himself 
in the blessed work of the Reformation to be the one who has 
faith forever. When Dr. Luther began the work of the Reformation 
in God's name, it was not long before he had more enemies than 
he could count. Against him stood the pope and his clerics, the 
emperor and other secular princes and lords, citizens and 
peasants, universities, doctors and magisters, open enemies 
and false brothers, the devil and his angels, his own flesh and 
blood; and he was a poor despised monk in his habit, a banished 
and outlawed man, frail of body, contested from within and 
without, threatened, mocked, persecuted, hated, and deserted, 
that if ever a Christian man had reason and cause to despair and 
despair, that man would have been Dr. Luther. And yet, how did 
he stand in the midst of all the enemies and their fury, in all 
dangers and tribulations, with such rock-solid courage, so 
confident and undaunted, until, in spite of all the gates of hell, 
the great work was done, the Church of the Reformation was 
delivered from the bonds of Antichrist, the pure and pure Gospel 
was placed high on the lampstand, and the Reformation was 
accomplished! How was this possible, and how was it 
accomplished? It was not possible because Luther was a man 
of bold, German courage and high gifts; it did not happen 
because the 
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Wittenberg doctor, trusting in himself and his good cause, an 
with a sure eye for the right moment, would have steered the shi 
of the Reformation safely past all cliffs and reefs with a firm han 
through storm and surge. Yes, if he had gone to work in such 
spirit, and if he had pursued his course carried by such thoughts 
he would have perished as a mad fool, as he deserved. But no 
Luther's strength had another support, Luther's courage had 
better reason. He could say, "Our God is a stronghold," becaus 
in his heart it was said, "The word of the Lord is true, and wha' 
he promises he keeps." The word of his God was that in whic’ 
he trusted; that was the sword wherewith he smote his enemie 
and his God's. Out of the brook of the word of God he lifted th 
stones that were to go out of his sling to the crown and brain o 
the Roman Goliath. The word of his God was the firm ground o 
which he himself was founded; there his ship was anchored i 
the surge of the waves; in it he trusted, and on it he built. By thi 
trust in God's word he was preserved in the temptations whic’ 
wanted to shift his goal, he overcame the danger of taking fles 
for his arm, both because the peasants wanted to make him thei 
standard-bearer and because the brave Sickingen and th 
German knighthood wanted to make him their spiritual leader 
yes, because the devil had set out to prepare the downfall of th 
Reformation by confusing it with those plans of overthrow. On th 
journey to Worms, before emperor and empire, in his Wartbur 
solitude, in the confusion which the false prophets had caused a 
Wittenberg, in all the misery which the enthusiasts instigated 
under the threat of the Turks on the border of the empire an 
under the rising of the weather of war, which, after he ha 
scarcely closed his eyes, were to be unleashed, he preserved, i 
trust in his God's word, the firm, joyful heroism for which eve 
then his enemies, and since then many of his admirers, had n 
understanding, because they did not know the right reason tha) 
sustained him. 

This is also a delicious fruit that has come to us children o 
the Lutheran Church, especially from the work of th 
Reformation, that we have in the Reformer himself a hig 
example, after which we too can practice the right trust in God' 
Word. Happy are we, if we make good use of it, that in all th 
hardships of our time, in all the tribulations of our day, in all th 
weakness and frailty which we notice and feel in ourselves 
surrounded by open and secret enemies, we do not despair, bu 
cheerfully say: "Let the word stand, and as long as the wor 
stands, so do we stand; the kingdom must remain with us. Le 
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Anchor of hope in life and in death; For we say to the God of our 
salvation, Let my supplication come before thee; Save me 
according to thy word. Thou art my shield and buckler; | hope in 
thy word. O Lord, let thy mercy be upon me, Thy help according

The "Lutheran Church Journal" of the Ohio Synod, June 23, 
contains a short note entitled: "Missourian Missionary Practice," 
from the pen of the local Praeses of the Washington District of 
the Ohio Synod. This note contains so much wrong in a narrow 
space that one has to admire Mr. Praeses' ingenuity.... Let us 
take the "church paper" before us. "This congregation aroused 
Missouri's disfavor." Mr. President, how do you know that? Were 
you present when this was discussed at the Mission Commission 
in San Francisco?... It was enough that Missouri was asked for 
preachers, and it was thought in their judgment that a minister 
should be employed there to gather people, even from our 
congregations; how in the world can you speak in such favorable 
terms of 


Missouri's disfavor? But we go on: "They did the unheard-of 
thing and put a minister here for two men and a woman." Mr. 
President, supposing | were called to Spokane alone, | am still 
not placed here for two men and one woman. But you knew that 
the preacher was not appointed for Spokane alone; for you had 
heard it from my own mouth in the presence of witnesses that | 
still had preaching places outside of Spokane. Further, "But 
neither did the latter gain one more member during the time he 
was here." Again, this is not true. Just at the time you wrote this, 
you tried to persuade a man who had broken away from the 
German congregation of your synod and had already applied to 
me for admission and was admitted, and made no secret of this, 
to join your English congregation. So there is one member who 
can be called won; of others | cannot prove that you knew. 
Recently four families have again come forward to join, so that 
our number now comes to ten voting members. - Further: "The 
latter is now also talking about building a church." The sentence 
is probably meant to add a new "unheard of". However, it does 
not concern you in the least what we intend to do and have 
actually done. We have bought a building site and erected a 
small building on it, 20X26; so we have our own place for our 
church services, not large, but still suitable for the purpose. If, 
with God's help, times change again, we have a good prospect 
of an influx and growth. But our small numbers seem to have 
particularly struck you. How would it be if you would remember 
yours? | read your cry of distress in the Standard; there you 


state that you had "Seven voting members" when you started 


your church; and there you dare to write, "Missouri gives pastors 
and churches to tiny congregations."

That may suffice for this time to settle the account. But at this 
point we would like to point out one circumstance that should 
not be overlooked. The people of Ohio and lowa act as if it were 
an impropriety for our traveling preachers to go to areas where 
those synods are already engaged in missionary work. We must 
firmly reject this erroneous opinion. It is true that we recognize 
the ministry of even irreligious preachers in such a way that we 
do not follow people who have entrusted themselves to their 
pastoral care, have joined their congregations, and keep the 
sacrament with them; we do not take them under our spiritual 
care, and we make no exception in the case of Ohioans and 
lowans, but treat them as we treat Methodists and Baptists, 
whom we also do not break into their congregations. But just as 
we do not let the fact that Methodists or Baptists are already 
doing missionary work in a place or region keep us from sending 
our missionaries there, as long as there are still people there 
who are not connected with the church, so we do not let the fact 
that Ohioans or lowans are doing missionary work there keep 
us away from a mission area, if there are still people there who 
are not yet connected with them. For Ohio and lowa are also 
unbelieving communities, which are all the more dangerous 
because they sail under the Lutheran flag. That makes us truly

ourselves about them, nor let us see to it that others are not 
deceived.

V. North Carolina. 

How we came to this newest mission field of ours without any 
search of our own, solely through God's miraculous working, and 
how we began our missionary work there in August 1891, was 
already reported to an honorable synodal conference two years 
ago. With praise and thanksgiving to God we must confess that 
He has blessed our work in these three years through prayer and 
understanding. The Lord has opened a great door for us here. 
Let us take a look at the fields of work of the individual 
missionaries, namely 

1. to the mission field of our missionary N. J. Bakke. 

a. Concord. Here the missionary had collected the first 
congregation; the same has increased in the last two years from 
55 souls to 123 souls, and from 35 communicating members to 
80. The average number of church-goers is 140; the Sunday- 
school numbers 135, and the weekly school 70 pupils. Since July 
1, 1892, 48 have been baptized and 51 confirmed. A church 
building was absolutely necessary and was therefore erected 
last year. It is 50X28 feet, with sacristy 10X12 feet. The tower is 
65 feet high. The building is in gothic style and costs about 
K1300. Also donated are the organ for H400 from St. Matthew's 
parish in New Port; a bell for circa H90, from the Virgins’ 
Association in Joliet, Ill; communion vessels from Rev. 
Sprengeler's parish in Milwaukee; a baptismal font from the 
young people of the parish in Altenburg, Mo, chorale book and 
preludes from Rev. Késtering's parish in St. Louis. July 2, 1893, 
the new church was dedicated; Professor Dau and Messrs. 
Schooff and Phifer, missionaries, preached to a packed church 
on the occasion. The site for the station at Concord is very 
conveniently situated. It measures 75X160 feet, and cost H850. 
The school is still kept in the old dilapidated store which was on 
the property, and has been under the direction of an able teacher 
since December, 1893. 

b. Rimerstown. This station, eight miles from Concord, has 

been established since the last meeting of the Synodical 
Conference. A chapel, 32X20 feet with vestry, was dedicated 
September 11, 1892, and cost H400, together with an acre of 
land. In the course of two years 30 have been baptized and 35 
confirmed here. The congregation numbers 51 souls, 32 
communicating members. There are 35 children in the Sunday 
school and the church attendance varies between 47 and 100. 
The area is considered a very disreputable one. But the word of 
God has not remained without fruit here. An increase in 
knowledge and an improvement in life are noticeable. Last fall 
the first mission festival was celebrated here, and God willing, 
one will be celebrated this year as well. 
c. Gold Hill, Rowan Co. is eighteen miles from Concord. For 1* 
years services have been held here in a public negro school 
house, at the request of the people themselves, who had heard 
our missionary preach several times at Rockville. On the Sunday 
after Easter, 14 were baptized and 20 confirmed here, and a 
congregation of 7 voted.

The church is organized by able members under the name 
"Evangelical Lutheran Zion Church". The average church 
attendance is 68, the Sunday school has 42 children and adults 
and is held by a member of the congregation in the absence of 
the missionary. The members of the small congregation have 
collected among themselves K30 for a church. An interesting 
account of this station is given in the June number of the 
"Missionary Dove". 

d. Rockville, Rowan Co, is seventeen miles from Concord. 
On the first day of Pentecost, 19 children were baptized and 15 
adults confirmed in a negro school house here. The 
congregation numbers 33 souls, including 18 communicant 
members, and bears the name: "Evangelical Lutheran Christ 
Congregation." In the services there are on average 66 listeners. 
The Sunday school, also led by a member of the congregation, 
has 35 pupils. We are forbidden the use of the schoolhouse and 
do not know where to hold services. See "Missionary Dove," July 
1894. 

e. Mount Pleasant, Cabarrus Co. Although there is not yet a 
congregation organized here, a number of adults have been in 
confirmation classes for over a year. The services are usually 
well attended. A local is also lacking here. 

In the course of the two years 115 were baptized and 124 
confirmed in Bakke's stations. Under his pastoral care there are 
260 souls, 41 voting members, 159 communicating members, 
254 pupils in the Sunday schools and 70 in the weekly school at 
Concord, now under teacher Rolf. In the opinion of missionary 
Bakke, the following are absolutely necessary 

1. A school house for Concord, which it was voted to build 

two years ago. However, the church built in Concord costs 
more than was estimated at that time for church and 
school. 

2. a small church for the community in Rockville. Very 

necessary would also be 

3. one such for Gold Hill. In his opinion, a chapel for H350- 

400 could be built on these land stalions.

It is true that the Lord of life and death 
has called one of the sick to Himself, as is indicated elsewhere 
in this paper, but the other is on the mend and out of all danger, 
and in the College everything is healthy, so that on October 23rd 
classes can begin again. All possible precautions have been 
taken to prevent the introduction of the disease, and also to keep 
the students in good health. But of course, what good are all 
these things if we forget one thing? | mean prayer. God alone is 
the right shield and screen that can cover us, so that we do not 
have to be afraid of the terror of the night, of the arrows that fly 
by day, of the pestilence that creeps in the dark, of the pestilence 
that destroys at noon. Therefore remember us in thy prayer, dear 
reader, and as often as thou 


If you hear the words in the church prayer on Sundays: 
"Especially bless the orthodox teaching institutions for the 
equipping of faithful workers in your vineyard, also in these 
lands," then pray these words as well as all others of this prayer 
with right fervor of heart, even if you have no sons there. - Now 
a further explanation of the dispatch which was sent from here 
to the "Rundschau" on October 1 and then also printed in the 
"Lutheraner". Due to the inaccurate translation, since it was sent 
in English, the dispatch has almost taken on a sensational 
appearance. One expression in particular, however, caused 
misunderstanding and displeasure, namely that the students 
had left the institution despite the protests of the college 
authorities. To calm minds | can now say that the words are not 
telegraphed, nor did what they say happen. | have not protested. 
Nor did the Board of Supervisors or the College of Teachers, 
any more now than four years ago when diphteritis broke out. 
What has happened is this. On behalf of the teaching staff, | tried 
to calm the pupils down, and when, after a few hours, some of 
them were almost frightened to the point of wanting to go home, 
| made further counter-submissions and showed them how 
foolish this was, since there was no immediate danger. But no 
one protested. Nor were we allowed to, for who should take the 
responsibility upon himself if the disease should spread far and 
wide? But even if we had protested and the students had still 
gone home, one is not yet justified in concluding that there is a 
lack of discipline at the college. In order to judge this matter 
correctly, one must also consider the situation in which the 
students at least thought they were. With brotherly greetings

City Mission of the Episcopalians in New York. A few weeks ago, 
"The Living Church" published statistics on the growth of the 
various church fellowships in the city of New York. From these 
it appears that the Protestant Episcopal Church has a larger 
number of churches than any other denomination. Within the 
last twenty years or so it has built 30 new churches, so that at 
present it numbers 103. The Roman Catholic Church has 84 
church buildings, followed by the Presbyterians, Methodists, 
Baptists, Jews, Dutch Reformed, Lutherans, 
Congregationalists, Universalists, Unitarians, and other smaller 
communities. In other large cities of the East, too, it is perceived 
that the Episcopal Church is spreading extraordinarily rapidly 
and widely in comparison with other churches. The reason 
given, at least in New York, is the zealous cultivation of the city 
mission. The active Bishop of the Diocese of New York, Potter, 
is anxious to employ as many city missionaries as possible and 
to establish as many mission posts as possible. The rich funds 
of his church enable him to do this. Sunday-school is held in the 
mission stations; through the children the parents are also 
reached, who are then induced to attend the services, and thus 
one congregation after another is formed. - How should such 
successes of the sects direct our eyes again and again to the 
mission fields, which are commanded to us above all, and which 
also often justify such beautiful hopes. These are the large and 
small cities of our country. Let us not be deterred by the greater 
sacrifices that such missionary posts require! More city 
missions, more city missionaries, more mission schools! If we 
had these, how many more souls could be won to the Church of 
the pure Word and Sacrament! L. F. 


Luther's death. The impudently lying, shameful blasphemies of 
Roman Catholic writers and newspapers about the end of Luther

For when the sweat of death had 
already broken out upon him, he began to pray: "O my heavenly 
Father, one God and Father of our Lord JEsu Christ, thou God 
of all comfort, | thank thee that thou hast revealed unto me thy 
dear Son JEsum Christum, in whom | believe, whom | have 
preached and confessed, whom | have loved and vowed, whom 
the wretched pope and all the ungodly profane, persecute, and 
blaspheme; | beseech thee, my Lord JEsu Christe, let my soul's 
body be committed unto thee; O heavenly Father, though | must 
leave this body and be torn from this life, yet | know assuredly 
that | abide with thee for ever, and that out of thy hands no man 
can pluck me." And when it came to dying, and Jonas and Célius 


still cried aloud in his ear, "Reverende pater, will you abide in 
Christ and the doctrine which you preach?" Luther answered a 
plainly audible "Yes," and soon after gently and quietly gave up 
his spirit.

Signs of the times. The "Pilgrim from Saxony" writes: It has been 
reserved for the Berlin German Theater to stage the play of the 
Revolution. The play is entitled "The Weaver" and was written by 
a certain Gerhard Hauptmann. This drama brings the revolution 
to the stage, not as something terrible and detestable, but in 
such a way that the Berlin public, with each new act, shows its 
own maturity for the popular outrage and its orgies by an ever- 
growing storm of applause. One cannot understand how there is 
an authority that tolerates such seeds of injustice and seduction 
of the people and yet has long trembled before the specter of 
revolution. What is the use of an amendment to the penal code 
against revolutionary agitation, which is lying in the office of the 
Reich Justice, if agitation is already in the process of bathing the 
poles of the people in its poison? Let these so-called theaters be 
closed when they turn from places of art into temples of the father 
of lies. Do we want to experience something even sadder? 

City Mission in London. The city mission in London is being 
carried out on a grand scale. In this gigantic city, which now has 
a population of five million, 400 city missionaries are working in 
500 meeting places. By means of 26 different 


The missionaries work in many different languages, even in 
Hindostan, Chinese and Persian. The work of the missionaries 
is, of course, often connected with the greatest difficulties, and 
in the degenerate quarters of London it resembles the actual 
heathen mission, just as in some places the city missionary is in 
no less danger of his life than if he had taken up residence as a 
heathen missionary in the midst of savage hordes. He is witness 
to acts of violence and even murder; often he is personally 
threatened with death. But the missionaries are also allowed to 
have many pleasant experiences and often see their home visits 
accompanied by success.

The Russian Emperor Alexander III belongs to the ranks of grea 
men and princes on earth who have persecuted the Church o' 
Christ. Under his reign, about ninety Lutheran pastors wer 
punished with dismissal or imprisonment or even banishment t 
Siberia or otherwise reprimanded, mostly because they ha 
taken care of the so-called Reconverts. Already in the forties 
under Nicolaus I-, the Greek Church made _ unheard-o 
propaganda among the Lutherans of the Baltic provinces. B 
vain promises, money, and bribery, thousands of Lutherans, an 
among them many a simple-minded one, were drawn over to th 
Greek Church. The previous emperor, Alexander II, exercise 
tolerance, and allowed many of those apostates to return and be 
readmitted to the union of their former, Lutheran congregations. 
Under the iron regiment of Alexander Ill, however, all those 
Lutheran pastors who gave the requested spiritual help to such 
repentant persons were regarded and treated as state criminals. 
Now this despot, after repeatedly escaping the persecutions of 
the nihilists, was quickly carried off in his prime by an inwardly 
consuming disease. One is involuntarily reminded of the writing 
of the old church father Lactantius de mortibus persecutorum, 
"On the Death of Persecutors". In this writing, the fates and 
especially the deaths of those Roman emperors who persecuted 
Christians demonstrate how these emperors fell victim to God's 
righteous judgment, and thus were themselves, against their will, 
witnesses for the Christian religion, which had victoriously raised 
its head from all these persecutions. G. St. 

New Sects. In Estonia a new sect has arisen, which has much 
resemblance to the local Quakers, whose followers are called 
Prokikuden. It appeared about 4-5 years ago in some circles of 
Estonia; unknown persons appeared, preached a new doctrine, 
and soon gained a number of followers among the country 
people; they then disappeared again as they had come. Those 
who were won by them united together and called themselves 
"orii Koggudus," that is, free congregation, hence the name 
Prokikuden. The reception is done by a kind of baptism; a Bible 
text is read and a name is given, but no water is used. After the 
"baptism", the accepted person receives the "Lord's Supper" by 
being served wheat bread dipped in red wine. The services are 
held in the open field during the warm season, and in the houses 
during the winter. In these services they sing, and a text from the 
New Testament is read by the eldest, after which the one whom 
the Spirit drives interprets it. They do not have a preaching office. 
They close with a long free prayer on the knees and singing. It 
sometimes happens that a person who has been especially 
pardoned falls into raptures, which express themselves in leaps 
and dances; this, however, happens seldom and mostly to 
persons of the female sex. These people consider themselves 
sinless, abstain from spirituous beverages and from smoking, 
and lay stress on charity and obedience to the 
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Authority. Their number probably amounts to 1000, but is still in 
constant growth. - So also recently here in St. Louis a new sect 


has made its appearance. It calls itself "The Church of 


Apostolic Faith and Order.” The purpose of its existence is "the 
return to the original form and manner of Christianity". Therefore, 
it wants nothing to do with church choirs, paid church seats, 
salaried preachers, etc. Nothing is said about the fact that it really 
wants to return to the apostolic teachings, and this will not be the 
case either. - It is just the old and always new complaint: 


"Much sect and much rapture In a heap come hither."

Persecutions of Christians in China. As a result of the war between 
China and Japan, there have been bloody attacks on Christians 
in the former country. It is still the same today as it was in the 
times of the first persecutions of Christians. The Christians are 
blamed for all sorts of things, and then they have to give their 
lives for it. In Shuklung the churches were set on fire and the 
Christians gathered were maltreated. In Canton an American 
missionary was stoned to death. In Lido - Dung, on one of the 
main streets, the Scottish missionary Wylie was murderously 
attacked by soldiers in broad daylight and miserably cut down. 
The officers simply let the soldiers go when the missionary was 
lying in his blood. He could still drag himself home to give up his 
spirit there. - The Emperor of China has now issued a special 
decree ordering the beheading of the murderers of the Christian 
missionaries; the destroyed mission houses are to be rebuilt at 
public expense and the families of the murdered are to receive 
compensation from the state. The government has also publicly 
expressed its regret over the atrocities that have occurred and 
thus seems to have at least the good will to protect the lives of 
Christians against all murderous hands. Nevertheless, on the 
basis of earlier experiences, one fears, probably not without 
reason, that the fanatical rabble and the soldiers, who are excited 
as a result of the war, will pay little attention to the threats and 
orders of the authorities. Nor is the government itself to be 
trusted too much, since, in the opinion of many, it is secretly 
fomenting hatred against the Christians, even if it appears 
outwardly just and diplomatically cautious. L. F.

Inner Mission. 


After the distribution of the funds found in the treasury of the 
General Synod for the current quarter of the year, the Commission 
again feels compelled to briefly report the emergency situation in 
which the aforementioned mission finds itself. 

On October 1, one District Synod had a debt of -1372.05 in its 
missionary treasury. The other even had -1729. 50, the third only - 
132. 81, the fourth wrote through its president of "tormenting debt" 
which they did not know how to "escape," and the fifth

reported that their traveling preachers were waiting with pain for the 
salary promised to them, which, in view of the inflation that had occurred 
in the West, where everything else had risen twofold and threefold, was 
not even sufficient to procure the bare necessities. They then modestly 
asked for half of the sum they were to have as an allowance. But the 
district could not get half of the modest half. That hurts a Christian. 

On the whole, a grant of -8593.00 was requested from the Missionary 
Fund for Inner Mission of the General Synod, but only -3175.00 was 
available for distribution. No district was able to receive half of the sum 
it had asked for. 

Now the dear Christians themselves may consider how things will be 
when January and April come, and with them new requests for help and 
complaints about the increase of debt. Let us take into consideration 1. 
that the mission feasts will already have been celebrated in the great 
majority, and 2. that the expenses will become greater and greater, and 
that new ones will be added to the old ones; the latter is especially the 
case in those districts which, before others, need large sums for the 
operation of the mission. If the dear Christians who live in districts that 
have so far sent little to the above-mentioned treasury will also consider 
this, then many a gift for the expansion and further development of our 
dear Lutheran Church will come from there. 

One more explanatory remark is permitted here. It is often and 
certainly rightly pointed out that one would like to read mission reports 
inthe "Lutheran", namely reports that spread about the work of the Inner 
Mission and the expansion of the mission fields, about all kinds of 
successes and experiences on the same, etc., as one is accustomed to 
reading in missionary journals. That this does not happen, the 
Commission of the General Synod is held responsible, even if more in 
silence. But it must be remembered that the situation is different in this 
most important branch of our missionary activity than, for example, in 
the Commission of the Negro Mission, to which all reports are sent, from 
which the desired reports can then be compiled and published. In the 
case of the Inner Mission, a different arrangement prevails. Here, apart 
from the general one, there are as many District Commissions as there 
are District Synods, i.e. 13. The reports of the missionaries and 
travelling preachers on the condition and progress etc. of the mission 
are sent to these. From there the desired reports would be expected. 
What is reported to the Commission of the General Synod, which only 
deals with the districts as such, is summarized in the above. It would 
hardly be possible for us to report more.

Venerable, beloved brethren! 


These words were once spoken by the Lord when he sent his 
chosen instrument, the holy apostle Paul, among the Gentiles. 
These same words we now call out to you in the name of the 
same Lord, as we publicly call and assign you today to the 
service of our mission to the Gentiles. And this we do not alone, 
who are now present here, but with us and through us the 
multitude of the churches in whose name we stand here. With 
these words, however, we now want to remind you of two things 
only recently, namely 


1. to what we expect from you, and 2. to what you accordingly 
expect from us. 


1. 

We send you where the Lord once sent Paul, to the Gentiles. 
And for the same purpose, to open their eyes. They are to 
recognize their misery, but also to get to know him who was so 
moved by this misery that he once shed his blood for it, and that 
he now wants to "convert them from darkness to light and from 
the power of Satan to God, so that they may receive forgiveness 
of sins and the inheritance together with those who are 
sanctified through faith in him. - To this end we send you forth. 
And ye have agreed to go. Now therefore we expect you also to 
believe, as we believe, that it is the Lord who sends you through 
us; that you also believe that he is the Lord. 


*This speech of the Reverend General President Dr. Schwan is 
communicated here by resolution of the Synod of the Western

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send you straight to the Gentiles, to whom we direct you; that 
you may believe that he also will be gracious to these Gentiles; 
that he also will open their eyes, also will convert them, also will 
give them forgiveness of sins and an inheritance in heaven; not 
through anyone else, but through you, through yourselves; that 
he will do his work when and how and where it pleases him, but 
also through you, because it is you whom he sends. This we 
expect. For if ye believed it not, ye should not go. 

But further. By what means shall you accomplish that which 
you are commanded to do? Of course, by the Word and 
Sacrament of Him who sends you. By no other. From this word 
you are to proclaim the whole counsel of God unto salvation, 
repentance toward God, and faith in JESUS Christ, the faith 
which is once for all given to the saints, the faith to which our 
Lutheran Church, in her good confession, adds nothing but her 
unconditional yea and amen. This alone shall be the means. 
Therefore, we also expect you to remain steadfast in this word 
and faith, to which you will now publicly confess before God and 
us, and not to deviate from it, either to the right or to the left.

No, you will only be true 
servants of Jesus if you are also witnesses of Jesus, who have 
received grace for grace from his gospel and have tasted the 
powers of the world to come, so that they can say, "What we 
ourselves have known and experienced we proclaim to you. For 
truly only he to whom mercy has been shown can show true 
mercy to others, especially to those who still lie so deep in 
darkness and the shadow of death that they not only turn away 
from you indifferently, but perhaps even threaten and persecute 
you with mockery and hatred. 


Only he who daily experiences the longsuffering of his Lord in 
himself is able to keep on inviting all who come, and not to cast 
them out, and to seek those who do not come with all patience 
and teaching until he finds them. That ye should be witnesses 
of Jesus in this sense is therefore what we likewise expect of 
you. 

So we do not expect any extraordinary works, no astonishing 
successes. We do not expect more than our Lord expects from 
his servants and witnesses. But neither do we expect less. We 
must not. We expect you to be faithful stewards of God's 
mysteries. 

But all this we do not expect with an uncertain heart, but with 
confident courage and joyful hope, brethren. For we do not wish 
to make your hearts heavy, but rather to make them light and 
joyful in the Lord. Therefore let me now say, secondly, what you, 
on the other hand, may expect from us.

Since it is now we through whom the Lord of the Church 
sends you out again, it is now also we, according to his will, to 
whom he has entrusted your provision.

God wills that the 
children of men should have parents who live together in the 
state of marriage which he has established. This is his order.

And now, dear Christian, recall the explanation of marriage 
we gave you so many weeks ago, and which we considered in 
detail the time since. 

What is Marriage? Marriage is the union of one man and one 
woman, instituted by God: a lifelong union of mutual love and 
fidelity for the orderly procreation of the human race. 

If you consider all this, you must say that marriage is holy, a 
holy thing and work in itself; and we are right in saying, "Holy 
matrimony." 

But God have mercy on us! - how marriage, and all that 
belongs to it, has been desecrated and polluted by sin! Deep 
within us sits the desecration of marriage and its works. 

Adam and Eve, before the Fall, saw only holiness in marriage 
because they were holy. But we impure sinners scarcely 
understand it when it is said of Adam and Eve Gen. 2:25, "And 
they were both naked, the man and his wife; and were not 
ashamed." And yet it was quite right, and could not be otherwise. 
But with Adam and Eve it also became otherwise, as soon as 
they fell into sin, and so became unholy. "Then the eyes of them 
both were opened, and they perceived that they were naked; and 
they plaited fig leaves together, and made them aprons." (Gen. 
3:7.) And from that time the unholiness of marriage made itself 
great and wide upon the earth in thought, word, and deed. 
Against this God the LORD lifteth up his hand, and saith, "Thou 
shalt not commit adultery!" And let us now, as God's children, 
obediently consider, in the following articles, what God the LORD 
means to Say to us by this.

One of Luther's 95 theses along with his 
interpretation. 


Preliminary remark. Because the 95 Theses caused such a 
stir throughout Christendom and met with much opposition, 
Luther wrote his so-called "Explanations" on them in August 
1518. In the following the reader will find the explanation of one 
of the 95 theses. It gives us a picture of the rich evangelical 
knowledge that Luther already had at that time and that drove 
him to fight against the sale of indulgences. 

Thirty-seven. Thesis: 

Every true Christian, living or dead, is partaker of all the 
goods of Christ and of the church, by God's gift, even without 
letters of indulgence. 

It is impossible to be a Christian without having Christ; but if 
any man have Christ, he hath with Christ.

13:14, "Draw ye on the Lord JESUS Christ;" and Rom. 8’ 32, 
"How shall he not with him give us all things?" and 1 Cor. 3:21.

12:27, "Ye are members, every one 
according to his part;" and in other passages (1 Cor. 10:17), 
where he describes that in Christ we are all one body, one loaf, 
one member of another. And in the Song of Songs it is said 
(2:16), "My friend is mine, and | am his," for through faith in Christ 
the Christian becomes one spirit and one with Christ. For (Gen. 
2:24), "Two shall be one flesh," which is a great mystery in Christ 
and the church (Eph. 5:31 f.). Since, then, the Spirit of Christ is 
in Christians, by whom they become brethren, joint-heirs, 
members of the body, and fellow-citizens of Christ, how could it 
be possible that there should be no participation in all the goods 
of Christ? for Christ also has all that is His out of the same Spirit. 
Thus it comes to pass, through the inestimable riches of the 
mercy of God the Father, that the Christian may boast, and with 
confidence presume all things in Christ, namely, that 
righteousness, strength, patience, humility, and all the merits of 
Christ, are also his, through the unity of the Spirit, by faith in him; 
again, that all his sins are already no more his, but Christ's, 
through the same unity, in whom also all things shall be 
swallowed up. And this is the certain confidence of Christians, 
and the joy of our conscience, that through faith our sins become 
no more ours, but Christ's; on whom God hath cast the sins of 
us all (Isa. 53:12.), and who bare all our sins (Isa. 53:6.); he is 
the Lamb of God which bareth the sin of the world (John 1:29.); 
again, that all the righteousness of Christ becomes ours. For he 
lays his hand upon us, and it is well with us; and he spreadeth 
out his mantle, and covereth us, as the most blessed Redeemer 
for ever and ever, Amen. (St. Louis ed. vol. XVIII, p. 210.)

St. John's Lutheran College... The English 


St. John's Lutheran College at Winfield, Kansas, has received 
its third professor in the person of Professor Scaer of Angola, 
now employed by the English Lutheran Synod of Missouri and 
other states. As the grades from Sexta to Tertia are already 
represented in the Institution, the employment of a new teacher 
was a necessity. The founder of the institution, Mr. |. P. Baden, 
has so far done far more for it than he had promised. He had 
pledged $20,000 for the first year, and then $10,000 for each of 
the three following years; but he has already paid out $34,000 
for the building and maintenance of the institution in the year and 
a half since his gift was accepted by the English Synod. All 
readers have here an example worthy of imitation concerning the 
English mission. Since the same presents us with so rich a field, 
we should be stimulated by such an example to remember now 
also, even in hard times, the English cause by rich contributions.

Resolved, That from henceforth we use 
unleavened bread and unleavened wine. - Is it acceptable for a 
preacher of the gospel to use tobacco? Resolved, That it is not 
in conformity with the Christian religion, and that preachers and 
all church members should avoid the use of tobacco altogether. 
- Is it right in the sight of God to disburse money in the house of 
worship, on the Lord's day, except for religious purposes? 
Resolved, That it is not lawful to pay out money or attend to other 
worldly business in the house of worship, on the Lord's day, and 
that our church members should avoid all manner of desecration 
of Sunday. - Shall, in the opinion of this conference, such 
members of the church as conform to the prevailing worldly 
fashions, although they have been exhorted to humility by some 
ministers, be admitted to the Lord's Supper? Resolved, That such 
persons are not in the right state to partake of the Lord's Supper. 
- What is the opinion of this conference concerning Jac. 5, 14. 
15. in regard to anointing with oil? ... Resolved, ... That it is left to 
the faith and choice of each individual to practice it (anointing) or 
not. - What is to be done if a sister refuses to wear the customary 
chief covering because her husband, who is unconverted, will not 
permit her to do so? Resolved, That such a sister and her 
husband be visited. They are to be prayed with, and exhorted to 
abide in the word, and to obey God more than men. Then if she 
will not be obedient, she shall be dealt with according to the 
counsel of the church." - How blind, tyrannical, and unspiritual 
are these Mennonites, in spite of all their sham spirituality '. And 
whence comes this? Hence, because they do not know the 
doctrine of justification by faith alone, and of Christian liberty.

Roman Cunning. As is well known, Rome has always 
preferred to punish the confessors of Jesus, the so-called 
"heretics". 


He sought to bring fire and sword back into the bosom of the only 
blessed church, and "defended his errors and ungodly nature - 
as our Confession, Miller, 336, 40. says - with unjust violence 
and murder and rage, so that he had all those killed who did not 
keep it all moderate with him. This is no longer acceptable, 
especially in this country, or at least not yet. That is why now the 
Antichrist and his creatures usually resort to trickery. With sweet 
and slippery words the dignitaries of Rome seek to beguile the 
American people. An example of this is Cardinal Gibbons, who 
on November 4 said, among other things: "The reunion of 
Christendom is the greatest desire of my heart. In the thirty-three 
years of my ministry | have longed for it and prayed and labored 
for it. | have asked that as we are united with our separated 
brethren - Protestants - by social, family, national, and business 
ties, we may also be united with them by the bond of a common 
faith. | would gladly lay down my life for this pious work. - The 
conditions of reunion are also easier than is generally supposed. 
The church can adapt its discipline to the circumstances of the 
time. You do not enter a foreign place when you return to the 
(Roman) Church. You only return to the Father's house. The 
household utensils may seem strange to you, but they are still 
just as your fathers left them 350 years ago. ... Like the Prodigal 
Son, you will be received with a warm embrace of love." - These 
are cunning attempts, which Gibbons learned from the devil, the 
founder of the Pabstthum.

Lodges. In the American sects, too, voices are continually 

raised which point out that the lodges are pernicious to the State 


as well as to the Church. For example, the Free Methodist 


Conference of Eastern Michigan recently declared: "We 
believe that all secret societies, from the Masons onward, are 
anti-biblical, and hostile to justice and equity between man and 
man, and that they destroy both State and Church." - The sad 
experiences which the sects have had to make as a result of 
their own indifference and lack of true fear of God's Word should 
be a spur to our Lutheran congregations that they do not grow 
weary in their vigilance and in their fight against the "dark ones".

Unbelief. The notorious religious mocker Ingersoll published a 
paper some months ago in which he made the horrible assertion:

Proceedings of the Fifth Convention of the Kansas District of the German

The synodal address in this report reminds us that six years have 
now elapsed since the branching off of this district from the Western 
District. Rich blessings have the Lord bestowed upon the Kansas 
District during these years, inwardly and outwardly. "The number of 
pastors has increased from 42 to 80, the number of teachers from 7 to 
11, the number of churches from 71 with 47 preaching places to 84 
with 93 preaching places, and the number of souls from 10, 685 to 15, 
666." This blessing of the Lord should inspire hearty thanksgiving, 
cheerful confidence, and faithful work. - The main subject of the 
condemnations was a paper presented on: "Baptism a Means of 
Grace." The subject is treated in a simple but thorough, in a quite 
doctrinal and edifying manner. It is further explained that baptism is 
the act ordained by God, in which a man is sprinkled or doused with 
water or immersed in it in the name of the Father and of the Son and 
of the Holy Spirit; that baptism is a powerful means and outward sign 
by which God offers, presents, gives, and seals to man the goods of 
grace acquired through Christ; that man becomes a partaker of the 
salutary benefit of the baptism he has received through faith, and 
therefore also loses the grace of baptism through apostasy, but 
regains it through righteous repentance; that baptism is such a 
necessary and important means of grace that it is by no means up to 
us whether we want to use it or not. These doctrinal treatises are quite 
suitable to bring before the eyes of a Christian man the great value 
and the great comfort of his baptism for right faith, Christian life, and 
blessed death, and to move him to "crawl" into his baptism, as Lui her 
often expresses it. No Christian will read this report, which we hereby 
heartily recommend to all Lutheran readers, without rich benefit and 
blessing. - Out of the many and varied business transactions, we 
single out the accurate and interesting report on Inner Mission. In the

Dear "Lutheran." 

Recently, an old friend wrote me a letter that went straight to 
my heart. To my deep shame, | realized that | have contributed 
far too little to the building of the Kingdom of God. In particular, 
| must confess that | have neglected the missionary work, and 
especially the mission among the Negroes of this country. With 
the help of God this shall now change. Henceforth, under God's 
help, the missionary work shall also be carried out more 
diligently by me. Now | have thought, since | have been 
convinced by my friend's letter that in the future | must be more 
zealous in the work of the mission if | do not want to deny 
Christian love, that you could do a great service to many 
Christians and at the same time promote the work of the mission 
if you would share my friend's letter with your readers. Here it 
is. It reads as follows: 

St. Johnsburgh, Minn, Sept. 15, 1894. 
My dear Erich! 

| cannot refrain from addressing a few lines to you. | would 
like to put a particular need to your heart and ask you to faithfully 
take care of it. There are many such needs. Quite a number of 
our fellow men live in the most bitter poverty in these hard times. 
They lack work and earnings, either because they could not find 
work, or because they were forced to lay down their work as a 
result of the various strikes. The situation of such people is very 
sad; for where will they get food and clothing, since they earn 
nothing, especially since winter is now at the door? There are 
also the many who have been burned down, who have not only 
lost all their possessions through the great and terrible forest 
fires, but some have also lost their dear relatives through death. 
Finally, there are the many, many new settlers in the Southwest 
who have harvested nothing at all and do not know how to feed 
themselves and their loved ones. 
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...want. The plight of such people is indescribably great. But as]! am sure that you will find a dollar or more in your pocket, and 
true as this is, it is also true that the sad situation of such needy] that you will induce your brethren in the congregation to give, so 
people arouses compassion everywhere. When people learn} that the deficiency in the missionary treasury may be remedied. 
that their fellow men have suffered great physical hardship] But you will have seen, my dear friend, from the "Lutheran" or 
through misfortunes such as storms, fires, and crop failures, their] from the "Missionary Dove," if you have read it, that the orthodox 


hearts are usually moved to compassion, and they are willing to 
give something of their possessions, sometimes even a great 
deal, so that the hardships of the poor may be alleviated. 

But there is, my dear Erich, another and by far greater need, 
which is not so easily taken into account as the needs 
mentioned. And what kind of need could that be? This is the 
great spiritual need, that many hundreds of millions of people, 
Gentiles, Jews, Muhammedans, and nominal Christians, are still 
living in the darkness of unbelief and do not know the way of 
peace. Countless multitudes of Gentiles, Jews, and 
Mohammedans have never heard the gospel of Christ. If we 
want to save them from eternal destruction, we must send them 
missionaries who will preach the gospel of Jesus Christ to them. 
Many so-called Christians have heard the gospel and some have 
accepted it in faith. Unfortunately, however, an alarmingly large 
number of them have fallen away from the faith in these last days 
of the world and have become blind pagans. Others, for various 
reasons, have changed their place of residence and now dwell 
in such regions where the gospel is not yet preached. If such 
souls are to be helped, we must send preachers after them, who 
will preach to them, baptize their children, administer Holy 
Communion to the adult Christians from time to time, and thus 
gradually train them to become orthodox Evangelical Lutheran 
congregations. This work, which we are doing among our 
people, we call, as you well know, my dear Erich, the Inner 
Mission. It still needs strong support. For the treasury, from 
which the traveling preachers are supported, has debts. But | 
don't want to dwell on that today. It is enough for you to know 
that the fund for the Inner Mission has debts. You will then 


Lutheran Christians of this country in the south of the United 
States also carry on a mission among the Negroes, which we 
call "Negro Mission" for short. These Negroes were in part once 
slaves. They were freed from physical bondage 31 years ago, 
but they and their children still languish in a much worse 
bondage, namely, in the bondage of superstition, gross idolatry, 
and the obvious works of the flesh. If poor men do not come out 
of this misery, they are eternally lost. Now our missionaries are 
faithfully endeavoring to convert these poor negroes from the 
error of their ways and to help their souls from death. They do 
not work in vain, but the merciful God has so far blessed their 
work abundantly through petition and understanding. But the 
missionaries are few, very few, compared to the large Negro 
population of our country. And even these few missionaries do 
not find the support they should. 

The members of the Commission for Negro Missions do not 
even have the funds to pay the promised salary to the 
missionaries. Two years ago it was decided to help the Mount 
Zion congregation in New Orleans build a new church and 
school, since the old one has become so dilapidated that the 
congregation can only hold services in it at the risk of their lives. 
The Negro community itself has raised 1000 dollars for the 
construction, but the necessary support, which we white 
Christians should have given to this poor community, has not 
been forthcoming. Likewise, a few small chapels should be built 
in North Carolina, so that the missionaries would have the most 
necessary rooms in which to preach. The huts in which the 
preaching now takes place 
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The chapels in North Carolina are quite unsuitable for the holding| Thirty years ago we farmers did not wear such fine suits as we 
of church services, as they lack doors and windows to keep out! do today, and our women were not ashamed to appear at church 


storms and rain; likewise, because these huts do not provide the 
necessary space for the Negroes to gather there to hear the 
Word of God. But as necessary as the construction of some 
chapels in North Carolina is, if the work of the mission is to be 
promoted there, it has not yet been possible to carry it out, 
because the necessary money for it has not been collected. The 
members of the Commission for the Negro Mission have also 
repeatedly asked for charitable gifts for this blessed work, but so 
far they have not been able to achieve with their requests that 
the necessary funds would be received to satisfy the above- 
mentioned needs of the Negro Mission. It is a shame, dear Erich, 
that it is said; but it is true: we treat our negro mission quite 
stepmotherly. God has opened a great door for us among the 
Negroes of this country, and in the field of the Negro mission, 
which God has so abundantly blessed up to now, we could 
accomplish a great deal with God's help, if we would pursue it a 
little more diligently. 

Then | hear you exclaim unwillingly: It is aimed at my purse 
again; yet it remains but too true that there is no end to giving. In 
these straitened times, one should give for this, soon for that 
cause; that comes too often to a lowly man! Do not get 
unnecessarily excited, dear friend! We certainly cannot say that 
we give too much. Yes, the numbers prove that our contributions 
to the building of the kingdom of God are pitiful. You will be 
surprised when you hear that last year in our synod each 
communion guest contributed an average of 16 cents for all 
missions. Now you find in the receipts that some Christians gave 
5, 10, and more dollars for missions, what do the rest give? - 
When collections are made in church for a good cause, such as 
the synodical or missionary funds, or for the poor students, it is 
very seldom that dollar pieces are found on the plate. Usually a 
few half dollars, a few quarter dollars are found in the collecte; 
the rest of the money is 10, 5, and many 1 cent pieces. Many, 
too, when the foreman went about, merely nodded their heads 
and put in nothing. And among these, who contribute nothing at 
all to the building of the kingdom of God, are a great number of 
our young people, youths and virgins. Are they really so poor that 
they cannot give anything? It would seem so to many, of course. 
But when one learns that these same young people, male and 
female, have money to spare for many things which they ought 
to leave to the world, then one must realize that it is not poverty 
which prevents the young people from giving. But there are also 
such young people who are not brought up by their parents to 
give. There are fathers of the house who think that if they put 
something in, if a collection is made, it will be enough for the 
whole family. Then wife and children need not give. Such fathers, 
who have not accustomed their children to give, must later blame 
themselves when their children, as soon as they have become 
independent, do not want to contribute to the preservation of 
church and school in their own community and to the spreading 
of the kingdom of God. Nor do we ourselves live as easily as we 
once did, dear friend. 


services in a plain dress, their heads adorned with a simple hat. 
Such fine hats, with a costly plume, were not then worn by our 
country women, as is frequently the case today. In those days 
there was also not yet so much luxury to be found in the homes 
of our Lutheran Christians as in our own day, where the 
beautifully appointed parlors with their fine carpets are not to be 
missed. Nor did the farmers then go to church in such fine 
comfortable buggies as they do today, but they came in the big 
farm wagon and generally attended the services much more 
diligently than they do today. My dear Erich, | do not blame 
anyone if he is able to arrange himself more comfortably now 
than he was able to do in the past; but he should not then come 
to me with the excuse that he could not give much for the mission 
now because times were too bad. If one has to limit oneself 
somewhat in these hard times, one should not begin by giving 
less for the preservation of church and school and for the 
operation of the missionary work, for in such a case one would 
certainly begin one's thriftiness at the wrong end. Now is another 
opportune time to give. Eggs and butter are rising in price. Your 
dear housewife will also have a number of fat geese and turkeys 
ready for the market. You yourself will probably also drive your 
wheat, which you have left over, to the city. If you now share with 
the poor what God has given you, do not forget the negro 
mission. 

But don't just give something, but let your wife and children 
also add their gifts, so that a nice sum will come together, which 
you can then hand over to your pastor, so that he sends it to the 
treasurer of the synod. If all the families in the synod, who do not 
have to live on their own support, would be willing to support the 
Negro Mission with a small gift of love, then the need would be 
helped at once. If every member of the Synodal Conference who 
is not impoverished himself would give even ten cents for the 
Negro Mission, everything that the honorable Commission for 
the Negro Mission has described as urgently needed could be 
provided for the next year. But we cannot rely on others, my dear 
friend. That is why we must first and foremost dig deep into our 
own pockets and bring out the dollars so that the need in the 
negro mission can be controlled. 

"Now that we have time, let us do good." The night when we 
can no longer work may very soon dawn upon us. Wars, riots, 
pestilence, great fires, storm floods, and other terrible calamities 
preach to us with a loud voice that this world with all its treasures 
will soon be consumed by fire. What use is it to us then, my dear 
Erich, if we have accumulated many earthly goods? They will 
burn up. But if we have used Mammon to help the immortal souls 
of the negroes, who have been bought at great cost by the blood 
of Christ, then we have used it rightly. What we have given for 
this purpose has not been lost, but safely invested. God's bank 
never breaks; capital and interest are always safe there. "He that 
soweth in blessing shall also reap in blessing." 
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What we give for the mission in true faith and out of love for our 
fellow redeemed, will be so abundantly replaced by heavenly 
goods in blessed eternity that we will be amazed and greatly 
astonished. And when one day we shall behold the multitude of 
saved Negroes before the throne of the Lamb, praising and 
glorifying God, who have also been won for the Lord Jesus 
through our little service, then we shall feel such indescribably 
great joy that all the sacrifices we have made in this life for the 
glorious work of the mission will be far, far outweighed by it. 
Farewell!

"Keep us, O Lord, in thy word, and forbid the murder of the Pope and 
the Turk." 


As is well known, this is the beginning of the hymn composed 
by Luther and published in 1542, which originally consisted of 
three verses and to which he added the characteristic caption: 
"A children's song to sing against the two arch-enemies of Christ 
and His holy churches, the Pope and the Turk. No doubt Luther 
called this song against the "two arch-enemies" a "children's 


song" in view of the words addressed by the Lord at His entry 
into Jerusalem and into the temple, Ps. 8:3: "Out of the mouth of 
babes and sucklings hast thou prepared a power for thine 
enemies' sake, that thou shouldest destroy the enemy and the 
avenger.” 

But if ever a song of the Lutheran Church has experienced 
the hatred and contradiction of the papists from the beginning 
until today, then it is this children's and prayer song of Luther. 
Yes, if only he had thought in it of the Turk, who at that time was 
again harassing Christendom! But here Luther threw the Pope 
into the same class with the Turks, and not only called them both 
the "arch-enemies of Christ and His holy churches," but also had 
the children in the churches and schools, in the houses and in 
the streets, proclaim them as such! This had to be resisted by 
the Lutherans. Not only did they ridicule the song by a mean 
parody (mocking imitation); not only did a Bavarian duke 
devoted to the pope say one day to his courtiers: "Fressens 
(fresset), saufens, hurens, bubens - only do not become 
Lutheran and sing the God-dishonoring song: Erhalt uns, HErr, 
bei deinem Wort," but they also sought to suppress it by force in 
old and new times. To cite only a few examples, the singing of 
this hymn was forbidden in Strasbourg on December 16, 1548, 
with corporal punishment; likewise in 1662, with severe 
punishment, in the principality of Oels; likewise still in 1713 in all 
Silesia, in spite of the freedom of faith solemnly assured in the 
religious peace. In Regensburg, only after much negotiation with 
the Bavarian government did the ecclesiastical ministry finally 
succeed in 1703 in having this hymn sung at least on the 
Reformation festival, that is, only once a year. In the Thirty 
Years' War, even minors had to die over this song. When the 
dark catho 


When, after a long siege, the German general Tilly finally 
stormed the city of Magdeburg in the early morning of May 20, 
1631, his soldiers raged among the defeated inhabitants more 
mercilessly than the Turks and worse than wild animals. While 
the street fighting was still raging, it happened that 
schoolchildren went to church in pairs, not only for Mass, as 
they did every morning at the beginning of school, but this time 
also for refuge from the murderous sword of the victors. But 
when Tilly heard, through the clatter of the guns, the shouting 
of the victors, and the groaning of the wounded, that these 
children were singing as they marched along, "Keep us, O Lord, 
by thy word," he sprang full of fury upon the crowd of children, 
and ordered his wild Croats to cut down these children, to shoot 
them, and to throw them into the flames. May the Pope, in his 


joy over the fall of Magdeburg, hold a Te Deum in St. Peter's - 


since this victory the fortunes of war had departed from Tilly, 
and remorse tormented him over this new Bethlehemite 
infanticide. 

Even in Protestant countries, the papists were pleased to 
object to the singing of our song. Even when the separated 
Lutherans in Silesia continued to sing from their old Breslau 
hymnal: "Und steur des Pabsts und Tirken Mord,” the latter, 
however, knew how to assert their good right manfully and 
skillfully. The Spanish envoy, however, once experienced a fine 
dispatch. When, after the death of Emperor Charles V. in 1558, 
he came on business to the court of the Lutheran Duke Ernst of 
Brunswick and went to church with him to please him, he heard 
our song sung once and again, much to his chagrin. When he 
finally complained to the duke about the singing of this song, 
the duke replied: "My preacher is not appointed to tell him what 
he should preach and sing, but he is appointed to tell me and 
all mine from his word in God's stead what we should believe 
and do so that we may be saved; we are to hear him and follow 
him as God and Christ Himself, Matth. 10. and Luc. 10. 
Therefore | know not how to forbid him to sing this song; if ye 
will not hear it, stay out of the church, or go home." 

Unfortunately, many did not follow the example of this pious 
prince, but bowed to papist impertinence for political reasons by 
changing the words: "The murder of the Pabst and the Turk". 
Thus, for example, already at the time of the Interim in the free 
imperial city of Nuremberg, this stronghold of the Reformation. 
When the city council encountered persistent opposition from 
its preachers and citizens with the introduction of the Interim, it 
attempted to do so in 1549 with a new agenda, in which, 
however, various concessions were made to the papists. 
Among these were the following changes to the first verse: 

Keep us, O Lord, in thy word, And resist the wiles and 


murders of Satan, Who would gladly cast down Jesus 
Christ thy Son from thy throne. 


But such a change happened already three years after Luther's 
death, which is a wonder that it was later made more and more 
in the publication of regional church hymnals and _ private 
collections, and when it had become general, several 
hymnologists, such as Wackernagel, decided in vain to change 
it.

The doctrine of the 
church, that it is not a visible organized fellowship, but invisible, 
because it is the fellowship of all those who are united to Christ by 
faith; the doctrine of the preaching office, which just whol the keys of 
the church are given, is not conferred by the ministry, much less by 
the "whole church." but by the calling church, and also the doctrines 
of conversion and election by grace, the millennium and antichrist, 
and the doctrine of the symbolical books and the obligation to the 
same, are, in so far as the same have been contradicted, illuminated 
in the fourth and fifth theses.

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Our new East Indian Gentile Mission-is it begun according 
to God's Word and Will? and how is it to be conducted? *) 


Our Synod is about to start a new and own mission to the 
Gentiles - is so serious and close to it that it has already chosen 
a certain mission field and has taken two missionaries into its 
service and publicly and solemnly deputized them, as the dear 
readers of the "Lutheran" already know. 

But these things ought not to be done of their own discretion, 
but according to the will of God; not according to the pleasure 
of man, but according to the word of God. 

That's how we did it with our new mission and that's how we 
want to do it. 

This is to be publicly testified to here. - We first take the 
question before us: 


Has our new East Indian Gentile mission begun according to God's 
Word and will? 

The Lord Jesus not only gives us the right to mission to the 
Gentiles, but makes it a sacred duty: He commands it when He 
says: "Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost" 
(Matth. 28, 19.). 

This command was originally given to the apostles, but it did 
not die with the apostles, but passed on to the church, to the 
church to which the Holy Spirit says: "You are the chosen 
generation, the royal priesthood, the holy nation, the people of 
ownership, that you should proclaim the virtues of Him who 
called you from darkness to His marvelous light" (1 Pet 2:9). - 
So Christ commands us the mission to the Gentiles. This is 
clear as day and no Christian doubts it.

missionary societies. 

Our synod stopped this way of doing heathen mission when 
it became obvious that these mission societies were not faithful 
to God's Word and Luther's teaching. 

It is true that there are Lutheran church teachers of old and 
new times who say that one can also support missions of false 
faith if no mission of true faith can be found, because through 
the missions of false faith the basic doctrines of the Christian 
religion are still proclaimed. But our Synod, mindful of the word 
of the Lord, "I exhort you to watch for them which cause division 
and offence beside the doctrine which ye have learned, and to 
depart from them" (Rom. 16:17), withdrew from these 
missions.), withdrew from these missions and carried on her 
missionary work in this country among her scattered 
countrymen, among the Negroes, Jews and Americans, and 
waited when it would please God to lead her again to the distant 
Gentiles. 

There was no lack of individual voices urging us to start our 
own new mission to the Gentiles. | recall those of the old faithful 
Pastor Sievers, now blessedly deceased. And these individual 
voices finally became the voice of the people, the voice of the 
Christian people of our Synod, and in the year 1893 the General 
Synod assembled at St. Louis decided to begin its own heathen 
mission, and for various reasons stirred Japan to the field, and 
made all kinds of preparations. 

But it would not succeed. God refused to let us go to Japan. 

Then from the East Indies, from the people of the Tamuls,

This is how - God willing! - according to God's word and will, 
our new mission to the Gentiles shall be begun and carried out. 

Now how will it go with this work of our poor hands? We rely 
on Him who, after giving the Great Commission, said this word: 
"Behold, | am with you always, even to the end of the age!" (Matt. 
28:20.)

Some of the Persecution of the Silesian Lutherans in 
the Years 1837-1839. 


A reflection. 


The writer of this article has before him, partly in copy and 
partly in the original, some documents which were given to him 
some time ago by a member, known to him personally from 
many years ago, of those families of Silesian Lutherans who 
emigrated in 1839 with many other Lutherans of Prussia for the 
sake of conscience, some of whom then settled here in 
Wisconsin and some of whom have belonged to our Synod since 
it came into being 47 years ago. Since the knowledge of these 
documents serves not a little for the grateful appreciation of the 
unrestricted freedom of conscience that has been granted to us 
here through the complete separation of church and state and 
that has been preserved until now through God's undeserved 
grace, these documents may also be utilized for the readers of 
this newspaper. 


When the Lutherans of Silesia, who, under the leadership of 
the faithful witness Professor Dr. Scheibe!L in Breslau, had 
entered into the religious union of Lutherans and Reformed 
Christians commanded by the king 


The pastors, who had not consented to this, and who saw 
themselves deprived of the churches and places of worship they 
had inherited from their fathers, held their services back and forth 
in the houses. Often, however, these were read services, for there 
were only a few faithful pastors, and they had to wander back and 
forth, not infrequently by night and fog, and some were imprisoned 
for their testimony. 

On Easter 1837, in the village of Juliusburg near Trebnitz, in the 
house of the weaver Chr. Bierosch, several of them from the 
neighboring village of Zuntkau were gathered for such a service. 
They were Christian Schneider and his wife, Gottlieb Gorsegner, 
Joh. Pusch and Christian Klose. *) They wanted to do nothing more 
than sing a few Easter hymns, read an Easter sermon and Easter 
prayer, and close with the holy Lord's Prayer and the blessing of 
the Lord. But they had hardly begun their service when "with the 
covering of three villagers" a Gensdarm entered and wrote down 
all those present at Bierosch. Immediately thereafter, the 
aforementioned were cited before the district council in Oels and 
each was fined a few Thalers "for participating in an unauthorized 
church service. 

Against this unjust verdict, the aforementioned turned to the 
government in Breslau in a petition drafted by Schneider and 
written by his (still living) son Ernst, but signed by all of them 
personally, and when they found no justice with the government, 
when it rather confirmed the verdict of the regional council and 
imposed costs on them, they appealed to the "Ministry of Spiritual 
Education and Medical Affairs". But what happened? In order to 
determine the author of the petitions, the documents were sent to 
the District Office in Trebnitz and the signatories were summoned 
to appear before it. When they explained that they were actually 
the authors, because they had not only signed the respective 
submissions themselves, but had also discussed their content and 
form beforehand; one of them, Christian Schneider, had then 
drafted everything and had it written out by his son Ernst: so, as a 
test, father and son first had to read a few lines in front of the strict 
Landrath and the latter had to write a few lines as well to compare 
with the handwriting. But that was not enough. Even what father 
Schneider had written had to be brought in by Zuntkau for 
comparison. Yes, when the writs of recourse together with the 
recorded Landrathlichen protocol had already been returned to the 
Berlin Ministry, the Landrath ordered a house search at Schneider's 
for the purpose of finding other documents! 

In January 1838, the ministerial decision finally arrived. It, too, 
confirmed the verdict of the Oels court, but declared that it wanted 
to remit the punishment imposed by the same court under the 
condition that Schneider and his comrades would, within eight 
days, put on record their promise "not to overstep the boundaries 
of domestic worship again in the future. At the same time it says: 
"By the way, you certainly deserve to be held responsible and 
punished for the unfounded accusations you have brought against 
the authorities. However, the ministry wants to hold you 
responsible for this.

A glance at the 
transcripts of the petitions shows that the dear people neither 
reviled nor slandered, but only reverently referred to the Holy 
Scriptures, the Augsburg Confession, and the general law of the 
land guaranteeing freedom of conscience, in order to prove the 
injustice of the judgment passed upon them. 

But what the judges understood by "transgressing the 
boundaries of domestic worship" was something Schneider and 
several of his friends had already and soon enough had to come 
to understand. 

On the Pentecost following that Easter in 1837, Schneider 
was visited in the afternoon by Klose and his 13-year-old son, 
and by Gorsegner's wife, as well as by the shoemaker Heidelaus 
from Trebnitz and his son. They had all come only to visit, not to 
hold a church service. While they were sitting together talking, 


punished by the police for taking part in such a meeting, he had 
nevertheless been punished by the magistrate at Trebnitz on 
various occasions "because he withholds his daughter from 
attending the ordinary school on account of her religious 
confession". The most beautiful part of this judicial decision is 
that in the list of those who took part in this "unauthorized" 
assembly, Schneider's own daughter Dorothea is at the top, and 
this is justified by the fact that, because she was serving abroad, 
she was "no longer subject to his house discipline"! According to 
this, she would have had to leave, even if only the other members 
of the household had been present and as often as during her 
stay under the parental roof the house devotion had been held. 
Since the convicts were allowed to appeal within ten days to 
the second senate of the Higher Regional Court for mitigation or 
annulment of the sentence imposed by the first senate, they 
made use of this. This authority dealt with the people somewhat

Immediately after the Gensdarm left, two more young people 
came to visit: a daughter of the house and the son of a neighbor, 
a journeyman bricklayer, both of whom were in service and work 
abroad and had come to Zuntkau to spend the holidays with their 
family. When 6 o'clock had come, Schneider held his house 
devotions as usual, reading a passage from a sermon and then 
saying the evening benediction and the holy Lord's Prayer. That 
he did not order the visitors out of the house at the beginning of 
the devotion, but let them listen, or that he did not wait with his 
home devotion until they had left one after the other, was 
supposed to be a punishable "transgression of the limits of the 
domestic service"! He had not yet prayed the Lord's Prayer when 
the Gensdarm entered the room again, noted the facts of the 
case, and added to the previous names those of the two young 
people who had followed. In the next few days, Schneider was 
summoned to appear before the district administration, which 
then sentenced him to eight Reichsthaler fines, namely four 
Thalers, because the presence of the several (accidental) visitors 
exceeded the limits of a house service, and another four Thalers, 
because he was affected by the Gensdarm over the praying of 
the Lord's Prayer and was therefore to be considered the prayer 
leader of this unauthorized assembly! 

Since Schneider also appealed against this unjust verdict to the 
government in Breslau, on April 25, 1838, a fiscal investigation 
was conducted by the first senate of the Higher Regional Court 
of Silesia. The decision of this authority, which is available to the 
sender, states that Schneider "is to be fined four Thalers, 
possibly a five-day prison sentence, along with the costs of the 
investigation, for allowing his apartment to be used for 
religious 
exercises, and that he deserves this sentence all the more 


unauthorized _extra-ecclesiastical meetings for 
because he has already been punished once by the police for 
participating in such a meeting. Likewise, one of the visitors, 


Heidelauf from Trebnitz, is fined one Thaler, possibly 


because of the extra-ecclesiastical meeting for religious 
exercises against them, and also that the costs of the 
investigation are to be dismissed, but that each denunciate is to 
bear the costs of his appeal. 

How at that time the Silesian Lutherans were also harassed 
by the state because of the education of their children, for 
example, the following is taken from the available documents. 

It is true that Schneider and some of his friends had their 
children attend the local school until their fifteenth year and 
sometimes even beyond, and then, like other parents, kept them 
at home after confirmation. But because this confirmation had 
not been made by the state-churched, unchurched local pastor, 
but by one of the faithful Lutheran pastors, these children were 
still considered to be obliged to attend school, and therefore their 
parents were fined from month to month for missing school, or 
seized, or, if nothing more could be collected, thrown into prison. 
And they continued to do so even against those who wanted to 
take up the migratory baton and had already applied for the 
emigration consensus. So also against Schneider and some of 
his friends. As a result, he turned to the government in Breslau 
with a few family fathers and a poor widow from Lutzine. In the 
complaint he wrote, he reverently stated not only how unjust it 
was to demand that their children attend school even after 
confirmation and to punish their failure to do so, but also how 
ruthlessly one proceeded in such undeserved punishment by 
taking from them even what little they had left from their frequent 
pawning, which was hardly enough for their emigration. In 
particular, this poor widow is heard in this petition: "I, Anna 
Rosine, widowed Krinke, with two fatherless orphans, ask 
especially to be considered, since | am sentenced to seven days' 
imprisonment every month, must leave my children without 
bread, and | myself do not even have enough time left to take the 
few old clothes | have left on the emigration journey.

Therefore, 
until the tailor and comrades have their children examined by 
such a person as to whether they possess the necessary 
knowledge of school and religion, they must be continuously sent 
to school while avoiding the legal penalties for missing school, 
and the district administrator has been instructed to seriously 
oppose the resistance which the supplicants demonstrate, to 
collect the school penalties from them on a monthly basis in 
accordance with the regulations, and in this way to provide the 
state laws with the respect they have been denied.

Curriculum vitae of the sel. P. Dunfing. 


?. Julius Christian Heinrich Dunsing was born on 9 August 
1829 in Esperke, Hanover. His father was the teacher Georg 
Dunsing, his mother Justine, a née of Dibelshaupt. He was the 
eldest of four children, one brother and two sisters, who are still 
alive in their old home. Educated at the school in the city of 
Hanover, the blessed deceased was filled from his youth with a 
fervent desire to enter the service of the Hermannsburg Mission 
and to work as a missionary among the heathens of Africa. But 
as his parents would not give him their consent to this step, he 
accepted the invitation of an uncle here in 1858, and came to 
America, then entered our practical institution, then at St. Louis, 
and in November, 1863, followed a call to the church at Mount 
Clemens, Mich. then belonging to the lowa Synod. Afflicted 
early in the ministry with a severe eye malady and throat 
complaint, he officiated as much as his feeble strength would 
permit in Cairo, Ill, Paducah, Ky. and Mobile, Ala. then followed 
a call to Richland Tp, Morgan Co, Mo. where he stood five 
years, but then resigned the ministry on account of his throat 
complaint and removed to his in-laws in Illinois. In 1874 he was 
able to re-enter the sacred preaching ministry, reconciled to his 
old Missouri Synod, and remained a faithful member of it until 
his blessed death. He served two years the congregation at 
Osnabruck, III, five years the congregation at Strasburg, Ill, and 
then from 1881 eleven years the congregation at Wanatah, Ind. 
His last place was at Clayton, Ill. Here a year ago he was 
attacked by "influenza," which soon degenerated into malignant 
asthma. He was compelled to resign his office and go to live 
with his children in Hammond. Here he was stricken with a 
stroke on the morning of Saturday, October 6, and after thirty 
hours of severe agony he passed away, amid the tears and 
prayers of his family, on the afternoon of Saturday, October 7, 
at 20 minutes to four o'clock. He leaves a widow, Johanne H. 
W., née Schnécker, with whom he entered into marriage in 
1860, who was blessed by the Lord with ten children, two of 
whom have already preceded their father into eternity. Eight 
children and ten grandchildren mourn his death. He brought his 
life to 65 years, 1 month and 28 days.

Nuns in the public schools. In the suit against the school directors 
of Gallitzin Borough, Pa. judge Hahn of the superior court 
rendered the following decision against the plaintiffs: "The court 
has found the following facts: There is no evidence that religious 
instruction was given in the school hours, or that religious 
observances of any kind were practiced. However, the Court 
also found that after school hours, the school hall was used by 
teachers to teach the Catholic religion to children of Catholic 
parents, with the consent or at the request of the parents. This 
was prohibited by the Court as it amounted to the use of school 
property after school hours for sectional purposes. It is conceded 
that of the eight teachers, six were sisters of a religious order of 
the Catholic Church who wore their religious habit. In the 
absence of evidence that the Sisters of the Order of St. Joseph 
were giving religious instruction during school hours, we cannot 
by a restraining order prevent them from giving instruction in the 
public schools in their religious habit, nor can we prohibit the 
superintendent of schools from employing them in such 
capacity. In this case, the school board did no wrong in selecting 
these Catholic women as teachers. Their moral character and 
education qualified them for the position and their religion does 
not prevent them from teaching. The garment is only an 
announcement of the fact that the wearer has a certain creed.

From England. An excellent clergyman, the Rev. Lancelot 
Holland of Edinburgh, has recently made statements about the 
monastic system in England which are causing a sensation in 
the country. According to his investigations, there are about 
1,700,000 Roman Catholics in England and Scotland, to whom 
there are no less than 14,000 nuns. On the average, each nun 
brings to her convent a dowry of 300 pounds sterling (6000 Mk.), 
and the value of the property of these convents amounts to at 
least 4 million pounds sterling (80 million Mk.). The sooner the 
nuns die off, Holland remarked, the sooner the monasteries 
come into possession of this immense wealth, which they 
naturally make serviceable to their purposes. Of the discipline, 
mortifications, and incarcerations in use in the English 
monasteries, Holland "reports" very alarming things, for which 
he appeals to the authority of the Jesuit Thurston.

The theme of the paper, "Our Missouri Synod 
is a truly evangelical Lutheran communion, for it draws all its 
doctrines from the clear word of Scripture," is carried out in a 
masterly manner. Four main doctrines (of Scripture, of justification, 
of conversion, of election by grace) show from God's Word that the 
doctrine we hold is not a special doctrine, but the clear teaching of 
the Holy Scriptures. We simply follow the Bible when we teach that 
the Scriptures, word for word, are inspired by God and are infallible 
truth in all things; that we are justified and saved by grace alone, 
without any merit of our own, for Christ's sake, through the faith that 
takes hold of the righteousness acquired by Christ; That we are 
converted, brought to faith, and preserved in faith unto salvation, 
without any work of our own, by God alone; that we are chosen unto 
eternal life before the foundation of the world, by grace alone, for 
Christ's sake, without any respect to our own conduct. Jever reader 
knows that these very doctrines have become controversial in recent 
years. Here he is given an answer to the question, What does 
Scripture say in these pieces? We strongly recommend this report 
to all Lutheran Christians. It is also well suited to be put into the 
hands of a friend or relative over here or over there who feels a 
certain horror of "Missouri" without knowing what Missouri actually 
teaches, or who has been misled by false reports on the part of our 
enemies. .F.

The Word became flesh, 


Flesh of our flesh, and bone of our bone. To the babe in the 
manger, to the Son on the right hand of the Father's throne, thou 
canst in truth say, "I am thy brother, thy sister, thou art my blood 
kinsman, we are one flesh." What high honor for us poor children 
of men ! 

Through the Fall man had lost his innocence and beauty, his 
honor and nobility. Sin had disfigured him, made him ugly, 
loathsome, unworthy of all respect, and deprived him of all 
dignity.

For the Son of God is 
our right, true, proper brother. The blood that flows in the veins 
of the Son of God is the same one blood that we also received 
from Adam. It is our natural brother who lay in the manger, hung 
on the cross, and now sits at the right hand of God.

Also a sign of the times. 


"There shall arise false Christs, and false prophets, and shall 
shew great signs and wonders." Thus saith our Saviour in 
answer to the question of his disciples, "What shall be the sign 
of thy coming, and of the end of the world?" Matt. 24:3, 24; and 
how could it be otherwise than that this word should come to 
pass? For He has spoken it who says of Himself, "| am the truth." 
So it is not at all surprising that in our day and in our land this 
sign of the times, the last, sorrowful time, is coming to pass. 

In this prediction the Lord does not speak of false prophets in 
general, of all false teachers, of which there are many in this 
country today. But he speaks of false prophets of a very special 
kind, namely of those who "do great signs and wonders. And with 
these words he does not speak of all those who, by the power of 
the evil enemy, do things which they could not do with natural 
powers, or could not do in their own way, the sorcerers, 
conjurors, soothsayers, and other black artists, who certainly still 
go about their sinister business today. But he speaks of men who 
do signs and wonders, and are false Christs and false prophets, 
false saviors, and such as preach and spread false doctrine, and 
strengthen the same by their signs and wonders, and so deceive 
men; as the Savior also continues, Matt. 24:24, "that they also, 
where it is possible, should be deceived into error, even the 
elect. And just this kind described by our Lord Christ and 
announced as a sign of the last times, these false prophets, who 
are at the same time miracle-workers, have their being in our 
time and in the midst of our people, and with their false teaching 
accompanied by signs and wonders they also prepare our 
Christians for danger of seduction and apostasy. 

Such a miracle-working (?) false prophet is, for example, a 
certain Dowie, who has been spreading his nets in Chicago 
since the days of the World's Fair. We do not name him because 
he is unique in his kind, for there are many like him, as once 
there were the evil spirits in Gergesenland; but because this 
swarm spirit is dangerous before many other similar swarmers, 
and we have been especially requested to communicate 
something about him. 

Joh. Alexander Dowie was born in Edinburgh in Scotland in 
1847, moved with his parents to Adelaide in South Australia in 
1860, was active in business there for seven years, later shifted 
to studying, returned to Scotland, was trained as a preacher 
there and took over a pastorate in a Congregationalist 
congregation in Australia in 1872. After he had successively 
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had served several churches, he resigned the pastorate and 
began preaching on his own, from 1882 to 1888 in Melbourne, 
then back and forth in Australia and the islands of New Zealand. 


During this time he had also founded a new healing institute, 
the International Divine Healing Association. He says 
that one day he was sitting in his study room, thinking with a sad 
heart about what a terrible work of the devil the disease was. 
Then he asked God for a message, and suddenly the word 
Apost. 10, 38. came to his mind about "Jesus of Nazareth, who 
went about doing good and healing all who were overcome by 
the devil, for God was with him. Then, he says, it became quite 
clear to him that all who were afflicted with sickness were 
overcome and defiled by the devil, and that Christ was the 
healer. At that moment, he says, he was called to a dying girl. 
The doctor, a devout Christian, whom he had met in the sick 
room, had approached him, saying, "Are not God's ways 
hidden?" But there the sword of the Spirit was immediately at 
his hand, and he answered, "How can you, Doctor K., call these 
God's ways? This is the devil's work, and it is time we called 
upon Him who came to destroy the works of the devil; it is 
necessary to slay the corrupter and save the child. Can you 
pray, Doctor, can you pray the prayer of faith that heals the 
sick?" The doctor had said, "You are too excited; let us rather 
say, God's will be done," and left the room. But he had said, "No, 
no will of God sends such cruelty, and | will never say to Satan's 
works: But the word Apost. 10:38 burned in his heart. 10:38 
burned in his heart; he prayed at the bedside of the sick woman, 
and during the prayer she sank into a gentle sleep, the fever 
disappeared in a moment, and the sick woman recovered. Since 
then he has healed many thousands by his prayer. - So Dowie 
tells. The same came to California in 1888. During the World's 
Fair he occupied a booth near Jackson Park, which bore the 
inscription International Divine Healing Association over the 
entrance and the name Zion Tabernacle on the side. There 
he had little attendance at first, later more, and at times great 
attendance. Furthermore, he established a stately house, which 
he calls Divine Healing Home, and in which the sick who come 
from out of town are received; a Home No. 2 serves the same 
purpose. Dowie has also held his meetings in various places in 
the city, and thousands have sought healing from him and heard 
his and his wife's sermons. 


Now what does Dowie teach in his speeches and writings? 
Among other things, the following: It is never God's will that a 
man should be sick, but he that is sick is overcome of the devil. 
But Christ came that he might destroy the works of the devil, 
and so also make all sick people well. He still wants to do this 
today. To this end he has given the gift of healing, which is still 
powerful and effective today, and whoever has faith and prays 
rightly can heal all who are sick. To pray rightly, however, is 
never to pray, "Lord, if thou wilt." The prayer of the leper in the 
Gospel was also wrong, was not a prayer of faith, but of doubt, 
a sin. Also the petition, "Thy will be done," must never be prayed 
in this way, but always only 


with the continuation: "on earth as it is in heaven"; Christ never 
taught his disciples to pray: "Thy will be done," and the devil must 
have blackened this perverse petition in the prayers and songs 
of Christians. To speak patiently in sickness, "Father, thy will be 
done," is to blasoheme God. There will also come a time when 
Christ will prepare His own for His future by giving them health. 
This health he will bestow for blessed service in the "little while" 
before he comes down from heaven with the voice of the 
archangel and with the trumpet of God. Christ is also prophesied 
as such a healer when it is said in Is. 53: "He bore our sickness", 
and Is. 35, 5. 6.: "Then the eyes of the blind shall be opened, 
and the ears of the deaf shall be unstopped. Then shall the lame 
be lured like a hart, and the dumb tongue shall speak praise." 
And since Jesus Christ is the same yesterday, and today, and 
for ever, he must also today and at all times be willing and able 
to make well and truly heal all who believe, if only because it can 
never be to the glory of God for a child of God to remain 
unhealed; for God is no more honored by our sickness than by 
our sin, because both are of the devil. 

This is the teaching of this new Saviour, according to the 
main propositions, on which he bases his way of salvation. But 
that this is not the teaching of the Word of God, we need not 
prove to our readers. Dowie is a false prophet. That he bases his 
cause on the Scriptures does not make him or his cause any 
better, for the devil has done the same thing, and in the same 
way, namely, by perverting and misapplying it, as, for instance, 
Acts 10:38 is not said at all. 10, 38. it is not at all said that no one 
can be sick by God's sending. After all, the sickness of the pious 
Job, in which the devil had also been active, did not come upon 
him without or against God's will. For the Lord expressly says of 
Lazarus' sickness, "The sickness is not unto death, but for the 
glory of God, that the Son of God may be honored thereby." For 
the Saviour also prayed, "Father, if thou wilt, remove this cup 
from me; not my will, but thine, be done;" and this was not a 
prayer of doubt and unbelief. Yes, a quite blasphemous false 
prophet is this Dowie, and a very dangerous one, by whose 
abominable doctrine a Christian who gives himself up to it may 
become mistaken of his state of grace, and despair as soon as 
God afflicts him with sickness, or causes a member of his family 
to fall sick, perhaps for wise, gracious purposes, crying out for a 
long time on the sickbed, "Lord, if it be thy will, raise me up." He 
who allows himself to be seduced by this swarming spirit can no 
longer pray in childlike faith in sick runs: 


O Lord, as thou wilt, so send it with me In life and in 
death. 


But does this man really heal the sick? Answer: We do not 
know; we have read his teaching in his own words, but we have 
not seen any of his healing works, but we only read in his 
communications that in ten years he has laid his hands on 
18,000 sick people and, as far as people can see, has 
completely healed most of them. It is also said that in his 
meetings there are numerous witnesses whom he has freed 
from otherwise incurable diseases and made completely 
healthy. And if this be now true? Then quite 
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clear that this Dowie is one of those signs of the times of whom be. But he that cleaveth unto the Lord is one spirit with him. Flee 
our Saviour says, one of those "false prophets who do great signs fornication. All sins that a man doeth are without his body: but he 
and wonders.

We also know that when God heals us by 
means of medicine and other means ordained by him, this is an 
answer to our faithful prayer, and that God, at our prayer, if it be 
his will, can also snatch us out of the jaws of death. Therefore we 
do both, use the doctor's remedies and pray that God will bless 
them for our recovery, know that our days are in God's hands, 
and confidently and believingly and without hesitation and doubt 
leave it up to him how long he will let us live here until he brings 
us home to his rest and our eternal glory, which the old evil 
enemy would like to deprive us and other children of God of 
through such deceivers as Dowie and co. We therefore continue 


Self-abuse and the like. All this is certainly to be understood by 
"adultery" and is forbidden in the sixth commandment. For 
marriage is the union of aman and a woman established by God. 
But here a work, which according to God's will should only be 
done in this union, is otherwise done in abominable perversion 
and unnatural uncleanness. Beware of this for the sake of your 
dear Savior, who has redeemed you and is with you. Especially 
young Christians, beware of this sin, which corrupts body and 
soul. 

This and all 
marital unions with relatives with whom God has forbidden 
marriage are an offence against the marriage instituted by God. 


Marriage is further a union for life. 

Every separation from one's spouse, therefore, except for 
the sake of fornication, is also adultery. We have already 
discussed this in detail earlier. 

There is a temporary separation of spouses, which may not

Only with extreme caution, then, and in extreme necessity, 
should a Christian make use of it. Let us give an example. If a 
man threatens the life of his wife, and this not in a single angry 
outburst, but always because he is a raving drunkard or a 
deliberately murderous man, the woman cannot be called an 
adulteress if she flees and separates from him as long as the 
man remains in such a state. But then let the woman remain 
without marriage, and always be ready for reconciliation, when 
the cause of her separation is removed, as 1 Cor. 7:10, 11. 
reads. 

The breaking of a lawful engagement is always adultery, 
because marriage is established by a lawful engagement, as has 
already been discussed and proved. And it does not help at all 
that both parties consent to the dissolution of the engagement.

The local Immanuel congregation celebrated the fiftieth 
anniversary of the congregational school on November 18 with a 
morning and an afternoon service. The celebration, for which

of thanks and congratulations, which were then read out in the 
afternoon service.

An English newspaper in Wisconsin says of the parochial 
schools that in a country like ours, where people of all faiths and 
unbeliefs live together, they only nourish the spirit of intolerance 
and do not produce the best American citizens, and all this and 
more, because pupils of a Roman school and pupils of a 
Lutheran school fell in with each other, and did fight, and one of 
the Roman boys died soon after, and several of the Lutheran 
school boys were taken into custody until the coroner waited his 
turn. Now the inquest has found that the death of that boy was 
not brought about by any injury received in that scuffle, while the 
Milwaukee newspaper sudler would even hold the parochial 
school system responsible. Certainly, our school boys are not to 
fight with others, but are to be at peace with all men, as young 
Christians, as much as there is in them; but this is nowhere more 
inculcated than in our very Lutheran parochial schools, and more 
justly might the editors of the Sentinel be held responsible for 
all brawls and mischiefs which occur in localities where the 
Sentinel is published, than the Lutheran parochial school 
system for the doing or not doing of some school boys. But one 
can see from this newspaper article that our parochial schools 
are still not safe from hostility. 

Lottery at church fairs. In New Jersey, 86 churches and religious 
societies have been indicted for violating state law by 
conducting lotteries. The judge declared that the Constitution 
forbids any lottery, and that the law makes the sale of a lottery 
ticket punishable by imprisonment for up to one year. 
Ecclesiastical lotteries were not exempt from the provision of 
the law. It remains to be seen whether the ecclesiastical bad 
habit prevailing in so many congregations, which unfortunately 
also call themselves Lutheran, will really be condemned and 
punished by the secular court. LF,
